With refpeft to thofe dq^ending upon the War, llhe Terms ki 
which their Limitation is prefcribed are different not only in 
different Aifts, but ibmetimes aUb in the Title ajid Body of the 
fame Ad : In the Mode of diftinguiftiing the fcveral Phrafes 
applied to their duraticw^ Your Committee have foUpwed the 
Precedent afforded them in former Repoits. 

In the Lift of fuch Laws as depend on other Contikgenci-es, 
than the War, Your Committee have hot thought it necellary to 
include feveral, which, though of a Temporary and Contingent 
Duration, do not feem to require any Ipecisd notice ; namely 
llich as have been made for the funding of particuktr Loans, or 
for granting f erfonal Annuities, &c. &c.

The SELECT COMMITTEE appointed to Examine the 
Physicians who have attended His Majesty, touching the 
State of His Majesty's Health, since the Examination of 
His Majesty's Physicians before a Committee of this House 
in the last Session of Parliament, and to report such Examina- 
tion to The House ;— 

TT AVE, pursuant to the Order of The House, examined the 
Physicians accordingly : which Examination is as follows : 

Veneris^ W die Januarii, 1812. 
The Right .Honourable Charles Long, in the Chair. 

DR. MATTHEW BAILLIE, called in; and Examined. 

Question.— Is the state of His Majesty's health such as to render Him incapable Dr. Baillie. 

of coming to His Parliament in Person, or of attending to any kind of public busi- s.^— 

ness? 

Answer. — The state of His Majesty's health is such as to render Him incapable 
of coming to Parliament, or of attending to public business. 

Q. — What is the state of His Majesty's bodily health ? 

A. — His Majesty's bodily health, when I left Him on Monday last, and generally of 
late, has been but little disordered. 

Q.— What is the present state of His Majesty's mental health ? 

A. — ^The errors of His Majesty's mind seem to be as strongly impressed upon it, 
as during any part of His illness ; but His Majesty has within the last few weeks been 
able to relate anecdotes more distinctly, than for two or three months before that 
I>eriod. 

Q. — Adverting to the state of His Majesty's bodily and mental health since you was 
last examined before a Committee of this House, are you now of opinion that, His 
Majesty's recovery is probable, or improbable? 

A.— I tliink that His Majesty's recovery is highly improbable, 

Q. — Arc you of opinion that His Majesty's recovery is hopeless? 
A. — I cannot state .that His Majesty's recovery b altogether witliout hope, but 1 
think it still extremely improbable. 

Q.— On what do you ground your opinion, that His Majesty's recovery is highly 
inaprob:ihle? 

A. — I think His Majesty's recovery is highly improbable, because His illness has 
continued for many months ; and His mental health is in a considerably worse state 
than it was eight or ten nionths ago, because His Majesty is considerably advanced in . 
life, and because His lil'ajesty's present indisposition has assumed a more determined 
form than in any of lib former illnesses. > 

Q.~Has 
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4 (iSi^) REPORT from Tlie COMMITTEE on the 

X)r. Baillie. Q. — Has His Majesty's present degree of mental infirmity taken place gradually, 

' — :7 — --^ '-^ or suddenly ? 

f^ A. — The present degree of His Majesty's mental infirmity may be said to have 

* taken place rather suddenly : he was in a much better state of mental health towards 

the end of June ; early in July, His mind was impressed with all tlie errors which 
have continued since. 

Q. — Have you ever known an instance of any person exactly circumstaBced as His 
Majesty now is, in point of mental health, recovering? 

A. — My experience in couiplaints of ihis general class is very limited : I have not 
linovvQ aay cSise resetubJing very exactly, in all its ieutures^ lliat of His Majesty. 
The only person that I have known, about His Majesty's time of life, wliose mental 
he^ilth "WAS dei'inged, did wA reoovcr. 

Q.— At the tinie of the s«Kkbn chaaf^ from better to wonse in His Majesty's 
mental heajtli, in the month of July, uas His bodily health much impaired^ and was 
His life m danger? 

A. —I canaot reooUoct the mmute circumstmces attending the derangeiuent of His 
bodily health, at tliat exact period ; but the general impression which remains on my 
mind is, that His bodily health was not worse at thattime^ liian it hta beea througli 
the general course of His indisposition. 

Q. — Were the paroxysms of cental disorder at that time such and so violent, or arc 
they so now, as during their continuance to bring His Majesty s life iifto danger from 
their eflfect? 

A. — In some of tlic most violent paroxysms of His Majesty's complaint He may 
perhaps be said to have been in some hazard, but it never appeared to me to be con- 
siderable : With regard to the pnedent state of His disorder, I believe that His life is io 
no hazard whatever. 

Q. — Can you state bow lomg ago it is since jou form^ an optuion that Hb 
Majety's recovery was improbable? 

A. — I began to be less confident about His Majesty's recovery, at the time of th« 
Heport of July ; in the beginning of October I thouglit His Majesty's recovery very 
improbable ; and now my opinion with respect to the improbabiUty of His Majesty's 
recovery, is rather sti^engthened than weakened. 

Q. — In your opinion, are His Majesty's faculties of perception ttnd memory, im- 
paired in any material degree^ 

A. — His Majesty's perception and apprehension seem to me to be as acute at 
present as during any period of His indisposition ; His nieiBory seems to be impahredi 
but in a very inconsiderable degree.

DR. WILUAM HEBERDEN, called in; and Examined. 

r>r JTeberdesi Q^'estiok.— Is the ^tate of Wis Miajesty'^s health such as to render Hioi inoafaUe 
of coming in Person to His Parliament, or oi attending to any puMic business ? 

Answer. — It is such as to render Him incapable of coming in Person to Hii 
Pariiam^rt, or of attending to any public business. 

Q. — ^Wiiat is the present state of His Majesty's bodily iicaltfe ? 

A. — It is very little removed from His Majes^'s natural state of heiMu 

Q. What is the present state of His Majesty s mental health ? 
A. — His Majesty's state of tiiind is very much Asordered. 

Q, — Adverting to Uie state of His Majesty's mental and bodily health since your last 
examination before a Committee of the House of Commons, are you now ot opinion 
that His Majesty's recovery is piobable or improbable.^ 

A. — Improbable. 

Q. — ^In what degree do you consider it as iuifirobable? 
A. — It is highly improbable, but net in an extreme degree* 

<3. — Are you of opinion fliat His Majerty's Tocovery is hopeless? 
A.— Na 

Q.-Is 
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EXAMINATION t>f HIS MAJESTY'S PHYSICIANS, s 

' Q. — Is it your opinion that the prospect of His Majesty's recovery is all but J)f^^ Hekerden, 

hopeless ? 

A. — No. His Majesty, from the middle of July last till about the second week of 
December, appeared to me to be more uniformly disordered in His mind than He has 
been since that period ; had the same degree of disorder »lill continued, I might per- 
haps consider His Majesty's coiidiiion as almost hopeless, but the subsequent im- 
provement, slight as it has been, maies me think altogether more favourably of the 
termination. 

Q. — In what has that slight improvement consisted ? 

A. — It consists in a greater power of conversation, and in having laid aside some 
■erroneous notions with which His Majesty had beea before possessed. 

• Q. — Is it to be understood that His Majesty's mind is not as much impressed with 
the crroi-s which had possession of it before, as He was in the middle of the month of 
July last ? 

A.— The errors to which I allude, had grown upia His Majesty's mind between 
the middle of July and the end of August ; from the second week ia Decemtjer, His 
Majesty's mind has appeared to me to be clearer, and freer from error, than it bad 
been in the latter part of August. 

Q. — Do the errors which existed in His Majesty's mind before the mtddle of July 
last, still continue to exist in the same degree tliat they did formerly ? 

A. — The errors and general character of His Majesty's disorder, since the middle 
q{ July, have appeared to me altogetlier. different from what they vvere in any 
previous part of His Majesty's illness; and though some ideas may still remain, wliick 
possessed His Majesty's umd early hi His disorder, tlid greater part of them have 
igrown up since the middle of July. / . . 

Q. — You are understood lo say, that those errors that have possessed the mind of 
The King, between the middle of July and the second week in D^ember, were quite 
diiitinct from those that had possessed it previously to tlie middle of July ? 

A. — Yes. 

Q. — And you are understood to say, that those errors were rempved, or very much 
diminished at least? 

A. — Some of them have been removed. 

Q.— 5tate whether the errors which possessed His Majesty's mind before the middle 
of July, still continue to possess it? 

A. — I believe 1 must go into some history of His Majesty's complaint, from as long 
ago as February last, to the end of April : His Majesty had appeared to be getting 
materially better in the months of April, May, and June, there was very little of 
disorder exhibited ; early in Julj^* there seemed to be a fresh accession of disorder, 
so distinct in its character, from Ilis Majesty^s previous state, that I look upon it as 
indeed a new complaint. 

Q. — Did ,the old complaint continue to subsist along with the new complaint ; or 
M hen the new complaint manifested itself in the jnind, did the old complaint seem to 
be extinguished? 

' A.-^When the new complaint arose early in July, though His Majesty was not 
well from His former disorder, yet I am not conscious that there were any particular 
wrors, that at that time rested upon His mind 

Q. — Do any of the errors that possessed His Majesty's mind before the middle of 
last July, now possess it ? 

i A- — His Majesty's mind is stiil possessed with the same sort of false reasoning; 
but I am not aware, that for some time previous to the commencement of the present 
disorder in July, there were any false facts upon His Majesty's mind. 

; Q. — ^Then the error of His Majesty's mind, as you are understood to state, previous 
to July, was merely that of false reasoning ; are you to be understood that that was 
the sole error of His Majesty s mind, previous to tliat ? 

A. — I think for twp or three months previous to July, th^t had been the state of 
-His Majesty's mind. 



Q. — Does that propensity of the mind still continue? 
A. — Yes. .

Q. — Did you ever see any person as old as His Majesty, and who had so long 
laboured under the same degree of mental infirmity, recover ? 

A. — I have seen persons as old as His Majesty recover, after, I think, a longer 
dujationof the disease than the present attack. 

Q. — After as many repeated attacks as His Majesty has had? 

A. — With respect to the number of attacks, I have had occasion, in hospital prac- 
tice, to see persons who have gone tlirough a long lite, occasionally subject to attacks 
of tliis kind ; I have known persons attacked ten, twelve, or more times, and re- 
cover from each of those attacks. 

Q. — And die of age at last? 
. A.— Yes. 

Q. — Not in a state of insanity ? 

A. — ^I cannot immediately recollect instances, but I believe I may venture to say^ 
tliat I have known some die of other disease, and not in a state of insanity. 

Q. — Tlieir last attack having come ui)on them at the age His Majesty has now 
attained? 

A. — That is hazarding a gi*eat deal; it would require time and reference to 
records to answ er that question ; but I certainly have seen patients as old and much 
older than His Majesty, recover from attacks of this kind. 

Q. — You say that you consider His Majesty's recovery as improbable ? 
A. — I do. 

Q. — You say you have known persons as old as His Majesty, and labouring 
ilndcr an equal degree of mental derangement, recover ? 
A. — Yes. 

Q. — Then why do you think His Majesty's recovery improbable ? 

A. — Because the number of recoveries of persons of that age is very small in cotn*- 
parison with the number of recoveries of those that are younger, the instances of 
recovery become less in the advanced periods of life. In St. Luke's Hospital, we find 
that to be so much the case, that for the last three years, it has been resolved t6 
admit no person above the age of seventy; before that, we were not restricted in point 
of age; and in the course of about thirty years there hare occurred (for I looked over 
the Reports) about seventy-eight instances of persons of seventy years and upwards 
who had been admitted, and of that number only about sixteen had been discijarged 
from the books of the Hospital as cured: whereas, taking tlie whole numbec of 
patients during that period, the number amounting to aboye six thousand, about one 
half or very nearly half have recovered, but only one patient in five of tliat advanced 
age have recovered.

Q. — Is not the stdtc of His Majesty's constitution and general health rqmarkably 
strong, considering the period of his life ? 

A, — His Majesty's constitution is so good, that I should rate him as a nmn of 
sixty, in point of health, now at tfiis moment. - 

Q. — Have you perceived latterly any symptoms of iniproyement in Ills Majesty s 
mental health ? 

A. — I have thought, for the last month, His ^Majesty detailed anecdote, and seemed 
inclined to listen to what was said to Him by those about Hini, ratlier more than J le 
xlid at tlie beginning of my attendance. 

Q. — Do you consider thatfis any material 55ymptom of improvement? 
A. — I have thought it rather a favourable sign. 

Q. — Do the symptoms of His Majesty's present disorder differ in any res|)ect, and 
in what, from those which you had an opportunity of observing when you attended 
Jlis Majesty in His illness in 1804? 

A. — The state of His Majesty's ideas is very dilFerent from what it was iiv 1 804 ; 
the fact is, that the symptoms of mental disease must be in a great degree the ideas of 
jthe, patient ; it is not like a bodily disease, you can judge of the state of a man's mind

Q. — Do the diftcrcnccs which you observed in His Majesty 'sf present and past 
*state lead you to fonu conclusions more gr less unfavourable \o -His ultimate 
rrccovcry ? 

A. — More unfavourable. 

Q. — Have yon ever discovered any symptoms of fatuity in His Majesty's case ? 
JV. — I have not. 

Q. — Da you, on account of the absenqc of that symptom, think less unfavourably 
•of His Majesty s recovery ? 
A. — More iavourably. 

*Q. — Have you been in the habit of classing the different descriptions of mentd 
-disorder ? 

A. — That is a matter of so much difficulty, that I have not attempted it any 
•more than tlie common di>tinction of mania and melancholia; low spirits, and high 
spirits, or more or less of in itabiiity. 

Q. — Do you conceive the loss- of sight in His Majesty ^vould have any effect ia 
aretardinjj or accelerating 1 1 is recovery, or reriderrng it more or less probable? 

A. — The number of cases of blind persons tliat I have met witli, who have beea 
insane, has been extremely small ; they do not amount to more than seven or eight; 
•they have been all of them unfavourable cases; and it b difiicuH: to say what rabct 
blindness may have, with respect to tlic treatment of an insane person ; in some{)Oint6 
it may be favourable, but in general one would suppose it .was rather unfevourablc. 
You cannot guide and manage the patient so well as if he could see. 

Q. — Do you mean by unfavourable cases, cases in which the patients. jii4 aQt re-' 

<over? 

A. — Yes. 

Q. — Do you conceive that the reflection upon Hisregal stat^, when His Majesty s 
•tnind is in a state of progress towards recovery, might have any effect whatever ia 
TetarUing or accelerating that recovery ? 

A. — Hi« Majesty has appeared to retain a consciousuess of His regal state, and 
that seems to have given a peculiar feature to His disorder, and makes it in souie 
degree difierent fwm that of an ordins^ry case ; but I should find it very difficult to 
say how far that would retard or promote His recovery ; it makes the ^ase rather 
more difficult t© conduct. 

Q. — Have the goodness to state, whether you consider His Majesty^s perceptions 
.as clear and distiix:t ? 

A. —His Majesty's perceptions, with respect to any objects that arc presented to 
Him, are correct; but He has anumbcM* of ideas floating in His mind that areex- 
;tremely erroneous : But He judges of the objects immediately arpund Him, His food 
and those things, with great precision; speaks of tlie goodness of a di^h, whether 
-He likes it or not, and kno^vs xjvery tiling presented to Him^ so far His perception is 
wGorrect. 

Q. — Does His Majesty's memory appear to be at all aflfeoted ? 
A. — His memwy is firm and good. . 

Q. — Do you draw any inference from tlmt circumstance, with respect to^tbe pro- 
■bability or improbability of recovery? 

A. — That is certainly a ia^omabk circumstance.

business? 

Ansm'-er. — It is such as to render Him incapable of coming to His Parliament, or 

of attending to any kind of public busii>ess- 

Q. — What is the present state of His Majesty's bodily health? 
A. — Not good, by any means. 

Q. — ^\Vhat is the present state of His Majesty^s mental health? 
A. — Extremely disordered. 

Q. — Adverting to tlie state of His Majesty's bodily and mental health, since 
you last examinalion before a Committee of the House of Commons, are you now: 
of opinion that His Majesty^s recovery is probable or improbable ? 

A. — Improbable. 

•Q* — In what degree do yeu consider it as improbable r 
A. — Very improbable. 

Q. — Are you of opinion that His Majesty's recovery is hopeless? 
A.— No. 

Q. — On what do you found the opinion, that His Majesty's recovery is not hope- 
less, though very improbable ^ 

A. — It is very improbable, from the character of His present symptoms ; from the 
duration of tlie disorder, and from His Majesty's advanced period of life ; but above 
all, from the influence of His Majesty's peculiar situation and circumstances, upon 
his irritiible constitution : But llis ]Majcsty's faculties of perception and memory 
are not impaired. 

Q. — When did you fu-st form an opinion that the recovery of His Majesty was 
very improbable? 

A. — In the beginning of July last I thought it improbable ; and the continuance 
of His symptoms since that tiu)e has made it very improbable, in my opinion. 

Q. — Do you expect tliat His Majesty will recover ? 
A. — I do not expect that He will recover. 

Q. — Is His ^Majesty in a state to converse upon public affairs ? 
A. — Certainly not. 

Q. — Has there Leen any period since your last examination, when His Majesty's 
life has appeared in immediate danger ? 
A.— No. 

Q. — Is there any such danger existing now ? 

A. — I think there was not -when I left Windsoi' on Saturday ; but I have reason 
to think that within the last four and twenty hours The King has not been so well. 

Q. — Had any fresh accession of disorder taken place before you left Windsor 
on Saturday, or had you reason to apprehend that it was coming on ? 

A. — His Majesty was under circumstances to make one rather suspect that it was 
coming on, than that it had established itself. 

Q. — Could you ascribe the aggravation of the symptoms that was coming on, to 
any particular cause ? 
A.— No. 

Q.— Is His Majesty's bodily health more impaired now than it was six 
jmonths ago? 

-A. — I do not think il is.

Q. — Have you observed any signs of amendment in His Majesty since tlje 
beginning of December ? 

A. — ^Ihere have been several occasions on which the violence of His Majesty's 
disorder appeared to be so far abated, and His mind seemed so far cleared up as 
lo adiuit of His detailing anecdotes of past tinjes accurately, but not to exercise 
a sound judgment on present circumstances. 

Q. — Since the beginning of December, has His Majesty shewn geneially more 
disposition to conversation ? 

A. — His Majesty has frequently shewn himself rather more capable of con- 
versation,. 

Q. — Has His Majesty, in any of Aose conversations to which you have referred, 
adverted to the circumstances of His own situation ? 

A. — Yes. By watching the turn of His Majesty's thought, and the remarkable 
energy of His expressions, it is obvious that His mind has been deeply stricken 
by the supcrcession of His authority. I think it is im}>ortant to state this, because 
It has a greater weight in detennining the opinion which I have formed as to the 
great improbability t)f His Majesty's recoveiy, than the particular symptoms of His 
complaioL

DR. JOHN WILLIS, called in; and Examined. 

Question. — Is the state of His Majesty's health such as to render Him incapable X)r. /. WWit* 
of coming in Person to His Pailiament, or of attending to any kind of Public 
business ? 

Answer. — His IMajesty is incapable of doing either. 

Q. — What is the present state of His Majesty's bodily health? 
. A. — His Majesty's bodily health I have thought somewhat improved since I saw 
His Majesty first, which was the gth of October; but not within the last week. 

Q. — What is the present state of H'ls Majesty's mental health ? 

A. — There is a very great degree of derangement, and particularly bordering on 
insanity, having very much the symptoms of insanity ; at the same time rather 
unusually and occasionally with delirious characters. 

Q. — Adverting to the state of His Majesty's mental and bodily health during 
His present indisposition, as far as it has come under your observation, are you of 
<)pinion, that His Majesty's recovery is probable or improbable.^ 

A. — Very improbable. 

. .Q. — Are you of opinion, tliat His Majesty's recovery is hopeless ? 
A. — No, certainly not hopeless* 

Q. — On what do you found your opinion, tliat His Majesty's recovery is not 
hopeless ? 

A. — 1 think it has not arrived at that fixed point, at which cases generally ar« 
hopeless; it has not so decidedly that fixed character of insanity to render it 
hopeless.

Q. — Has there been any aggravation of symptoms within the last three days ?

A.- — I Imve been resident at Windsor ever sii^kce tlie 18th of November, witlj the 
interval of the last week ; I returned on Saturday. 

Q. — There appears, in a Report presented to the House of Commons from Her 
Majesty's Council, to have been the correction of an opinion given by one of the 
Physicians in his tirst Examination ; were you the PJjysiciaui who so cujrrectcd your 
opinion ? 

A. — I was. 

Q. — Were there any grounds upon wliich you could forma different opinion fi*om 
that which you gave in your first Examination, before the second took place? 

A. — I do not know, with regard to my own fechngs, that I formed a different opi- 
nion ; but I found that I had not used a word with its proper import, being perhaps 
in the habit of using the word despair in a more light manner than I ougiit to liavQ 
been : I did not mean that 1 did despair totiUy ; but one is perhaps apt, when speak- 
ing to the friends of a person who ask whether tliey shall remain longer or not, or 
whether you despair, to say, I conceive a person may recover, but I cannot be with- 
out despair, or I cannot help despairing; but on hearing read the words I bad used, 
*' I cannot help despairing," with an emphasis laid upon them, I was struck with 
them as conveying a meaning much stronger than 1 intended. I had not been in the 
habit of attending tlic Queen's Council. 

Q. — Did yon mca*i more by saying you despaired of tlio recovery, tlian that you 
4id not expect a recovery? 
A.— No, I did not. 

Q.~You attended the King, on former fllness? 
A.— Yes. 

Q. — Is His mental state worse now than occurred at any time during those previous 
illnesses when you saw His Majesty ? 

A. — Very considerably worse than I had seen His Majesty before. 

Q. — You stated, that you were called in on the 9th of October ; has your attend- 
ance upon His Majesty been pretty constant since that time ? 

A. — From the 9th of October I saw The King only to the 1 2th of October, and 
w^as called in again on die 18th of November; since ivhich 1 have attended His Ma- 
jesty regularly. 

Q. — Since j^our attendance became pretty constant, have you ever witnessed any 
thing approaching to a lucid interval in His Majesty's case? 

A. — I have seen several times in which tlie King could hold conversation extremely 
well for a short time, but His Majesty was always liable to the disorder pressing upon 
the mind again at any moment. The King has held certainly good convcrsadons. 

Q. — Do those conversations appear to you to be of a favourable tendency? 

A. — Certainly one cannot help having a hope from hearing those conversatbns, but 
it requires to get to a further advanced point to be able to say that it is really an 
€unendment; it is often what takes place when derangement is gradually ceasing. 

Q. — Then the derangement of The King's mind is not such as to l:iave you without 
hope at any moment ? 

A. — It had yesterday much of a feverish tendency ; it was more difficult to interrupt 
The Kinu from the influence of disorder on His mind; but there is generally a capacity 
in The King to answer any sort of questions. 

Q.-- Since your attendance upon His Majesty, has there, in your judgment, been 
any appearance of progressive improvement ? 

A. — I can iiardly so well call it progressive improvement, as occasional ; tliere were 
many days on which there was a gieat degree of quiet that has taken place at didferent 
times since the 23d of November. 

Q.— Is your opinion upon the improbability crf His Majesty's recovery as strong 
now as it was on the 9tb of October? 
A. — It is.

DR. ROBERT DARLING WILLIS, called in; and Examined. 

Question. — Is the state of His Majesty's health such as to render Him incapable of jJr. R, JViUis. 
coming in Person to His Parliament, or of attending to any kind of public business ? 

Answer. — His Majesty s state is not such as to enable Him to come to His Par- 
liamenty 01 to attend to any kind of public business. 

Q. — What is the present state of His Majesty's bodily health? 

A. — The present state of His Majesty's bodily health is by no means good, though 
it may be considered, generally speaking, better than under the circumstancas of want 
of wr and exercise might have been expected. This morning, His Majesty is in an 
extremely agitated and nervous state, which has been increasing for some time past 

Q. — What is the present state of His Majesty's mental health ? 
A. — ^The state of His Majesty's healtli is worse at present than it has been at any 
t^ne since His attack. 

Q. — Adverting to the state of His Majesty's mental healtli since your last examina- 
tion before a Committee of tlie House of Commons, are you now of opinion that His 
Majesty's recovery is probable, or improbable ? 

A. — Extremely improbable. 

Q. — Are you of opinion that His Majesty's recovery is hopeless? 

A. — I do not think it impossible ; but 1 really hardly know how to apply the word 
hopeless in a medical sense, it is only applicable to a state somewhere between ex- 
treme improbability and impossibility, but that is a state which is so extremely diffi- 
cult to ascertain, and in the greater number of instances will be as transient, that I 
hardly know how to apply tlie words. I do not think it impossible, but it is in my 
opinion all but impossible. 

Q. — When did you first form your opinion, that His Majesty's recovery was 
extremely improbable ? 

A. — I began to have a very indifferent opinion of His Majesty's state, soon after 
the beginning of the paroxysm in July; and as the symptoms have never given way 
in any respect, my hopes have continually decreased. 

Q. — Is there any thing peculiar in the aggravated symptoms which have shewn 
themselves within the last Uiree days? 

A. — Nothing peculiar; nothing that we have not seen in several aggravated states 
befoi^e. 

Q. — Are the symptoms themselves more aggravated than they have been at any 
previous time ? 

A. — No ; I have seen His Majesty in the same state several times. 

Q. — Are the symptoms which have appeared within the last three days, such as 
to endanger His Majesty's life ? 

A. — In any other individual I think they would ; but I have so repeatedly seen 
The King in the same state, and have seen them give wray afterwards, tliat I can 
hardly say that I consider His Majesty's life as in danger from those symptoms. 

Q. — Referring to tlie answer given to the third question, respecting the state of 
His Majesty's mental health, did you mean to convey to. the Committee that His 
mental health is now worse than it was after the paroxysm came on in July } 

A. — I think it is. 

Q. — Do you mean to confine your answer to that question, merely to appearances 
within the last three days?

Tb^ COMMITTEE to whom the Petition of Conijtgsby Cort, 
eldest Son of the late Mr. Henry Cort, of Gospei% ia the 
County of Southampton, Iron Manufacturer, on behalf of the 
Petil^ODer and Fanuly of the said Henry Cort, consisting . of 
« Widow aiid Nine other Childrcti, was refeired ; and who were 
empowered to report their Observatbns thereupon to The House; 
— —Have, pursuant to the Order of The House, examined 
the matter of the said Petition ^ and have agreed upoB the 
following REPORT: 

YOUR Committee in the first instance beg leave to state, thatlliey have 
ascertained, by means of Returns laid before them, particularly from 
the Custom House and from the Navy Board, that for several years past, 
British Iron has regularly continued more and more to supersede the use 
of Foreign Iron for bomeoonsumption, except in the Manufacture of Steel; 
«nd that it has most rajridly increased as an article of Export Thirty years 
;ago the Iron imported averaged about 50,000 tons; in the year 1810 it 
amounted only to 30^500 tons* At the fomer period the Export was no 
more than a few hundred tons; but in 1810 it had increased to 24,500 
tons. 

It appears to Your Committee, that these alterations ia such an important 
branch of Trade and Manufacture, have been effected by the industry and 
talents of numerous Individuals, who, previous to the date of Mr. Cort's 
Patent, and subsequent to it, have exerted themselves with much skill and 
perseverance and with a great expenditure of capital, for the purpose of 
conducting Experiments on a large and practical scale; among these 
Mr. Cort appears to have possessed a considerable share of merit; but Your 
Committee have not been able to satisfy tl*emselves that either of the two 
Inventions claimed by him, one for subjecting Cast Iron to an operation 
termed Puddling, during its conversion into malleable Iron ; and the otlier 
for passing it tlirough fluted or grooved Rollers, were so novel in their princi- 
ples, or in their application, as fairly to entitle the Petitioners to a Parliamentary 
Reward: moreover it appears to Your Committee, that, in fact, no good mal- 
leable Iron can at this time with certainty foe made by the metliod claimed as the 
invention of Mr. Cort, unless the Cast Iron has previously been converted 
into what is called Finery or Finers Metal, by a process since found out; 
ami indeed, statements have been made, which Your Committee deem 
<ivorthy of most serious attention, inducing a belief that tlie bad qualities

occasionally found in some British Iron, must be imputed to the cir- 
cumstance of Workmen or Manufacturers omitting this additional process, 
by which they save a considerable expense, and produce Bar Iron equal 
in appearance to that of the best quality, but-whollyninfit for most useful 
purposes. Yet nevertheless being convinced that Mr. Cort is fairly entitled 
to some share of the Improvements so extensively beneficial to the Country, 
Your Committee entirely approve of the annuity of £. 200. a year granted 
to him, and of that of ^. 125. a year since extended to his Widow; ana 
they would further observe, tiiat the Petitioners, viewing the merits of their 
late Father through the medium of partial affection so natural to their 
situation, seem quite exempt from any charge of presumption in thus 
soliciting the bounty and liberality of Parliament. Your Committee 
cannot therefore refrain from expressing a hope, that tiie House will deem 
it right, so far to comply with tlie prayer of the Petitioners, as to bestow 
on them such a moderate Sum, as may cover the expenses necessarily 
incurred during tiie mvestigation.

wilh a. view to obtain for Mr. Crompton a reward for making public his invention^ 
by 5Tibscription amongst the Manufacturers; but the amount of which subscription 
^proved veiy inadequate to my expectations and my opinion of Ins deserts. 

Has Mr. Crompton's .invention produced any material improvement and extension 
in the cotton manufacture? — Previous to the invention of Mr. Crompton's Machine, 
the. muslin manufacture had been attempted, but without success; since that penod, 
it has been progres^vely advancing, and at present I believe tlie major part of the 
cotton cloth manufactured in this kingdom is spun upon the Machine invented by 
]Mr. Crompton. 

In consequence of drawing up that paper, and your commencing a subscription for 
]\fr Crompton, ui>on the faith of that subscription being adequate to its merits ai^d 
his expectrftion, did he permit his invention to be made public? — It was, 1 tliink, in 
expectation of a much larger reward than he obtained, that Mr, Crom[)ton permitted 
myself and some others to see his Machine; but I saw it in coutidence before the 
subscription was entered into. 

. Did Air, Crompton allow his invention to be made public in consequence of that 
subsci'iption? — Yes, but which subscriplion he did not know the amount of at tlie 
litne he allowed his invention to be made.public ; and that subscription, it afterwards 
appeared, fell infinitely short of his and my expectations, 

Do you recollect the amount of that subscription ? — About £. 1 06. 

Do you think the sum of money Mr. Crompton has received at different .time^ 
in any degree adequate to the utility of the invention, or to the expectations enter- 
tained r — Certainly not.

^ arid quality to any other machine? — It does. 

Could yams adapted to cotton, cambrics, and mmlins^ be spun ^ual in quality or 
cheapness by any other machine ? -—They could not. 
^ Is Mr. Crompton s Machine in general use? — In very extensive j^nd general use. 

To what extent is Mr. Crompton's Machine used ? — From the most exact calcu- 
lation which I have been able to obtain, there are four millions ,of spindles upoo 
Mr. Crompton's principle. 

How many persons are employed directly in working machinery «poa Mr. Cromp- 
tton*s principle? — ^Tliere cannot be less than seventy thousand directly. 

What quantity of cotton wool is spun by Mules annually ? — About forty millions 
of pounds. 

What would be the amount trf^hrty ^id to Groverement upon the saaie materiali 
spun by Mules? — About tliree hundred and fifty thousand pounds annually. 

What is the amount of wages paid for spinning by Mules, compared with all othw 
machinery for that purpose? — Doul)le the amount in wages is paid for spinning by 
^Ir. Crompton's Machine to that by all other machines for cotton spinning. 

Do you meao, that two-thirds of the cotton spinning is upon the principle of 
Mr. Crompton'6 invention? — I do. 

Has the cost of yarns, and consequently of cotton cloth, been mat^ally diminished 
by Mr. Crompton's invention? — Very materially indeed. ^ 

Are you aware of tlie circumstianc^ relative to a subscriptibn that Trds entered 
[into ? — Yes, in tiie year 1 800 or 1 80 1 , a number of Gentletnen, thinking Mr. Cromp- 
ton had been neglected, agreed to solicit subscriptions, for the pifrpose of making him 
a liberal remuneration : I attended with those gehtlemen, and applied femonjjst othert 
to !Mr. ArkwriglU; Mr. Arkwright's answer was, that he would contribute to it cheei^- 
fully, candidly acknowledging the merit of the invention, and at the same tiine obsen^• 
ing that Mr. i>ompton had teen bis most bitter rival, for that he had superseded the 
Machine of bis fathers invention, in the finer yarns; and he subscribed thirty guinfeas. 
We colledted only about ^. 400. ; weexpecied to haVe got a mUcih greater sum ; but in 
consequence of the distresses, from the war breaking out, we found the result of our 
applications very inad^Uttte to our expe^^tations and his deserts.

called in, and Examined. 

How long have you been conversant with the cotton trade in the county of Lancas- 
ter ? — ^About thirty-seven yeiars. 

Can you speak as to the extent of the cotton trade thirty years ago, compared wkh 
what it is at present ? — 1 think it is increased in proportion as twenty to one. 

To what do you, in a ^eat measure, attribute this rapid increaaeof the trade? — ^To 
the invention of machinery, and most particularly that used in spinning. 

To what invention in spinning-machinery do vou most particularly allude? — ^The 
first kind of machine beyond the one-spindle wneel was what w:as called a Jenny; 
the next wasMr. ArkwrightVfor which he obtained a patent ; and the next was 
Mr. Crompton's. 

, To which of those do you most particularly allude, as imputing; to it ^lie rapid in- 
crease of the trade ; or do you impute it to tliem altogether ? — ^There was a progressive 
increase ; first by the Jenny, and then by Mr. Arkwright's inventioa ; but the great in- 
crease, and that which accomplished the msdn object, was Mr. Crompton's. 

Can you describe the principle of Mr. Arkwright's Machine, and the effect it is 
^calculated to produce? — ^The thread of Mr. Arkwright's Machine is made through 
filers only, and twisted up to the roHers, which oonapeb a jiard Aread and fit eriy 
jfor warps. 

Wherein does Mr. Crompton's Machine differ? — Mr. Cromptan!s Machine con- 
sists of rollers, in which the thread is drawn; but after the rollers have done delivering 
the thready he can accommodate it either to vaqp fijr ?fi>o.f. 

What proportion of the present trade do you suppose the inveotioii of Mr. Cromp- 
ton has given rise to? — Full one half; I think two thirds. 

To what branch of the piece- ^oods manufactured, particularly ? — T*o the fine 
fabrics, cambrics and muslins, particularly the Scotch manufactory. 

How do you make out its value, as applied to the Scotch manufacture, beyond the 

other parts of the cotton trade ? — By being of so very fine a fabric, such fine yarns 

being wanted for that manufacture beyond ^hat would be wanted for the heavy cloth 

we manufacture in Lancashire. I do not know how the Scotch manufacture would 

-ever have been carried on witliout the yarn Mr. Crompton's Machine produces, pai*^ 

tticularly book muslins. 

You impute that branch of trade to the merit of Mr. Crompton's invention? — In a 
.great measure ; I think the Scotch trade is in a great measure beholden to Mr. Cromp-* 
Eton's invention. 

Would not Mr. Arkwright's Macliine have supplied that trade? — In a very limited 
^and a very inferior way indeed, and only for the coarser fabrics ; the quality of the 
yarn that composes a great part of the Scotch manufacture could not have been pro- 
duced without Mr. Crompton's invention. 

Have you any certain knowledge that what is now called the Mule is the same in 
.pruiciple as the hall of tbevvood Machine, and that it was the sole invention of Mr. 
'Crompton? — I believe it was the sole .invention of Mr. Crompton ; it was generally 
adriTitted so to be at the time, and a subscription was entered into to reward him for it 
The principle is the same, certainly. 

How many people does this Machine now .employ? — I believe, by calculation, 
.about 70,000, and it is supposeAabout 150,000 weavers. 

Do you conceive Mr. Crompton to have received an adequate reconnp^Kre from the 
iPublic for his invention ? — No, I think it falls far short indeed. 

You have.saidj.that.the JVIule ?pins a. finer kind of jaro than tliei)tbcr machinery,

Ordered^ by The House of Commons, to te 'printed^ 24 March 1812. 



The committee appointed to examine into the State of 
the Nightly Watch in The METROPOLIS and the Parishes 
adjacent, and farther into the State of the Police; and wbo 
were empowered to report their Observations, from time to 
time, to The House; — and to whom several Petitions of 
Licensed Victuallers, Publicans, within the Cities of London and 

Westminster^ and its Environs, were referred; Have pro- 

<:eeded in pursuance to their Instructions, and agreed upon the 
foUowing REPORT: 

YOUR Committee first directed their enquiries to the state of the Nightly 
Watch. They were induced to pursue this course in their investigations, as 
well from a desire to conform to the order in which the several subjects submitted 
to their consideration are classed by the House in the terms of tlieir appointment, as, 
from conceiving this branch of the subject to be of itself of the higheft importance, 
and in consequence of late occurrences, to be pressed upon their attention \^ith more 
urgency than any other. 

Had they found the defects in this part of the system of our Police to have been 
^uch, at this moment, as to have demanded the immediate interposition of the Legis- 
lature, they would have hastened to have made an early Keport; but they had the 
satisfaction of observing, that the apprehensions which had been excited had produced 
"Such a degree of activity and vigilance in many Parishes and Districts, and such a 
•conviction that the former means of security were insufficient, that all immediate 
^alanns on this -head had been in a great measure removed. 

In some Parishes, indeed, the zeal and energy of the Inhabitants appears to have 
been moft exemplary and meritorious ; they have agreed to take upon themselves, in 
rotation, the duties of Superintendents of the Nishtly Watch, to visit and inspect the 
Watch-houses, the Constables, Beadles, Patroles and ftationary Watchmen, so as to 
•ensure the perpetual vigilance and activity of every class of persons on duty during 
the night, within their parish ; and a system of the Nightly Watch, thus inti'oduced 
*by the voluntary exertions of the Householders, has been so effectual, that Your Com- 
•mittee think it necessary only to recommend such measures to be enforced by Legis- 
lative enactment, as would give an uniformity and permanency to such a system, and 
secure its activity by a constant superintendence and controul. 

Your Committee finding, that, owing to these and similar means of security, no 
immediate dangers were to be apprehended, were desirous, indeed they felt it to be 
iheir duty, to endeavour to obtain a more detailed as well as a more comprehensive 

J 2 7. A view 
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-view of the various circuwistances which influence and affect the state of the Metro- 
polls as to its Police, the manner in which its local Limits are divided, the various Laws 
applicable to such divisions, the' various public Bodies, or individuals, in whom powers 
are vested, tor the |)urpose of watchinjr over and regulating the means l)y which its 
security and good order is to be maintained, and the mode in wliich such powers are 
•executed. 

With reference to this view of the subject, the Metropolis may be considered as 
tdivided into Three Parts : 

The City of London, properly so callerl, and the Liberties thereof. 

The City of Westminster, and the Liberties thereof. 

The several Parishes which are neither within the City of Louden and its 
Liberties, or the City of J Vest minster and its Liberties. 

The City of London is governed by various ancient Charters and Statutes. The 
Statute of the 13th of Edward I. called Statuturn CivUatis London^ is one of tliemost 
ancient; and as it is not to be found in the ordinary editions of the Statutes, Your 
Appendix, N« 1. Committee have inserted it in the Appendix. But tJie principal Act of Pariiament, 
which at this time regulates the Nightly Watch of the City of London, is the 
10 Geo. IL jc. 22. 

By this Act, the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council, are directed yearly 
to make Regulations on this subject, and tlie Aldermen and Common Councilmen ia 
each Ward are to carry these Regulations into effect, and make such minor Regulations 
as to details, as they may judge necessary. 

Appendix, N* 2. The Act specifies the duties of the Constables and Watchmen, and prescribes the 
mode in which they are to be punished for misconduct or neglect. 

As this is one of the principal Acts respecting the duties of Watch and Ward, 
Your Committee have also inserted an Extra6t from it in the Appendix. 

Your Committee have not failed to observe, that the City of London^ from the na- 
ture of its Magistracy, the description of its various public Officers, the gradation 
and subordination of their various classes, the division and subdivision of its local 
limits, affords an example of that unity, and of that dependence of parts on each 
other, without which no well constructed and efficient system of Police can ever be 
expected. If such a system could be successfully imitated in JVestminster and its Liber- 
ties, and within the otfier adjacent Parishes which have hitherto formed an unconnected 
mass of scattered and uncontrouled local Authorities, considerable benefit might be 
expected to ensue ; for Your Committee are disposed to concur in opinion with 
several of the witnesses, that a well arranged system of Superintendence, Vigilance 
and Controul, would tend more to the prevention of crimes, by rendeiing it difficult to 
commit them, than any degree of activity in the pursuit and conviction of criminals 
after the crime has been committed : at all events, however, the two systems are noj; 
only not incompatible, but would necessarily afford nmtual aid and assistance to each 
other. 

This . system of Watch and Ward, adapted by the Legislature to the City of 
London, is not a dead letter, but is kept alive and in action by the constant super- 
intendence of the Marshals of the City, with their Assistants, who every night visit the 
different Wards and Precincts, and take care that the Constables, Ikadles, and 
"Watchmen of all descriptions, are alert and do their duty. Moraing Reports are 
made to the Lord Mayor, as Chief ]\iagistrate ; deficiencies are noticed, as well 
,as any disorders or irregularities, or other occurrences of the night. 

Li ancient times, when the whole of the Metropolis consisted of little more than the 
City ot London (properly so called) such a system might have been abundantly suf- 
iicient foi'.its good government and security. 
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The City of IV'c^tminster^ owing to its having never been incoq^orated, is not pro- 
>vided with the same means, and the same gradations of i(s public Officers, to ensure 
"the unity and efficiency of its exertions tor the . prevention of crimes, by the same 
system of controul and superhitendence. 
^— 

But Your Committee have to observe, that by the Statute of the 27th of Elizabeth, ^ 

presiding and subordinate Officers are appointed, and powers given to the Dean and -^ 

Chapter, and to the High Steward and others, to make Regulations for the good 
government of the City of Westminster. It appears that Lord Burleigh was ap- 
pointed the first Higii Steward, and a Code of Regulations was introduced by him, 
and a division of its local limits into twelve Wards, for the purpose of a more peiYect 
•superintendence. 

Your Committee have inserted this Statute of Queen Elizabeth in the Appendix, Api)endix,N^3/ 
4ogether with the original Regulations introduced by Lord Burleigii. 

This Statute is specifically referred to, and its powers enlarged, by the 29 Geo. IL 
c 25. and by the 31 Geo. IL c. 17. and a unity and gradation of authority are endea- 
Toured to be established ; and the High Constable is directed to obey the orders of 
the High Steward, and the Petty Constables to obey tiie High Constable. 

The duties and superintendence of the High Steward Imve fallon into great disuse, 
^although very important duties are imposed on him. 

It appears, however, that on great occasions of ceremony, he has from time to time 
personally interfered, and put himself at the head of the whole Civil force of the City 
-of Westminster, marshalling and arranging the subordinate Ofiicers. 

The present High Steward, the Marquis of Buckingham, is stated to have so inter- 
fered at the funerals of Lord Nelson and Mr. Pitc 

The Statute of 14 Geo. TIL x:. go. seems to have superseded this system, and is Appendix, K* *. 

-of such pre-eminent importance with reference to tlie subject matter of present investi- 
gation, tliat Your Committee have inserted large Extracts from it in the Ap- 
pendix. It is a local Act applicable to the City and Liberties of Westminster, and 
certain other Parishes therein named ; and, with great detail, prescribes the dulies of 
Constables, Beadles, Patroles and Watchmen. It is not founded upon tlie principle 
of 10 Geo. IL c. 22. which relates to the City of London, and wliich entrusts to 
the Lord Mayor and others the whole of the details of the Nightly Watch as to 
numbers, distribution, wages of the Watchmen, and other particulars, but it limits 
tlie discretionary powers of the different parochial Authorities, and, with tlie most 
scrupulous minuteness, prescribes the exact manner in which the various descriptions 

-of persoas employed must discharge their duties, and defines the smallest number 

/which each Parish is to employ, and the lowest amount of wages to be paid. It de- 
tails the manner in which misconduct and neglect is to be punished, and raeritorious 
exertions rewarded. It is observable, tlaat both these Statutes refer to tlie ancient 
Statute of Watcl) and Ward, the 1 3th Kdward I. and recognize the principle, that 

'the protection of every District is a compulsory duty incumbent on the Inhabitants; 
and therefore, an express clause is inserted in each of these Acts, to discharge from 

:this duty such Inhabitants as shall contribute to tlie Hate for defraying the expense of 
such Watch and Ward. Other Parishes or liaailets are governed by particular Acts 
of Parliament, authoriziiV;:; the raising of Rates for Watching and Lighting, and 

^ivesting powers in certain Comniissioners or V^estrics for carrying these purposes 
into effect; but in many cases, the execution of the Law is exti*emely defective, and 
in some cases the power of raising Money is inadequate; in others the full amount is 
not levied ; the mode of Watching generally bad, and the men employed, both in 
number and ability, wholly inefficient for tlie purpose. 

In other Parishes tlierc is no Legislative provision, and u|>on the whole, no uni^ 
-form system prevails ; and neither the Magistracy, or the Government, have at present 
.any connection whatever witli the state of the ^\'iltch, and no controul or supcriutend- 
^ucc over it.

It would appear that this Statute of the 14 Geo. I IF. c. go, has been very 
little known, or very loosely exanjined and considered, for many of the Witnesses 
whom we have examined, and many of the projects which have been submitted 
to our consideration sugijest, as valuable improvements, ihe very principles, and 
very details, which are enforced by substantive enactment in this very Statute. 

Your Committee feel that much would be done by merely extending the provisions 
of the 14 Geo. III. to the adjacent Parishes in and near the Metropolis, which should 
be particularly described, provided it were duly executeil ; but they are convinced 
that it may receive very beneficial amendments, for the details of which tliey would 
refer to the Appendix, stating here only, that, in many instances, it may be absolutely 
necessary to give powers for levying a higher Rate than is now allowed, in order to 
defray the expense arising from an increase of the numbers or wages of the persons 
employed in different capacities in the Nigi;tly Watch ; Your Committee being strongly 
impressed with the opinion of the expediency, if not necessity, of relieving tlie Watch 
once at least in the night. 

But the main improvement of tliis Law would consist in creating a superintending 
Power, to whose discretion should be enU'usted, the dismissal of the persons appointed 
by the Parochial Authorities in cases of misconduct, ne^igence or inability, and to wHom 
it should belong to enforce generally, if necessary, the due execution of this Act ; for, 
with, all the other proposed amendments, it cannot escape observation, that the system 
■would still remain imperfect, and very inferior in efl&cacy to that which subsists withia 
the City of London (properly so called) ; there still would remain that want of unity, 
that want of dependence of parts on each other, that want of a general superintend- 
ence and controul, without which every system of government must be imperfect 

Your Committee, considering with this view whether th«-e are any public Bodies 
or individuals already known to the Laws> and vetted with judicial and adminiftrative 
powers, and on wliom aitght ceiweniently be impofed the duty of connecting in 
foine degree the scattered Parochial Authorities, have naturally found their attention 
<lire6led to tlie several Boards of Magistracy which have been created by tiie 
32 Geo. III. c. 53. 

This Act, reciting that a regular attendance of fit IMagistrates at certain known 
places, and at stated hours, was much wanted, establishes seven Boards of Magis- 
tracy in various parts of the Metropolis. 

These Boards of Magistracy have in common parlance obtained the name of 
Police Offices, although neither by the provisions of this Act, nor by the nature of 
their duties as Justices of the Peace, have they any superintendence wliatever in 
matters of preventive and parochial Police, or any neceflary knowledge of the prin- 
-ciples on which the several independent unconnected Parishes act, or of the details 
by w^hich the Peace and good Order of the Metropolis arc endeavoured to be main- 
tained; nor have they any means of obtaining this knowledge, except incidentally, in 
consequence of persons being brought beibre tliem charged with disorderly conduct, 
or suspected of having committed crimes. They merely constitute the fii st stage in 
the administration of Criminal Jurisprudence. It would seem to be extraordinary, 
that in such a Metropolis as London, there slwuld be no Office in w hich information 
is collected, from which intelligence can be obtained as to tlie state of the Police. 
The Secretary of State for the Home Department has not, neceflarily, any knowledge 
on this subject, nor has he the means of obtaining any such knowlcd:;c, except with 
reference to crimes committed, or of disturbances which have arisen, or of tlie 
number of informations or committals which have taken place during any given 
l^eriod. 

Your Committee arc therefore persuaded, that the greatest advantages would 
arise from njaking use of these Boards of Magistracy, even if it v\ere for no other 
purpose, than as constituting centres to which information might habitually and 
constantly be communicated, and daily Reports niade from the several Parishes 
situated within the District, which, for the sake of mutual convenience, h considered 



as assiijned to each of these seven Police OlKces^ 
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' The details of these Reports, and the various- subject matters to which they should 

refer, are comprized in a Project inserted in the Appendix, which seems not un- Appendix N* 7- 

worthy of confideration. ' 

By means of this system of daily Report, detailing the number and description of 
the persons employed on the Watch during the preceding tiight, and the occurrences 
which may have taken place while they were so on duty, the Mvigistrates would be 
informed as to the manner in which the proposed Act of Parliau)ent had been com- 
plied with; and also of the state of order, or disorder, wiiich might prevail in the 
various Parishes within their District 

But Your Committee further propose as a means of superintendence and controul, 
and for the purpose of i-erifying in some degree the correctness of such Reports, and 
of ascertaining the fitness as well as good conduct of the persons hO employed, that it 
should be the duty of some of the principal Officers attached to the several Boards of 
Magistracy (generally known by the name of Police Officers) to go ix)unds accord- 
ing to some rotation, to be settled during the night, and to visit the several Watch- 
houses within their district, and report in the morning to the office to wliich they are 
aftacHed as to.the vigilance, good conduct and titness of the Conltables, Beadles, 
j'atroles and Watchmen, on duty dtnring the night. 

It is also proposed that it should be the duty of the High Cons^Jble within the 
several divisions^ occasionally to. make similar visitations and Reports, and with this 
view, it might perhaps be advisable to attach to them a certain 'number of Assistants, 
who might be stipendiary officers, to be paid out of the County Rate, or out of some 
Rate to be levied within each respective division to which tbey belong. 

Nor «iie these the only means by which it is pro}K>sed to furnish the Boards of 
Ma^rates with information^ respecting the state oi'.tlie Metropolis as to its Police, and , 
as to the manner in which the parochial Authorities execute the powers entrusted to 
them ; but it is further recommended, that the excellent provisions of the Statute of 
14 fieo. III. c. 90. ^uld be extended. . ; 

;, This is the Statute which Your Committee have before alluded to as applicable to 
the City and Liberties of Westminster, and certaia other Parishes therein named, and 
which, after having prescribed the general outline of the manner in which Watch is to 
be kept, directs &at the $everal parobhial Auiiidrities shall meet, and make more 
detailed Rules and Regulations for the instruction and guidance oi the Constables,* 
Beadles, Patroles>and Watchmen. 

These detailed Instructions ar^ directed to bewriitea or printed, and delivered to 
^each of such persons respectively. 

Your Conunittee wouldfurther propose, that copies of such Rules and .Regulations' 
should also be ^raosmitted to the Police Office of the district for tlieir informatioui- 
thattbe principal Officers attached to each Office may, in tlieir nightly visitations, be 
atle to judge whether such Regulations are properly complied with. Copies also of 
these Regulations should, in some convenient manner, be affixed to the walls in each 
Watch-hpuse. ' ' 

By means such as tliese, the several Boards of MagisUates would acquire such a 
degree of knowledge, as would enable them to give instructions to their principal 
Officers for their conduct during their visitations, and would enable tliem further to 
exercise, with correctness, the power which should be given therp, of displacing such 
-of the Watchmen or Patroles as appear to be unfit tirom bodily infirmity, or from 
negligence or misconduct. 

Having thus collected at each respective Police Office a great mass of information, 
.as to the principles and details by which the good order and security of their district is 
endeavoured to be maintained, and having thus called into activity the attention of a 
-great number of persons as to matters of preventive Police, and introduced that system 
of superintendence and controul which may' keep alive and continue the activity and

vi^IaDce which has thus beco excited, it would istill appear tliat the ^8tem would be 
imperfect unless this information, tims coilected at each of the seven respective Boards 
of Magistracy, was accumulated at some one central point, in order that there may 
be the means of comparing tlie occurrences and transactions and circumstances of 
the various parts of the Town, and of forming cstiniates from the comparison of such 
facts, of the probable means for the effectual prevention of crimes, or for the detection^ 
pursuit, appreliension, and conviction g( criminals. 

It sliould seem, that the Office at Bow-street, wliich is wholly unconnected with 
citlier of the seven Offices, might form tlie proper centre, to which this various infor- 
mation should be transmitted. 

It would probably be necessary, xronsidering the great pressure of business which 
devolves on tliat Office, to attach to it some fit person, whose immediate duty it should 
be to compare and digest such information, for tlie purpose of being communicated 
to that Board of Magistrates, and also to the Secretary of State of the liome 
Department. 

Your Committee have dwelt tlic longer on this branch of the subject, as they deeply 
feel the necessity of introducing some system which may give unity and connection €§ 
the scattered parts of which the Metropolis consists ; and which may, by introducing 
more means of superintendence, and more means of knowledge, secure a due execu- 
tion of the Laws, and above all things, may secui^ tlict active vigilance and precautioa 
which may lessen the number of Criminals, by rendering it difficult to commit 
crimes. 

Although Your Committee consider this p^rt of the sublet to be of pre-eminent 
iitiportance, and as some of the witnesses have said, to be all m all, yet there are several 
other measures which may come in aid of this System, and may conduce materially tti 
the prevention of crimes. 

With this view. Your Committee advert to the Police Offi(?e which has be*n 
established at Wapping, calW The Thames Police Office, for the detection of felonies 
kc. committed on the River Thames. The Magistrates of tbb Office h^ve also a 
jurisdiction co-extensive with the other Magistrates. 

Your Conmrittce are fully convmced iof the beneikial feflfects which hav^ been 
derived from this Establishment ; the increased protection which has been afforded to 
every species of property on the River, furnishes the strongest proof of its utility. But 
it is stated tO' Your Committee, that the Funds of this office are at present inadequate 
for such an increased Establishnient as Hi6uld be necessary to guard the valuable pro* 
perty on the various wharfs and line of River from London Bridge to Battersea ; 
added to which, at certam periods of the tide, the communication between the parts 
of the River above and below London Bridge is so interrupted, that during several 
hours die upper part of the River is consequently open to ^re^t depredation. It is 
therefore recommended that an additional number of boats should be provided, locally 
applicable to that part of the River above the Bridge* 

It has also been represented, tliat the great and increasing population in the 
nei^bourhood of Greenwich requires another Police Office on Aat side of the River. 
Your Conrmiittee are informed, that it is now in the contemplation of Government to 
remove the Thames Police Office to the Surr^ side for that purpose : tliis might then 
be made the office for an eighth division, domprehending Greenwich and the other 
surrounding Parishes. 

It has also been represented to Your Committee, that the most notorious Pick- 
pockets and other reputed Thieves are. permitted to frequent the public avenues of 
the Town with impunity, notwithstandmg the provisions of 32 Geo. III. made for 
the purpose of Aeir apprehension : but the Law, as it now stands, does not authorize 
the Officer to appreliend them, unless, first, they are seen in some public avenue; 
secondly, unless they are reputed theives; and thn-dly, unless they are on the spot 
with tibe intent to commit a felony: tbb can be proved only by some overt act which

they are seen to commit, such ka hustling, attempting the pocket, or the like. It 
has been suggested, that if further powers were given by the Legislature, the appre- 
hension of these offenders would be greatly facilitated ; but on the other hand, 
it has not occurred to Your Committee that the powers already given could be 
enlarged consistently with the general liberty of the subjeS;. Doubts, however, have 
arisen on the construction of this Act, and the subsequent Act cf 51 Geo. lit. 
whether they extend to the City of London (properly so called), which h stated to 
Your Committee to be at present the resort of many reputed thieves, from the shelter 
afforded by the operation of the Act being understood to be so limited ; it seems 
therefore desirable that it should be amend^ for this purjwse. 

It is at present very difficult to prosecute to conviction the Receivei's of stolen* 
goods; but Your Committee think that the evil would be much checker!, and less 
jkacility would be afforded in the reujoval of stolen property, if the Law with i-espect to 
the executiott of Search Warrants were amended, and the Officer enabled to put 
ihem in force as well by niglit as by day, under the direction of the Magistrates; 
which Your Committee beg leave to suggest to the future consideratiw ^ tiie 
House. 

It h^3 been proved to Ypiyr Committee, that Hackney Coaches frequently are used 
for the conveyance of stolen property in the night, and^ to avoid detectioo^ the iroi^ 
pl^te with the proper nnini^r of the coach is frequently taken off, aixl atiotber 
substituted during the time th^y are in waiting; this might in some degree be remedt^ 
by directing the proper number ta be painted on the paiuiel of the Coach, or by 
some sinuiar regulation. 

Your Convnittee iuily agree m the recomnaendation of a former Conmutttt 
(2,8 Report Fii^noe) that th^ Magistrates should have further means of rewardiiig 
their different Officeirs foraay extraordinary activity and exeitions, in kiucha mamiet 
as the circumstances of the case might require. If ttiis i>ower was given to a limited 
extent, it appears to Yom Commi(;tee, that the Police Officers might be precluded in 
futiire from participating in the rewards ^ven ^y Act of Parliament The rew4ird8 
are usually divided betw^n the prosecutor and all the witnesses; the Police Officer 
has only a small share of them ; bqt this circumstance sometimes operates against 
his credit as a witness, and to the defeat of public justice: it seems desirable there- 
fore, that as a public Officer, he should be free from any such imputation^ and 
that his services would be best rewarded by the Magistrates, witliout depending oa 
the conviction of the Offender. 

The great increasing expense attending all criminal prosecutions bas been truly 
stated to be a great source of tJtie impunity, and consequently of the increa^ 
of crimes ; and it seems highly deserving the attention of the Legislature^ whe- 
ther the expenses of prosecution to a limited extent, and in particular cases, which 
«iay Ix^ speatied, might not witli propriety be defrayed out; of the Paiish Kates, or 
some other general fund. Your Committee think that such a Regulation would mate- 
rially tend to an increased activity in the prevention and piosecution of offeuders, 
and the great relief of individuals on wlxim these depredations are committed. 

The Petitions from the licensed Publicans, with regard to the stealing of Pewter 
Pol«, having been referred to Your Committee, they ncc on the sub- 
ject, and find the extent of tlie evil to be great, n e severity of the 
existing Law ; but it does not occur to them, tliat t Petitioners can 
hes'} well guarded by any new Act of the Legi&latui ions which they 
are competent to make among themselves. 

Having thus adverted to these subjects, which are niost of them more or less intK 
mately connected with the immediate object of their enquiries, Your Committee can- 
not conclude their Report without mentioning the incongruity which subsists in the 
a3^stem for the government of the Metropolis, owing to the Chief and other Magis- 
trates of the City of London, which is situated in the centre of the Metropolis, being 
unable to pursue, by their warrants, beyond the local limits of the City of London 
(properly so called) goods which may have been stolen within the limits of the City, 

and 
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and may have been removed beyond these limits. - Your Committee conceive, that 
the warrant of tlie City Magistrates should have operation, without being backed by 
any other Magistrate, within a circle of five miles fiom the Royal Exchange ; and 
that warrants signed by County Magistrates, within five miles of the Royal Excljange, 
should operate within the local limits of the City, without being backed by the City 
Magistrates. Your Committee conceive, that such an intercommunity of jurisdiction 
could' not be considered as aftecting any of the valuable exclusive Rights and Privileges 
of the Gity, particulaiiy if it was limited to definite cases. 

Whatever the feelings or opinion of tlie legislature miglit l>e upon this pointy 
Your Committee have conceived that they could not avoid, after the evidence tliey 
bad received, directing their attention to the subject. 

Your Committee are aware tliat there are many other points which may be con- 
sidered as intimately connected with the subject of Police, and to which they might 
have directed their attention ; there are i^iany branches of the Criminal Law, many 
circumstances connected with the modes in which such Law is administered ; the 
periods for which ottenders may be imprisoned, the places in which they may be 
confined, and the manner in which they may be returned again upon the community 
after the period of their imprisonment may be ^elapsed ; all which subjects may be 
considered as intimately connected with Police, as they operate strongly both on the 
dispositions which induce men to commit crimes, and on those previous arrange- 
ments of precaution by which crimes may be prevented. 

But as these subjects hav(* been referred to other Committees, Your Compiittec 
havfe conceived it to be their duty to confine tlieir Investigations and their Observations 
to those leading principles of preventive Superintendence and Controul, and to that 
BYBtem of provident Vigilance, whidi, by watching assiduously over the interests of Uie 
Community, may maintain, without interruption, its good Order and Security.

First, Whereas many evik, as Murders, ' 
Robberies and Manslaughters have been 
committed heretofore in the City by Night 
and by Day, and People have been beaten 
and evil intreated, and divers other Mis- 
chances have befallen against his Peace ; it 
i? enjoined that none be so hardy to be found 
going or wandeiing about the Streets of the 
City, nfivY Cufew tolled at St. Martinis le 
Grand, with Sword or Buckler, or other 
Arms for doing mischief, or whereof evil 
suspicion might arise, nor any in any other 
manner, unless he be a great man or other 
lawful Person of good repute, or their cer- 
tain Messenger, having their \\'arrants to 
go from one to another, witli L*in thorn in 
hnnd. And if any be found goins; about 
contrary to the form aforesaid, unless lie have 
cause to come late into the City, he shall be 
taken by the keepers of the Peace and be 
put into the place of confinement appointed 
for such Offenders ; and on the morrow he 
shall be brought and presented before the 
M'arden, or the Mayor of the City for the 
time being, and before the Aldermen ; and 
according as they shall find that he batU 
offended, and as the Custom is, he shall bi^ 
punished.

talk ia Taverna more than dfewhere, and 
there ^a teck for shelter, lying in wait, and 
watching their time to ao mischief; it is 
enjoined that none do keep a Ta\'ern open 
for Wine or Ale after the tolling of the afore- 
said Curfew ; but they shalT keep their 
Tavern shut after that hour, and none therein 
drinking or resorting ; neither shall any man 
admit others in his House except in com- 
mon Taverns, for whom he will not be 
answerable unto the King's Peace. And if 
any Taverner be found doin^ the contrarjf, 
the first time he shall be put in pledge by his 
Tavern drinking cup, or by other good 
pledge there found, and be amerced forty- 
pence ; and if he be found" a second time 
offending, he shall be amerced half a mark ; 
and the third time ten Shillings ; and the 
fourth time he shall pay the whole Penalty 
double, that is to say,'Twenty ShilHngs : Ami 
the fifth time he shall be forejudged of his 
Trade for ever. 

Also, forasmuch as Fools who delight In 
mischief, db learn to fence with Buckler, and 
thereby are the more encouraged to commit 
their tollies; it is provided and enjoined that 
none shall hold scnool for, nor shall teach the 
art of fencing with Buckleri within the City, 
by nie^ht o^ by day ; and if any so do, he 
shall DC imprisoned for forty days. 

And whereas Malefactors taken and ar- 
rested for lVespasses> as for Batteries, spilling 
of Blood, ana other Offences ' against the 
Peace of our Lord the Kipg^ and for evil 
suspicion, are often delivered too easily, by 
reason whereof, others the less dreading such 
punishments are encouraged in their follies, 
and in often transgressing against the Peace, 
in expectation of such easy deliverance ; it is 
proiiided tliat no man so imprisoned shall be 
delivered by the Sheriff, nor by any Officer 
under him, without the award of the Warden 
or M^yox for the time being, and of the 
Aldermen ; unless tlie Trespass be very small ; 
and th^ei^ good and solemn mainprize shall be 
tak^, a^d of Persons justiceable before the 
fiailiffs of the City, that he do appear before 
the said Warden or Mayor, and the Alder- 
meo^ at a certain day, to receive award and 
judgement according to his Trespass. 

Moreover it is provided, that every Alder- 
man in his Wardmote shall make diligent 
enquiry concerning such MalefiEictors, resort- 
ing to and abiding in his Ward ; and if any 
such befotmd by presentment or indictment 
of the good Men of the Ward, or by evil 
suspicion, they shall straight be attached by 
their Bodies, and brought before the Warden 
or Mayor, and the Aldermen, and be ar- 
raigned of that whereof they are indicted or 
presented; and they wlio cannot acquit 
themselves, shall be punished by imprison- 
ment, or other Punishment, at their discre- 
tion, and according to what the Trespass 
requireih. 

And whereas divers Persons do resort unlo

Brokers,. Hostelers, and Innkeepers within 
the City, for Denizens and Sliwicftrs, as 
freely as though they were good ancT lawful 
Men of the Franchise of the City ; and some 
nothing do but run up and down through the 
streets, more by night than by day, and are 
well attired in cloathing and arrays and have 
their food of delicate meats and costly ; 
neither do they'use any craft or mercliandize, 
nor have they Lands or Tenements whereof 
to live, nor any Friend to find them; and 
through such Persons many perils do often 
happen in the City, and many evils, and some 
of them are found openly offending, as in 
Kobberics, breaking of Houses by night, 
Murders, and other evil deeds ; it is provided 
that DO Man of Foreign Lands, or other Per- 
son whatsoever, (halfbe a resiant Innkeeper 
or Hosteler in the City, unless he be a Free- 
man of the City, admitted and at farm before 
the Warden or Mayor, and the Alderman, as 
'a good Man and true , and tliat he have good 
testimony from the Parts whence he cometh, 
that he hath well and lawfully departed ; and 
that he find safe Pledges justiceable before 
the Bailifis of the City, to be auswera,ble to 
the King's Peace, and to save the Citizens 
and tlie City harmless. And there shall be 
no Broker in the City, except those who are 
admitted and sworn before the Warden or 
Mayor, and Aldermen. And all that are 
Innkeepers, Hostelers, and Brokers in the 
City, contrary to the form aforesaid, from 
one month after the day when these Articles 
shall be read and published in the City, shall 
forego the same, and witlidraw themselves 
that they do so no more ; and if any be found 
offi^nding herein after the said month, or any 
otiier of whom there is evil suspicion for his 
ill behaviour, as for bad Company or by good 
evidence of the Neighbourhood, -he shall 
forthwitli be arrested by his Body by the 
Warden or Mayor, or the Sheriffs, or by the 
Alderman in wfaose Ward he shall be found, 
and shall be punished according as he shall 
be found to have transgressed the Form 
aforesaid, or to have otherwise offended ; that 
is to say. Innkeepers and Hostelers, and 
Brokers, shall be for ever inadmissible to the 
Franchise, and awarded to Prison ; and the 
others shall be punished by Imprisonment, 
or otherwise, according as tbe Oifence re- 
quireth. 

THE KING, who willeth that the Peace 
of bis City be well kept among all Persons, 
having been informed that his said Articles 
are not observed, neither can be, by reason 
tliat his Officers have been many times ac- 
cused and grievously punished before his 
Auditors of Plaints, and elsewhere in his 
Co4irt, for imprisoning and otherwise punisli- 
ing Offenders and imspected Persons, for 
that they had not the King's Wiurant for so 
doing; whereby the said Officers have been 
and are less bold to chastise and punish 
Offenders, and these do become so much the 
more daring to offend, and do give unto 
others the example of evil doing, to the great 
peril of tlie City and great encouragement of 
Offences; he doth will and command, that 
from henceforth none of his Officers shall be 
complained of before his Auditors of Plaints, 
or elsewhere in his Comt, for any imprison- 
ing 
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ing or other punishing of Offenders or Per- 
ftons suspected of evil; unless it be that any 
Officer sliould do so of open malice and for 
his own revenge, or for the revenge of ano- 
ther that jnaKtiously procuredi the same, and 
^lot for the keepiRg of die Peace. 

And the King willelh that these provi- 
sions, and the additions, be >vell and surely 
kept in the aforesaid City, for the mainte- 
nance of his Peace, ^vith the aniendmcnts 
thcTCof when it shall please him to make 
«iich, for the profit of his City.

An act for the better regulating the Nightly Watch and Bedels within the Cky 
of London and Liberties thereof; -and for making more effectual the Law* 
now in being, for Paving and Cleansing the Streets and Sewers in and about the 
«aid City., . 

W IT E It E A S the well ordering and regulating a Watch in^he Night time wkWn the seve- 
rahWards in the city of London, is of very great. importaocc, for the preservation of the persons 
and properties of the inhabitants thereof, and very .neces;^rv to prevent Fires, Murders, 
Burgtarfos, Ifobberie?, and other Outrages and bisurdf is ; and whereas by tlie Laws now in 
being, no effectual provision is made forthe establishing, ordering, or well governing of such a 
Kightly Watch, or for levying and collecting any sums of Money for defraying the 
necessary charges thereof, and of the Bedels •who sball be appointed to take care of^he 
same; for the effecting of which good purpose? for the futuce, and to the end that a due 
application and just Accoimt may be had and taken of the Money winch shall hereafter be 
fcvied and collected by vhtne of thi« Act, for the purposes aforesaid. May it please Your 
most Excellent Majesty, at the humble Petition and JJesire of the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
('omnionalty of the City of London, in Common Council assembled, that it may be 
enacted ; and be it enacted by the King*s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice 
and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same. That the Mayor, AJdcHrmen, aad Commons 
of the said City in Common Council assembled, shall and they ^re hereby iu? powered and 
Fccpiired, between the first day of October one. thpus^nd seven, hmidred and. tbirty-seveu, 
and tl4e twentieth day of November next following, and so in every.year ensuing, between 
the -fifstdaA' of October and the twentieth day of November in each succeeding year, to order 
and appoint what number of Watchmen and Bedels they shall judge necesspjy and. proper 
tb be kept within each of the several Wards of the said Cify and the Liberies thereof 
for one whole year, comnrcncing from the twenty^fth day of Decenr^ber next ensuing the said 
(Vrdcr; ami shall then and there dhect how they <H^ght to be armetl, how loiig they are, to.

'\Aatchtnen and Bedels, and other char^'cs incident thereto, tTe it further ena(!ted by the 

authority aforesaid. That the Mayor, Aldermen and Commons of the said Crty, in Common 

Council assembled; every year as aforefaid, sIkUI then and tlieue, and they arc hcpeby authorized 

and impowered to determine and direct what s^m and sums of Money sliall bo jaised and 

amlto appoint levied upon each resj)eerive Af ard for answering the purpoHCs aforesaid ; and for raiiing

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforesaid, That it shall and may be lawful for 
the said Watchmen, or any of tlicm, in the absence of the Constable, and they are silso 
hereby authorized and rcquii-ed in their several stations, during the time of tlieir 'keeping 
Watch and Ward as afoiesaid, to apprehend all Night-walkers, Malefactors., Rogues, Va- 
gabonds, and all disonlcrly persons whom they shall find disturbing the public peace, or 
«hall have just cause to suspect of any evil designs, and to deliver tljc person or persons so 
apprehended, as soon as conveniently may be, to the Constable of the Night, who is hereby 
re<juired to carry him, lier or them, as soon as conveniently may be, befWe one or tMre 
Justice or Justices of the Peace of the said City, to be examined and dealt with 'according, 
to Law. 

And be it further Enacted, Tliat if any of the persons who shall from time to time be 
directed and appointed Collectors of the several Rates and Assessments, to be ma^e in pur- 
suance of this Act, shall neglect or refuse to take upon him or them the said office, or duly 
to execute the same, accprdinsj to the true intent and meaning of this Act, he or tlxey sbaii 
respectively forfeit the sum ot Ten Pounds, and shall continue liable to be appointed into 
the yeai* following ; and in case of his or their refusal, tliey shall be 
:e penalties, as otien as he or they shall refiise to- take upon him ot

behaving in any manner howsoever; and su^h returns or reports shall enter, or cause to be 
entered m a book or books to be kept at the Waich-house for that purpose, by such Beadle 
or Beadles, or other person to be appointed to keep and take care of the same ; and that each 
and every of the said Patroles shall also twice or oftener in every night watch and see to the be- 
haviour of the other Watchmen, and shall make true and just returns or reports to the 
Constable, Headborough, Beadle of the iSight, or tosuchotl)er pei*son as shall be appointed 
to receive the same, of all neglects of duty, or other misbehaviour (if any) of all die Watch- 
men, and shall enter or cause to be entered such returns or reports in the said book or books, 
which book or books shall be laid before the said Vestries, Trustees, Directors or Governors of 
the Watch, and Governors and Directors of the Poor for the time being, and before the 
Committee, and to be appointed, as herein directed, at every of their meetings, to the end all 
such neglects of duty and misbehaviours may be enquired into and punished, pursuant to the 
j)owers of the said former Acts, and of this Act. 

And be it further Enacted hj the Authority aforesaid, That if any of the said Watchmen 
shall misbehave himself or shall neglect his duty, upon complaint tliereof made to the said 
Vestries, Trustees, Directors or Governors of the Watch, Governors and Directors of the 
Poor, at any of their meetings, or to the Committees to be appointed as herein directed at 
any of their meetings, every Watchman so misbehaving or neglecting shall for every such

That if any Victualler or Keeper 
of any Public-house or Cellar shall knowingly harbour or cuitrtain or permit any 'Watch- 
man having a stand or appointed to ; ctrol, to abide or remain in his or her House or Cellar 
daring any part of the hours or times of watching herein and hereby appointed, or if any 
"Constable or Headborough shall make default of watching, and shall not watch and abide 
in the Watch-house during all the hours and times hereby directed and appointed for keeping 
watch, every fuch Victualler or Keeper of any Public-house or Cellar, being convicted by 
his or her own confession, or by the oath of one or more credible witness or witnesses, of 
knowingly harbouring and entertaining or permitting any such Watchman so to abide or 
"remain, and every such Constable or Headborough making such default of watching as afore- 
*said,being thereof convicted by his own confession or by the oath of one or more credible wit- 
ness or witnesses, before any one or more Justice or Justices of the Peace for the County of 
Middlesex or City and Liberty of Westminster, as the case shall be, (which oath such Justice 
or Justices is and are hereby authorized and empowered to administer) shall forfeit and pay the 
pecuniary forfeitures hereinafter expressed and directed ; that i^ to say, every such Victualler 
or Keeper of a Public-house or Cellar, for the first offence, shall forfeit and pay the sum of 
Twenty Shillings, and for the second offence shall forfeit and pay the sum of Forty Shillings, 
and for the third and every subsequent offence shall forfeit and pay the sum of Pive Pounds; 
and every such CoYistable shall forfeit and pay for every such default of w^atching or absence 
from the V^'atch-houoe any sum not exceeding Twenty Shillings nor less than Five Shillings.

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. AND, for the more effectually preventing the appointment of improper persons to be 
Deputy Constables within the City and Liberty, of Westminster, BE it Enacted, That from 
sand after the passing of this Act, no person whatever shaii be appointed a Deputy Consiable 
in and for the said City of Westminster, or Liberty thereof, who shall not, at the lime of 
such appointment; be an Householder, and resident in the Parish, Liberty, Precinct or Place,

That the night be divided into two watches, and the Watchmen relieved once every 
night.

That the Watchmen have regular beats assigned to them, and power to act in adjoining 
Parishes so as to protect the frontiers of each. 

That a Patrole of one or more persons be appointed -to perambulate the Parish, or part 
of the Parish assigned to theni^ to superintend the Watchmen^ inspect the Alehouses and 
state of the Lamps, and report these, and ail other occurrences of the iMght, to the Con&la- 
b!e of the night at the VVatcbhouse, and enter tbem in a book there. Tiiis Patrole to be oa 
•duty all the night. 

The fnlrole and Watchmen to be armed. 

That a copy of the entries in the books at the Watckhouse be sent to tbe Police Magi- 
strates of the District every morning, and .another i:opy laid before the Trustees of tSie 
Parish at their meeting.

The following short Remarks made by F. R AINSFORTH, High Constable, on Friday Night, 
the 23d March 1770. 

SAINT MARGAJlET's. 

Tliree quarters past 1 1 ; Constable came after I was there ; Houseman and Beadle on duty; 
41 Walchraen, with St. John's united, at 8f e/. per night, willi one guinea at Christmas, and 
Dne gainea .'it Lady-day, and great coats as a present. Thoir beats large; was obliged tn 
take a Soldier into custody for being out of his quarters and very in-ulent, with several 
more Soldiers in the street at 12 o'clock; called out ^ Watch," but could get no assistance 
.from them- 

SAINT GEORGE'S. 

Half-past 12; Constable and 4 Housemen on duty; 57 VV^atchmcn at 1 *. per night, and 
great coats. Two men had attempted to break into Lady Cavendish's house near Hyde 
Park Corner, but was prevented. 

SAINT JAMfJS. 

One o'clock; Constable and Beadle on duty ; streets very quiet, meeting with no disorders ; 
56 Watchmen at 1 s. per night for 5 months, and Hd. for 7 months, with coats, lanthorus, 
and candles. . 

SAINT ANN'S. 

Half-past 1 ; Constable gone his rounds; 23 Watchmen 1 s. per night 6 months, and grf. 
the other 6, witii candles; no disorders. 

SAINT MARTIN'S.. 

Two o'clock; Constable, Regulator, and Beadle on duty; 43 Watchmen at ^.14. per 
annum, candles and great coats ; every thing quiet; beats large. 

ST, PAUL'S COVENT. GARDEN. 

Half-past 2; Constable, Housekeeper, and Beadle on duty ; 22 Watchmen at 1 s. per nighty 
down to 8|(/. ; no disturbance. 

ST. CLEMENT DANES, 

Past 3; no Constable on duty; found a Watchman there at a great distance from his 
beat; from thence went to the Night Cellar facing Arundel-street in the Strand, which is in 
the Duchy, and there found 4 of St. Clement's Watclmien drinking. St. Mary-le-Strand 
«o attendance, having only 2 Constables, which only attends every other niglU; 3 Watch- 
men, Duchy included, at 1 s. each. A very disorderly Cellar near the New Church for selling 
suloop, 8cc. to v^ry loose and suspected persons ; St. Clement's Watchmen 22, at 1 5.

REPORT fin 1772) from a Commiltee of the House of Commons, appointed to enquire 
into the &cverul Burglaries and Robberies couimiLted in London and Ifestmimttr, 

The COMMITTEE appointed ip enquire into the several Burglaries and Robbpries 
that of late have been committed in and about the Cities of London and West- 
minster, and to consider of more effectual methods to prevent the same for tlie 
future;* and to report ihe same^ with their opinion thereupon, to the House, have, 
pursuant to the order of the House, enquired accordingly ; and 

Sir JOHN FIELDING, knight, being asked what number of houses have been broke 

open in and about the Cities of London and Westminster^ and whether it is a growfng etil ? 

said,, that all robberies \\\\\\ ttie circumstances attending them, and particulars of goods 

ftolen, are registered at his office, and from that regifter informations are grounded, and 

olVonders are detected several years after the offences are committed ; and he delivered iti 

.lists of houses broke, with computations of the goods stolen, from Michaelmas 1766 to 

14th March J 770, in half-yearly periods; by which it appeared, that from Michaelmas 1 760 

to La(ly-J*jy J7'^»7,i3 houses had been broke op^n, and goods stolen to the value of .£*. 289.; 

from buly-^JMy 1767 to Michachnas 1707, ^6 houses, value £,627,^ from Michaelmas 1767 to 

*'L^dy-day 1 768, 52 houses, valued £.^6g, ; from Lady -day 1768 to Michaelmas 1768, 48 houses, 

'^ value .£"1,332.; from Michaelmas 1768 to Lady-day 1769, 35 houses, value Jf. 1,448. 155.; 

from Lady-day 1769 to Michaelmas 1769, 63 houses, value ^.1,616. 6I . ; from 

•Miclmelmas i'769 to i4lh March 1770, io4 houses, value ^.4,241. He further informed 

tile ConUuitt^e, that it is supposed the last 104 house* were broke open by a number of 

housebreakers, not exceeding twenty, and few of them more than 20 years of age, \6 cr 17 

of whom are in custody, with Utile probability of their being convicted. That the evil 

increases amazingly, and never was at so great a height as since last Michaelmas. Being 

; v<s!ve(l, what is^tbe cause of this increase of bouiiebreaking ? he said, that felons. formerly carriea 

7 their goptls to pawnbrokers, but by tlie present method of ^ quick . notice to pawnbrokers, 

,, silversmiths and oihers,'that plan is defeated; and the Housebreakc;rsnowe;qtoJews,whomeit 

tlie plate in^mcdiafely, and destroy ylher things th^tmjght be evidence, w^icb in burglary can 

• be nothing but the goods, though lO other cases the person may besworn to ; tiiat they disgijiise 
jewels by knocking them out of the sockets, so that they cannot be sworn to ; that the present 
.g2^ng.of housel)reHkerH are sons of' unfortunate ()eople, and of no trade ; that they began when 

boys as ptckpo(,*kets, but turned housebreakera wbeu they gnew upi in order to procure a 
gresifter lucotnie to sup|>ly their increased expenses. And he informed the Committee, tttat 
tor hventy years a foolpad has not escaped; that highwaymen cs^inot escape, upon account 

\ of the early information given to the aforesaid office^ and the great number oi prosecutors who 
ahvays appear against them, which he thmks must in time put,an end to that evil. He then 
said he had detected several persons in Duke's Place with pTate, and has offered a reward of 
five guineasior apprehending one person in tlie same pl^ic^. Being asked, what be thought 
of the present method of watching tlie town? he said, the watch \& insufficient, their duty tOo 

. hard, and pay4oa small ^ that he has known Serjeants in the Guardli empfoyed ad watchmen, 
that the watchmen are paid.8^ per night in Saint Mar^ret's Parjsl^, apd a f;|ri^tuitr' of two 
guineas a year, out of which they find their own candle ; tbat as tljey are paid montnly^ th^y 
borrow their money of an usurer once a week ; that iti otiier parishes the watch are paid from 
lod. to IS. per night; that the watch in Westminster is in every parish ynder the direction 

* of a separate commission, composed of persons who hare served the bf^ces of Cliurcb warden 
and Over&eer ; that Commissioners of the respective parishes appoint the beats of. ttieii^ 
Watchmen, without conierring together, which leaves the froatiei-s of each parish in a con- 
fused state, for thai where one ijde of a street lies in one parish, and the other side. in another 
parish, the watchman of one side cannot lend any assistance to persons on the other side, 
other than as a private person, except in cases of felony. 

JAMES SAYER, Esq. Deputy High Steward of Westminster, confirmed the above 
evidence, and added, that St. Margaret's Paiish has a Select Vestry, the majority of which is 
composed of tradesmen; that they will pay no more than- Sfc/. anight to their Watchmen, 
and liave no way of punishing them for neglect of duty than by dismissing them, which in 
fact is not a punishment, for they find it diiiicult to get men to ^erve iii that office ; and he 
lurther said, tliai their number is not sufficient. 

Bein^ asked the reason for changing the Constables from being parochial to be Con- 
stables for the whole City and Liberty; he said. That before 29th Geo. IL Coifslables were 
parochial ; that he apprehelided die reason for the change was, that a Constable could not 
execute any official act out of hr» parish \rithout being specially authorized sb to do; he 
mentioned an instance of a ConsDibleVbeing killed when he was servin^a warra^ntoniof his 
parish, that the person who killed him was tried and found guilty ot mansiaiighter only, 
though he would have been guJty of murder if it had happened in the parish to which the 
Constable belonged. 

Sir JOHN FIELDING being asked, what remedies Ue could su|;gest, to pretest the 

obove 
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obove evils? he produced two papers, relating to Constables, Watchmen and other Officers; 
which were read to and confirmed by hini; and are as follow; viz. 

Walclimen too old — should be from 25 to 50— their beats too extensive — should not 
exceed twenty houses, one each side of the way — Watchmen too few — the sum raised for 
the watch too fitlle, being only fourpence in the pound— should be sixpence. 

Ward Officers to be chosen out of. those inhabitants that have served the office of Con- 
stable, and 10 liavc a good salary. 

One half of the Constables to be discharged within the .year, so that one half re- 
maining two years, will be able to iariruct iUe new OfBcers, and the whole duty will be 
done well. 

If the new provisions for ihe V/alch can be established by the Commissioners remaining 
where ihcy are, it will save Uouhle, ibr tlitn liie Money may be raised by them as it now is, 
and every parish may pay and cioaili their own Waiclmjcn, so that the appointment, 
dislrlbulion, direction, .wages, r.uiiiber and pniiislimcnt of the Watch may be iir the 
Waji;istiales by a new commission, and llic jniyiug and cloathhig be in the present Com- 
missioners. 

: The words " a Constable of the City and Liberty of Westminster," to be placed over the 
" Const.nbles doors ; the words " Ward Officers*' over the \A'ard Officers doors. Beadles bj 

* name to be dischaiged, and tlie necessarv part of the duty they now do, to be performed by 
the Ward Officers. 

That it would be ri«j;ht to conGpe the intended improvement and Constables to West- 
.. minster only, as the Watch in the adjoining parishes of Middlesex remain 00 tlic same 
fooling as is originally settled by the Statute of Wiuchebler. 

Second Paper. 

1. The Watch of Westminster is extremely defective — the number oUght to be increased, 

' their pay migmented, and the whole direction of them put under one oom^)ission, and that 

commisMon shoukl he Magistrates of the City and Liberty of Westminster — the Watch 

nhonld be attended by Ward Officers, and relieved in the night, a whole night's duty beiog 

too hard; 

d..The Roundhouses shotild be capacious — no liquor sliould be sold in th«m-— bublicans 

. sbouid be punished for. permitting Watchmen to tipple during tlieirdnty, and Watchmen 

should be particularly rewarded {or diligence, and punished for neglect by the Civil Power. 

' 3. Higli Constables shoiild not ouit their office at the end of three years — Constables sliould 

* be increased—half the number only discharged annually — the Constable of the .Night should 
'be considered for his attendance on that duty, and punished for neglect. 

4. The power of rai^io^ money at present for the Watch is too confined, it should oe 
enlarged, raised by the present Commissioners — the Watchmen paid by them, but their 
number,, direction and appointment, be by the new Commission of Magistrates. 

5. Receivers of stolen ^od^^ especially of those takeli by burdary or highway rob- 
' bety^ shoaid be m^de principals, with a power of mitigation in the Judge* 

JAMES SAYER, Esquire, being again examined, approved of Sir John Fielding's plan, 
' and added that the Beadles are an unnecessary set of men, advanced in years, and servants 
16 th^ Churchwardens and Overseers — are forty in number over the whole City and Liberty — 
they have an allowance of £. oo. per annum a piece, which they may make up„f, 30. — that 
he apprehends if the number was increased to sixty, and the City and Liberty divided into 
so many Divisions, a Beadle to each Division, and the object of their duty to take up 
Vagrants, they might t)e of great servic^e — that if the Beadle was to have two shillings for 
every Vagrant be took up, and four shillings was given to any other person who should ap- 
prehend one, the onehaff to be deducted out of the I^eadle's salary of that Diblrict, where 
the V^agrant was apprehended, it would have a good eifecL 

Sir JOHN FIELDING being again ex"amined, said l)e thought the name of Beadle 
should be abolished, and that they should be called Ward Officers. 

Mr: S» RAINSFORTH, High Constable of Westminster, bein^ examined, said he bad 
been in office twelve months*— that he had visited the different night VVatchhouses in the 
City and Lil)erty of Westminster, frequently from twelve Iq three in the morning — found 
many of the I^eace Ofiicers upon doty, $(i^xty^ were not — that there is a general complaint of 
Peace Officers neglecting their duty, from which neglect it is owing that the Watchmen 
and Beadles are not present^ and this general neglect, he apprehends, is the reason why so 
many houses are robbed. — ^That he has frequently found seven or eight W^atchmen together 
in an alehouse, he thinks that the High Constable should visit tlie Roundhouses in the night- 
time once a month at least, or oftener vf required^ and agreed with Sir John Fielding as to 
the number and pay of tlie Watchmen* 

JAMES 
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JAMES SAYER, Esq. being again examined, said that Conslables are appointed 
tinder Acjts 29 and 31 Geo. II. which Acts are in many articles defective; that eighty 
Constables, which is the number, hmiied, are not sufficient; that they are apjKjinted by the 
LeetJnry, which has been attended vviili great partialiiies, for the Leet Jury being composed qf 
the Overseers of the several Parishes of the |)receding year, tliey protect each other from 
serving iheofhcc of Coiibtable; that in general opulent inhal>iLantsare excused, and young 
tradesmen returned ; that if a rich man is now and then relumed, he is generally got off by 
pleadin^g age or infirmilies ; that deputies are generally hired men, and though they cannot 
1)6 appointed OnL^ss approved of by the Deputy High Steward, yet as it is impossible for 
him to get a true character of the person nominatec), he finds many unfit persons are ap- 
pointed, who he is informed make a trade of serving the ofhce; for remedy of vvljicli he 
proposed^ that the number of C(mstablcs should.be increased to one hundred and twenty; he 
thinks the burthen of serving the ollice of Constable should not lay wholly on the trading 
inhabitants, as it does by the late Act ; that by Common Law every person able and fit is 
liable to serve; that the line for not serving the office should be enlarri^ed from £,S, to j£, 2o, 
which fine should be distributed aniong those that do serve ; and he added, that twelve being 
obliged to attend daily durinii* the session of Parliament, as long as either House sits, the 
duty comes round to each individual every sixth day, eight being excepted, who may be sick 
or kept in reset ve ; during which altetidance the Constables must necessarily neglect their 
own business. With respect to ttie High Constable, he said; it is an office of great burthen and 
trust; that l)y Law he the witness is obliged to appoint a substantial tradesman to that office; 
that the fierson appointed is not to continue in office above three }ears, and is liable to a 
penahy.of Xi 20. for refusing In serve, which pewalty goes to the Poor of the Parish; upon 
which heobsesved, that the High Constable sliould not be a tradesman, because his power 
enables him to oblige the" keepers of public houses to deal with him, or those \yith whotii 
he is concerned in his uay of trade; tiiat the penalty on pejsons refusing to serve the office 
should be increased ; thai the High Constable should have a reward for his service, aud that 
the Constables of the Ni^ht should have a reward also.

Mr. RAINSFORTH, the High Gonstabte of Westminster, being agaia examined,. said 
he was'6f Mr. Sayer's opirrion. , 

Sir JOHN FIELDING, being again examined, said that Ballad-singers are a grealjer 
. nuisance than Beggarj, because they give opportunity to Pickpockets, by collecting people 
together; that the songs they sing are generally immoral and obscene; the people themselves 
capable of work, and the lowest and most abandoned order of people : for remedy pf which, 
Jie proposed that all Ballad-singers should be considered as Vagrants, and be made liable to 
the sameponishmetus, no person being a Vagrant now, but who comes within some one of 
• the descriptions of vagrancy in the Vagrant Act; aud the High Constable beiii^ «gain 
examined, informed the Committee, that he ha^j often had Warrants for takiog up BalTaid- 
gir»gers; t4)at he has a})prchended a great ma!)y, uotwilhstandiug whieh their numbers in- 
ciiease, and tliey are become a very great nuisance; they have often been dispersed, but 
St ill continue the practice. * 

Sir JOHN FIELDING being again examined, said that the City of Westminster is ufran- 
chiseunderthe DeanandChapterof Westminster;. that the ComsiOQ Gaol Uiereof is Oaljed tjie 
Gatehouse, to which offenders of every kind, apprehended within the Liberty of Westminster, 
liiwe been usually committed for some years back, to the number of 600 or 700 annually; 
that in this Gaol there is little or no allowance or provision for the Prisoners, but what arises 
iVom tlie charity ot Passengers, seldom aniounting to more than five or six shillings a-week, 
the greatest part of which is given to. the Beggar at the window for the day ; that the said 
Ciaoi appears, from ex|K'rieiice of the Magistrates, to be too small for the number j, and too 
v/eak for the safe custcxly of Prisoners; that to this Gaol, persons in execution for d^ebts 
recovered in the Court of Conscience are committed; and he said he believed this is the oaly 
•TJaol in England where there is not some provision for poor distressed Prisoners; and headd^, 
that when a Magistrate commits a man to that Gaol for an assault, he does not know but he 
commits him there to starve; for these reasons, as well upon the principles of humanity as of 
civd policy, this ought to be remedied ; and that on accountof the vast increase of inhabiianis, 
property, and number of offe^idcrs, there ought to be in Westminster a strong, capacious, 
and useVul Gaol, and there is no such thing at present; that the said (iaol, calhd the Gate- 
house, is a very old building, subject to be repaired by tliesaid Dean and Chapter, whoappoiiit 
I'le Gaole; tl)at »he fu) pr;?cd original use of this Gaol was for the purposes of comtiiitting 
Clerks ('oavict; the Commission of xMagisLrates of Westminster is not later than Charles 
the First's reign ; ihej began first to cponnil oilenders to this Gaol, rather by sufTeraiice than 
by right; and he observed, that however proper it may have been for its original purposes, 
it' is unequal to the present occasions, and, as he apprehends, cannot be altered without a 
Law ; and be further informed the Conunitiee, that, the Magistrates of Westminster have 
represented this mischief to the Dean and Chapter, who aeknoyvledge it, are willing to pull 
it down, and to give a piece of gi:ound, Lii their Royalty, in Xothill Fields, to build a new 
•Gaol upon, and to subject the same^.with every thing thereunto, belougiug, to the Magistrates 
of Westminster, under such regulation^ as the Legislature shall think proper, provided a 
«um be granted l)y the Public for biukiiL'g the samej and he added, that Estimates hi.vebeen 
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xMde, by which It appears that a very effectaal Gaol may be built for the sum of '£i 2,500. ; 
ia order therefore to remedy the inconveniences above mentioned, he proposed that such 
Gaol shoald be built. and kept in repair out of tlie County Rata, which he said may be done 
without injury to Uie County at large,, for this reason, that there is but one Rate at present 
for Middlesex and Westminster, near one-third of which is paid by the latter, sjnce t\ket in- 
crease of buildings tliere ; that this proportion. is much greater than the ex peiues required- 
by the Act for County Rates would sulyect Westminster to; and he added, that the Gaol, 
called the House of Correction in Westminster is repaired by the ^Magistrates of West- 
minster, and'the expense is paid by virtue of th^ir orders on the County Treasurer; that tlie- 
same thing, if allowed by Parliament for the repair of the proposed new Gaol, will answer 
the purpose without separating the Rate« 

JAMES SAYER, Esquir^ being again examined, concurred with Sir John Fielding in 
every particular. 

Sir JOHN FIELDING being again examined, informed the Committee, thut^bont six 
or seven years ago, the Mogistrates of Westminster had no other Court-house hut a place at 
the bottom of the stairs, leading to the House of Commons, called Hell, to keep their -Sessions 
in ; the increase of business, and of offences in. Westminster, made it impracticable to carry 
on the business there. Thenuisnnce was represented by the Magistrates to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, Lord Northumberland, who said he had then applied fot redress, and told, tlie Chair- 
man that it could not be taken up by Government then, but would be in future considered ; 
in the meantime, at his own expense, amounting to £. 800. he directed the Chairman to 
prepare a large house in King-street Westminster, which was formierly a Tavern, to be made 
proper for a Court*house ; that the Magistrates for their Sessions, the Burgesses for their 
Courts, the Lieutenancy for the Militia, Commissioners of Sewer» for the execution of their 
business. Grand Juries for the Counties of Middlesex, Writs of Enquiries for the Sheriffs, and 
Meeting of Inhabitants for nominating their Representatives, should use the said building; 
for all which purposes it has been constantly, effectnally and conveniently used; that it is 
scarce possible for the above business to be transactttd witliput it, and the establrshment of it 
is as essential to the Civil Power as any thing that has been mentioned ; that the purchase of 
the said building, and filting it up, cost the Duke of Northumberland near «£.4,ooq. and he 
added, that tliis building also might be kept in repair by the County Rate, at an average of 
<£*30. orwf.40. ayear. 

JAMES' SAY ER, Esquire, confirmed the aforegoing Evidence : And 

Sir JOHN FIELDING said, he' thinks the acting part of the Magistrates in Westminster 
is in as good a state as it ever was, and more free from imputations or neglect of duty ; that 
it would be useful to have some persons of rauk and condition in the Commission of the Peace 
for Westminster, who would attend at the Quarter Sessions, wheire they would become ac- 
quainted with the conduct of the Magistrates in general, give a dignity to the commission, 
support the acting Magistrates in great occasions, and give encouragement to such of them 
as discharged their trust becoming the honour of the commission, and discountenance those 
who did not; and he added, that for the last two or three yenr^ the Magistrates of West- 
minster have gone through very painful duty, and have been very diligent m it ; and having 
been sensible of the necessity of their attendance, have mutually agreed to attend at any time 
or place, upon the least notice from their Chairman. 

JAMES SAYER, Esquire, being again examined, admitted that the Magistracy at pre-* 
sent is composed in general of persons of character, and that justice is administered wfth 
activity, diligence and skill ; butalledged that it has been otherwise formerly, and may be 
the case hereafter, and therefore he was of opinion, that a regulation in the Magistracy of 
Westminster is necess.iry; tliat there should be a qualification of Juflices; that they should 
have a reward for acting, as the most part of their time will be devoted to the public Service; 
that the fees to be taken by their Clerks, should be appropriated to some public Service, such 
as a Vagrant Hospital ; that there should be certain itotation Ofiices established by Law ; thai 
as he apprehends one such Office might be sufficient, if properly regulated ; that the Rotation 
office should do all the business, except in emergent c.ises ; and that the private offices of 
Justices of the Peace should be abolished, because it sometimes happens that a man committed 
ibr a notorious bailable offence, is carried to another justice, who bails him, witiiout knowing 
tbeenormity of his offence: And . 

Sir JOHN FIELDING said, that in criminal offences that nearly regard the Public, it is 
impracticable to use a Rotation Office, as there are many things that are necessary to be ke()i 
secret; and though the whole of the circumstances must be known to the acting Magistrates^ 
yet they cannot be known by a fresh Magistrate who attends in rotation. 

And he added, that the great number of brothels and irregular taverns, carried on v.ithout 
licence from ihe Magistrates, are another great cause of robberies, burglaries and other dis- 
orders, and also of neglect of Watchmen and Constables of the Night on theii^ respective 
duties; that these taverns are kept by persons of the most abandoned characters, ^ucb as 

iQj. • ' K . .... » bawds. 
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bawds, tliieves, receivers of stolen goods, and Marshnlaea Court and Sheriffs Officers, who 
keep lock-up houses ; the principal of these houses are situate in Covent Garden ; about 30 in 
St. Mary-le-Sirand ; about 12 in St. Martin's, ki tlie vicinky of Covent^Garden ; about t^ 
in St. Clemcut's; five or six at Charing-Cross, and in Hedge-*lane about 20; that there 
are many more dispersed in different parts of Westminster, in Goodman *s-Fields and 
Whitecbapel, many of which are remarkably infamous, and are the cause of disorders of 
every kind; shelter for bullies to protect prostitutes, and for thieves; are a terror to the 
Watchmen and Peace Officers of the Night; a nuisance to the inhabitants in the neigtibonr* 
hood, and difficult to be suppressed by prosecution, for want of evidence ; and, in short, 

[iregnant with every other mificbief to society. That any person desirous of gaining a Kvelt* 
lootl, by keeping a place of public entertainment, who is of good reputation, can obtain 
a license with ease from the Magistrates to keep such house; when ti public; house in any 
neighbourhood happens to be vacant, that has been licensed before, the Magistrates of 
Middlesex and Westminster have Ion*; held it to be a rule essential to the publie good 
rather to diminish than increase the number of public houses; that persons ot ol^andooed 
characters, by applying to the Commissioners of the Stamp Office, may obtain a licence for 
selling wine; by virtue of such licenses it is that the taverns above desc*ribed are kept open ) 
for the aforesaid Commissioners are empowered by Law to giant such licenses to whom they 
shall think fit. That licences for selling spirituous liquors by retail are not grunted by the 
Commissioners of Excise, unless the pturties produce to them a licence under tlie bands 
and seals of two Justices of the Peace to sell ale. That Magistrates cannot by Law authorize 
any person to sell ale without a certificate of such person's oeing of good fame, and sober 
life and conversation ; so that producing this iicenoe to the Commissioners establishes their 
character with them, and takes away the necessity of any enquiry. For remedy ol' which^ 
he proposed th^it wine licences should be placed by Law under ttie same restraints as the 
licenses for selling spirituous liquors now are* This remedy, he apprehends, might probably 
reduce the revenue of wine licenses; if confined to the Bills of Mortality, it woula, in bis 
opinion, diminish it no more than «£.4oo. per annum ; but if extended to Portsmouth, 
Plymouth, Chatham, and other Dockyards, it may lessen it £.200. more. He added, that 
lie thinks it more necessary to correct the evil in those parts, as it has a direct tendency to 
corrupt and destroy the very vitals of tlie Constitution, the lives of the useful seamen, who, 
by means of these houses, become the objects of plunder as long as they have any money, 
and are induced to become robbers when they have none. And he informed the Committee, 
that there is another great evil, which is the cause of these disorders, namely, the immense 
number of common prostitutes, who mostly from necessity infest the streets of the City and 
Liberty of Westminster ^nd parts adjacent, attended by common soldiers, and other bullies, 
to protect them from the Civil Power; these prostitutes, when they have secured the 
unwary customers, lead them to some of tbe aforesaid taverns, from whence they seldom 
escape without being robbed. The cause of this evil, as he apprehends, is the great diffi* 
culty, as the Law now stands, to punish those offenders, they bemg, as common prostitutes, 
scarce, if at all, within tlie desc*ription of any Statute now in being; and. he added, that 
this subjects Walchmeu, Roundhouse-keepers, Constables, and even the Magistrates them* 
selvcF, to prosecutions from low Attornies. That the remedv, in his opinion, should be to 
declare that persons walking or plying, in the said streets for lewd purposes, after the, Wjitcb 
is set; standmg at the doors, or ap|iearing at tlie windows of such taverns in an indecent 
manner for lewd purposes, shall be considered as Vagrants, and punished as such. That as 
to the circumstance of street beggars, ii never came to his knowkdge that they arc under 
contribution to the Beadles. 

Mr. RAINSFORTH, the High Constable, being called, delivei^d in a paper called the 
State of Walch in V\ estminster, which paper is hereunto annexed, and said. That all the 
AVatchmen being assembled at Guildhall, on aiutuiday the 24th of March, to see the House- 
breakers, they appeared to him in general very inbrm, and unfit to execute that office. 
Then 

Mr THOMAS HEATH, a Burgess of the Duchy of I^ncaster, being examined, said, 
ti.at both the Constables and Watch within the said Duchy are very insufficient and 
defective. 

Upon the whole of which matter the Committee came to the following Resolutions ; viz. 

Resolved f That it appears to tliis Committee, that since tlie 20th day of September last, 
104 houses within the Cities of London, Westminster, and the ^parts adjacent, have been 
brokeopen, and plate, jewels, and other goods stolen therefrom, to tlic amount of i^. 4,241.; 
that the siiid evil hath increased very much of late years, and is likely still to increase, unless 
some effectual provision is made to prevent it.

should be made liable to serve as Constable^, or pay n penalty for refusing to serve the 
fiwd office; and that a new mode of ap[H)intiiig and dischai^ging kiicro should be adopted.

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Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, that the number of Watchmen in 
the said places should be increased ; more able persons appointed ; their pay augmented ; 
another method adopted for appointing them ; that their beats or dislricls should be less 
extensive; tlieir duty be made general, and that they should be put under one general 
direction. 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, that the Beadles in many Parishes 
are not at present of sufftcietit service; that they should for the future be employed under 
another name, and under some general direction as Regulators of the Watchmen, and to 
take up Vagrants and other disorderly persons in their respective Wards; and that tlieir 
cumber should be increased. 

Ilesolred, That it is tlie opinion of this Committee, that l\\e duty of Constables and 
Watchmen, and of Beadles under another name, should be regulated with proper en- 
couragements for doing their duty, and penalties for their neglect of it. 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, that the receiving Stolen Goods, 

£articularly Gold and Silver Plate and Jewels, should be made more penal; and the 
Leceivers of them, particularly of those taken by Burglary or Highway Uobtiery, be made 
principals. 

Resolved^ That it is the opinion of this Committee, that provision should be made for 
transporting Criminals, which now are transported to America, to the Coast of Africa and 
Xo the East Indies. 

Resolved, That it is tl>e opinion of this Committee, that common Ballad-singers, by col- 
lecting great numbers of people about them, give opportunities for picking pockets, and are 
a great nuisance, and that<some effectual provision should be made for suppressing them. . 

Resolved, That it is the opinion' of this Committee, that the present unrestrained 
method of granting Licences to sell Wine in and about the City and Liberty of West- 
.4BiD8ter, gives an opportunity to persons of the most abandoned characters to open bouses 
for the retailing of Wine to be drank in the said houses as taverns, which are frequented by 
'every species of disorderly persons, and is a great cause of robberies and other disorders ; 
i^nd that the said method should be restrained. 

Resolved, That rt is the opinion of this Committee, that the house in King Street, West- 
minster, called Guildhall, which is now the property of his Grace the Diike of Northum- 
berland, and was some years ago fitted up by him at his own expense, hath be^n of great 
benefit in the holding the Sessions for the said City and Liberty, and for doing other 
-essential public business regarding the same, and is absolutely necessary for those 
purposes. 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, that the Prison called the Gatehouse, 
.4ri the City of Westminster, to which a great number of criminals and <lebtors are com- 
-mitted, is too srtiall, and totally unfit for the purposes of a Comnion Gaol in the present 
increased stale of the said City and Liberty thereof; and that there is no certain allowance 
for the maintenance of .the prisoners committed thereto. 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, that a strong and capacious Gaol for 
rthe City and Liberty of Westminster should be built in another place, and some provision 
be made for the maintenance of the Prisoners which are or shall be committed to the 
Gatehouse, and to the said new Gaol when built. 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, that larger and more convenient 
'Round-houses should be provided in the said City and Liberty of Westminster, and in St. 
Martin's Le Grand, and that part of the Duchy of Lancaster which is within the said 
liiberty, and that no liquor should be sold therein.

TIEPORT from Committee (1793) on Westminster Nightly Watch, 

T^HE COMMITTEE who were appointed to encfuire into the State of the Night^jr 

Watch within the City and Liberty of Westminster, and to report the same, with 

theirOpinion tbere«poD> to The House, have, pursuant to the Order of The: House, 

enquired accordingly ; a Slate whereof/ together miik tke Resolutions of the Com- 

piitlee, are as. followeth i vis. 

YOUR Committee, in order to proceed ib a fegolar auumer, direct^ \ht several PariAes 

to lay before them the amount of the Watch Rate, with the number of Men employed oa twt 

427. L service 
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Service; and their Ages and Pdy ; In pursuance whereof they received several Ifeturns, and 
from which the following Observations are extracted. 

N** 1. St. Paul's, Covent Garden, who collect about i^.646. per annum; they employed 
twenty-Lwo Watchmen, who are paid, for the Winter months is. 2d. per night, for the Sum- 
meV lorf. and for the Spring and Autumn lid. they Act under the direction of Act 9 George 
thell. 

N* 2. St. Giles in the Fields, and St. George Bloomsbury. Your Committee received 
from these Pcirlshes two Returns, one of which gaVe the account of the united Parislies, and 
the other of St. George Bloomsbury only ; from whence it appears that they are under no 
particular Act of Parliament, but exercise their authority under the Statute of H'inchester; 
that the Constables collect the money from the inhabitants, who pay what they pleiise, and 
that the Constables never account for the same ; that the above Statute relates only to inhabi- 
tants keeping Watch and Ward : above 200 inhabitants do not pay any thing, and most of 
tliem are so dissatisfied with this mode of watching, that they have.entcred into voluntary 
subscriptions lo pay other Watchmen than those provided by the Constables. 

X The Committee think proper to represent to the House, that during the course of their 
enquiry relative lo these Parishes, some of the inhabitants of St, George's gave evidence, that 
they apprehended they ought to be considered in the article of watcliing, distinct .and 
separate from St. Giles, and Your Comn)ittee taking the same into consideration, an Act 
tnadc in the lolh year of Queen Ann, for enlarging the time given to the Commissioners for 
building fifty new Churches, was read, whereby it appears that the said two Parishes were to 
he united as to the Poors Hates, Church Rates, Highway Rates, and other Parish Kales, but 
no mention is made of a Watch Rate, therefore think the words (other Parish Rates) does 
not comprehend the Watch Rates. 

That there are two Divisions, and two Constables, whose jurisdiction extends equally over 
the whole Parishes, 

N^3, St. Andrew's Holborn above the Bars, and St. George the Martyr; the Watch 
Rate, at 4d. in the pound, amounts to ^.856.; that they employ 30 Watchmen and six 
Patrole men, who are armed; that the pay of the Watchmen is 15. 3^. per night in Winter, 
and IS. in Summer; the pay of the Patrole men is. 6d. per night in Winter, and 1«. ^d^ 
. per night in Summer ; that the Pourpenny Rate, which they are limited to by Act of Par- 
Jrument, will not defray the expenses, the deficiency whereof used to be made good, out of 
the surplus of the Rate for Cleansing and Lighting, which is now appropriated to another 
purpose ; that the Parish is so well satisfied with the above Regulations of Patroles as well as 
Watchtnen ; that a voluntary Subscription has been raised for providing Great Coats and 
Hats for the Watchmen and Patroles. 

N'4. Liberty of Saffron Hill, The rate at 5d. in the pound, amounts to about .£.280. per 
annum ; they employ 13 Watchmen all the year, ana two Patrole Men for four Winter 
months; the pay of the Watch is is. 2d. per night in Winter, and 15. in Summer, and the 
pay of the two Patrole Men is los. 6d. per week each. The Watch and Beadles are 
regulated by Act loth Geo. H. which appoints 40 Trustees to manage the affairs of the 
Parish. 

N*5. Sl James Westminster. The collection last year was ;£*. 1,497.; they employ 56 
Watchmen, at is. 1 d. per night in Winter, and gd. in Summer, and i\ d. in Spring and 
Autumn. 

K* 6. St. CSemeut Danes. The collection last year whs £.670,; they employ 25 Watch- 
men, at 1 s. 2J. per night in Winter, and lod. in Summer; they are empowered to raise no 
more than 4d. in the pound. 

N" 7. St. Ann Westminster; the rate at 5^?. in the pound aowunts to ^.809.; they 
employ 25 Watchmen, at lod. per night in Winter, and 8d, per night in Summer. 

K* 8. «St. George, Hanover-square. The collection from Midsummer 1770, to Mid- 
summer 177I> was «£.i,43i.; tliey employ 61 Watchmen at 1 s. per night each, and four 
l^atrole Watchmen. 

K*9. St. Margaret and St. John the Evangelist. The collection last year was for both 
Parishes, «£. 1,250.; at 6d. in the pound, and the inhabitants charged at rack rent; they 
employ 48 Watchmen at is. 2d. per night in Winter, and lod. per night in Summer. 

N* 9. St. Mary le Strand. The collection the last year was ,£.89. : they employ three 
Watchmen, at ;(^i8. 55, per annum each ; and the remainder of the money collected is 
retained bythe ikadle, for providing an apartment as a Watchhoufe, Fire and. Candles 
therein, superintending the Watchmen, and collecting the Money. 

N^ 11. St. Martin in the Fields. The collection at 4d. in the pound amounts to «£.894.; 
they employ 85 Watchmen at £. 18. per annum each. 

N* 12. Precinct of the Savoy. The collection at 4d. in the pound amounts to £. 17. per 
annum ; they employ one Watchman at is. 2d. per night in Winter, and lod. per night in 
Summer 

Your 
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Yoar Committee, haying considered the above particulars, find, that the mode of watch* 
ing and pay of the men is very irregular and various; that in some parishes they employ 
Patroles, and in others Watchmen; and that the Statute of Winchester, being very obso- 
lete, is a very improper Regulation. 

Upon the whole matter, the Committee came to the following Resolutions. 

Resolved, Tliat it is the opinion of this Committee, that the present mode of watching, and 
pay of the Watchmen, within the City and Liberty of Westminster, is very irregular and 
various, and ought to be put under proper Regulations. 

jRaolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, that it would tend to the safety of the 
inhabitants of the said City and Liberty, if a regular and uniform M atch, with Patroles, 
was established under proper Regulations. 

Rriolved, That it is theopinion of this Committee, that it will be necessary to levy a Rate 
upon the inhabitants, to answer the above purposes. 

Rfioked, That it is the opinion of this Committee, that in levying the said Ratt, the 
two Parishes oF Si, George Bloomsbury, and St. Giles in the Fields, ought to be con- 
sidered as one Parish, in like manner as they are in the coliecliou of Poor and Church 
Rates. 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee, that Constables of the Night should 
be appointed, who, as well as the Beadles, Watchmen, and Patrole Men, should be under 
the directions of proper Persons In each Parish, to be called directors of the Watch.

The committee to whom the Petition of the several Persons 
whose Names are thereto subscribed, on behalf of tliemselves and others, 
whose Claims have been adjudged good by the Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Act of Parliament passed in the 43^ year of His 
'-Majesty^s reign, intituled, " Aw ACT for appointing Commissioneirs 
** for distributing the Money stipulated to be paid by Tlie United States 
*• qf America J under tl\e Convention made between His Majesty and 
^< the said United States, among the Persons having Claims to Com- 

" pensation out of such Money," was referred; ^^Have, pursuant to 

the Order of The House, examined the. matter oT the said Petition ^ 
and have agreed upon the following REPORT: 

IT appeals to Your Committee, -that an extensive Commerce, in British 
manufactures and other articles, was carried on between Aynerica and 
-Great Britain before the w^ar of 1776 with America ;! and in the course of such 
'Commerce a very large credit was given to America, so that at the time when 
hostilities comnaenced, a Debt, amounting to several millions, was due from the 
''Citizens of America -to the British Merchants, and cx>nsiderable sums to others 
His M^esty*s subjects; and that during the continuance of the war, it was 
-scarcely possible to recover any part of such debt. 

' That by the 4*** Article of the Treaty of Peace between His Majesty and the 
United States of America, signed at Paris 3d September 1783, it was provided^ 

" *^ that Creditors on either side should meet with no lawful impediment to 4;he 
recovery of the full value in sterling money of all bona fide debts theretofore 

- contracted.'* 

That in breach of this Article of the Treaty, certain Laws were made in the 

* 4ifferent States of America, immediately subsequent to Ihe Peace, for the direct 

purpose, as it appearedto oae of the Witnesses, of defeating that Article; and other 

laws which had been made prior to the Treaty of Peace, and during the war, and 

which ought to have been repealed in confonnity to the Treaty, remained still in 

•! existence; and by the instructions given by Jtid^ to Juries, and the practice of 

American Courts, the pfea of ^* British Debt*' was held in those Courts to be a 

::good plea, -and decisive *against,the claimants. 

That by these means the recovery of debts to a very great amount was pre- 
vented; and in consequence thereof many and urgent representations wer-e made 
by. ihe British-CreHitors, to His Majesty's Government, complaining of the 
'existence of legal impediments in America, which, by preventing the recovery of . 
debts in that Cpuntry to British Subjects, rendered altogether ineffectual the 
: provision containect in the 4'^ Article of the Treaty of Peace. That tlie case of

attention of Lord Grenville, after he became Principal Secretary of State for 
Foreign Aftairs ; and his Lordship appears to liave been convinced that such 
representations were perfectly well founded. And the redress of tliese grievances 
being an object of primary impiortanca with theGovefAment in negotiating the 
Treaty of Amity, Commerce and Navigation concluded between His Ma|esty 
and the United States of America in the year 17941 it was by the 6'** Article 
of that Treaty agreed, that in all cases where full compensation for the losses and 
damages sustained by British Subjects by the operation of lawful impediments to 
the recovery of their debts subsequent to the Peace could not be obtained by the 
Creditors in the ordinary eotirseof justice, 4^he Unfiled States wouM rflake full and 
complete compensation for the same to the said Creditors ; and that for the 
purpose of ascertaining the amount thereof, five Commissioners should be 
appointed, of whom three were to constitute a Board, with full power ; and all 
decisions were to l>e made by the majority of the Commissioners present, and 
their Award to be final and conclusive. And the United States undertook to' 
cause the sumjJ awarded to be paid in specie to the Creditors wilhodt deduction. 

That another Article (the 7***) was introduced into the said Treaty, in favour 
of the Citizens of the United States, whereby it was in like manner agreed, that 
in all cases where adequate compensation for the losses and damages sustained 
by American Citizens, by irregular or illegal captures or condemnations of their 
tessels am! other property during the course of the war in which His \tajesty 
wad then engaged, could not be obtained in the ordinary course of juf^tice, the 
British Government woul<l make full and cfomplete compensation to such 
America^ Citizens 1 and that for the purpose of ascertaining the amount 
thereof Commissioners should be appointed in hke manner, add with the like 
powers in alt respects as the Commissioners under the 6'^ Article. 

That this Treslty was negotiated by Lord Greiivllle in person, atid that a system 
of reciprocity was in his Lordship's view, aad^ as his Lordship believed; iu that 
of the American Minister, meant to be established by the said 6^^ Article, con- 
taining stipulations in favour of His Majesty's Subjects, and the 7*^ Article, can* 



tatning stipulations in favour of the Subjects of the United Stat^.^ 

That a Board of Commissioners, duly appointed under the 6^ Article of the 
«aid Treaty, met accordingly at Philadelphia in Mav 17^7, a(hd Claims were 
brought in heU^re them to the amount of ^.5,638,^19. sterling. That, after 
certain progress had been made in deciding on principle necessary to regillate 
the decision of the Commissioners on the Claims made before than, and after 
a controversy which arose, and continued for a long time, the Attlefrican Com* 
missioners adopted the practice first (in the course of the year 1799) of with- 
drawing themselves from the Boards when ihe^ found the opinion of a majoHty 
of the Board against their opinions^ the Amerioam Commissioners alleging, that 
the stipulation of the 6'" Article did not require them to give eflfect, by their 
presence, to proceedings which they said they deemed injuHous to the just rights' 
of tlie United States, and which tliey also stated they believed it to be their 
dnty to resist in such cases, by all the means to which the Treaty enabled them 
{as the)'^ stated) to resort. That they afterw ards entirely absented themselves, and . 
• withheld their attendance ; by reason of which no effectual proceedings could 
beimd, it hc'm^ necessary by the Treatt, that one Commissioner on each 
side aud the Fifth Commisi^ioiier shouM be present. The British Commis- 
sioners and the Fifth Coimnissv5ner continued to attend for more than a twelve- 
month after the withdrawing of the American Commissioners, who had given in 
a Minute, implying, as stated by Mr. Macdonald, that they would not attend 
without certain radical points were conceded, which, in the opinion of the other' 
Commissioners, being a majority of the Board, would have oefeated the object 
of the Treaty. That in the month of August 1800, Mr. Macdonald, who was the 
First Commissioner named on the part of His Majesty, returned to Great Britain ; 
and the conduct of the British Commissioners, in the whole of the proceedings 
mider the said Commission, was most hi^y approved by His Msyesty's 
Government 

That the execution of the said y*** Article was suspended by orders from the 
British Government in July 1799, innnediatelj upon Government being apprized 
that the proceedings of the Gommissioners at Phdadelphta, imder the b** Article, 

had 
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hfvA been iHfermpted; and that sucK suspension was continued until after the Appendix, 
Convention of 8 January 1802, hereinafter mentioned. No. 1. 

That previously to the signing of the Treaty of Amity in 1794, communica- 
tions were made from Lord Grenville to Messrs. Nutt and Molleson, who acted 
tis a Committee for the London Creditors, enclosing Questions, in order to collect 
infornration of the Claimants, whether tltey would prefer a fixed sum in lieu of 
^ their claims, or the adoption of measures for opening the Courts of Law in 
America to British Creditors, with an appeal to some special Court or Com- 
mission. — ^These questions, however, were not put as a proposal to which their 
^consent was required, but as a matter for consideration, and on which the King's 
OoTenariient wished to have their sentiments, it being the desire of I^ord Grenville 
^o inform himself of the wishes of the Claimants on the subject as fully as possible, 
feefore any rtep was taken. — These questions also appear to have been transmitted 
to the Glasgow Creditors, and a correspondence in consequence took place ; 
^whereby it appears that the whole sum which, upon a scale of compromise 
therein mentioned, the Claimant* wished to be negotiated for, or to be provided Appendijr, 
hy the British Government, would not probably amount to much more than Nos.7, 9,9 
j£. 2,000,000. sterling. 

That in or about the month of April or May 1 800, subsequent to the interrup- 
tion of the proceedings of the Commissioners at Philadelphia, Lofd Grenville 
made the following rropositions to the Claimaftts, which his Lordship thought 
were stated to tbenH in th6 same mamier as the Questions in 1 794 ; Viz. 

First: A renewed Commission, in conformity with the Treaty bf Amity. 

Second : Or, to accept a sum. of Money in lidu of the Claims under the 6^ 
Article of the Treaty of Amity. 

That various communications, in consequence of these Prppoiutions, took place 
betWeen the London and Glasgow Committees or Agents of the Claimants and 
Lord Grenville ; in som« of which the Claimants expressed their wish for a stipu- Appendix, 
Iftted sum to be paid to them, finally to put an end to the whole business; and with Nos. 17, 18, 
regard to the Amount of the sum (thev stated) they were mor^at a loss from not *^» *^» **» 
knotving the exact amount which had been claimed under the 6^^ Article of the 
Treaty of 1794, or the- manner in which the difTerent claims had been made up 
with regard to interest, fcc. ; but, from what they Were informed of the amount 
being about Ywe Millions, and allowing that some part might be cut off, either from 
being improperly claimed or not sufficiently ascertained, both of whidh might be 
letter known to His Majesty^ Ministers (as they stated) and deducting such pay* 
fOents as might have been made on their ctebts before the ratification of the pro- 
posed agreement, they were willing, on obtaining the guarantee of the British 
Government, to accept of Two Millions and an half sterling, rather than those 
dsums should continue as asubject of contention and a source of discontent between 
tiie two Countries, or that they should experience the hardships and vexatiorts 
which they had reason to expect in the prosecution of their debts in that country. 

That His Majesty's Ministers cteclined advising His Majesty to guarantee to 
the Creditors the payment j>f any sums which the American Government might 
;a£^ree to give in liquidation of their demands. 

That in or soon after December 1 800; during the negotiation which led to the*^ 
Convention between His Majesty arwl the United States tn January 1802; 
Mr. Macdonald,atthe request of the Under Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
<tommHnicated to him, that he conceived a sum between a million and an half and 
two millions, wofuld be a &ir sum to be demanded from the United States, for the 
loss which their laws or judicial pmctices in breach of the Treaties had brought 
upon theCreditors. And afterwards, on 4th May 1 801, Mr. Macdonald, in answer 
, to certain vei&sd inquiries, made a further communication to Mr. Hammond, 
Vnder Secretary of State for Poreign Affairs, that he imagined a ftur execution 
of the Treaty of 1794 wouki have made good about twomilKons of the sums 
•claimed* 

That other commtmications were made in the year tSoi to His Majesty's 
Government by the Claimants, nrging His Majesty^ Ministers to take measures ip^^- 
(to])rocure their just demands, and Slating, that if that wa^ not done, their only No.^s^ 3^3. 
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resource would be to throw themselves, by an application to Parliament, upon 
the justice of the Nation, for fulfilment of the 4*^ Article of the Provisional 
Treaty with America, and of the 6^^ Article of the Treaty of Amity ; or if, for 
pbHtical reasons, the execution of these Articles on the part of America should 
not be rigorously exacted, that compensation should be made to the Claimants 
by Great Britain. 

That a Cunvention was signed on . 8th January 1802, between His Majesty 
and the I'nitecl States of America, whereby the United States engaged to pay, 
and His Majesty consented to accept, for the use of the persons described ki 
the said 6*^ Article of the Treaty of 1794, the sum of ^.600,000 sterling, in, 
satisfaction and discharge of the money which the United States might have beeit 
liable to pay in pursilance of the provisions of the said 6^** Article ; which was 
tiiereby decl^ired to be cancelled and annulled, except so far ^as the same might 
relate to the execution of the 7**" Article of the said Treaty. And it was fur- 
ther agreed, that the Commit^sioners ^appointed in pursuance of the said 7'** Ar- 
ticle, and wlK)se proceedings are therein and hereinbefore mentioned to have 
been suspended, in consequence of difliculties having arisen.in escecution -of the 
6'^ Article, should immediately reassemble and proceed in the execution of theu* 
duties. 

That the said Convention was^ first t^ommunicated' by Lord Hawkesbur}% then 
Secretaiy of State for Foreign Affairs, on the 14 th day of January 1802, to the 
Committee of London Claimants. And they, by letter dated the 19th of that 
month, and the Committee of Qlasgovv Claimants, by a letter dated the 24th of 
the same month, expressed their dissatisfaction therewith, and claimed the due 
execution of the 6'^ Artjoljepf t^he Treaty of. 17*94, or a proper .compensation^ibr 
their losses. 

. .Thiat the said Cofnventioivw-asconcludpd by Lord Hawkesbuiy ^without the 
concurrence of the British Claimants, and his Lordship stated, that he could not 
speak as positively from. recollection whether without their privity, but he had no 

. reason to think it was with their, privity; and he also said, that when he came 
into office as Secrttary, of State- /or Foreign A tfairs, he had. a personal com- 

• munication from* Lord Grepville, of all the circijmstances of the Negotiation as 
it ^hen stood; that he had likewise one conversation at least with Mr. Pitt upon. 
Uie subject; that his Lpr^iship h^d lilfewise several interviews with Mr. Molleson 
and Mr. Nutt, and lie Jiad also access to all the documents at that time in the 
Office — That the result, of this information was an opinion formed by his Loi*d-, 
ship, that the Claimants had no c^liauce of recovering their dues in the American^ 
Courts — That the sum of «£• 600,000. then offered by.the American Government 
vvas as large, a sum as could be obtained, ^nd that in cons^uence of»the un- 
favourable diange that had taken place in the American Government towards^ 
t^ieend of the year 1800 or beginning of the year 1801, by theTederal Ad-, 
ministration being changed for. that of Mr. Jefferson and his friends, his Lord- 
ship was of opinion that if tlie pffer then made had been refused, so favourable an 
offer was not likely to be renewed. And his Lordship having been asked whether 
tjl>e circumstances alluded to in his Lbrdship's answer had any object in themrof 
a national nature, or w^re confined siniply to the probability and imprdkmbility 
of the recovery of the demands made by the British Merchants, sjrid, that he- 
conceived the considerations to h^ve beeu,of both descriptions ; tiiat at the time 
when his Lordship accepted the turn of v^*. 600,000. the 7'" Article of the Treaty 
of Amity bad been suspended -but the spittings of the Commissioners under the 
7*** Article of the Tre\ity of Amity> recommenced soon after by virtue of the 
3^ Article of the Convention, and the sum of *£. 1,369,448. 15. lo, was paid 
by His Majesty's Government Xo American Citizens, in pursuance of awards 
made by the Commissioners under iho-se Articles^ except only -a sum of 
j[. 25,284. 14. I. which had jbeen previously paid in the year i yxjS. 

That in March 1S03 tiie Claimants presented a Memorial to His Majest3r';s 
Govemment, and hakl an interwew with Mr. Addington, the ClKmcellor of the 
Exchequer, and thereby protested against the proceedings of Government in 
accepting the said sum of ^.600,000.; whereupon Mr. Addington said he con- 
sidered their ca§e to be a inird one, so much so, that he had no objection to tJie 
Claimants applying Xo Parliament or to His Majesty's Government^ but that 

*he 
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tie meant to give no opinion upon the merits of the case, and that as the losses 
were not ascertained, he did not conceive that Parliament would then entertain 
A Petition — To which the Claimants acceded, laying in their claim that such 
acquiescence should not be considered as barring them from bringing forward 
their case at a future time. And accordingly the Claimants did not then present 
*a;ny Petition to Parliament. 

That an Act of Parliament was passed in April 1803, for the apport'oning, 
-dividing and distributing the said sum of jf. 600,000. amongst tlie several persons 
^ho sliould be found entitled to receive compen^tion out of the same 5 and 
Thomas Maodpnald, Esquire, Hepry Pye .Rich, Esquire, and John Guillemaid, 
Esquire, were thereby appointed Commissioners, whose adjudications were to be 
€oa]. 

That the Commissioners so appointed were the same persons who had acted 
as the Britisli Commissioners and the Fifth Commissioner at Philadelphia under 
the Treaty of 1794. And claims were made by the King's Subjects in general of 
yarious descriptions, to the amount of X. 5,408,766. 6s. And the Commis- 
sioners made adjudications thereon, to the amount in the whole of ^. 1,420,000, 
which were not completed until the 19th May i8u. 

That such adjudications proceeded on an estimate in every case, from the 
various materials before the Commissioners, of the loss which they conceived had 
been sustained by the respective parties, and did not coijnprefiend any losses 
excepting those which America was bound to compensate under the 6*^ Article 
of the Treaty of Amity ; besides which, it appeared from the materials beforctbe 
Hoard, that the British Creditors had sustained great losses for which the United 
States were not bound to give compensation under the 6^"^ Article of the Treaty 
of Amity, in furtherance of the 4** Article of the Treaty of Peace. 

That the Commissioners having thus made adjudications in favour of varioui 
Claimants, to the amount in the whole of ^.1,420,000. have apportioned and 
divided amongst those persons the above-mentioned sum of jC. 600,000. together 
with the further sum of JC. 59,493. which bad been made as interest by investing 
the said principal sum in Exchequer Bills previous to its being divided amongst 
thef Claimants ; and the difference between the ^^,659,493* so divided, and the 
^.1,420,000. so adjudged, together with interest on such difference, from the 
istday of June 1804 (to which day the interest on the sums adjudged^ had, by 
order of the Commissioners been calcalatec|^ constitutes the sum for which the 
Petitioners make the present applicationt

WHAT Situation are you in f — A Merchant; ^ p ^^ 

Were you so in 1776 ?— -No ; I was then a merchant's clerk in the Virginia trade, in ^' R'MiUarp 
America. • ^ -* ^^' 

Did you ever reside in- Virginia ? — ^Yes, several years. 

How lon^ previous to the year 1776 had you acted as Clerk ? — About eight years. 

During that time did you acquire a knowledge of the course of trade between this Country 
end the United States f — Yes, 1 was employed in (he collection of several debts, from 1771 
to 1776, due from American merchants to merchants in Glasgow. 

Do you know whether there was an extensive commerce carried on between America and 
Eoeland before the war of 1776 ? — ^Very eattensive. 

What was the general nature of it? — ^AU sorts of British manufactures from hence ; and 
tobaccos and wheat from Virginia. 

Do you know whether that commerce was beneficial to this Country ? — I think it was. 

In what particular respectlrf — A% a proof of that being my opinion, 1 entered into the.same 
business myielf as soon as the jpeace. 

You mean after the peace ot 1783 ? — ^Yes. 

Who gave the largest credit, American or English merchants i — The British merchants 
by far. 

You mean there was more owing from Americta merchants to the Britbh men^nts, than 
^m the British merchants to the American merchants i — Yes. by far. \ , . <; 

Can you state at all in any propo^on ?— No, I cannot ; but I can say that tbere'^was Very 
little due to the Americans. * "* 

Then the credit was mainly given to the Americans ? — Ves; they imported goods for a 
capital to trade upon merely. 

After the war broke out, did you find it possible to recover any debts due to the British 
merchants from America ? — Scarcely any at alL 

INd yon remain.in Ameiica during the war ?— No I did not, I lefl it in August 1776. 

Did yon solicit any drtts after the peiu:e of 1783, m America, dutf were refused i^l reco- 
vered a trifle for myself. 

Did you recover the whole amount of your debts? — No, I did not; diey deducted the 
\ interest for eight j-ears. 

Do yon know, of your own knowledge, of buy lawful impediments that existed in the 
Courts of America to prevent the British iherchanu from recovering, after the peace f — 1 do 
not know that, i did not return to America for some timeafter, 1 dw not return till 1790 ; I 
did not recover any thing by process of law ; some people did, I believe. 

Do you know ot* your^own knowledge of any persons after 1790 being prevented by any 
legal obstacle from. recovering their debts in the American Courts ?— I cannot sty 1 can 
charge my memory with it ; I was going to state, the House I did business for had 
£, 20;Ooc. owing to them from America, that I did not collect. 

Did you afterwards cx)llect it ? — I did not.- 

During the whole war ,what length of credit were the British merchants accustomed to 
give to the Americans ? — ^1 welve or fifteen months was the allowed credit. 

What length of credit did the American merchants give to the Britisli merchants ? —I can* 
not answer that.

j^Jq ^^ WERE you appointed Commissioner under the Sixth Article of the Treaty of 1794 with 

' Itie United States ? — In consequence of having been honoured with au invitation to accejit 

- of that appoinlment by Lord Grenville, I was appointed First Commissioner. 
T.MncdoHala, j^ consequence ot that appoinlment, did you meet tlie American Commissioners? — 
^- . I did. • ' 

Tliere were five Commissioners in the whole appointed ? — ^Two by each of the Govern- 
ments, with the power to tlie'm'trfapbofnt a filth. .1. 

What. year did you meet in? — I sailed first from England in December 1796, and we met 
in May 1797 at Philadelphia, having been previously occupied in the necessaiy enquiriei 
for the choice of a fifth Commissioner. 

\^'as that Commissioner appointed^ and by whom ? — ^The arrangement was left in a great 
measure to the management of the Cominissioners, btit the plin adopted was this — On the 
part of Great Britain, 1 and my colleague proposed three English gentlemen then in America; 
on the part of Atoerica, there were projidsed tolls three Hmeriuangentlemenj they made 
choice of one of the three suggeste<l by us, and we made choice of one of the three suggested 
by them, upon which a ballot took place, giving by that means some participation in the 
appointment to ,both Countries ; the lot fcU upon one of the English gentlemen, Mr. John 
Guillemard. 

And he became the fifth Comissioner ? — He did. 

. How soon did you begin to examine into the claims of the Britishm'ttchfettittf ?— JlMWe- 
^dlately after the appointment of the fifth Commissioner^ 
. At Philadelphia ? — ^At Philadelphia. 

' Were very large claims preferred ? — ClaiiUs to a v6ry large liinount were preferred, but 
not till after considerable delay. 

Did that delay appear to be imputable to the British merchants/ or In part to thediffioukies 
•they might labour under?— I think partly to the diffieulties, auu tlie wish to see what n^ght 
.take place in the cases of others belove they came fbrwm*d. 

Inthecoufse of the discussions* of the 'Commis«ioners, did 'any impediment take place 

against a decision ? — After a long continued Ctyntroversy, carri*ed on partly i^baUy • arid 

'partly by written minutes, the A n^erioan Commissioners adopted the practice first <if With- 

'drawing themselves from the Board when they found the opit^ions of a taaajcarity of the 

Board against their. opinions, and afterwards of entirely absenting themselves and with- 

' holding their attendance, it being neccstary' by the Treaty that one Contoissioner on- each 

.side and the fifth Commissioner should be .present. 

At the time that these impediments began to manifest themselves, had you made any 
'decision upon any claims? — We had not made any absolute decision, tluit is, any award for 
money, because it was thought desirable, as there was a variety of points under tlie.Artide, 
'which Imd been drawn up with great labbur and ability, first to establish the constructions 
or principles which might afterwards apply to the facts that came before us; and it was ia 
\th^ course of the discussion on tliose preliminary points of construc*tion and principle that 
Xhe controversy took place. 

At that time had you received many claims ?— Eighteen months by the Treaty was limited, 
-we had therefore received all the claims. 

Had you iildde any progress in ascertaining 'the amount of any of them ?— Not in ascer- 
-taining the amount, the amount being matter of fact, which of course would follow the 
constructfons tliat we meant to establish ; Tind I should add, that the parties had presented 
<o us very full statements of the facts and th^ averraentd oil each side of the question. 

Had you heard any evidence at that time in support of the claims? — We had, both paxol 
' and written ; the claims amounted to nearly siat millions sterling. 
Then delivered in ?— Then delivered in. 

To what result did the conduct of the American Commissioners absenting themselves 
lead ? — A very full Minute or Resolution was drawn up by me, in answer to a very elabofstte 
Minute on the part of the American Commissioners, and communicated to them by the 
majority of the Board, who were always ready to attend, and who always did attend for 
more than a twelvemonth after the withdrawing of the other Commissioners; the Minute 
remonstrating on the proceeding that had taken place, and stating tlie grounds of dispute 
between us. 

IVevious to this, had the' American Cotomissidnew entirely refused ta attend ? — ^They 
had. 

Upon any condition ? — ^They did notexpress any condition, but their Minute implied that 
they would not attend unless ceriain radical poitiis were conceded, which in the opinion of 
the other Commissioners would hav^ defeated the object of the Treaty. 

is that Minute in existence ? — Both Minutes and many others are ingrossed in the books 
4)f the Board of Philadelphia, which 1 have in my po.-session ; they MJere also printed,

Do yon TemeoDfbcr the datea of them ?— No ; but I refer to the books. T M d tf 

Didthey withdraw ? — ^They did ia fact withdraw, to prevent a vote, and at last absented * M^mmxt^ 

t-hemseWes altogether. ^ ^^' ^ 

When did the last meeting take place f — I would beg leave to refer to. those books which ^ " 

% have in my possession, and which shaU be forwarded to the Committee. 

Will the books .containing the claims distinguish between debts that were on contract 
3fid those of a m^x^ntile nature ? — ^Theie is no such distinction in the clasaitication of die 
^«3«bts in the books; but in point of fact, there were many of tlie King's aubjeots made 
^claims which did not relate to mercantile concerns. 

You made no such claasi-fication f— No ; because wc thought we were to do equal justice 
^o every description of the King's subjects without distmction, and also to the United 
States. 

What was the proceeding, after the American Commissioners withdrew entirely P^ — ^The 
■course or manner of proceeding was to notify, from time to time, our readiness to attend^ 
•to keep up tl)e establishment of the Board, Secretary, and Clerks, with our Ofiica at uanai^ 
4ea\d occasionally to appear in that Office for that purpose. 

■ Cart you tdl generally how long that course was adopted ? — Till the summer of 1800. 
- At what time did they retire? — In the course of the year 1799 they had, in the way I 
have stated, withdrawn, and at last altogether absented tlicmselves. 

Do the books contain the evidence of nny of the claims? — Not the boopks; they 
<Mily minute the claims and proceedings, referring to the memorials, the statemonts, iisti 
of debts, depositions oi* witnesses, and written documents before the Board. 

Was any verbal evidence given in support of the clnims r — »Ye3, in many instances. 
Was tliat put down in writing, and prescr\'ed ? — Yes; and regularly referred to tpi the 
books, which i presume to say will be, found extremely coa^.plete. 

Was any evidence given of legal im|>edimcnts that occun^cd to the recovering of debts . 
in the Courts of America in 1783 r — Certainly ; and evidence of the strongest nature. 
Is that preserved ? — It is, in essential points. 

Did it appear to you that the abseiH^e of the American Commissioners 'was occasioned 
by difference of opiujon as to the general principles laid down for the government of riie 
conduct of the Board, or that they witlwirew themselves whenever any decision was Itkdj 
to be given that might possibly lead to an award inconsistent with what they considered 
the intei^est of the Amei^ican Ooveroment ? — I have no doubt in saying, tliat the motives 
of their conduct were in general those stated in tlie latter part of the question ; and thai 
ihey acted in consec^uencc of diri^ct instructions, often daily given by their Governinent. My 
/eason for stating this dms distinctly is, tliat one of the points of discussion was Uje character 
and proper duties of the Commissioners ; I and my colleague maintaining on the oneiiand, 
Jtixail the 0figin;al appotatnjfint of a Couimissiooer ought to cease to have any operation 
whatever, tbat a Co:nmis3ioncr appointed by His Majesty as a National Arbitrator was 
as much bcuad to protect the interests of the United States as to forward and maintain 
the rights of ti)e particular claimants; the American Commissioners, o!j the other .band, 
almost avowing that they considered themaclve^s as Actional Agents, bound to act aecojdiiig 
to the instructions of their Government ; in consequence of which, I moved that the oatu 
of office should be read from the Tix:aty. 

It seQua*. that tUe ausv/er given applies r^tljer to th^ first point than to the laccer of the 
fom)uer question; how 4I0 you reconcile this «^pparent inconsistency r — My meaning is, that 
although in general it did appear to me, especially in the latter stage of the proceed in 2;s, 
that the Americai\ Commissioners acted upon tiiie principle of preventing awards, exicept 
to some evasive or colourable amount, yet their individuql opinions may in many instances 
have gone along witli their opposition, and that tlier^^fore I do not dKirge tliem with 
meaning, in eve^y instance, to act intiroly as agonte, but in consequence of their own 
judgments. 

Is die Committee to understand, that they somotimes withdrew for the reasons stated in 
ihe first part of the former question, though generaUy for tiiose stated in the latter part ?-— 
I conceive it would be impossible for me to ascertain their motives in cv«y instance, so a» 
to distinguish when they acted on the one principle and when on the other. 

Do you mean that the Aok rican Comnu9i«iofK>r3 withdrew rather with a view to prevent 
decisions in point of construction of the Treaty from being made adverse to their interests^ 
than m order to prevent specific decisions upon the merits of. particular claims?— They 
withdj*ew, as I conceive, to prevent decisions on points of construction such as wotkld 
unavoidably havedmwn after them special awaixJs af;aiu.st the UnitedStates. 

Were not general principles agreed to by the lk>Hrd on tJie construction of the Treaty ? — « 
General principles were understood to be established by theopinioiw of dwee members. o^ 
the Board, whic4\ \^'e hdW to be deoisions, because the three mernberi having expressed 
ilietr opinions in the lioard, we considered that, under the Treaty, that was decisive. 

You conceive that the thre^ Commissioiiers eould decide on piindpios, but not make an* 
ti\rard? — Three Commissioners, induding one on «ach side, and riie firth Commissioner; 
could do every thing mider tlie Treaty, make awards, as w^U as decide on questiotts^of 
conatruction or principle. 

' After the American Ministers had with<lrawn from tlie Board, did they at any time offer 
to rctmn on conditi<Mi tliat the opmic«)9 -oHered by them on any ijiiestion sJKwild be the 
mle ?-r-Th^' dtdaiot.^peak.out'tiwtr'puFpose so broi*lly>' b»t tlie ^iiwtes wiil shew.

TCo T. awarethat certain particulars would be enquired into on which I was examined, the answers 

' I gave are not entirely to mj own satisfaction, in some respects: not essentiaHy erroneou!^ 

but requiring some explanatory additions^ In the first place, on the subject of the conduct 

T. Macdonald, of the American Comnoissioners, I think it my duty to state, that during the life of Colonel 
Esq. Innes, who was one of the Commissioners appointed by General Washington, the proceecb- 

^^ ; ingis of the Board were perfectly unanimous, his conduct throughout havmg been conrectljr 

honourable. After his death, which happened in August ijpS, dissents were first entered i|i 
the form of protests by the Commissioners on the i>arf of America against the opinions of 
the majority oftlie Board, and such dissents were entered on very important subjects: 
Among others, on the case of Dulany, on the subject of forced payments of British debts^ 
during the war, in paper money depreciated many humlreds to one ; and which it was coti- 
tended on the pait or America were a complete extinction of the debt, barring ail claiim 
before the Board : In the case of Cunningham and Company, a whole body of lawful ioo- 
.pediments had been completely proved to the satisfaction of a majority of t!ie Board, 
as existing and operating against His Majesty's subjects in Virginia; on which subjects 
special resolution or decision in that form was regularly entered on tlie Miriutea, only dia- 
sentcd from by the American Commissioners: In like manner a very important resofutioa 
or decision took place in the case of Strachan and Mackenzie, by which it was resolved by 
tbe Booi'd, that the Instalment Laws, passed during the war in i^outb Carolina, had boeD 
]>rove^ to tndr satisfaction to be complete lawful impediments within the Treaties. These 
and vaiious other important points were understood by tlie majority of tbe Board to have 
been completely settled ; and they affected largeclassesof Claimants, entitling them in tliefirst 
insumce to claim, so as to have the particulais of their statements investigated. And here I 
sliould mention, that as I have said the proceedings were unanimous during, the life of 
Colonel Innes, that there werc also some most important points decided during that period; 
such as in the case of the Right Reverend Charies Inglis, Bishop of Nova Scotia, who with 
many others of His Majesty's loyal subjects had been attainted during the war, and their 
estates confiscated, including all debts due to them. It was decided unanimously, but 
not till after long discussion^ tlmt such attainder and confiscation was.no bar to the 
claim on the part of die claimant, as a British subject. It was also there decided; 
that the confiscation of personal debts during the war had not the eflfect to bar the 
claim for compensation on account of those debts. These cases last meutioneil 
were unanimous decisions ; those before mentioned were decisions held to be equally 
valid, hut under the protest or dissent I have mentioned. On the 28th of August 1798, 
Mr. Sitgr^avcs, a leading Member of Congress, and very able man, having vacated tim 
seat for that purpose, was Jipppinted Commissioner in the place of Colonel lanes, deceased, 
and immediately after the long-continued course of controversy I have before mentioned 
•commenced, an incessant debate having been kept up in the Board. Still, however, ceitaiii 
decisions were allowed to take place witli the dissent only of the American Commissioners, 
^s in tlie case of payments during the war, under a kw specially made by the Axx^ericans 
for that purpose, of debts due to British subjects into the State treasuries, in tlie.higUy 
■depreciated paper 1 have already described, wliich wcie also held by tlie Americans to ha^« 
been cojiiiplele extinctions of tbe debts ; these were decided to be no bar to claims^ the 
Anjerican Couunissioners only dissenting. Oa the ipth of February 1799, the opposi«tai| 
was, however, carried further, the American Commissioners having witiidrawn from the 
Board so as to prevent a vote on the subject of a Resolution in the case of the claimant 
who has been already mentiqned, the BisUop of Kowa Scotia, on which occasion a very 
long Minute was entered, to be found in page 460 of the Minute Books of the Board, 
arguing the whole mat'tei- first in the form of tbe Resolution proposed,; the;Cjonclusion of 
Avhich, upon the point of secession, or tlie right to secede or withdraw, as explanatory of 
what I formerly stated on thdt subject, is the following sentence, which, with the permission 
of the Committee, I will read from the Minutes j it is as follows: " And in regard to the 
" right of secession assumed and now acted upon bv the Commissioners named on the pajrf 
" ot the United States, the merits of which are sulVu-iently discussed in the Minutes of die 
" iith of January last, that as they had thouglit tit to cany it into effect in the present 
" case on a question of evidence upon which a majority of the Board were com plctcly 
" satisfied, and on conclusions so little manifest as to require or admit of arguments sa 
" voluminous, it is impossible to conceive a case in which the same course of conduct mav 
" nut ultimately be pursued; thereby reducing the majority of the Board to a state c^ 
" absolute dependence on the minority, and, with ail the powers of definitive settlement 
*' which they possess, consigning them to the occupation of investigating facts wiiicli they 
^* cannot apply, arid maintaining discussions on ^which no decision may ever be permitted 
" to follow." The above passage is in page 635 of the Minutes. Ttie next instance of 
secession took place on thepth of July 1790, iii the case of Andrew Allen, in consequence

(as it was stated) till December 1776; the American Commissioners insisting on that f^roumt 
tliat he was the subject of their Government, and notwithstanding the unanimous decision 
of the Board iirthe case of Inglis, mauitainipg that he was not enritled t6; the benefit of 
the Treaties. The licsolution of tlie Board on that subject will be found in page S07 of jjie 
M inutcs of the Board ; and as the ground or pretence oti M^hieh' the American Comttiissiom''i:s 
on this occasion withtJrcnv, was, that this dtjctfine was ih^otw^istent with ttiefjf ^ndependeneej 
endeavouring to make the objection in this case to the proircediirgi of the Boanl a politictH

law afliecting the nationalchaiacter of individuals, and barring their right to chum before the 
Board. Afterwards, viz. on the 17th of July, they attended; when I made a motion (as I had, 
done onpther occasions) in favour of the bniiedStates, for rejecting theclaiui of Kobtit Wil- 
liams, on a general ground of affecting other cases ; and on that occasion there was no difference 
of opinion. But when the British Cominissioners and tlie Fifth Commissioner arrived at the Oi- 
fice, to hold a Board, two days after, they received a Letter from the American Commissioners, 
eivitig them notice that they were dctcnriined, " under existing circuuisuinces, not to give tlieir 
iurtber attendance." Accordingly, in attending afterwards on the 31st of July, at my request, 
to retjcive and enter a Minute i had drawn upon a!l the disputes between us, tliey diu so on llie 
express condition that no other business should be proposed. I now present theMinute Books 
of tht* Board in America, authenticated by the signatures of all the Commissioners, which iiave 
ever since been aUowed to remain in my possession ; they consist of three voiun\es, and an index.' 
I aUo present a List of the Chiims, made up in columns under my directions in America, but 
not as sn a<5l of the Board, stating the amount of those presented, and classing them accord- 
ing to their drfferent natures : which leads me to observe on an Answer made in my Jast 
exaniination, respecting the conjecture which 1 presumed to make as to the probable amount 
of what might have been made good under the decisions of the Board, if it had been allowed 
to proceed, that in forming that conjecture, 1 had probably before mo this classiiication : and 
applying the several cases according to their nature to the principles which i couceived to be 
decided, and binding on the two nations; also considering that there was no.disjiUte with 
respeft tc a very great part of the debts as between the private individuals, the Debtors and 
Creditors, many of them having been debts by specialty or books, adjnitted lo have been due, 
the Debtors being dead, no appearance made on their part, and all investigation in many 
instances rendered impossible m consequence of the lawful impediments which had been 
proved, creating so great a delay that the means of inquiry had be6n lost ; considering farther^ 
that the decision of the Board upon the whole couJd not have proceeded on specific grounds 
respecting each of the particular items of debt claimed before ttifeui, which amounted to many 
thousands of articles ; but that the Commisslcmei^, as I conceive^ must have acted as a Juiy 
in many instances, assessing damages where they were absolutely compelled to decide vAfe^ 
ther wuh or without entirely satisfactory grounds, imd must have given their award therefore 
on general conclusions ; 1 beg leave to explain, thai it was on these grounds that I took the 
iiberty of even forming a conjecture oh the subject, having it completely in view that as it 
•eemed to me impossible that, with the dispositions and ideas of sucli duties whit4i seemed to 
prevail in that conntiy, to bring the matter to an amicable concjusion there, the qaestkur 
might be asked, with a view to the negociation wlilch 1 supposed would be unavoidable, What 
w^ouW be a fair and moderate detiiand on the partof Great Br.taiii for die purpoBeof settling 
the matter, as I have every reason to knbvr was the earnest wish of His Majesty^ Government-; ' 
on amicable term^ ? it was impossible to do more than say such a sum would be a reasonable 
demaifd, and with that view alone it was that I formed the estimate. At the same time 1 did 
not think it necessary" to preserve any ttote of rtiy grounds of conclusion, because 1 will admit 
tbey were eirtremelv general, and I had no doubt that some measure, such as has taken place, 
would be adopted tor ascertaining in a conclusive manner the amount of the sums whicii 
would have been adjudged good under the 6th Article of the Treaty ori7p4, if the Commis- 
sion had been executed so tar as It was at all possible to ascertain that amount. For the con- 
Tenience of the Committee, 1 also lay on their table printed copies of the principal Minutes 
1 have now referred to. 

[The IW itness delivered in printed Copies of five different coUecuons of Minutes, from 
December 1798 to the 31st of Ouly 1709 ; together with the List of Claims, and the 
Minute Books of the Boaird which sat at Philadelphia; and then proceeded as 
follow :] 

Tbeie Minutes were printed in America by order of the Board, and Copies of them tran»» 
mitted to His Majesty's Government; un which 1 have reasoa-tQ believe their opinion of the 
proceedings was iormed. 

Were the decisions of tlie Board prior to the 10th Febmaiy 17999 considered, by jou to

As aflfecting their interest ? — ^Yes ; for nothing was so odious as the idea of a tax to pay 
what they thought had been already xJxtinguishSl in a manner, which had cost them little 
or nothing ; and as the manifest breach of the Treaty by the secession of their Ccwn- 
missipners, had been justified by gross misrepresentations in many of tlie innumerable 
newspapers in that country, I thou^t it advisable, pi-evious to my df^partnre for Eng^land 
on leave of absence,' to publish a " Brief Statement" as it was entitled, ** of Opinions 
" given in the Board of Commissioners,'* with explanations of the conduct of the British 
Commissioners, for the purpose of shewing rhat nothing improper had either been done or 
intended towards America; which, I understood, was circulated by Mr. Liston after ray 
departure; and I received a Letter from him, stating, that he had no doubt it would 
produce tlie best effects. 1 have this Publication now in my hand.

When the American Commissioners withdrew from the Board, did the Attorney General 
of the United States also withdraw, or did he remain to rebut the claims that were to lie. 
made ? -No appearance was afterwards made on the part of the United Slates. 

Will yOu have the gooflness to slatp in what manner the proceedings before the Bo^jrd 
were conducted on the part of the Claimants and United States, and what agents were 
present, borii to bring forward the claims, and to give the necessary answers ? — On the part 
of the Claimants, the taemorials and various statements were drawn up by themselves or 
their own special agents, many of whom had been sent over to that country, or remained 
there for the purpose of attending the Board; but it was thought advisable by His 
^Iajesty*s Government, to appoint one general Agent, who should superintend the pro- 
ceedings of the special agents, and to whom the Board might direct all orders, the special 
agents bein^ very numerous, and occasioaally in very distant parts of tlie country. 
A Lawyer ot Philadelphia was accordingly appointed to that situation, with a salary from 
this country, which was intended as a fall recompence ; notwithstanding which, it was 
afterwards discovered that he had taken large fees from the Claimants, tor doing bis duty. 
On the one hand, theretbre, there were special agents and a general Agent for Claimants^ 
by whom all cases were argued; on the other side, the Attorney General for the United 
States was placed in opposition to the general Agent for Claimants ; but he obtained an 
appointment from the Uovernment, of a. special Agent for tjie United States, to act 
subordinately to him ; all papers were tiieretore signed by the one or the other of those 
agents ; and all verbal pleadmgs, though they seldom occurred^ were carried on by tbeoi 
accordingly. 

Did either of those attend the Board after the secession of the American Comn^is$ioners ? 
—The general Agent for Claimants, as well as some of the claimants theintd%^ and many 
of their special agents, remained in attendance for a very considerable time, bavin]^ pc^ 
sehted first a remonstrance to the Board against what bad taken place, and then a repre- 
sentation to His Maiesty's Minister thei^, oamplaininir in strong terms of the breach of 
. the Treaty, and of tne extreme hardship they had suflered ; but on ihe part of. the United 
States, neither the Attornev General nor any person whatsoever on their part ever attended 
or appeared. One of the; American Commisaiooers, Mr. Sitcreaves, hpwever, was sent bj 
the American Government to England, to i-epresent what they stated to be the erroneous 
dqctrines which 1 had moved, and a majority of the Board had maintained, and if possible 
to obtain u new Convention, with an appointment of other Commissioners, and instructions 
on the subject. He arrived in England, and made bis representations without ei&ct. Meao- 
while an intimation was given to me privately, but cpming, as I imagine, from the American 
Secretary of 3tatp, that such complamts were to be m^^e, and suggesting diat it was ex- 

¥ected 1 sliould also return for the purpose of defending the proceeaings ; instead of whidi 
thought it my duty to remain, oeinff aocon^panied by Mr. Guillemard, the. fifth Com-

*. During the negociations which led to the conclusion of the Convention between His ^^ . ^* j 

Majesty and the United States, in January 1802, did any communications take place '^'^ 

between you and His Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, relative to 
the claims of British creditors ; and what was the nature and purport of those commu- 
nication?— At the request of the Under Secretary of State for Foreign Aflairs, I did make 
E'communication, stating, after preparing myself by a recollection of all the circumstances, 
and a consideration of such, papers as were in my possession, what I conceived to be a fair 
sum which might be demanded from the United States. 

Whatwi» that sum? — I think I did not speak precisely, the nature of the subject being 
such aB to render it extremely cUtKcult to answer the question ; but according to the best of 
my recollectton, I proposed something between a million and a half and two millions, not 
less 1 think than a million and a halt. 

Was this communication in writing ? — I did transmit certain remarks in writing, and as I 
remember they were of very considerable length, being intended however as a private com- 
manication. 

Was the application to you in writing ? — It was by a note from Mr. Hi -^ 

Was the first communication of the sum made verbally or in wr 
retained a copy of my notes, for which i made a search this morning, it 
speak correctly, 1 really am not quite certain whether i stated the re 
verbally or by those notes ; I thought it of the less importance, because 
.some regular proceeding must take place to ascertain conclusively and c< 
of what was due to the creditors under the Treaties, which 1 imagined 
taken place before a final settlement with America ; being at the same ti 
of the vague nature of such conclusions. 

• You are quite sure of having made the communications either verbally or in writing ? — 
Of tliat 1 am certain. 

* Have you now stated the substance of all the (HMnmunicatipa^ which you made to His 
Majesty's Government on thi? subject, previous to the termiaatipq of the Convention in 
1802 ? — ^To the best of my recollection i have stated all that fell within the description 
of cominunjcations to His Majesty's Government, hut I frequently conversed on the 
subject with a variety of persons. 

lif iTiaking this calculation, did yon advert at aU to thq probability of such a sum being 
irecoverable in the American Courts, or did you put it only on tlie footing of what wa^ 
really legally due to the British creditors ?~I had it in view, tliat as it had been a recom- 
mendation of our Board at Philadelphia to all claimants, to proceed honestly in the relief 
of the United' States by such reasonable compromiaes and recoveries as might be ob- 
tained, so 1 knew that certain recoveries would be made, and had that consideration 
doubtless in view when I gave my opinion as I hav€ stated. 

Do yon mean that the United States would be enabled to recover them from the 
debtors ? — By recoveries I mean what the Britisli creditors might still obtain from their 
debtors ; the United States being liable only, according to my conception of the Treaties, 
for what had been rendered irrecoverable by the operation of what the Board had decided 
and defined to be ** lawful impediments :" but as I knew that the United States had consi- 
dered that liability as much more formidable since the above constructions had been 
settled by the Board in a manner which they were aware was binding under the Treaty, 
I conceive that they would be prepared to pay a large sum on that account. 

What was the decision of the Board to which you allude, with respect to lawful impe* 

diments? — I mean the various decisions of the Board ascertaining what was or wn^t 

, was not a lawful impediment in every particular case which came before us, and to some of 

• which i have already alluded; the terms *' lawful impedimenU' having been, as might 
be supposed, the subject of considerable dispute. But the idea suggested in the Board on 
this subject, turtong others, at an early period of die proceedings, will be found in certain 

•Notes which i communicated, and had entered on the 25th July 179S, in paffe'i3o. pf 
the Minttte Book, ^^ as the substance of what I had occasionally'' (these are tne words) 
** submitted to their consideration, and which I wished to have entered in the' Minute Book 
^ as such, in order to subject them to that close examination which the importance of the 
" matter demanded, and my desire to be explicit and corrA^t. had prompted me to inyite.'* 
The principles laid down in those Notes were the result of many conversations between 
Colonel Innes and myself, while he was prevented by indisposition from attending the 

' Board, but yet applied his mind very diligently tcr the suljject ; on-which principles the^fore 
I have reason to believe the Treaty would have been well executed, had he happily sur- 
vived. The definition of lawful ifupedimenti. generally wa$ understood to be whatever in 
law, or from defect of law, or in the practice of the Courts, produced an impediment 
in breach of the fourth Article of the Treaty of Peace, that is, an impediment arising out 
of the law either positively or negatively to that effect, certain lawfe haviite been made^ 
immediately subsequent to the Peace, for the direct purpose, as it seemed, of defeating that 
Article, and other laws ^Vhich had been made prior to the Treaty of Peace and during 
the war, and which ought to have been repealed in conformity to the Treaty, remaining 

'* still in existence, with the' insfructions given by Judges to Juries, and the practice of the 
Courts, all proved hefore us : on^ instaacer of •which '^was, its bein^ held a. good plea 9nd

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^^' ^* conclusive against the claimants, simply to state on the Record " British Debt;** this was 

decisive, as will be found proved in many instances, but is stated I think in particular in 

T Mardonald ^^^^ Resolution I have already alludecl to, in the case of Cunningham and Company, re- 
Esa * specting lawful impediments in Virginia. 

^' Is tliat an unanimous Resolution of the Board? — No; it was dissented from by the 

American Commissioners, but was not the less good, I conceive, on that account. 

' Did the sum which you conceived to be a fair compensation for the losses under the 
sixth Article of the Treaty of Amity of 1704, include compensation for any debts due by 
persons who were supposed to be solvent in. that year? — No, it did not; because I con- 
ceived the creditor to have his private remedy, and I meant to conKne it only ib the 4o8» 
which I conceived the British creditors had sustained in breach of the fourth Article of 'the 
Treaty of Peace, and the sixth Article of the Treaty of Amity. 

Did the Board come to any decision with respect to the validity of the daim on the part 
of claimants to interest upon their debts during the war? — ^I'hey certainly did, and it has 
been an important omission on my part, in not stating that most material proceeding, oa 
which perhaps nearly one-third of ihe' amount of all the claims depended. Tl»e Americant. 
maintained that all interest ceased on the commencement of hostilities, on the ground that 
the means of payment and remittance were prevented. The argument on th^ipart of the 
claimant* I willnot trouble the Committee with, but only state the opinion or. the Board,, 
which was decisively, after the most mature consideration, and after bearing and receiving 
long and able arguments against it on the part of the United States, that interest, if other- 
wise dtic on the contract, express or impliea, was due as much durmg the war as before 
or after, for reasons which will be found stated in the Minute Book, page 343, a Resolu- 
tion on that special point, in the case of Cunningham and Company, a pnnted copy of 
which is among those I have already presented to the Committee, and contains the whole 
matter and decision of the Board on that important subject. When 1 make use of the word. 
Board, 1 always mean the Board as legally constituted under the Treaty, that is, a Com- 
missioner on each side, and die fifth Commissioner being present. 

Is the Committee to understand, that it was the business of the Board to enquire only into 
such debts as were not recoverable in the due course of law in tlie Couits of Justice, on 
account of the lawful impediments before stated ? — It was the business of the Board to en- 
quire into all losses sustained by Creditors through the operation of those hiwfiil tmpedi-^ 
ments, from the deatlis, insolvencies or removals of debtors wUidi had taken place during 
or under the shelter of those impediments, and not to require tlic institotion or protecutioQ 
of suits, either at law or equity, which to their satisi^action, on evidence before them^ 
would have been altogether in vain. When I said therefore that, I think I stated fipom a 
million and a half to two millions as a fair^um demandable irom the United States, I mean^ 
to confine the claim entirely to the debt due from the United States to the British Govenir 
ment, for the loss which their laws or jtidicial practices, in bredch of the Treaties, had 
brought upon the British Creditors, and did not mean to include the private rights <3i* those 
creditors against their debtors, which were not impeded or aflfected by those law& 

You have stated, that the interest w^ only to run on contracts where it was otherwise 
due; did the decision of the Board, id allowing interest, relate only to securities in which 
interest was speciHed, or was interest in any case granted upon snnpie contract debts?—?- 
We only decided the general principle, that the war was to have no operation whatr 
soever,, and that every case would remain exactly on its legal grounds upon the subject of 
interest, ' ' 

Was that interest, simple or compound? — Some of the claimants chai^^ed compound 
interest. 

\ybat should you have conceived yourself authorized to have allowed by virtue of your 
Cohimission ? — Certainly in no case compound interest, except where the precise tenns of 
the contract stipulated, or the course of the trade, proved to our enthre satisfaction, autiio- 
rized it; in forming my jdeas as to the probable araonnt of what would have been allowed 
by the Board, I ccitamly did not conceive that compound interest would be altewable in 
aluiost any case. 

in the sum of one million and a half to two millions, which you think you stmted to the 
Undersecretary of State, as in your opinion due from the American <9avemment to the 
British Merchants, did you in that sum iftclude any and what interest? — I did, interest 
being due to a very laree amount ; but I 'have already said riiat I did not conceive at that 
time compound interest was cue in almost any case. I ought however to add, that 1 am 
now of opinion, that in some cases compound interest might have been made out during 
the course of the trade, and on the custom of trade, whichis in itself an implied contract*

who was Secretary of Sute?— Loid CfrenviHf ; it was iu I>ec^;^r 1800, €» soon after. 
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Do you recollect ever being applied to by Lord Hawkesbury, or any person for liiin, on this No. !• 
subject, after 1800? — I do not. 

Ha*l you any conversation with Lord Liverpool ?— I had not the honour of any conversation 
or otiufr communicatipn with his Lordship oh that subject. T. Macdonald, 

Old you accept the oflBce of Commissioner to distribute the sum of £. 600,000. under the Jisq. 

Act of Parliament of the 43d year of His present Majesty? — I should state, that I- agreed ^^ 1^^ ^ 

to 4iiH.*ept of A Commission previous to the Act of Parliament, and I will explain it parti- 
cuiariy : When in Scodand, Ireceived, in February 1802, the Letter I now present, from the 
^Uttder Secretary of State ; it was marked " private ;" but in consequence of it the {woceeding 
iut»k piace. 

[The Witness delivered in the Letter, and it was read, as follows ; ] 

■ -« Private/* " Downing-Street, Feb. 25, 1.802."

" A Convention having been concluded between His Majesty's Government and that

Wias that the first communication you had with Lord Ilawkcsburv on the subject? — It 

.WAS. In consequence of that communication, I came to Town from Scotland ; and having 

agreed to accept of the situation, a draft of a Commission from the King was prepared, but 

on consideration it was deemed expedient to have a Commission under an Act of Psuiia- 

'laent, in order to vest the Commissioners, as I conceived, with full and conclusive power oa 

* the whole subject. The intended Commission from the King had in fact passed the Sign 

Manual, tiad as Parliament was not sitting, it was thought proper, for the purpose of prevent- 

'iog further delay,, that the Commissioners who were intended to be appointed, should act 

oader a provisional authority, which accordingly we did, havingj received from the Principal 

SjBcretaiy of State for Foreign Atfairs, an oflScial Letter, authorizing us to give such Notices 

a^id adtr^t such preUminary proceedings as we might think fit, preparatory to the regular 

execution of the business under the intended Act of Parliament. An office was accordingly, 

.mider tlie JHithorkty of the Secretary of State, established, and various preliminary proceed- 

•iogs tooL place, commencing in the bcginninjj of September 1802. 

■ Are they preserved in writing? — They are regularly recorded hi the Minutes of the Board 
laftami'ards constituted; the Act of Parliament passed in the course of the nest Session of 
.Parliament in April 1803. 

Did you accept the oilice of First Commissioner under the Act of Parliament ? — Yes. 
. . Together with whom? — ^To^jether with the two Gentlemen named in the Act, who were 
the same who formed a majority of the Board at Philadelphia, namely, Mr. Rich, who was 
my colleague in that Commission, and Mr. Guillemaid, who was appointed the Fifth 
iJommissioncr^ 

Ta what amouQt did tlie American Merchants prefer claims to the Board ?— Claims were 
m;adc by the King's subjects in general of various descriptions within the term prescribed 
^y the Act, namely, before the 1st day of June 1804, to the amount of .£. 2,437,658. p. 
principal, and i!"- 2,971,107. 17* interest, making a total of £. 5408,766. 6. 

Did you and the other gentlemen, the Commissioners, make adjudications on the wholje 
<of those claims at the Board r — We did make adjudications, having completed th(m immc- 
«diateiy preceding the 20th oi May last, to the amount of X.i, 420,000. as notified in a General 
Order^ whicb was puji>lisbed in ^be Lomlon Gazette and newspai)ers, and also transmitted tp 
the parties or their agents ; a copy of which I now present. 

Did the auKMrnt ot' those adjudications include the principal only claimed, or interest oti 
^dKit principal ? — They proceeded on an estimate in every ease, from the various materials 
.before .us, of the loss which we conceived had been sustained by the respective parties, both 
*)prinoipal atul interest on the claims which tliey had presented. 

liid you proceed to divide among the claimants any and what sum ? — In order to answ^ 

that question with accuracy, I must'State, that us Uie Act of Parliament contained a power 

•to make adjudications in part as well as on the whole of a claim, wc had accordingly made 

;-€Uch adjudications from time to Jtioie as the evidence before us appeared to justify; and 

altiiougti we were not absolutely ' called upon to have done so, with a view to an immediate 

award, yet we thought it wauid conduce so much to the convenience of parties, and, if we 

>could accomplish it, it was so much their light to have an appropriation of die divisible furxd 

on such parts of .their claims as were adjudged to be good, tliat from time to time we made 

.'Orders on- the Bank for payments to claimants on such adjudications in part as soon as they 

'Were given ;^ so that oar last payments hav« \)e^, in most inatances^ the balances due .on our 

iotal and final awards. 
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J^O. I. \^'hat was the total amount of the sum ajctually divided among the elai€»a«W»?— 

^ ; i£'^:9A9Z' the sura of of. 600,000. having been increased by interest obtiiined 011 Excbeq^hw 

i5ills,ni which the Hoard ^Yere authorized to invest whatever part of the ^oney tliey should 
r, Mardonald, think proper by a supplementary Act passed in the 48th year of the King, cap. 21. tiie mcxk 
Esq, of our proceeding bciii^ lhi§; the party received from the Board au adjudicatlcKi signed l>y 

the rommi?«sioners, adjudging his claim to be good to a certain amount, and tUe saiae in^ 
struniriit ascertained a proportional sura to be paid, for which an order on the iiank of 
England was immediately signed by the Commissioners. 

iVhat is your opinion as. to the difficulty which the claimants .miglu labour vnder, a» to 
producing the requisite evidence in support of their claims ; and would that dif&cxilty ha^e 
beea materially less, if the investigation had taken place at an earliei* period, ^nd in America f 
— ^In thy opinion, all their difficulties were increased by the delay, ptnrticularly ou the im- 
portant subject of the solvency or insolvency of debTors at the Treaty of Peace, wrliich sqbject 
formed the chief difficulty on the part of the Board, the question being, Was this a gqod debt 
^t the Treaty of l^eace? so as to entitle the claimant to say, that if the laws had permitted, be 
could liave recovered it. On that important subject, I should here observe, that as befcijre the 
present Board there was only one party, so we we*e obliged to tlirow the oiiusprohandi,. fio iar 
as evidence was necessary, on the claimants, to a certain degree, to shew to our satisfaction that 
the debts were good, as I have already described, that is, the debtors reasonably solvent pt the 
Treaty of Peace ; whereas in the oroceedings before the former Board, is America, where there 
.were two parties before us, the Claimants on the one side and the United States on the other, 
the onus piobandi on this subject, as soon as a lawful impediment was proved agmifi^t the 
, United States, was thrown on them, t;o shew that the circumstances of the debtor wer^ «ucb». 
that although their laws had permitted, the creditors could not have recovc;red, or in .other 
words, that the debt was then bad, the claimants being required only to rebut this evidence 
if they could ; therefore the loss of evidence on that subject, by lapse of time, mi^ht beeaa- 
sidcrcd as attended with greater disadvantages to the claimants now than it was Ibrmerly. 
I would further observe, however, that this applies only to just claimants, for we found that 
the lapse of time afforded means of bringing forward and supporting pretenaions on tiic part 
of unjust claimants, which created a great "deal of trouble to the Board, the £^>oiogy being; 
incessant, that tliey were unable to prove from the lapse of time. 

Is the Committee to understand tnat the lapse ol* time and the removid of the iaTevtijgattoa 
from America to England, may in your opmion have occasioned the aduusBian o£ .9ome^ 
clahns which would otherwise have been rejected on the score of the iosolvisocy of -the 
debtofs in 1783? — I think it may have operated both ways, but I am of opinion that the 
disadvantage to persons found to be just claimants preponderated over the advaiUage whidi 
might have been derived by unjust claimants. And here I would beg leave just to say thi^ 
the General Order of the Board, of the 20th of May last, which 1 haveaheady^ preseiue^, 
contains this sentence on that sul ject : — ** With this declaration on die part o^ the Boaca^ 
'" that in deciding, with that anxiety which they could not bwt feel in the exercise of a. 
** jurisdiction without appeal, on a subject so large iti amount and vai-ious mi rincMmsteneef^ 
** at a distance in point of time which was equaUy a bar to good evidence as an eB&oiamfft' 
^^ mcnt to fitisc pretensions," &c. 

Are you of opinion that these <»ircnmstapees might have operated in part against any af 
the persons whose claims have actually been admitted ? — I cannot pretend to answer tiiat 
question correctly from memory as it respects the grounds on wnicb our adjudications . 
proceeded, but speaking generally, I am of opinion that certain impressions were created in 
some cases ratlK^r uniavourable to the claims on the above ground. 

' Bid the Coard frequently reject claims, not because they knew them to he nnfonnclad, bat 
because the claimants could not prove them to be founded under the 6th Article of the Treaty 
of Amity? — By us they were to be considered as altogether unliaunded, if they were not 
founded under the tuh Article of that Treaty. 

¥win those parts of the claims which were found good, were there any deductions made 
on account of the commission charges and exchange which might have attended the 
collection of the debts in America, and their remittance to Great Britain ? — In making our 
estimates we certainly had those charges in view, considering the payment of money hee^ 
to the greater number of claimants, at least as saving them considerable expenses ; and 
rhis vrai considered in forming those estimates on which our adjudications in such casei 
proceeded. 

How much percent, were those deductions? — Such considerations were in general onlf 
^ne ingredient of the many from which we drew our conclusions, and therefore whatever onr 
general principles were, 1 should find it impossible to say what particular sum in any one 
^ase was deducted on that account; observing further, that this onlj appUed to some of the 
claims before the Board, 

Did the adjudication of the sum of £, 1,420,000. comprehend any losses, excepting 
.those which America was bound to compensate under the sixth Article of the Treaty « 
Amity ? — Certainly none, according to the best of our judgment, but what the United 
JStates were bound to compensate under that Article. 

Besides those losses, did it appear during the investigations of the Board thatitheBritiflii 
.creditors had sustained very large losses by the insolvency of debtors during the Amencsn 
war, for which no compensation has been madef — Certainly it did appear from the materisll 
before our Board that the British creditors had sustained great losses tor which the United 
States were not bound to give compensation under the Ti'^aties,. namely, the ftmrth Article 
lof the Treaty of Peace, and the six^ Article of the Treatj of Amity 4 the pwnc^ ground

Were the accounts of the proceedings of this Board submitted from time to time to the 
fxtt-ds of the Treasury, and Secretaries of State ? — They were. The Act of Parliament rc- 

r'red that the Commissioners should from time to time, at their discretion or as they 
uld fee required, give an account or statement of their proceedings to the Lords of the 
Tfeasaryand the Principal Secretaries of State; which statement or account of proceedingi 
4he Boafd did accordingly at their discretion (never having been required so to do) from 
time to time give. 

• f )id the Commissioners narrowly investigate the claims, and had they any apprehension 
4b«t the difference between the amount received from America and the amount of their ad- 
jH^icatiohs would be made good by Government ? — Being thus called qpon, I have no hesi- 
tatton in stating what I should not otherwise have presumed to suggest, that 1 accepted <tf 
the Commission and directed the proceedings under an impression, that however vague the 
fowner conjecture on the amount of the liability of the United States might be, the result 
of the Biefisure now adopted ivould put an end tp all difficulties on tliat subject; a«d be 
absolutely conclusive to the amount of the suras which the Board, having a special jurisdio- 
tioii for that ptirpose, should ascertain to be good, of the various claims preferred to them ; 
«ii4 akbou^ pne and the same principle ought to regulate ^\Qry decision, whatever 
may be the amount at issue, yet I ought not to dissemble that much more anxiety wa« 
iher^by pmdaoed, and more expense and delay may perhaos have l)€en occaisioned, under 
«f^ itspredsion, that a charge on the Country, to the extent ty possibility of millions, might 
be the consequence of our proceedings, which would supersede all former statements or oa^ 
^iil^tions oti the subject, than if the question before us bad only been, as the title of the 
Ae^ tWKMMieed, the distribution ol' ^.'600,000. among His Majesty's subjects. 

\f the Committee to anderstand, that you aad the Board acted under the apprdiensiofi 
^MKt^he difference would be made good Vy O^^'^'nmeat f — Such was my impression ; and 
accordingly in our very tii-st communication to Government, I thought it right that th!c 
^%eri(»r cmm of the parties should be brought iimler their view, but without presumiog to 
^ive anyopinion upon it. 

When was yocff fir^ commtmieatioa to Government ? — Supposing the question' to apply 
to the proceedings under the Act of Parliament, on the 17th o\ October 1803. 

Did this impression wise frorti die suggestions of your own mind, or from any eommujai* 
ea^iM Off the part of Government ? — Lntirely from the suggestions of Qiy own mind ; it did 
not arise from any authority. 

DM you communicate these suggestions to any of the American claimants, or any Com- 
inrttee representing them ? — Subsequent to my acceptance of the office, 1 had no com- 
munication whatever with American Merchants, or other claimants in that character, and 
In f^tX avoided aH intercourse "with them as mucfh as possible individually; at the same 
tiwe I ought to observe, that subsequent to my return from America, and before my 
acceptance of the present office, I had frequently expressed my opinion, which might be 
^erroneons, Aat if any ascertainment took place of the loss which had been occasioned by 
Jthc breach of the Sixth Article of the Treaty of Amity, the Government, whatever bargain 
chev^ might ihake with the United States^ would make that loss good to the claimants, 

I'o wnoffl*was that opinion expressed ? — To persons concerned, as well as oth<^rS4 

Not to any constitnted anthonties on either side ? — No. 

Kot to Government ? — Not so far as I recollect ; althourfi I have no doubt that I did 
express myself frequently in conversation on that subject, and may possibly have done so to 
persons who were conca*ned in the Government on the one hand, or the individual parties 
wx the offher. 

In wh?^t did you bring the impressions you talked of before the view of Government? — If 
^le ComfBittefe think proper, I will read the passage from the first comnaunic^tion of our 
Board to Government, entitled, *^ Statement or Account of the Proceedings of* the Com- 
missioners appointed by an Act passed in the tbrty-third year of the rei^n of His Majesty, 
cap. 39," dated the 17th of October 1803, a copy of which is noyv in my hand : After 
statiog other matters, it goes on to say, " That manv of those claims being; defective (not- 
■^ withsfcandtng the instructions publicly given by tfee Board) in essential statements, we 
** have been chiefly occupied in requiring the necessary additional information, and in 
" forming such general proceedinjg, or makins such particular orders, as circumstance^ 
^ have pointed out, for the purpose not only of promoting regularity and dispatch, but 
** also of enabling us, by a course of correct though liberal \i\yestigation, to disappoint the 
^*' attempts of individuals, who would convert an instrument of fair indemnification into the 
^* means of unjust advan^ge. That s^ch attempts ^e alrcadj^ very apparent, and have 
"*' snggested to us the necessity of b6ing extremely guarded in our proceedings, more 
^ especially as claimants declare their purpose of stating oar adjudications of the several 
^' aanounts of such claims jas we shall find to be just, as the basis of future claims on His 
^ Maj^stfy's Government, beyond the proportional sums they shall have received under 
^* oor orders." - 

In consequence of that communication, were you ever informed by Government -that thfe 
-I'S^- e2q)€ctation« 
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expcctartons of the parties \rerc unfounded i — We never were ; but I never c6nsid^red that 
vwe were entitled to such cammunication. 

.To whatoftice wa^ tliat communication made ? — To the Treasury and the thre^ Secretaries 
of State, pursuant to the Act, as 1 have already explained* 

Did the hnpressioa on the mind of the Board, tiiat Govoronent would nmke good the 
Jiflerence, pi-oduce any effect, either in increasing, or lesaenin;^ the sums adjudged.?— r 
I cannot conceive that it had the smallest effect ; we acted under a very sotemu oath^ att4 
nipon our own honour. 

Do you know whether these were the impresBions of the other Commissioners as well as 
*of yourself? — Certainly; I ought not to have stated my inapressions in the first person, but 
to have said what I know to be the case, that it was the impression also of my icoUeagues.; 
and when I say that I stated the pretensions of claimants in tlie paper to which I Imve 
j'efeiTed, I say so because it was drawn up by myself^ being properly, however^ toe statement 
of the Board. 

Can you state from whence that impression you mentioned, as having been cotpmoa-to 
ithe other Members of the Board with yourself, was derived? — It proceeded entin4y icom 
our opinion of the justice of the case, suggested bv our intimate knowledge of i^ .very 
peculiar circumstances,' the claim not beins founded on any general or speculative, loss 
occasioned by war, or such arrangements between nations as are always to be apprer 
hended, but riom transactions between fellow-subjects, giving special rights to individuals 
which were repeatedly recognized by precise stipulations in Treaties, and surrendered by 
<the nation for the general good. 

In point of fact, did you receive any communication of the kind frpm any part of His 
Majesty's Government? — I have not the least recollection of our receiving any such, and 
did n([>t conceive, as I have already observed, that we were entitled to it. 

In what manner, and at wliat time was the sum of «£.6oo,ooo impre^ted to the Coair. 
missioners for the payment of the claimants?-— I will refer to official Accounts, aii4 
.answer that question at the next meeting of the Committee. 

Were the Commissioners awave, that araonff the claimants to whom the fourteen bunr 
dred and twenty thousand pounds was ^adgodicated, there were aiany American Loyalists, 
whose property had actually been paid' iato the, American treasuries? — We were aware 
of that fact, and it formed in many instaiioeaa ground of claim before the Board to which 
1 have already alluded. '» / i . 

Did it appear to the Connnissioners ^t there was any ground fpr placing those 
claimants in any different dass fiom others ?^-They certainly were not placed in aqy different 
•class ; and I do not reoolkot that ft&y suggestioa was laid before the Board to that e&ct, 
•or occurred to ourselves. 

Was any information «ver given to the Board of the total- amount of the Mopies 
which had been so paid into the American treasuries?— Noae was ever^iveu of the total 
amount. ' . * , 

Had the Commissioners any reason to suppose that the sum of <£. 600^009, whiqh fvts 
agreed on to be paid by the American Government, had aay reference wbate?e|r to4he 
aums which the American treasuries had received ?— We had none. 

Had theOMnmidsioners any information whatever as to the ground on which the sum tpbe 
^aid wasisettled sit £.600,000, or the groand on which it was aocc^jbed r-rNone; b^t in«beed 
that matter could not come properly before us. 

Were you eyet consulted by Uis Majestj^s Government in the formation of the Conveiir 
.tion signed on the 8th of January 1802, by which the sum of «£. 600^00 was agreed to 
be Accepted by His Majesty *s Government inoni the United States, as a compensation fof 
the claims of the British merchanis? — I never was; the Under Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs having only transmitted me a copy of the Convention aftoi- it \Vas cpacluded^ 
which states the sum to be accepted by His Majesty^ not in satisfaction to the .crogUtors,' 
but for their use. 

Can you produce a complete list of the adjudications of tl^e ISofurd ?— Certainly. ^ ., 

L-p to what date was the interest included in the adjudications ? — Our adjudications pror 
ceeded on claims in which interest was charged to the 1st oS June 1804. 

;[lt was mov«d, that the Petitioners be nowjcalled in^ and informed^ that the 
Committee will on Tuesday next proceed to h^ar their reasons for calling any 
■witnesses they may. have and the subjects on which they .wish to examine 
<them. , 

On which Ae c^uestion being ,]>ut, it passed in the affirmative. 
The Petitioning were called in, and informed oi the detennination of tlie

WERE you in the City of Washington in the year 1802, ai|d in any and what pfBcidl 
situation at the time when the Convention of the 8th oi* January 1S02 was made known 
thej:e? — 1 was His Majesty's Charg^ des Affiiirs from the end of th^jear 1800 to the end' 
of the year 1803, or the l^eginningof 1804. 

i . Cw yQU3tate what was tlie general expiessiaa of sentiment in America with respect to 
the terms of that Convention r— It is rather a large exipresiiion ; ;l must rather say what ( 
pb^eryed mliong thos^ people who felt a eorl of interest in it, and took part in it, w;hich 
happened to be tlie Members pf tlie Delegati<ni frvMa Virgmiit^ j i will state a circumstance 
which has occurred to me of one person, either 1 was witness to it myself, or I heard it ; that 
Mr. tiiies, a very distinguished man from Virginia, reckoned the leader of that party, expressed 
great deiigfat at the signing of this Convention, and declared, hfe wowld very willingly have 
given twice or three times that suui to have- got rid of %he quebtiim altogether. I am pretty 
sure Mr. Giles said this to me in a party, or in my hearing. 

Was Mr. Giles in any ofhcial situation ? — He was not; he was a Member of .Congress, 
and could only be a Representative, and not any part of the Executive Government. 
' When yon mentioned the Virginia delegation, did you mean only that he was a leading 
Member oi the Representatives of Virginia ? — Exactly so. 

Was not Virginia the State of America most interested in those, claims, and the State 
which had opposed them the most • — ^Certainly. ' 

Did you hear any, and what sentiments, expressed on that occasion by other leading men 
4)f the Congress of the United States, or by those wlio were of the Executive Government of 
that country ? — I have no particular recollection of persons, more than the general expression 
in the way' 1 have put it in the former answer. In another way I ought to say, 1 remember 
the President hi^iself, Mr. Jefferson, speaking to me on this Convention, and rather 
expressing an opinion that a great deal more had been given than could be possibly claimed; 
kut he was a party concerned in it. 

Did tie then allude to the ,£.600,000. or to the whole amount claimed ?-7-To the 
if.6o«i,ooo, ^ - 

Vl^hat do you mean by that term *' general expression," to which you have alluded ?— t 
mean that persons connected with the Virginia delegation, and witli the Southern part of 
the country, generally expressed thcnisclTcs to thnt cfiect. 

Was Mr. Giles known to be in the peculiar confidence of jNIr. Jefferson ?-— He was 
certainly regarded as a man, generally, extremely in the confidence of Mr. Jefferson. 

Did you bear at any, and what fime'what was the ultimatum to which the instructions of the 
American Minister, who negociated that Convention, auihorized him to go in respect to 
tlie money to be paid to Great Britain in satisfiiction and discharge of what the United 
States might have beeaiiiable to pay under the 6th Article of the Treaty of 1794^ and what 
was that ultimatum r — I once heard that the American Government directed their Minister 
to go to the extent of five millions of dollars. 

From what authority did you hear itr — it was from a private channel, but it was such a 
©ne as if I had heard it in time, I should have thoug!it it my duty to write home to this 
Government to inform them of; I think it was a very good authority', but a private one. 

Would you have transmitted that its an important couirannication to His Majesty's Go- 
venuneitt, if you had- heard of it previous to the signing of the Convention? — I certainly 
should, 1 should have thought it deserving their attention. 

Was the channel which you call private, at all connected with the Government of 
America?— No; he was in no official situation under Government; he was a very re- 
sectable merchant, a Scotchman born, who had^n intercourse with the leading people in 
Washington*

From ihe various diannels you received that information, it left no doubt on yoar nitnd 
of the iactf — I had very little doubt of the fact, but I never heard it from any other 
channel. 

Had you an opportunity of ascertaining, in consequence of your official situalidn, die 
•circumstances which induced the American Government to resist the daim of them^chahts, 
and to offer the sum of «f. 600,000 in lieu thereof? — With regard to the resistance of tfie 
claims of the merchants, I should think that the Government sheltered itself behind the 
Commissioners, and did not resist itself, but encouraged them to opposition and their final 
secession, but in no other way came forward themselves till the matter came on in England 
after the secession had be^ produced in that way; but as to the circumstances, I cannot 
give any, account of those that induced the American Government to do so, except an ap- 
'*' prehension that the awards would be too extensive. 

Did the A merican Coihniissioners duriftg the sitting of the commission, ever alledge d» 
reasons against their concurring in any award, the occupation of forts, or the detenttoft df 
negioes ? — That is rather a question that one of tlie Board can better answer tb^ I caft. 

Had you, in youi- official capacity, any cbmmuoication from the Aitidrican Gove^rtment to 
dint effect ? — No, ccrtaiilly none at all. 

Did y6u while in America receive any intimation to that effect from any other chatmel cf 
the same respectability as you have before mentioned ?— Never. 
Did you ever hear of it through any channel ?— Never. 

John Sargent, Esquire ; call^^d in, and Exariiined. 

J. Sargent, Esq, 1 BELIEVE you were Secretary to the Treasury ? — I was. 

. Was there a meeting in the month of March 1803 between Mr. Addington, then Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, and the Petitioners, and were you present ? — Yes. 
y Did , they at that time j)rotest against the proceedings of Government in accepting, of 
the if. 600,000, and was it so understood by Mr. Addington? — Mr. Addington certaidj^ 
understood tb^m to mention it in their conversation undoubtedly. 

Did Mr. AdHington state their case to be a very hard one? — Mr. Addington said, he con- 
«ider^d their case to be a hard one, so much so that he had no objection to their applying to 
tarliaraent, or to His Majesty's Government; but lie added at the same time, that he meant 
to give no opinion upon the merits of the case. 

Did be advise tl^e Petitioners to delay their further proceedings till they could state the 
amount of their bsses ? — Upon the parties asking him whether lie would advise their delaying 
their Petition, he said he could not give them any advice ; that they were to shape the case 
^s they thought fit ; but he said as the losses were not ascertained, he did not conceive Par- 
liament would entertain a Petition where tlic losses were not accurately ascertained. 

Did the Petitioners accede to this, laying in their claim, that this acquiescence on their 
part should not be considered as baning them from bringing forward their case at a futm*e 
time ? — ^I'hey did. 

Did Mr, Addington state that he received the memorial as a protest, and that he would 
on any future opportunity acknowledge it to be such? — Mr. Addington certainly stated that * 
the presenting the memorial was layinc in a claim, thouoh they could not at present bring 
it hefore ParluMiieut; he said he should consider it as sucli, but that, was I apprehend merely 
an after conversation after he had spoken to them on the memorial. 

Do you know whether Mr. Addington had at the time any objection to the conversation 
that passed between himself and the claimants being made public? — I do not know that he 
had any objection. 

Do you know that he did not acquiesce in that being made public i — I do not know that ; 
I do not know one way or the othw. 

In point of fact, do you know that he did acquiesce in its being made known to the 
constituents of the Delegates with whom he conversed? — ^He certainly did not know that it 
was communicated to their constituents.

-matuire and injudicious? — He gave no advice upon that subiect, he said he oould give no 
advice upon it; but he did not think that Parliament would entertain amemorial where the 
losses were not €iscertained.

Unked States upon the subject of them previous to the Treaty of Amity in November 1 794, was 
Jjord Grenvilk. it ^ver proposed or suggested by His Majesty's Government to the creditors, that they should 

^ 'consent to accept a specific sum to be paid by the United States, in full satisfaction and 

extinction of all ttieir claims on the citizens of the United States, for transactions before the 
American warP — I think the idea was suggested to them, not as a proposal to ^which their 
<X)n9ent was required, but as a matter for consideration, and on wnich the King's Govern* 
meot wished to learn their sentiments. 

Did your Lordship make to the British creditors the communication contained in the 
:lttter,ot the 23d of July 1794 now produced [It was shewn to his Lordship] f — ^Thesig* 
nature to the letter is my handwriting; with respect to the enclosure I cannot speak wim 
certainty; but it is consonant to my general recollection of the transaction. 

Did the further correspondence contained in the other papers now produced, viz. copy of 
a letter to your Lordship dated the 24th''of July 1794 ; your Lordship's answer on tbe^llow* 
ing day ; and a copy of a letter to your Lordship of the 26th of August 1794, take place in 
-consequence of the said communication from your Lordship? — I can only answer thisiEU 
I answered the last question ; the signature to the letter of the 25th of July is of my hand- 
writing; but with respect to the other letters, I can only speak from my general recollectioa 
•of the subject, with which they agree. 

Was the. redress of the grievances of the British creditors, on the part of Tlis Majesty's 
Government, an object of importance in negociating the Treaty of Amity, Commerce and 
Navigation, concluded between His Majesty and the United States of America in tlie year 
1 704 1 — It was an object of primary importance. 

Di^ your Lordship in pei*son negociate that Treaty with the Ministei* Plenipotentiary of 
the United States ? — I did. 

Was a system of reciprocity meant to be established by the 6th article of that Treaty, 
'containing stipulations in favour of the subjects of Great Britain, and the seventh Article 
r which contained stipulations in favour of the citizens of the United States r — That certainly 
was ray own view of the transaction ; and I have no doubt that was the view of the Ame- 
rican Minister. • . , 

When, and in what manner, was His Majesty's Government first apprized of the difficulties 
-which occurred in the proceedings of the Couimiffioners at ^Philadelphia?— I cannot say with 
•certainty; but I suppose it was Uirbugh the correspondence of His Majesty's Minister in 
America. 

Were the proceedings of the Commissioners under the 7th article of that Treaty, imme- 
•diately suspended by His Majesty's Government, when information was received of the 
- breaking up of the Board established at Philadelphia under the 6th article, and in con- 
' jequence of that event ; and how Ions was such suspension continued ? — I think the pro- 
'^ceedings were immediately suspended, but that will appear from the Minutes of the Com- 
missioners themselves. How long the suspension continued I canmot say. 
» Was the conduct of the Commissioners, appointed by His Majesty under die 6th article 
' of the Treaty of Amity, during the whole course of the proceedings of the Board established 
ixt Philadelphia, and at the period when it broke up, approved by His Majesty's Govern- 
ment? — ^^It was most highly approved. 

Did His Majesty's Government take any and what further proceedings, in consequence 

• of the suspension pf the proceedings at Philadelphia, except by suspending the proceedings 
of the Commissioners here, under the 7th article ?— There were some communications on 

• -the subject with the Afmister of the American Government. 
Did your Lurdship, in or about the month of April or May 1800, make the following 

propositions to rhe claimants, viz. Firft. A renewed Commission, in conformity m'ith the 
' JVeaty of Amity ? second. Or to accept a sum of money in lieu of the claims under the 6ih 
: article of the Treaty of Amity ? — 1 thinlv those two proposals were stated in the same mamier 
as before, for their consideration. 

Can your Lordship state the substance of the verbal communications which took place 
between ymtr Ijordship and the claimants in the months of May, June, and July 1800, or at 
any subsequent period r — I cannot, at this diftiuice of time, midertake to speak as to the 
substance of verbal commur^cations. 

Was the paper now produced, tearing date 3d. July 1800, g'xen in by the claimants 
to your Lordship, in consequence of a desire expressed by your Lordship tor that purpose 
at a previous conference between your Lordship and the claimants f^- 1 cannot undertake 
to say. *. . 

VV as any proposal made, either by your Lordship to the American Minister, Mr. Jay, tr 
by the American Minister to your Lordship, to commute the demands of the liritiih ctaim- 
4nts for a specific sum? — it is now eighteen years ago; but as far as I recollect^ lUH. 
thing of the kind ever passed between us.

Might not the suspension of the 7.rh Article have been continued ?— Certainly. 

Your Lon'ship has mentioned, that you hatl several interviews with Mr. Tklolleson and 
Mr. Nutt; do you recollect whether the circumstance of the offer made by America, of 
^.600,000. was ever made a part of communications with them ? — I really cannot say from 
recollection ; I do not know that it did.

*" T<5 fli^'RIghl honourable Lord Grenville, one oF His MajcstyV principal Secretaries 

of State, &c. &C-&C. 
Mv Lord, 
IN the different conversations we have been honoured with by Mr. Secretary Dundas, on No. 3* 

the subject of the claims of the British merchants: trading to America, previous to the year . 

1776, for compensation for their losses by the American war, we stated, and truly, that these 
were principally occa^oned by the operation of the prohibitory law passed' in the year 
1775, interdicting all intercourse, at once cutting off every source of remittance, and by the 
fourth Article of the Treaty of Peace not being carried into effect, although it was made, as 
^e were informed, a sine qua non of the Peace with the American Commissioners, obtained 
with great difticulty, and for the special puri>ose of providing tor the payment of the just 
debts due to the British merchants. 

This Article was immediately violated by tlie American Legislatures in numberless in- 
stances, which were from time to time communicated to His Majesty's Ministers, but with- 
out ledress. 'I'he retaining of the forts, on the part of Great Britain, has been the ostensible 
pretence for this violation of the Treaty by America. 

• It is by the operation of die prohibitory law, and the infraction of the Treaty of Peace, 

that the iiritish merchants have been so long and so deeply involved in distress. This will 

more fully appear in the brief state which we had the houour to transmit to Mr. Secretary^ 

liundas, in our letter dated the 31st of August 1791, and to which we beg leave 

. to refer. 

^ Under these combined circumstances bf distress, we are called upon as a Committee by 
o(ir constituents, to request that some ostensible and effectual measure may be ad» ptad by 
Government, for the relief and support of that numerous and oppressed body of His Ma- 
jesty's loyal and dutiful subjects. The result of the negoeiation through Mr. llammond. 
does not promise any substantial relfef ; tor by the extract of his dispatch of the 8ih of 
June, communicated to us, it aj^ears that Mr^ Jefferson has im{K>sed upon him, by stating* 
ciFcamstances notoriously not founded on fact. 
' 134. We 
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No. 3, ^^'e tn:.st, tlint having exerted our best though ineffectual endeavours to recover oiir debts 

1 in America, the courts of law being still unjustly shut against us, «nd our long Ibrbe^rance • 

to press our wnnts and difficulties upon Government, will not abate, but, on the contraiT, give 
vigour and strength to our claim, which is founded injustice, and cannot berelinquislied or 
done awt'iy without satisfaction and compensation ; for we contend, that it stands on the 
basis'of the Constitution itself ; and if it was further necessary, we might add,- that we are 
not only entitled to protection and compensation on public ground, but we have also a well 
founded claim on Government, His Majesty's Ministers, pending the negociations i'ij: 
]>oace, having, we humbly conceive, virtually pledged the Crown, by engaging to us, that we 
might rest assured, whenever peace was concluded with America, our property and debt* 
should be fully protected and secured, and on that engagement we i\\]]y confided. 

With respect to o[)cning the Law Courts of America at this distant period of time, itig 
a duty we owe to the trust reposed in us by our constituents to -state uncquivoc<dly, that we 
have "but too much reason to fear it will now avail us but little, such has been the devas- 
.arton and change of property occasioned by deaths; insolvencies, removals, and other at- 
tendant circumstances of delay. 

It is with satisfaction we rellect on the liberality of the public in so nobly and generously 
providing for the American suflcrers by the war; and we applaud the magnanimity of the 
measure^ but we cannot silently suffer it to be snid, that the Britisli merchants intrusting 
not only their fortune, but their credit, to their feilow-subjects in the colonies under tl>e 
sacred laws of their country (laws which had their operation over every subject in Americd,^ 
with the right of appeal from the judgment of their Courts to His Majesty in Council, 
whose decision was hnal and binding upon the colonists, this, to us irreparable loss, wi|». 
the price of peace) are less the objects of the protection and liberality oftlie public; nor 
shall we have any thing to fear, whenever that noble and generous spirit is awakened to our 
sufferings, and to the call of that justice which we claim. 

We beg leave further to add, tliat being now daily importuned and urged by the great

Sir; 

THE Committee of British Merchants trading to North America previous to the yeat v- 

177^; beg peffmission to represent, that they have oeen .wj^iting with the greatest anxiety to 
le informea of the progress which Mr. Hammond, tlie British Minister, nas made with tbj *""" 

executive Government of the American States, respecting the recovery of the debts due to 
'tbem and their conslitvents. 

In your letter of the 1st September 179X, in reply to ours of the preceding day, you 
did us tbe honour to inform us, that you had laid our letter before His Majesty s conr 
fidential Ministers ; and that Mr. Hammond had received instructions to consider Uie 
«ecover]r of the debts due to His Majesty's subjects as one of tlie most essential objects of 
his mission. 

This information we did not delav communicatins: to the general Committee, who im- 
m c diatch transmittcd the same to tfie mmierous British creditors whom tb«y represent. 

That body of distressed subjects are now impatiently, and venr pressingly calling upon 
their representatives to know the advance Mr. Hammond has made lu that very interesting 
and important concern, and we are in conscc^uence called upon by the general Committee 
for Ae information which we have received from His Majesty's Ministers on the subject; 
as it- 10 our du^ to attend to this call,, we beg, Sir, that 'you will have the goodness to 
enable us to satisfy their reasonable and jpst enquiries ; and as it appears to be the sense 
of the British creditors in every part of the kingdom, that any further delay will be at- 
tended with an additiopal decree of distress, it is their desire that the most effectual m.ode 
of application for compensation should be adopted; and they firmly join us in stating, that 
our claim on the public for the great losses sustained in consequence of the fourth Article 
of the Treaty of reace not beinff carried iirtd execution, is founded on the immutable prin- 
ciples, of justice.

, ' - secured and protected. 

Compensation for losses has been liberaliy made to every oth^r description of sufferers bjr' 
the American war; the British tnerchants alone remain without having hitherto received any 
consideration whatever, notwithstanding the advantage derived to Uie public by retaining 
the forts. In all other cases, where the property of loyal and dutiful subjects has been 
appropriated for the use and sulvantage of the pubfic, full satisfaction and compensation ha^ 
been made for the same ; and it is notorious, that the Americans urge the plea of the forts 
being withheld from them as a reason for tlie nonpayment of British debts contracted 
previous to the war. . / . . . 

For these reasons, Sir, we hope to be favoured as soon as possible with your answer, 
especially as it has now become the desire of our constituents that some effectual mode of 
application should be -adopted without furthei* delay, in order to b^ing the business to some 
determinate issue.

to the year 1776 ; they at the some time mentioaed ibat we had made up our own mind 
with regard to the propositions delivered to them by Mr. Dundas upon the 23d of last 
month, out that to save trouble to His Maj^ty's Ministars, we thought it best to knotv the 
opinion of the gentlemen ^n London, that, ia the event of thei^ coocurrence with us, the' 
wjiole trade miglu be unanimous. . • 

'We have now therefore to inclose a Statement of thfiprmciple upon which we are willinfi; 
to compromise the debts owing by America to the associated merchants of Glasgow,, which 
vf^t^ contracted previous to. &st Janu€urv 1776^ and at thi^ period reckoned good debts, 
icom of which was sent by u» to Mr. Molteson on the 8th of . tlus month, for the inspection 
of the London Committee ; and although the sacrifice of property is so great, we have no 
hesitation in acknowledging (in reference to the queiy in the paper received from Mr. 
Dundas on tlie 23d ult.) thgt w^ would {urefer the mode of settlement therein mentioned, to 
the a4Q|)Yio|v, of measures for now opening, tb^Coyrts of JLaw in America, even with an 
appeal to some special Court or Commission, ahd we trust it will be equally agreeable to 
ourcimstitueiits. 

We likewise understand that it is to be left to the judgment of Parliamentary Commis- 
sioners to ascertain the gooiineu of debts due in I775t or abimt the 1st January 1776, 
nrhich may be claimed upon, having the fiiUest conhdence that these Commissioners will' 
rec^uirc no other than such reasonable proofs of their goodness as the nature of . thecase, ' 
and the distance of time will admit. We use the words^' in' 1775, or about the ist January 
1776," in the above paragraph, because different merchants bau different periods of the y^&r 
for striking tlie balance of their books in America; and it Will probably be from the last 
balance in 1775, or about the beginning of 1776, and iiom the statements then trannutted 
to Britain in consequence thereof, that they will respectively claim. 

The within Statement is in itself so full and explicit as to require very few observations 
from us ; your Lordship will thereby perceive, that after making the most liberal allowances 
for loss upon these debts during the war, and for the expenses and risque which might have 
attendetl their collection, we are willing, if necessaiy , to submit to a further deduction of no 
less than oue-third from the remainder, in order to accomplish their liquidation and^nal ex- 
tinction : we will then be ready to assign over the ilebtis themselves, and all documents and 
vouchers in our power, to any person who may be appointed. We however consider these 
great deductions, particularly the last, to be intrusted in conjidence to His Majesty's 
Ministers, in consequence of the desire of Mr. Pitt, — 'that of course a more favourable com-

AKTICLES Sixth, Seventh, and Twenty-second, of the Treaty of Amity,, 
. Commerce, and Navigation, between His Britiinnic INlajesty aud the United 

States of America; concluded at Westminster the 19th day of Nov. 1794. 

•1 Art. 6th. WHEREAS it is alledged by diver* Brimh merchants and others. His No. 10. 

Majesty's subjects, that debts to a considerable amount, which. were bomijidc contracted ^ 

kctbre the peace, stiil remain owing to theui by the citizens or inl)ab>tants of the United 
8cMe« ; and that by rite operation of various lawful impediments since the peaee> not oi^y 
the full recovery ot the said debts has been dela\^d, but also tlie value and se<;urity thereof, 
h&Te been in several instances impaired and lessened, so that by the ordinary course of 
judicial proceedings the British creditors cannot now obtaiti, aud artnally have and receive, 
Jull and adetfuate compensation for tlie losses and damages which they have thereby 
ao9tiiraed: It is agreed, that in all such cases, where full compensation for such losses and 
Hamagcs cannot, for whatever reason^ be actually obtained bad and received by the said 
creditors, m the ordinary course of justice, die United States will make full and complete 
t^mpensation for the same to the said creditors; but it is distinctly understood that this 
provision is to extend to sucii losses only as iiave been occasioned by the lawful impediments 
aforesaid, imd it not to extend to losses occasioned by such insolvency of the debtors, or 
other causes, as would eqaaliy have operated xa prod u(re such loss if tlie said impediments 
had not existed ; Aor to such losses or damage as have been occasioned by the manifeU 
deiay or negligence, or wilful omission of the claimant. 

For the purpose of ascertaining the amount of any sudi losses and damages, five Com- 
missioners shall be appointed and autboria^l to meet and act in manner tollowtng ; vifc. 
Two of them shall be appointed by His Maiesty; two of them by the President of the 
United States, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate thereof; and the fifth, by 
the nncuiimous voice of the other four ; and if -they should not agree in such choice, then the 
Commissioners named by the two parties shall respectively propose one person, and of the 
two names so proposed, one shall be drawn by lot in the presence of the ibur original Ccnm- 
fnissiouers. When the five Commissioners thus appointed shall first meet, they shall, bdbre 
they proceed to act, respectively take the following oatk or aiiinnation in the presence of 
^each other, which oath or afiirmation being so taken and duly attested, shall be entered da 
the Kecordof their Proceeding:!; vhs. ^ i A. B. one of rite Commissioners appointed wi 
^ pursuance ^ the sixth Article of the Treaty ^of Amity, Commerce and Navigation, bc- 
'•' tween His Britannic Majesty and the United States of America, do $olemnfy ucear (or 
** aifirm) that I will honestly, diligently, impartially and careitilly examine, and to the best

I'Arer of tlie said Commissioners shall constitute a Board, and shall have power to do any 
act appertaining to the said commission, provided that one of the Commissioner^ named oti 
each side, and the fifth Commissioner, shall be present, and aH decisiom shali be made by 
4he majority of the voices of the Commissioners then present. Eighteen months from the day 
on which the said Commissioners shall form a Board, and be ready to proceed to business, 
-are assigned for receiving complaints and applications ; but they are nevertheless authorized 
in any particular eases, in which it shall appear to them to be reasonable and just» to extend 
the said term of eighteen months for any term not exceeding six months after the expira- 
tion thereof. The said Commissionci-s shall first meet at Philadelphia, but they shall nave 
-power to adjourn from place to (>lace, as they shall see cause. 

The said Commissioners, in examining the complaints and applications so preferred to 
them, are empowered and required, in pursuance of the true intent and meanmg of this 
Article, to take into their consideration ixllclanns, whether ofpriniipalor ifitcrest, or balances 
of principal and interest, and to determine the same respectively according to the merits of 
the several cases^ due regard being had to all the circumstances thereof, and as equity and 
justice s/iall appear to M^m to require. And the said Commissioners shall have power to 
examine all such persons as shall come before them on oath or affirmation touching 
the premises ; and also to receive in evidence, according as they may think most con- 
sistent with equity and justice, all written depositions, or books or papers, or copies 
or extracts thereor, every such deposition, book or paper, or copy or extract,' beiri^ auly

said Commissioners may be directed : Provided always, that no such payment i^U be Ajoed 
by the said Commissioners to take place sooner than twelve months from the day of the ex- 
change of the ratifications of this Treaty. 

Art. Seventh. Whereas complaints have been made by divers merchants and others, 
citizens of the United States, that during the course of the war in which His Majesty is 
now engaged, they have sustamed considerable losses and damage by reason of irregular 
or illegal captures or condemnations of their vessels and other property, under colour of 
authonty or commissions from His Majesty ; and that from vanous ciicumstances belcMig* 
ing to tne said cases, adequate compensation for the losses and damages so sustained can- 
not now be actually obtained had and received, by the ordinary course of judicial proceed- 
ings ; it is agreed, that in all fuch cases, where adeauate compensation cannot, for whatever 
reasons, be now actually obtained bad and receivetl by the said merchants and others in 
the ordinary course of justice, full and complete compensation for the same wiU b^ 
made by the British Govenimcnt to the suid complainants. But it is distinctly understood, 
diat this provision is not to extend to such losses or damages as have been oocasionad by 
the manifest delay or negligence, or wilful omission of the claimants. 

That for the purpose of acertaining the amount of any such losses and damages, five Co»- 
missioners shall be appointed and auttiorized to act in London exactly in manner difeeted# 
with respect to those mentioned in the preceding Article, and after having taken the same 
6ath or affirmation (mutatiit mutandis) tiie same term of eighteen mouths is also asttgaed 
for the reception of claims, and they are in like manner authorisied to extend the same in 

f)articular cases. They shall receive testimony, books, papers and evidence in the sane 
atitude, and exercise die like discretion and powers respecting that subject, and shall <le«> 
cide the claims in question according to the merits of the several cases, and to ju«dce^ 
equity, and the laws of nations. Tlie award of the said Commissioners, or any such three 
of them as aforesaid, shall in all cases be final and conclusive, both as to the justice of the 
daim, and to tlie amount of the sum to be paid to die claimant ; and His Britanmiek Ma- 
jestyundertakes to cause the same to be paid to such elaimaat iu specie, without any der 
duction, in such place or place*, and at such time or times as shall be awarded by the sam^

And whereas certain merchants and others. His Majesty's subjects, complain that in the 
course of the war, they have sustained loss and damage by reason of the capture of their 
vessels and merchandize taken within the limits and jurisdiction of the States, and brought 
into the ports of the same, or taken by vessels originally armed in ports of the said States : 

It is agreed, that in all such cases, where restitutioo shall not hsmre been made agreeably 
to the tenor of the letter from Mr. Jefferson to Mr. Hammond, dated at Philadebma, S^ 
tember 5th 1793 (a copy of which is annexed to this Treaty) the complaints of toe parties 
shall be, and hereby are referred to the Commissioners to be appointed by virtue of this 
Article, who are hereby authorized and required to proceed in the tike manner relative t^ 
these as to the other cases committed to them; and the United States undertake to pay to 
the complainants or claimants in specie, without deduction, the amount of such sums as 
shall be awarded to them respectively by the said Commissioners, and at the times and 
places which in such awards shall be specified, and on condition of such releases or assign- 
ments to be given by the claimants as in the said awards may be directed. And it is 
farther agreed, that not only the now-existing cases of both descriptions, but also all such 
as shall exist at the time ot exchanging the ratifications of this Treaty, shall be constdeted 
as being within the provisions intent and meaning of this Article. 

Article asd. It is expressly stipulated, that neither of the said contracting Parties will 
order or authorize any acts ol reprisal against the other, on complaints of injuries or da- 
maces, until the said party shall first have presented to the other a statement tbareof, ven* 
fieoby competent proof and evidence, and demanded justice and satisfiustion, and the \ 
shall either nave been refused or unreasonably delayed*

informed that Mr. Sitgreaves, one of the American Commissioners, had come to Britain, in 

order as we suppose to make some arrangements relative to the Treaty of Amity, Commerce 
and Navigation, between His Britannic Majesty and the United States; we take the liberty 
of again mentioning the hardships sustained by the Merchants in this Country from the 
non payment of the debts due to them, which have been contrary to expectation increased 
by the conduct of the American Commissioners, as fully stated in the memorial of the Agent 
for the British creditors transmitted to your Lordship ; and to recal to your memory a state- 
ment made up at the desire of His Majesty's Ministers, when Mr. Hamilton and Mr. Findlaj 
bad the honour of waiting on them in summer 1794, of the principles on which we thought 
the Merchants here would be willing to compromise the debts due to dsem. A copy of 
this statement we now enclose, together with an extract from the letter which accompanied 
it, in case the former should either be mislaid or not perfectly in your recollection, and 
\yjjich ^ateineut we are confident would* have been readily agreed to at that time,' and we 
; h^v^.httle doubt would still be agreed to on making such alteretipn, with regard to interest, 
03 thts Ia[>i4e of time may render necessary ; though we do not pledge onnielves for thfs,'not 
having ^roaaulted the trade thereon, ns we judged such a step improper until we know the 
opinion of His Majesty's Ministers ccnceminff it.

Lord Grenville 
has some reason to suppose that the American Government will not object to tieat for an 
immediate and final arrangement upon this footing, but he has no knowledge of the -Extent 
to which that Government may be wiUing to go in tfab respect.

It must therefore be 
suppos(*d that in any sucii negotiation as is now in question, considerable stress will be 
laid by the Government of the United States, on the necessity of providing etfectually that 
no claim included in the general estimate on which the amount of a gross sum^ to be paid 
by them in the way of compromise, may be calculated, should aiterwards be recoverable by 
suit at law again>t the individuals, in consequence of the non-existence, or of the removal 
of the impediments wiiich have been alledged by the Cjaimants.

dated Glasgow, 31st May 1800. 

>j ^ IN consequence of some late letters which we have received from William Molle- 

' ** * • son, Esq. relative to certain propositions your Lordship has had the goodness to make Wm^ 

about a setilement of the claims of British merchants trading to North America previous 

to the yenr 1776, we thought it necessary to cqll together yesterday these gentlemen, who 

are resiclent in this city and its neighbourhood. 

They have desired us to write 10 your lx)rdship, and earnestly to request in their name, 
that you would direct one of your Secretaiies to state to us in writing the nature of these 
propositions, that there may be no risque of misapprehension thereof on our part. 

If we understand them aright, as they have been stated to us, there is an alternative pro- 
posed for the consideration of these old traders. 

1st. Either that a new Commission should be appointed for settling these claims, under 
the 6th Article of the Treaty of Amity with the United States, in consequence of the late 
Commission having failed in effecting it ; or, 

2d. That a certain specific sum should be accepted by these traders, in full compensation 
and liquidation of these old claims for ever. In which case we presume it is meant that 
these claims should be assigned over to the Government of the United States. 

If such is the aliernatiYe, we. are. authorixcd to say, that ever since the appointmeht of 
the late Commissioners, the gentlemen here have been so harrassed in all attempts to recover 
even their best debts in the Courts of Law in Virginia, in which State their debtors ge- 
nerally reside, that they \v'\\\ most cheerfully prefer the latter proposition ; and, hewever 
^ hard the case may be, will be ready to make very large sacrifices, in order to accomplish* 

such a settlement. The only question in that case would be, as to the quantum of com- 
pensation in proportion to their just claims, the period of payment, and the guarantee 
for such payment regularly; and in all these they would be as libercU as could well be^ 
desired. * . 

But, my Lord, from the letters we have received, we arc uncertain whether the p ro f s- 
tion of compensation is to extend to all the claims given in to the l3oard of Commissioners, 
or if it is oidy meant to appiy towards such of our debtors as we may be able to prove 
have become iiisolvent since the Peace, owing to the existence of legal impediments in 
their Courts of Law; and if we arc now to be left to seek such debts as may be deemed 
feiil! good (by what priiiciple or decision we know not) in these Court:^, without any Com- 
missioners in America to act, or at least some kind of check tqjon them, your Lordship 
tannot be surprized that v^ esijould pause before coming to a dctermiuation ; because,from our 
sid exj'eritnre hitherto, wesiiouid consider nine-tenths of these debts, though called good, 
to be totally lost without any means or prospect of rcdrt^s, if there was no Hoard of Appeal, 
indcpeni!ent of a Ciovernmenl so inelhiient to insure us justice. 

Yo.-r Lordship is in the knowledge, that u majority of the Hoard of Commissioners found 
such legal impediments to luive exisied in these Virginia Courts, as to have induced them 
to form a resolution that they must consider the Government of the United States, under 
the 6th Article of the Treaty, to be liable for the boiia fide good debts owing to the 
Lritish Claimants; and when sych pleas in bar of judgment, as '* limitation of Actions," 
or a " British debt," \Veie admitted in many of these Courts, they couid not well do other- 
wise ; and they also found, tliat the onuspiobdndi, as to the debtors not being solvent before 
the VV ar, laj upon the States. 
* Hur, my Lord, we mean not to go into any discussion of this nature ; all that the gentle- 
men ht re are most anxious to know at present is^ the specification of these propositions, 
and whether there is reason to presume that the Government of the United States will 
listen to such a plan of compensation. The uncertainty of the exact uature of the pro- 

posiiiou 
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•p«>sirion, and'the shortness of the time, rendered it impassible for the centlemen here to No, 2I, 

five expUcit instructions, or any person to go from this to attend a meeting, we * * 

understand, has been appointed by your Lord^ship, on the 5th proposition; but upon re- 
ceiving yoar reply hereto, one or more gentlemen will, if necessary, be appointed by these 
1^1 traders, to repair to London immediately with full powers ; and your Lordsfiip mfty be 
assured, that they will not be wanting to lend their aid in every thing which can be 
reasonably desired, for removino; effectually and for ever, the bone of dissention betwixt the 
two Countries. We have conhdence, likewise, that His Majesty's Ministers will also see 
the wisdom and the sound policy of removing these claims, even if the Government of the 
United States should not agree to such compensation as may be thought proper.

Gentlemen, 
■ I IIAV R this morning received your Letter of the 3i8t ult. No. 22. 

' The matter to which it relates, is one in which it seems to me very difficult to make any . 

satisfactory progress (at least in its present state) by a correspondence in writing. 

It was not my intention to state to the British creditors, as an alternative for their decision, 
the two propositions mentioned in your Letter; but to apprize them that His Majesty 'a 
Servants having determined to propose to the American Government the appointment ot a 
fresh Commission, according to an arrangement to be treated of for that purpose in America, 
it had appeared desirable to ascertain whether the creditors thouglit it for their interest that 
proposals should at the same time be made for liquidating the whole demand, by the pay- 
ment of any and what gross sum to be afterwards distributed among the bona tide creditois, 
by Commissioners acting solely under His Majesty's authority. 

This matter was explained to Mr. Molleson and Mr. Nutt, in the course of a very Ion*- 
conversation which I had with those gentlemen, and their answer was deferred to a future 
dny, when I was to see them for that purpose. I hardly conceive it possible that either the 
particular point alluded to in your letter (which is one of mu^ch intricacy and difficulty) <3r 
the Various other details to which the consideration of this question must lead, should be 
settled by written correspondence between this place and Glasgow ; nor dges it seem to me 
to be for the interest of the creditors, that these things should be made the subject of much 
^ttbiie discussion, previous to their being treated of in America. 

I should therefore strongly recommend that the gentlemen of Glasgow who are now in 
London, or such other gentlemen as may be chosen for the purpose, should agreeably to 
what is mentioned in your letter, be $uthoti%ed> to act in this respect in behalf ot the body 
of Glasgow creditors, as I conceive Mr. Nutt and Mr. Molleson to be iu behalf of those 
in England.

MEMOkANDUM from the Committee of Claimants to the Right honourable 
Lord Grenville ; dated London, 3d July 1800. 

.No. 2/;, THE Claimants for the debts due to British creditors by the citizens of North Amerind, 

! having considered the conversations they have had with the night honourable Lord Grenville^ 

cannot, after the disappointments they have already experienced, both under the Fourth 
Article of the Treaty of Peace, and Sixth Article of the Treaty of Amity, and the methods ' 
taken by America to render these nugatory, place any faith in the success of a new Com- 
mission under these Treaties ; and therefore, finally to put an end to the whole business, 
would prefer a stipulated sum to be paid them, in full of all debts claimed under the Sixth 
Article of the Treaty of Amity, provided they could be secured of the payment of such sum 
by instalments in a reasonable time ; and in consequence of such security or guarantee^ they 
would be willing to make a considerable sacrifice of their just rights. 

With regard to the amount of such sum, the Claimants are more at a loss, fromnot know- 
ing the exact amount which has been claimed under that Article, or the manner in which the 
different claims have been made up with regr^rd to interest, &c. ; but from what they are in-, 
formed, of the amount being about five millions stealing, and allowing that some part may 
be cut off, either from being improperly claimed or not sufficiently ascertained, botli of 
which may be better known to His Majesty's Ministers, and deducting such payments as 
may have been made on these debts betbre the ratification of this agreement, they arc 
willing on obtaining the guarantee of the British Government, to accept of two millions 
«od au'half sterling, rather tliaa ihese claims should conthiue as a bone of contentioD and a 

souftc 
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source of discontent between the two countries, or lliat they should expcriciicc the hard- ^*^* ^5' 

ships and vexations which they have reason to expect in tlie prosecution of their debts iu ' 

that country. 

The claimants consider that the United States are bound to this country to indemnify the 
British merchants for the losses they have incurred from the legal impediments experienced, 
and to open their Courts fully lor the recovery of these debts which may be thought still 
good, and therefore they hope the sacrifice they propose to make will appear liberal : and 
snould the sum be too great for the present situation of the funds of the United States, 
they U'ust that Mis Majesty's Ministers will see the justice of advancing, from the funds of 
tbis CQMnuy, such sum as may make up the deficiency, in consideration of the hsmlsbips 
the Claimants have already susuiined, and the sacrifice they are now willing to make. 

Should His Majesty's Ministci*s not accede to the proposal of the Claimants, of giving the 
gujrantee of this country for payment of the sum before mentioned, they the said Claimanth 
cannot agree to any compromise with the United States, as it i^ould be i-elinquisliing a laige 
part of their just rights, without obtaining sufficient security for the remainder ; and there- 
fore in that case they must trust to His Majesty's Ministers, that in any arrangements to be 
made under anew Commission, they should not experience tliese evasions ot the true spira 
and meaning of the 1 reaty which they have hitherto done. 

At the same time, as a majority of the Commissioners, appointed under the Sixth Article 
of the Treaty of Amity, liavc found that there were legal impediments against \i\e recovery 
of British debts in some of the United States, and as by the said Article the decision of sucn 
majority was to be final, the Claimants under the Treaj:y in these States consider themselves 
now entitled to full payment from the United States, and to the aid of His Majesty's Go- 
.lerament for enibromg such payment^ unless ti^ above compromise is acceded to.

THE King's Government has taken into its mo$t serious consideration the Memorandum No. 26.

Servants do not think that they could with propriety advise His Majesty to guarantee to 
the creditors the payment of any sums which the American Government might agree to 
give in liquidation of the demands of the creditors. If such payments, so engaged for, 
should not be duly and regularly made, it would then be for the King's Government to 
consider of the measures to be taken by them, or to be proposed to rarliament on the 
subject, accordhig to the circumstances of the case, and to the different considerations by 
whicli any decision upon it must necessarily be regulated ; but a previous guarantee, sucn 
as is desired by the gentlemen of the Committee, appears to His Majesty's Servants tp bd 
-tart-only miusual, but improper to be given.

IN behalf of the British merchants who have debts owin^ them in North America, which No. tj. 

mere bona liite contracted before the Peace, the subscribers have the honour to ack npwletdge ^ 

•receipt of a note -from the Right honourable Lord Grenville, dated the 10th instant, by 
which be informs them that His Majesty's Ministers " do not think that they could with 
•" propriety 'advise His Majesty to guarantee to the cre<litors the payment of any sum 
" which the American Government might agree to give in liquidation of tlic, demands of 
^ the creditors;' 

After the long forbearance of these merchants, and the vexations, sufferings, losses ml 
•expenses of var'ous kinds, which for so many years they have undergone, not only during 
the American War, but also by the non-fulfilment of the Treaty of Peace, and of tl:e 
Treaty of Amity, on the part of the United States ; the subscribers had flattered themselves 
that the period was now arrived, when they might have assured their* constituents tl ere 
was an hnmediate prospect of some compensation for their losses, amd that they w ould no 
kmger remain the only class of His Majesty's subjects whose interests were to be sacri- 
jficed as the price of making and preserving peace with the United States, without any 
indemnification or recompcnce whatever.

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;No. !>(), The siibsnibers will not now recapitulate the prohibitory laws passed during that Wax', 
which so miuli atfectcd the interests of these merchants, nor the many Memorials pre- 
sented to the King's Ministers towards the conclusion of it, that their interests might b« 
attended to in the Treaty of Peace; nor the disappointment which was fell when they 
found, notwithstanding assurances previously given by His Majesty's Government, that no 
•effectual security was provided for the fulfilment of the Fourth Article thereof. But thej- 
cannot help expressing their mortification, that after all, the proposal of a compromise 
intimated by Lord Grenvillc should now prove nugatory, from the want of sufficient 
security for the payment thereof, even at distant periods. 

Thc! British merchants have always expressed their readiness to make large Sacrifices c/f 
their just claims, but His Majesty's Ministers must be sensible that after what has pas»ed» 
•they, as individuals, can have no confidence in the security of the American Government 
for the payment of any sums in compensation which may be agreed to, because tliey have 
nq means of enforcing it ; but the British Government happily have such means in tlicir 
power, if they shall interpose their guarantee for the same ; and although the subscribers 
desire not to be understood as recommending war, in the eventual nonpayment on the 
part of the United States ; yet it is obvious iliat it is at least as much the interest of these 
.States as of Great Britain to preserve peace; and therefore littJe risk that such com* 
poi^lipQ as may be agiced to, will not be liquidated, if payable to the British Government; 
even if the risk was greater, the subscribers never can believe it to be consistent with 
justice, Umt the property of a few individuals in a great nation should be made th^ 
sact^ificeto the desire of preserving peace. 

TbeCouimissioners under the Sixth Article of the Treaty of Amity, as maybe seenbythetr 
recoixls^ have been very f5ar from giving every decision in favour o*' the British Claimants; 
and it is remarkable, that ail decisions against them were unanimous ; not a murmur against 
such decision, however, was ever heard among these Claimants. But whenever there was an 
opinion of a majority of the Commissioners m favour of that persecuted and unfortunate 
Mass of men,., the American Commissioners withdiew from the Board, and by a meaa aad 
contemptible subterfuge, pretended that their doing so suspended all decisions. Thejr 
afterwards exhibited long reasons, particulaily legal reasons, for this conduct ; when nothing 
is more clear than that by the said Sixth Article the decisions of the Board were to ht 
founded, not upon law, but apon the broader foundation of equity and justice, according to 
the bearings of the cases which came before them, under the existing circuiiistataces ; and 
that such decisions of a majority, after the Board was eonstitutedi urere to be final and 
obligatory upon the United States. How far it may in this situation be consistent with the 
dignity of the British Government, or even with a sound and broad policy, to appoint new- 
Commissioners, it is for His M^esty's Ministers to determine; but the. British CkumaaU 
have reason to fear that in any such new appointment the chances must be against them^ 
and they cannot conceive that anjr security for the fulfilment of the decisions of the Boaid 
can now be given, which did not formerly exist. If the decisions of such a majority of the 
new Board as of the present should be against the Claimants, there would perhaps be little 
doubt of their being eifectual ; unless indeed it could be supposed that British Commissionera 
were in that casie to follow the late example, and by a simdar ouibble pretend to say that 
tlie opinions of the majority were not decisions, because they had withdrawn from the Board: 
but it the decisions of a similar majority of the new Board should again be in favour of these 
Claimants, the subscribers are of opinion, judging from what has passed ever since the Peace* 
that a similar or some other subterfuge would be resorted to, to ehide their effect, however 
contrary such conduct may be to equity and justice, and to the opinions of some respectable 
Amcriciui Judges, solemnly delivered from the Bench. 

'J'he Britisli Claimants cimnot therefbie, by any act of theirs, sanction the appointment of 
snch new Coinmissiouers ; but they will always be ready, as re[)eatedly expressed, to make 
large sacrifices of their claims, and to accept a compensation for the remainder, when they 
are secured that such remainder will be paid them under the direction of Commissionei*« 
appointtid by His Majesty, to whom the vouchers of their cUums would be in that case 
.assrgnc(L 

Tiiey therefore trust with confidence that, sooner or later, the British Government, 
after having delivered up the forts which were long held as a security for their claims, 
will see the hardship of making them the only sufferers, as the price of peace.

My Lord, 3d April i8oi. ' 

TH E merchants in this city, trading to North America prior to 1776, having some years No. 28. 

«go apjpointed us a Committee to attend to their interests, we have had sundry conference* 

with t^e Right honourable Lord Grenville and His Majesty's other Ministers on tliatsubiect; 
in which, and in repeated written representations we had the honour to present to tlieifi, 
we stated the hardship we had suffered from the non-payment of the large debts due to tfs 
by the citixenfl of the United Slates. These debts we had been prevented from recovering 
attw die Peace, by the impediments we met with in that country, but which we trusted 
would have been'removed by tl>e operation of the Treaty of Amity, Commei^e and 
Navigation, between the two countries. In this, however, we have been disappointed, hj 
the'co:iduct of the American Commissioners. 

When the subscribel^ (Robert Findlay and Gilbert Hamilton) had the honour of soafe 
conferences with Lord Grenville on that subject last June, they had hopes that matter's 
wovkl then have been put on such a footing as that at last we should have had that jostioe 
done us which we had so long been deprived of, as they were then assured His Majesty's 
MintiterB had it -much at l^ear^:. But as, from the late changes iu His Majesty's Councite, 
they have retired without this matter having been settled, we now take the liberty cf 
addressing ourselves to your Lordship, to request that as it now comes under your parti- 
cular direction, you would take such measures as at last to bring it to a ferouraWe coit- 
clusioQ ; and which, from«dme cdlrrespondence we had lately with Mr. Anstey, we were led 
to believe was nearly accompliAbed. 

We have no douot that the communications we had the honour to make to the Right 
honourable Lord Grenville, Mr. Pitt, and Mr. Dundas, by Mr. Hamilton and Mr. Findlay 
in 1794, and these delivered by the joint Committees ok' the London and Glasgow Mer- 
chants to his Lordship last Summer, will be found ia the Office,, but should your Lordship 
wish to hare copies of them, we should transmit such of tbean as liiay be thought essentiaL 
We would humbly solicit your Lordship's attention to this business, and ihall be much 
obliged for such communications as you shall dee proper to give us.

1 THINK tlic -questions which have been verbally proposed to me are these : w 

1. To what amount were claims presented under the Commission ? * ^ 

2. To what amount is it probable that awards would have been given if the Board had ' 
been suffered to proceed ? 

And 3. Is there good ground to TDclieve that the principles I have published as now 
declared by the Judges of the Supreme Court of the United States, would be available ti} 
British creditors in the legal recovery of their debts. 

Referring generally to the matters contained in two different Papers, which at the desire 
of Lord CJrenville I drew up and delivered to you at different times in the course of last 
Wiatep, m wett-awm other ttateraents, 1 will, as ftir asit is possible, and in a few words, 
give distinct answers to those questions. 

And to the first, for the reasons I have elsewhere explained, an exact statement of the 
amount of the claims cannot be given, without resorting to the schedules and documents in 
America, and making up a great variety of necessary calculations ; but judging from my 
notes, and the copies ot clauns in my possession, I would set down the amount, principal 
and legal interest, at upwards d(four millions sterling. 

To the second question it is with reluctance that I give an answer, because I .cannot 
tpeak with any thins like the accuracy of business ; and 1 am speaking of millioni. But 
deducting claims which I know we should have rejected in ioto, making aUowanoe for .weH 
founded objections to parts of others, and anticipating .those defects of evidence which 
would have been fatal, even before a tribunal of liberal equity not barred by technical jules 
fwm giving effect iu favour of either party, to the fair impression of general circumstances, 
I thiuK we should have rejected to the amount of one-half the sums claimed. I venture 
therefore to say, that we might probably have given awards to the amount of something 

134- more 
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No. 29. more than (rc^ miUions sterling. The American Government countenanced and hifiained 

^ the opinion among the people, tliat we were ready to give awards to a much ;jreater 

amount. 

The last question I answer without hesitation. In the *' Brief Statement '* of tl;e 
opinions of the Commissioners, which I drew ijp and caused to be published on the eve of iny 
departure from America, and which I understand has in a consiacrable degree answered tliie 
purpose intended, 1 stated the principles which the Judges of the American Supreme Court 
nad laid down in the year 1706, tvkcn the Commission was impending^ and it was convenient^ 
if pos5iible, to preclude its jurisdiction by some evidence of a recent change of judicial 
opinion favourable to British creditors. But I stated them only as a bar to all complaint!^ 
on tbic part of America, against the toery same principles, which (without at that time 
knowing the coincidence) the majority of- the Commission had declared ; by no meaos 
inferring that those principles then so lately for the first time announced by tlmt American 
Court of Law, would be substantially available, in any considerable degree, to British 
creditors. On the contrary, the knowledge I found it absolutely necessary to acquire of 
the complicated judicial machinery of that country, through all its different gradations of 
Federal and of ^tate jurisdictions, with the habits of the great majority of their Judges 
(by no means excepting the Judges of the Supreme Court) as well as of their Juries^ who 
are too free to listen to the directions which are given by their Judges, even on matters of 
pure law, if contcaiy to the popular wish or interest, compels me to state it as my clear 
opinion, that even supposing British creditors could now be induced to try such tedious and 
costly experiments, through Courts of Chancery as well as Law, or that it were at this dajr 
l(^^ly.4:Qmpetent, or ia the power of many oi them to do so, they would i» general, with 
but few exceptions, be foiled : while the fresh agitation of old ijuestions for a long course of 
tim^ to A^me, woukl necessarily produce a continued iiTitation and Oiever ceasing series of 
petty negotiatioofi between the two countries. 

These are my opinions on the points proposed. I give them with deference ; but oql 
. firm conviction.

I TBUST to your Lordship's indulgence for my excijse in nsrag fte freedom of fd- 
tdrepsing yon by letter, though I have not the honour of bemg at all known to yonr Lordship. 
I do so, however, in consecjuence of your Lordship havingbeen appointed by His Marjesty 
to occupy the high and unportant situaticm lately filled by Lord GrenviHe ; to ^hom 
several memorials u[>on the subjeqt, which I now take the liberty of submitting to tour 
Lordship's consideration as his successor, were formerly presented. — ^Thc memoriab to 
which 1 allude, related to the claims of the British merchants tsadinc to America before 
the war, which terminated ia 1783, whose situation, with respect to %e debts then due to 
them in that country, appeared to die Ministers who at that period directed His M^esty^i 
CouncOs, to be of such importance as to render it necessary to insist upon an express Article, 
for the purpose of securing to- them their rights, forming part of the Treaty of Peace then 
ccmckided. And the late Administration, by hrtroducine die &h Article into the Trea^ of 
Amity concluded with Mr. Jay in 1794, also manifesto their op'mion with regard to the 
justice and equity of attending to the interests of these Meicbants in any arrangement made 
\fidi America. Tliese gentlemen have as yet,^ however, reaped no benefit from either of 
these Treaties — the execution of both having been most shamefolly evaded by the American 
Government. Twice has the British Government acknowledged, in the most public manner, 
thejusfice of the claims urged by die British merchants; and yet eighteen ^earshave 
elapsed without any thing efiectual being done by that Government for their relief. They 
have seen the Loyalists folly compensate — they have seen early measures taken for remu- 
i^j^ating, in an ample manner, those who in the late Irish rebellion suffered from their at* 
tachment to the established constitution ; and they have seen themselves, who will vield to 
Ao class of inhabitants whatever for steady adherence to and active exertions in defence of 
His Majes^'s Person and Government, entirely neglected, ejscepting to the extent of aso- 
jemn thoum fruidess admission of the hardship of their situation ; which, being followed by 
no solid rwress, serves but to aggravate their sufferings. If high reasons of State render it 
wudent jaot to insist, with urgency and vigour, that America shaU fulfil her part of the 
Treaty c^ Amity, it is surely a cruel policy that would, for the public benefit, sacrifice without 
Ttmvaeration the just claims of individuals. r 

•JieiagpersDpally very deeply interested in this matter, in consequence of the extensive 
Establishments which my late father had in America previous to 1776, i took the liberty in 
Spring 1800 of sending a memorial on the subject to Mr. Dundas, who was intimately ac* 
quainted with my father, and to whoni I have the honour of being in some degree known. 
Mr. Dundas delivered it to Lord Grenville, and though it may be among the other papers 
in your Lordship's office, yet as it has probably never attracted your Lordsliip's notice, 1 use 
the freedom of inclosing a copj of it for your perusal. Having been ii^ London for some 
weeks during the Summer ot 1800, I had the tionour, along with some other Gendemen 
•also intt*rcsted in this business, of waidng several times upon Lord Grenville, who had the 
goodness to cater with us at large into the discussion of our claims. From what passed at 
•mese interviews, we were in constant expectation that his Lordship would have brought 
about a setdemcnt of one kind or other with the American Minister: but nothing decisive 
seems to have taken place during his condnuatton in office. We had reason to expect, that 
after suffering such intolerable hardships as we have done since September 1783, some more 
j-egard than mere expressions of regret would have been paid to our representations by that 
Administration of which Lord Grenville formed a part; that he would eitlier have closed 
ihc business witti the American Minister, by accepdng of a certain sum of money, to be 
guaninteed by Great Britain, to be divided among the Bridsb creditors, as some compen- 
flution for the grievous losses we had sustained ; or, though almost a hopeless renieciy, that 
he .would have restored to activity the Board ot' Commissioners under certain fixed prin- 
ciples, to have been previously settled b«'twecn Admini^tradon and die American Minister.

We cannot avoid observing to your Lordship, the Americans are allowed the full benefits 
of the Sj^venth Article of tlie Treaty of Am-ity, while His Majesty's su{»ects arc deprived of 
those stipulated for them by the Sixth.

But we trust that the justice of this country will not allow the property 
of a class of men, who have already suffered so much, to be sacrificed for the interest of 
the whole, without a proper compensation ; and we hope to have the countenance of ,His 
Majesty's Ministers in any application for the same. 

It will be very gratifying to the Geademen of die Committee to hear from your Lordship 
«n this subject.

An act for appointing Commistiotiers for distributiiisr the Money stipulated to.

No. 38, WHEREAS by a Convention made at London on the 8th day of January 1802,

Article of the Treaty of Commerce, Amity and Navigation, concluded at London on the. 
4th day of November 1704, between His Majesty and the said United States, in satisfac- 
tion and discharge of the money which the United States might have been liable to |>ay in 
pursuance of the provisions of the said Sixth Article, the sum of £, 600,000. sterling, paj'- 
able at the city ot Washington in America, in three annual instalments of £. 2oo,c>oo. ster- 
ling each, and to such person or persons as should be authorized by His Majesty to receive

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the same, the first of ihc said instalments to be paid at the expiration of one year, and the No.- 3^ 
second instalment at the expiration of two years, and- the third and last instalment at tae - " .

And be it further enacted, That the said Commissioners shall from tin^ to time cowmmMMteri-aliiiH 
at their discretion, or as often as they shall be thereunto required, and as soon as possible for givevN accoui»t«r 
the determination of their examinations and proceedings by virtue of this Act, without any their ProcrediMi t# 
further requisition, give an account of their proceedings in writing to the Lords Com- ^^ rrea«ur>, 8fe 
missioners of His Majesty's Treasury, and to His Majesty's principal Secretaries of State 
for the time being. 

Sect. 12. And be it further enacted. That when and so soon as the said Commissioners, w^cn Ciaitot •?« 
or any two of them, shall have approved and adjudged the claim of any pei*son or persons ■kcertaincd, orrfect 
to any such compensation as aforesaid to be good and valid, in the whole or in part, and p^*" *^"**^** V *** 
ascertained the amount of any dividend or proportion of money to which any such person *^" 
is, or persons respectively are then entitled, tne said Commissioners, or any two ot them, 
shall make out or cause to be made out, in such form as they shall think fit, an Order or 
Orders for the payment of such sum or sums respecti\^ly as shall have been so ascertained as 
aforesaid, or of such part thereof as shall be m proportion to. the amount of die money 
which shall then have been remitted from America, and paid into the Bunk of England in 
manner hereinbefore directed, and shall annex their hands and ^als, or the hands and «eals 
of any two of them, to such Order or Orders, and shall cause the same to be delivered to 
the person or persons respectively entitled thereto, or to the agent or agents of such person 
or persons duly authorized, on such receipts acquittances or assignment^ being delivered 
duly executed by such person or persons, to the extent of the money to be by such persoa 
or persons respectively recdvcd, as the said CommissionerS| or any two of them, shaU have 
directed or required."

GENERAL ORDER. 
No. 40. Ordered, 

/ ' THAT as the Board liave now finally adjudged -and dedded on all the daiais wiudi, to 

the amount of ^.5,408,766. 6. o. were preferred -to them, under the Act passed in the 43d 
year of His Majesty's rei^n, orders on the Bank for payment of the Divid^ids due 00 
their adjudications, be delivered at this Office every lawful day, between the hours of 10 and 
4, the said dividends being calculated in the proportion of <£.i,420|000. the total amount of 
the sums which they have adjudged on the said claims to be good, to «£• 659403. tbeamoaat 
with increase by interests received on Exchequer Bilb of the divisible fond ; deducting firom 
the several proportions respective! v, aUpayments already made on those adjudications whidi^ 
in order to lessen as much as possible the loss and inconveniencesustaineclby just Claimants 
from the necessary delay, the Board, in every instance where the state aiid cireumstances 
of the case permitted, iVom time to time have given ; and that notices be immediately trans- 
mitted totheseveral Claimants on whose claims adjudications have been made, or to their agents^ 
accordingly, with this declaration on the part of the Board, that in deciding with that anxiety 
which tl^y could not but feel in^ the exercise of a jurisdiction without appeal, on a subject 
so large in amount, and various in crreumstances, at a distance in point ot time, which was 
equally a bar to ^ood evidence, as an encouragement to false pretensions, the result of those 
investigations which have taken place, either here before tlieinselves, or under their directioa 
in America, has fully satisfied them that the greater part of that immense debt whidi was 
justly due by citizens and inhabitants of the United States to His Majesty's subfeets at the 
date of the Treaty oi' Peace in 1783, bad then or before any ordinary course of justice could 
have efTectualJy operated, become bad and irrecoverable, from the natural ^and necessai; 
consequences of civil war or internal dissention during the ten preceding years, ^ith *thai 
inordinate spirit of speculation which took place on the return of peace; warranting the 
belief, that with a due regard to those practices- of dilatory litigation or fraoduleat <.coii- 
trivance, which the Board have ascertained were notoriously prevalent in that country, 
among unprincipled and ex travi^ant debtors, without capital even before the war (a c^au^^e 
of risk on which the British meschant too little calculated) and also to those special and 
substantial objections by which the merits of many of the claims before the Board were ef* 
fected, more than the amount of what they have now adjudged to be good, could not have 
been ultimately ascribed to the operation of those laws and legal practices after the PeQce^ 
in breach of the 4th Article of the Treaty, for which, under the provisions of the 6th Artidc 
of the Treaty of 1 794> and the eonstructions tliereof declared by a majority of the Board at 
Philadelphia, the Lnited States were liable. 

Ordered further. That intimation be given, that as all collections or recoveries since .die 
claims were preferred, so far astlie same have come to the knowledge of the Boards are in- 
cluded in the sums struck oflf or -disallowed by them ; so the right to recover in Ameiica, 
whatever may yet be recoverable against debtors there, under the special reservation con- 
tained in the Second Article of the Convention of 1802, of the benefit of the said Fourth 
Article of the Treaty of 1783 (however inconsiderable, comparatively, the expectation of 
such recoveries may now be) remains entire and unaffected Uy the a^udicaiions of, the 
Board. 

And that this General Order be published in the London Gazette, and su^U Newspapers 
as tiie Board shall direct, tor the information of all concerned.

STATEMENT of the Duties of Comj)troller General of the Customs, (Scotland) 
particularizing in what respects it is of importance to the collection or security 
of the Revenue, together with the amount of the Total of Salary and Emo- 
luments received by the Principal and Deputy in the last year. 

THE first Duty of Comptroller General is to keep an Account with all and every 
of the Receivers and Collectors of the Duties due and payable to His Majesty on the 
Revenue of Customs, and annually to render to the Auditor of His Majesty's 
Exchequer in Scotland, a fair and just account thereof, distinguishing therein each 
particular branch of the said Revenue, specifying the debit and credit of every 
Collector respectively, in money and bonds; and to attend to all Rules, Orders, 
Directions and Instructions be receives from time to time from the Lords Com- 
npisuiiopers of the Treasury, or High Treasurer of Great Britain, or the Honourable 
JBoard oif Customs at Edinburgh, in relation to the said Office. 

These branches of Duty^ with the following, compose a chief part of the business 
of Comptroller General. 

To keep an account with the Receiver General, and all ^and every of the Col- 
lectors ia Scotland, of the money due and payable on account of His Majesty's 
Hereditary Revenue, commonly called New Subsidy, and annually to render an 
account thereof to the Barons of Exchequer there : 

To examine weekly Statements of Collectors Cash transactions, taking care that 
no more laociey remains in their hands than is bai^cly necessary to defray the 
immediate exigencies of each : And from a weekly Account rendered by the 
Receiver General of his Receipts, to ascertain, and report to the Board, the highest 
sum in his opinion that may be remitted to London out of the Balance, keeping in 
view the growing receipt, and the probable demands that may be made on tiie 
Revenue : 

To ascertfiun and keep an account of all Salaries due and payable on the Establish-' 
ment for Scotland, and from day to d^y to answer all such references as the Board of 
Customs may be pleased to refer to him. 

These, and others of less importance, are the duties of both Comptroller General, 
and Deputy Comptroller General, which are humbly considered to l>c indispensably 
necessary, and of great importance, in the due collection, management, and security 
of the Revenue. 

The Total Salary and Emoluments received by the Comptroller General and 
Deputy in the last year, viz. ended 5'** January 1812, were as follows : — the Comp- 
troller General's Salary was X.275. liable to the deduction of 1^. and 6d. Duties to 
the King, having no Emoluments except £.%o. per annum as late Comptroller 
General of the Salt Duty, now transferred to, and under the management of the 
Honourable Board . of Excise in Scotland ; and the Salary of the Deputy Comp- 
troller General wns ^x500. . In consideration of the said Salary of X.500. per 
annum, the Deputy Comptroller General is charged with the execution of the 
following further articles, although they do not fall within the department of business 
assigned to the Comptroller GeneraL 

To keep an account of the money arising in Scotland to t^o Superannuation 
Funds, and render an account thereof annually to the Board of Custom^ in 
Scotland : 

To examine and audit Accounts and Vouchers of Solicitors and Attornies Bills 
of Law Charges, before :final orders are issued fin* their payment.

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AT the expiration of every quarter of a year, the Collector and other Officers at 
each of U)e ports, transmit accounts and other documents required for ascertaining the 
(Jharge and Discharge of the Collector in bis account with the Revenue. The^e 
Vouchers, after beinjj^ examined by Officers appointed for that purpose, are returned 
into the Office of the Comptroller General, with Statements of the result. 

From these Vouchers, bO examined and corrected as to their amount, it is the 
duty of the Comptroller General to make up a true account of the Charge and 
Discharge of each Collector towards the Crown ; and to ascertain the balance due 
by or to each Collector, on each head or branch of Revenue ^required to be sepa^ 
rately accounted for ; and it is by such Accounts alone, that a correct state of the 
Account of any Collector can be known. 

A general Account, comprehending each Collector's particular Account, is, at the end 
of each year, prepared in the Office of the Comptroller General, and with the Vouchers 
thereof, delivered to the Auditor, and verified on oath by the Assistant (who is also 
styled Deputy Comptroller General), before the Lord CWef Baron of Exchequer. 
It is by this general Account (comprizing among other things the sums remitted by 
each Collector during the year, to the Receiver General) that the total sum which 
constitutes the Charge against the Receiver General on each branch of the Revenue, 
is fixed in the Exchequer. 

The Office is therefore essentially necessary for the security of the Revenue, which, 
as far as respects the efficient part of it, is committed to the Assistant or Deputy 
Comptroller General, with power from tlie Lords of the Treasury, by his constitu- 
tion, to execute all the duties of the Office. 

The Sinecure part of it (held by the Earl of Leven as Principal) upon the eyeot 
of its becoming vacant, is to be discontinued.

The ANSWERS of Robert O* Hara, esq. Pursuivant of the Court of Exchequer in 
Ireland, to the Questions transmitted to him, dated the 31st of January 1811. 

THE nature of the office of the Pursuivant of the Court of Exchequer, is chiefly 
the execution of Writs of Attachiiicnt, awarded and issued by the said Court, for 
•contempts against the dignity and authority of the said Court, thereby to enforce 
due obedience to its process and orders; and the delivery of tlie process of the said 
Court, commonly called the Greenwax Process, to the several Slieriffs of Ireland : 
this latter duty is performed twice in every year by Messengers employed for that 
purpose- It is the Pursuivant s duty also to l)c in constant attendance on tlie faid 
Courts, and to carry or convey the messages and commands of tlie said Court 
through Ireland. 

The Duties of this Office are for the most part performed by Deputy. 

The amount of the Salary is seventy-six pounds twelve shillings, which is paid 
at the Treasury of Ireland, supposed to be in lieu and compensation, but by no 
means so, for the expenses of keeping a number of horses and men employed as 
aiessengers on tlie Duties before set forth- 

' The Emoluments of the said Office arise chiefly by Fees payable by the several 
Sheriffs on passing their Accounts in said Court, by Fees chargeable on persons 
arrested under said Writs of Attachment, and by a small Fee, payable on the deli- 
very of such Writs. " • 

The anoount of the Emoluments of said Office, vary very considerably ; some 
years producing a sum of one thousand pounds, or thereabouts, and other years, 
from the latter sum, up to one thousand six hundred pounds, and which cannot be 
more particularly set forth. 

The Deputy is appointed by the Pursuivant, and approved of by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, or other Governor of Ii^and. 

The Pursuivant, or hb Deputy, have not the cuhtody of any Records or Public 
Money. 

No Security is given by the Pursuivant, or his Deputy.

STAT K M E N T from ilie Comptroller of Taxes in Scotland, in pursuance 
of tJu2 OrJer oi the Committee on Sinecure OQiccs. 

THERE is now no such Appointment existing as Surveyor General of Taxes irt 
Scotland. Eorwierly Iher-e were t\Vo such Officere, one of whom soon ceascxl to 
officiate, and his Appointnient became a Sinecure, the otlicr continued to attend 
the Office, and did some duty in con-esponding occasionally with the Surveyors. But 
on the Appointment of die Comptroller of Taxes for Scotland m 1 799, these two 
Officers were judged unnecessary, and a Resolution ^as takeo, and entered in the 
Books of the Board of Treasury, that when the tlien holders of theae two Offices 
fibould die, their Appointment should be discontinued ^ which was done accordingly, 
both the Surveyors General having died several years -ago.

Extract of a LETTER from Henry Mackenzie, Esq. Comptroller of Taxes in 
Scotland; on tlie subject of tlie office of Assistant Surveyor General; tbted 
tlie 10th May 1811. 

** THE most important duty of tlie Assistant Surveyors General, is that of exn- 
fnining and cliedang the annual Assessments of the Surveyors, correcting ^ucli 
terrors and mistdkes as are diseoveced in them, and taking the proper measures to 
iiave those .erpors likewise oorrectcd in the Duplicates of Assessment furnished to the 
Tespective Collectors of Shires and Burghs. The Assistant Surveyors General per- 
form the necessary and useful duty of distributing the various papers and forms re- 
^quired for the execution of tlie Assessment in Scotland. The great increase of the 
Revenue of Assessed Taxes within these, 8 or 10 years, and the introduction, since the 
appointment of 4he Comptroller^ of many of tlie English forms (which experience has 
shewn to be of tl>e greatest utility) have exceedingly multiplied those papers, and 
•render such a distribution of them, as may fully answer the Public Service, and yet 
.prevent unnecessary waste, a matter of considerable difficulty, but indispensably re- 
^juisite. The Assistant Surveyors General therefore attending to an accurate calcu- 
lation previously madq, transmit to each Officer, what is considered to be a sufficient 
.quantity ibr his use, of each of the various papers; of which they keep a Record. 
If a fortlier supply is wanted in any case, the Officer is required to account for the 
disposal of what has been already furnished to Wm, and if he does so in a satisfactory 
manner, such further supply -is immediately sent. Every Officer is likewise required 
at the conclusion. of each Assessment, ^nd previously to the distribution of the papers 
for a new Assessment, to Ave an Account to the Assistant Surveyors General, of the 
quantity of Stores of each kind, which may renmin on hand or undisposed of, m order 
to enable ithem to ai^certain with precision llie proper quantities to be sent for such 
.ftew Assessment. 

** As. an accurate Record is kept in the Office of the Assistant Surveyors General, 
of tbe.various papers, and the quantities of each, distributed as above-mentioned, of the 
Officers to wbomjtbey are distributed^ and of the period of such distribution; so an 

equally 
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equally accurate Record of their respective Returns to the Tax Office, which in both 
cases, from the frequent references made ts these Returns, for various purposes, both 
by the Comptroller here, and tlie Board of Taxes in London, b found to be; of great 
utility to the general Service. 

*' The like observations may be made with regard to the numerous papers (upwards 
of 40) for charging the Property Tax, the Assessments of which are all returned to the 
Tax Office at Ediiiburgh, and accurately examined and corrected by the Comp- 
troller. 

'' The Assistant Surveyors General further keep a particular account of all monies 
disbursed in the public Service for Postages, carriage of Parcels, Advertisements, &c. 
both in the Department of the Assessed Taxes, and under the Property Act, the 
checking of which, as they consist of a number of small items, is a very consi- 
derable trouble. 

*' The check and examination of the Assessments, mentioned at the beginning of 
this Statement, means chiefly an Arithmetical check and examination, as well as an 
attention to the articles being inserted in the proper respective columns of the As- 
sessment Book. This operation, like all of the kind, cannot be accurately per- 
formed by one person, and therefore Mr. Campbell, tl^c acting Assistant Surveyor 
General, is always aided in its performance by some of the Clerks in the Office, now 
four in number. When, in coittequence of such examination, any correspondenqe with a 
Surveyor becomes necessary, the Assistant Surveyor General is commonly the per- 
son through whose medium such correspopdcnce is held, as, from his rank and long 
establiehment in the Office, such correspondence frpmihim ia presumed to have more 
weight than even from- tlie senior Clerk. When a«y , thing however occurs of difficulty, 
or out of the common course of practice, or wbeuever €uiy doubt arises on the con- 
struction of any ;of the Acts of Parliament relating to this I>epartmeut, the Assistant 
Surveyor General always lays it before the Comptroller, who either corresponds with 
the Surveyor of the District himself, or directs the Assistant Surveyor General in what 
terms he is to write. 

" I know of no addition to the duties or trouble of this Officer since the above State- 
ment was written, except that arising from the Game Licence Ditty^ which neces- 
sarily occupies a certain portion of Ins time and attention in checking the receipt, as 
well as the distribution of the Licences; and in correspondence, when any is iiecessary, 
witli regard to the expenditure of such Licences* and the additional number of each 
respective Licence^ which is sometimes required during tlie course of the season."

\ZOUR Committee proceeded immediately to examine the Witnesses 
•*• produced by the Petitioners, and to enquire into the causes of the 
Abuses complained of by them. 

Your Committee have heard evidence from many Workmen, and from 
one Hosier ; and, as far as they can judge frbm this evidence, many fratidu- Appendl-v <N* i.) 
lent practices and abuses do exist.: to remedy whifch, notTiirtg" less than the 
interference of the Legislature will be competent. 

Your Committee observe, that a Royal Charter was given to the 

Framework-Knitters Company, by King Charles the Second, in the year 

1664, incorporating them into a Body Politic and Corporate, by the name 

and title of ** Master, Wardens, Assistants, and Society of the Company of 

Framework-Knitters of our said cities of London and Wiestminster, and our 

Kingdom of England imd Dominion of Wales ;'" giving to theni very large 

and extensive powers to remedy all abuses in thfeTradie, (a copy of which 

Charter is inserted in the Appendix to this Report:) But they observe attha 

same time, that this Charter, from length of titne and various otiier circum-. 

stances, has fallen into disuse, they are thefeforp afraid that it will be 

necessary to apply to the Legislature for a more effectual remedy. 

A power 
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A power is given by that Charter to the Master, Wardens, Sec. to compel 
every person exercising the trade of a Framework-Knitter, to become a 
Member of that Corporation, upon pain of paying a fine of five Pomids a 
week for such neglect ; but it docs not appear to your Committee, that of 
late years any such fine has been imposed, they are therefore afraid that 
they must consider this Charter as a dead letter. By that Charter also, 
power is given to certain persons in the daytime, with the assistance and 
in the presence of a Constable or other lawful Officer, to go into all manner 
of places^ privileged or not privileged, where there shall be any suspicion 
of deceitful Frames or manufactures ; and if upon search, they shall find 
any stock ing-tops, waistcoats, trowscrs, or any other thing Miiatsoever, 
made and wrought by the said Frame or Engine, to be unworkmanly 
MTOUght, or unartificially made, or to be made of bad and deceitful stuflf^ 
the}^ may cause the same to be cut in pieces and defaced^ besides the power 
of imposing fines and penalties. 

It is singular that the grievance most complained of, one hundred and fifty 
years ago, should in the present improved state of the Trade, be the same 
grievance which is now most complained of; for it appears by the evidence 
given before }X)ur Committee, that all the Witnesses attribute the decay of 
the trade, more to the making of fraudulent and bad articles^ than to the 
war, or to any other cause : it is also singular, that your Committee do 
aiot find any Parliamentary Regulations made in this important Trade, to 
prevent frauds being committed in it,^ except one Act, which is called the 
Tewkesbury Act, which passed in the sixth year of His present Majesty, 
and which is called, *' An Act to prevent the fraudulent marking of 
Framework-knitted Pieces and Stockings f This perhaps may be and 
probably is owing to the Charter being still in existence. 

It cannot be necessary for your Committee to state, that the making of, 
bad articles and deceitful work, in any manufacture, tends to bring the 
Trade into disgrace, and ultimately ,to the ruin of the Trade : of this, the 
Lace Trade at Nottingham, which has been for many years a most lucrative 
flourishing trade. Is a ^trilcing instance. And it appears to your Com- 
mittee, that in this particular branch, mo^ gross frauds are constantly- 
practised, which mu€t destroy it, unless some check can be put to these 
practices by the Legislature. 

It is not the wish of your Committee to add to the length of this Report^ 
by going into a detail of all the different frauds carried on in this part of 
the Manufacture, because they will be better explained by the Evidence, 
ii^hich was given by very intelligent Witnesses ; your Committee therefore 
beg leave to refer to this Evidence, and proceed to enumerate those parti- 
cular 
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cular articles which tlie Petitioners pray to be entirely prohibited ; making 
only one observation, that the Evidence applicable to these points, had great 
weight with your Committee. 

The first article complained of by the Witnesses, and wished to be pro- 
hibited, is single press Cotton Lace. 

The next article wished to be prohibited is what is called two course 
hole warp Net : 

Also, single Cotton, whether single or double spun : 

Also, single Worsted from one roving. 

To these may be added Stockings, which are called cut-up Stockings, 
because they are made in one large piece and afterwards cut out to the shape 
of tlie leg, the seams by which they are joined together being generally so 
ill done, that it appeared by the Evidence that they would wear for a very 
short time ; and it appeared to your Committee by the Evidence, that some 
regulations should take place witJi respect to such Stockings. 

Your Committee feel themselves restrained from . giving any opinion 
beyond what may be called matter of observation, therefore they only 
observe, that the reasons given by the Witnesses proved all these articles to 
be bad and deceitful ; and if so, the necessary consequence must be, that 
the continuance of them would be injurious to the trade. 

The next point to which the attention of your Committee was directed, 
was the mode of measuring Lace by the Rack. Here again your Com- 
mittee refer to the Evidence for an explanation of the term, observing only, 
that in the common mode of measuring Lace, there may be mistakes with- 
out any intention to defraud; but it appears by the Evidence, that the 
Rack 13 infallible, and to this mode of measuring, your Committee do not 
apprehend that any objection will come from any quarter. A similar 
Machine appeared, by the Evidence, to be an improvement in measuring 
the number of courses in Stockings, as a criterion with respect to the 
quantity of work done in this article of Hosiery. 

The next article to which the attention of your Committee was called 
was, to prevent Workmen in this Manufacture being paid in Goods instead 
of Money. This is not matter of opinion, because there can be but one 
opinion upon the subject. This mode of payment was prohibited so long ago 
as in the reign of King Edward the Fourth, and there are Acts of Parlia- 
ment upon this subject in the reigns of George the First, and George the 
Second which expressly say, that men shall be paid in Money and not in 

247. • B Goods, 
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, <}oods, or by way of truck; and in the 13th of iGeorge tjie First, chsp. 34, 
4 is expressly said, that this Act shall extend to Frafnework-knitting, aod 
making of Stockings. It was in evidence before your Committee, that ttu^. 
practice prevailed in some villages ; but no evidence was given to your 
'Coramitt.ee that ?ny of lixe respectable Hosiers in Nottingham had adopted 
it ; indeed it seeme4 to have been principally adopted by what they call 
i Sag Hosiers, or persons not bred to the Trade. 

Another matter was much pressed by the Witnesses ; that every Hosier 
•should hang up in his warehouse a Schedule of the wages which he was 
willing to give to his Workmen, in all the different branches of the Trade ; 
he (the Master) being at liberty at all times to alter the wages, upon giving 
•86v^n d6ys notice to the Workmen. To this it appeared to your Com- 
itiittee not probable that the Hosiers would make any objection, as it was 
admitted that the Master was always to determine \vhat wages he wx)uid 
give to his Workmen. . 

•"■'.'■ 

And here it is but justice to the Petitioners to observe, that they never 

expressed a wish or expectation that Parliament would meddle with wages 
paid to^ AVorkmen in any branch of trade ; on the contrary, they admitted 
tl^At it could not be dqne, and that trade i»ust aliFaya be left to find its 
o|\^n. level. 

Another very important point remains to be observed upoi^ by your 
Committee ; which is, that part of the Evidence which relates to Frame-rent; 
but they will observe upop it very shortly, becauSiC if Parli^^a^ent should at 
a^y tinpe regulate the Rent of Frames, it would be, indirectly, a regulation of 
Wage3. However, so far it appears reasonable, that if the H[^^er should at 
any time be called upon by Parliament to hang up a Schedule of the prices • 
tq be paid by him to his Workmen, it wpuld be fair that he should put 
dotwn in that Schedule what Rent the Worknxan was to pay him fqj^ hig 
Fram^; it would then be known, and would take off one of the great ob- 
jections made by the Workmen on this head, tliat Fram?-rent i^ not 
governed by any known rule, but is constantly fluctuating aud depending 
upon the will and caprice of each particular Master, and therefore that it 
is arbitrary and oppressive. 

Your Committee having now finished their Observations upon, the Case 
of the Petitioners as it stands upon their Evidence, have grea^ satisfaction 
in stating to the House, before they conclude, that they have had before 
them one Master Manufacturer in the Lace trade, who, with very little 
variation, confirms all the Evidence given by the Petitioners: It was of 
course the wish of your Committee to have had several eminent Hosiers 

before 
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before them, thai they might have heard every tiling upon this important 
subject which could be urged on both sides; but as they were unwillin<; 
to come to be examined, although the Committee bad the pwver given 
to them by the House to send for Persons, Papers and Records, they were 
not inchned to send for unwiUing Witnesses, and to compel them to give 
their evidence ; they rather chose to observe upon llie Case, as it stands 
upon the Evidence now before tliem ; they have, however^ directed an apph- 
cation to be made to the Hosiers in the country, to collect their sentiments 
and opinions upon those matters of regulation which have been proposed 
by the Petitioners, as reasonable and proper, upon a supposition, that some 
Bill may be offered to Parliament during the present Session, which will 
gjve 8ta opportunity ta the Hosiers to oppose the Bill, ^r to signify that 
they have no objectioa to it, 

• And rt appears to your Committee to be desirable that some Regulations 
may t^ke place without any unnecessary delay ; because it is a great object 
to promote the prosperity of. a Trade, in which such numbers of Workmen 
arp concerned,

f V Are you a Framework Knitter ? — Yes# 

How long have you worked as a Framework Knitter? — Seventeen years. 

How much can you earn a week by your labour? — In the plain silk branch I 
reckon to get from half a guinea to fifteen shillings per week. 

What kind of articles are included in the term *^ the plain silk branch ?" — The 
^nakin^ of plain silk stockings and gloves. 

And- you include nothing in that term but the making plain silk stockings and 
gloves?— Yes. 

The year 1 807 was I believe a period of very flourishing trade, with regard to 
: lace,* in Nottingham and its neighbourhood ? — It was. 

Do you know the number of frames employed in fabricating lace at that period? 
— I believe about twelve hundred. 

Since that time a great diminution of trade has occurred ? — Yes, I think at the 
> present time there is not above a hundred and fifty employed. 

State wliat are the causes, in your opinion, of that diminution of trade .^ — We con- 
sider the causes to be making fraudulent goods. 

Describe what you mean by " fraudulent goods ?" — The first is single press. 

Sl>ortly and clearly stBte to the Committee what you mean by ** single- press." — By 
^fiingle press wc mean a kind of lace that is only looped once ; by being only looped 
once it is rendered loose in its texture, and when washed, what should be a hole is 
^filled up by the looseness of its texture, or nearly so. 

Docs it preserve Us appearance when washed ? — No. 

What has been \he etlcct of manufacturing this lace? — We consider the effect as 
throwing numbers of frames out of employment that formefly were employed on 
.gtHKl laee ; vvhat I mean by good lace is, double press or lace double looped. 

Is the consumption of. single press lace much diminished ?— Very much so. 
. Wtre any a*rreeir>ents ever entered into an^onj; the joorneymen manufacturers at 
Nottingham, not to nmn\rfacture this single press lace ? — Yes. 

. Have you any written agreement of tliat soit in your possession signed by a great 
numlier of persons P-T have, signed by most of the Lace Manufacturers in 
Nott'mghrim. 

Whnt were the causes that prevented tliat agreement being duly performed? — We 
con&iiler the ciinsc was this; some of them found it very profitable to introduce this 
•* lace in the market, they soid this kind of lace for tlie best lace; by tliat means they 
bad very extraordinary profit on that kind of lace. ' 

What is the difterence of prices to the consumer between double press and single 
i, press, now ? — Single pvess comes at about one-third lower.

What is the date of that agreement to wliich I just now referred? — Unfortunately 
it bears no date, but it is aboutrfoiir yea«s hack. 

In 1808 perhaps? — About that tiiwe ; 1 am not positive to the date. 

A\'hat was the situation of the lace trade at the period of the execution of that 
agreement?' — We considered it in a Aery flourifljiing state. 

What other circumstance of complaint or grievance have you to aUedge respecting 
the lace trader— At that time there was a great deal of double press made^ in tlie 
years 1 807. and 4808, atid4his- being made to^uch^avjotredteKlcntlwc considered that 
it was the cause of eingle press being made. The double press being a good article it 
forced a irade, whicli never could he obtained bj' single press, though n)any attempts 
have been^njadc to that effect ; but when tlie trade was in this flourishing state, imme- 
diately a number of frames were put on with single press ; this, in a number 
of instanfos, f^m^ soW>for dwbie pn^s. 1 bave^een'it boar:tbe[tDaiHcdf;do96le press 
double cotton for sale, when the fact is, it has been notliing but single press single 
cotton. I beg leave to state here Jto the. Committee, that*there are different kinds of 
fraudulent lace; what wcf catldoubhe-presislace can be made fraudulent by being made 
of single cOlton, one-lhreatf <:otton ; single press is frequently made of two-thread 
cotton; and Anhfio^poBadrf^r 3ale,in^ih0t^tdl€, it tMksJimiah^ttfietiOMo the double 
pr^ss single cotton.

.;p€fctation that the Non-4wtercooi'se Act would be taken oft*. 

■Midy it not therefore happen, that the check which 1ms been caused to the trade of 
"Kottii^ani may ha\*e amen in great measure from a want of intercourse with 
^America?— 4t may Imve ailected it, but we consider tbe pi'incipal is in snaking bad 
jiu'tfcles. 

You say you are not «in«ch tKrquainted with the export trade ?— No. 

Ilien how could you mention tlie pVopoi tioli the home trade bore to the ex- 
^(frMtion? — ►!. judged fixjim tlie conversation I liave had witli dift'erent gentlemen.. , 

With merebaiYts who export tliese articles? — No, with manufacturei-s who bavfe 
«Ctiide them in Nottingham. - . 

Are you muth acquainted with the manufacture of lace in other parts of the 
kingdom? — Some little ; HtnwvscMnethrtng of ttie nature of it 

Do you know Imy thingof ti>e lace trade, as canieil on in other parts of the kit^- 
tdom ; what sortdf lace is nwrnofactured in other parts of th6 kingdom? — There is a 
^descfi^ion of laee, Buckk^hamshire'Or thread lace, which is made with bobbins oti 
•acusiiion ; that is made io a, , great extent, ajnd is much increased, as I understand, 
^within these last fifteen months or tno years,., since ours has been on the dechne. , 

Does that descripticM of latje conke within the description of the Nottingham

Is it either double or single press? — No. 

Is it equal to the best sort of Nottittglmm lace, or superior to it? — Superior to the 
ibestsort; It is necessary to inform the Committee that there is a machiqe invented, . 
. J247. ^ ^. • and 
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and a feretory now carrying o»at Loughborouijr), in Leicestershire, thatcaii make the 
liuck'nighatu- lace equal or superior to what is made by the hand- I have seen the 
ground of it, atid I consider it superior on account of the net beitig made more 
> Hguiar ihan utien made by the hand, but they cannot make a pearl edge to it ; a 
j>cail edj^e is small loops all the way dovin ilie borders of the thread laee, it is like 
to the -nature of our stockings w)icn ujade uith selvages. Nottingham lace, or 
' • machine Ihcc, has always a cut selvage at tlie sides; the bobbin or thread lace has a. 
pearl edge. 

Is llie kice, made by the machine which has lately been erected at Loughborough, 
is the loojnug of that lace like your double lace r— It is not looped, it is twisted in the 
same man:ier as Ijuckin\ihainshire lace is twisted ; *>the difference betitreen the lace 
m?«do by the machine at I x)!igli borough and the lace made at Nottingham is, that that 
v^hich is made by the machine at Loughborough is twisted, and the other is looped, 
and by ihis. machine they can with the same ease twist wire as they can the fin^t 
thread ; and I have been informed by some of the hands that work in that fi^itory, 
! . thai tlicir- trade has been veiy muclrinjuretl by our bad lace at NotUnghain, Theirs is^ 
in the general made of cotton, and many purchasers as soon as they see cotton lace, 
' they tliink it is all alike, and many thinking it all bad, will purchase none; I have 
s heard numbers of consumei'S declare this. Since tlie late trade has failed in Notting- 
. ham, 1 have been under the necessity of taking a box, and going ro^ind about tf^ 
t <counlry and seUing hice^ to maintain lUyself and my family, so that I know pretty 
well tl»c general oj^inion of the country people, at least l)erby, Nottingliam, and 
Lincolnshire, on the subject. If I had oHered them the best lace I had, what we call 
. ^ double pn-ss point net, or six coarse hole warp, and told tliem positively that those 
were i£ooil aiticles, their answer would be, they had beeu im|)osed on so ofteti they ■ 
would buy no more. People have said they would sooner give seven shillings for a 
yard of thread or Uuckinghamsliire lace,, than give me sixpence for my best lace, 
though I considered mine nearly as good as Bockinghamshhre lace. 

Has it not l>een, and is it not now, an universal and general opinion among* the 
gentlemen Alanuiactnters at Nottingham and their workmen, that single press lacef-ls 
.njost injurioiis to the trade at large ? — It is their opinion at the present day, and wa* 
four years back, wlicn it wasuntioduced into tlie trade ;. this most of the resf>ectabte 

• manufacturers have positively stated in my presence. 

Do'jjoxi know any considerat>!e manufacturer of a different opinion r^-^I d.o not. 
Do yoii conceive that if tlie making the single press cotton lace could be entirely 
•prohibited, that it would be a great benefit to the trade at Nottinj^ham? — Ido. 

Do you believe th;U if the ditference between single press cotton lace, and double 

• rpress cotton lace, coidd be njade obvious to the purchaser, that the manufacturer of 

• Idce at NottiDgbam would be considerably benefited? — Yes, I do think so ; but 
J consider it im|)0ssible to make it understood to tlie consumer ; it is impossible to 

. uiake Ihom understund^which is double, and which is single. • 

Could nut a mark be put upon tlie different articles, so as to distinguish' them? — 
Yes, even in that case they would be liable to be deceived, for those w ho did not 
unucrstaiwl the loojiing mi^Iit stippose one is coarser than the other. The mode has 
ibeen tiled- ol^ marking it accurding. to its quality, and by one gentleman- is kept up 
. honestly and fairly to this day ; but we consider, and even he acknowledged, tliat tltit 
; is lia benefit, and ib^j^i^not itnd in the least to do away the biid article. 
' AVho is this gentleman? — Mr. Thomas ilayne. 
Is there any penalty by law imposed upou ihose who make use of false marks ?^- 
'Kot in the leasts I beg leave to state, that while ha is marking good lace in this ^av^ 
and selling it for what it really is, others are marking it this way; even when it h 
single cotto;;), they in n>any ia-^tances mark it double cMtton, and not marking it as 
this gentleman, by saying single press when it is single press, t>tit merely sa\iog war- 
ranted two tlireads. By tliese laces being marked this way, a merchant, oi* any other 
person tljat has a little knowledge of our trade, seeing some kind of lace marked " war- 
Tanted two tf)reads,'* and others niarked '^single press,'' for instance, as Mr. Thomas 
JIa\nt*s marks his, tliough both shall be sold at a pric*c, still itiey- ate* ready to pur- 
. ciiase that which is marked the best v\ay. 
J Do you, apprehend tlmt if a severe penalty were imposed upon any person who 
should n>ake use of false marks, tliat it would check the traudof wliit4i you coni- 
. plain ? — I do not- - . - , . 

Can you state why you suppose it would not have that effect ? — ^Ve conceive that 
:4riarkiaj would have a very kid ctilxt; it would xroaipel \\\06Q tliat^are bo^iestly in- 

^ • ciined 
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dined to mark tteir lace truly what it was ; it would also compel others if you could * y, Lar^re. 

find them out, and this might do very well in England ; it might answer our purpose 

Viery well iu- England ; but when exposed in a foreign market, it would be an easy 

matter to take oft' the mark, and by tliis means our trade would remain in the same 

state of degradation as it has hitherto done, and v\'e should be ruined in a foreign market . • 

tjiat was the way it has been s^erterally considered at Nottingham. 

Afe there any marks already used for that purpose, distinguishing tlie different • 
sorts of lace ? — ^There is a label applied to all sorts of cotton lace, and it generally 
expresses in these terms, " warranted two threads f it never says single press or . 
double press, only in the instance I have mentioned of Mr. 1 homas Hayne, but 
generally *' warranted two threads.** I have seen some marked that way within this » 
month, '' warranted two threads," when it was only one thread. ' 

Have you not understood from Mr. Thomas Hayne, thac the marks would have no 
good eftect at all upon goods expoited ? — I do not know that I ever heard his opinion i 
so pointed ; I have heard many gentlemens opinion on .tliat subject, and all think it ' 
would have no good effect, it would injure them. VViih respect to marking tliei-e, is 
double press two threads, double press one thread, single press two threads, and single ' 
press one thread ; I have seen all these descriptions of lace with thissingle label, ** war- 
ranted two threads :" I have seen that same label applied to all the descriptions of 
lace. ! 

. Have I been rightly informed by merdiants in this town, tliat the single press cotton 
lace is sold for fourpence a yard ? — Yes. 

And double press*, a much better article, is sold for about scvenpence a yard ? — 
For sixpence and sevenpeqce. - . . 

Then the man who makes single press, and sells it for double, cheats the public out. 
of fifty per cent ? — The reason of Uie single press being made, is, that it can be afforded 
forfourpen.ee, where the other -demands sixpence* 

And' then if the man sells an article tor sixpence, which ought to be sold for four- 
pence, , lie defrauds tlie public? — Yes/ ' 

Would not that be in some degree cured by a penalty, saying, no man shiU sell» 
single press cotton for double press cotton, and if he .does, be. should have such a* 
penalty imj)osed upon him? — I do not think it would; I once w*as at a country 
stat\ite where Servants were hired, and it is vevy common for lace hawkers 16 attend 
such places in expectation of selling their lace ; it is about two years back, and jingle 
press and double preiss was a little understood in the country : they had got hold of 
thos^ terms. I saw a hawker going up and down at a statute, saying, ** Here is your 
single press and single cotton, it is none of your Nottingham d — d double press lace ;' 
by this means he sold a good deal of his lace; he sold it cheap, and for what it really 
was, but tiie people did not understand him. 

Do you believe that if the frauds which you have described could be prevented, 
ti4at the manufacturers at Nottingham would recover their laoe trade ? — I believe so ; 
I do not mean to say it would recover to such an extent immediately as- it has been, 
but I do believe it would in time l>ecoHne respectable. 

Ar^ jou of opinion that a penalty inflicted uj)on persons who place false marks upon 
tjb^ir lace, and thus give a false description of its qualift)', that if a penalty was in- 
flicted upon such persons, do not you thmk the home trade would be materially bene- 
fitted by it ? — I think not. 

Can you suggest any mode by which these fi^uds can be prevented or checked ? — 
The onjy.twbde that I know of, and it is the general opinion at Nottingham and 
Nottinghamshire, is, to prohibit single press single cotton being.m^de at all. 

Is there one consumer of lace in a thousand who can distinguish between double 
pres^iuad ^gle press, when exposed for sale ? — ^There is not. 

Does it not require sometimes even the aid of magnifying glasses to make that dis; 
covery ?-r-Yes, 1 have seen them applied. 

By those in the habit of the business ? — Yes. 

You would not require a magnifying glass yourself ? — No, there is another article, 
called warp lace, that needs more the aid of a magnifying glass than this kiiKl of lace ; 
the very worst article frequently looks the best, and you cannot distinguish them by 
the naked eye,. nor even can 1 myself. 

When you state that you think the only way of preventing impositions in the sale of 

lace would be to prohibit the making smgle press lace, do you conceive that it is the 

^neral wish of. the 4nanufacturers of lace in Nottinghamshire, that single press lace 

tsbQukl be prohibited entirely ? — I am certain 'of it, and beg to be understood as 

' ^7. D speaking 
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T.^Large. speakmsj positively on that porat; tliatitis the general wish of the manufactufers of 
-^ ^ J lace lor tliree or tour years back. 

Do you know of any manutacturer or any dealer in lace of reputation in Notting- 
ham, or in the county ot Nottingham, who would object to the prohibition of making 
single press lace ? — I do not ; if the law could be made sufficiently strong in 
their opinion to prevent the making of it, the only doubt that I ever heard expressed 
upon that subject was, that we are afraid the law might be applied to tliose who wish 
to act honestly, and not extend to the little manufacturers ; it is they who generally set 
the example. 

You conceive if a law should pass to that effect, there might be considerable diffi^ 
culty in enforcing that law ? — I do not conceive so ; I am giving you the opinion of the 
different gentlemen I have waited on. 

Do you believe that if such a law were passed, it would be possible to prevent the 
inanufacture of the single press lace? — By having a correspondence amongst the 
Mrorkmen in Nottinghamshire, and they corresponding with the Stocking Mak^s ia 
X«ondon, it would be so much the interest of all parties, that we believe they would 
endeavour to prevent it There is another observation I beg to make ; in makii^ laoe 
the machine makes a great noise, and can be heard at a considerable distance; even if 
it were4)laced at the top of a house, we who understand the nature of it can, by the 
noise of tlie machine, understand whether they are making single press lace or double 
press, lace, therefore, it never could be made to a great extent without being discofered 
by the workmen. 

Doe^ not this argument apply with equal force to the marks ?— I do sot conceive so. 

Then you conceive it to be the interest of the workmen, as well as aU the dealers 
ialace, to prevent tlie making single press lace? — I do. 

. ^nci that all the dealers and all the workmen would unite in tryii^ to suppi^ss 
it? — I do think so ; there have been attempts made to remove the mimufbctory from 
Nottinj^mm, but it has never succeeded* I mean by this to infer, that if persons 
are inclined to take the trade in the country, they will not be able to carry oh the 
trade to any great extent without &e workmen and manufacturers, and the whole 
tjrade of Npttinghan; knpwing it 

[The Witness produced some point net lace of all descriptions; and said^ 
I beg to deliver in this Paper. — It was read, and is as follows : 

" IT being an admitted circumstance by those who are best informed 
in the affairs of the lace trade, that the working of single cotton ami 
single press are evils of such a nature, as, if not effectually put a stop to, 
will shortly bring about the final discredit, and consequently tlie ultimate 
ruin of the trade: 

*' The workmen, by the advice of the gentlemen Manufacturers, do 
therefore in the most decided manner offer their htunble power and 
abilities to carry the complaints of the trade before Pariiajaent, notr 
doubting but the National Council will grant its protecting aid to prevenit 
the destruction of so valuable a branch of business, the opinion of the 
town members being in union with our own on tiiis very ioaportafit 
subject, we being ihe accredited deputies of the workmen, do tnunbiy 
solicit your signatures as a concurrence in the ^lK)ve oieaaum.

Wkat is the nature of that paper? — It is a paper that the Commitiee on tlic part 
of the workmen drew up about ihree years back to submit to the hosiers on the 
subject of making no more single press, supposing that single press would in time 
totally ruin our trade, and there are the names of all the principal masters in 
Nottingham. 

Have there been any complaints among the workmen at Nottingham with regard 
to the mode of measuring lace ? — ^There have been numberless complaints ever since 
lace was invented between the workmen and the employers ; when first lace began to 
be made in what we call twelve-yard pieces, it was considered necessary to have 
fourteen yards for those twelve, they saying that it required foesrteen yards in its raw 
^ate to get up twelve when exposed for sale. There is a kind of stretching machine 
^sed to stretch it out, and this was also observed in silk lace too ; it does not injure 
ffae lace but makes it look better; these fourteen yards by the drxterhy of measure- 
ment in taking in the lace, has kept lengthening from time to time till it was a general, 
iinderstood matter at Nottingham that one manufacturer gave orders that he would 
have twenty-eight yards for twelve in taking in the lace at the warehouse, till that 
little machme that is called a Rack was applied to the irame ; at present the rack 
k in universal practice to measure with. 

Do y^u know a single manufacturer who does not use it?— I know of none, great 
^r small, that does not use it. 

What is the object and use of this machine, and how does it operate ? — This is a 
rack; there is a small lever comes to this wheel, and that lever shifts it on ; wlien h 
has heea pushed 240 times it strikes. 

Is that mode of measurement quite accurate? — Yes. 

But the mode of admeasurement before the use of that rack was quite inaccurate? 
-7~It was^ some would stretch it so as to make it six inches over (he yard, aod 
the workman is only paid for a yard. 

. And does that overmeasurement extend to the double press, as well as to the 
single press lace ? — Yes, to all kinds of lace ; the lace is required to be made coarser 
or finer ; if you require the saine length of a coarse piece it will be smaller ; if it is 
required to be stiffer, there will be one-twelfth more work in tl)e stiff piece than 
4>f the other, but the rack corrects that. ' 

> Has this improvement of the rack given universal satisfaction among all thtt 
manufacturers of Nottingham and its neighbourhood? — I believe Jt has. 

Do you wish the rack to be established by law ? — Yes. 

DoyoQ know any considerable manufacturer in Nottii>gham who, you think, would 
/object to the cstabUshment of such a rack by law ? — None. 

• Is it the universal wish of the manufa^cturers, that the rack should be generally 
.^c^ted ? — Yes, of both masters and men ; it is the universal wish ot the trade, and is 
.a universal benefit to the tmde, both masters and men. 

. Is it net true, that some of the master Manufacturers in Nottingham were able to 
widersell the fair dealers, by fraudulently undermeasuring the lace of tlicir work- 
Boea ? — Yes, I have known some of them get three yards in what they paid the 
workmen for as. twelve; the piece I have in my hand is considered as four yards, and 
paid for as four yards, it measures five yards ,and a half ; it is a very sUli' piece ; if 
it was made slacker, it would be seven, or seven yards and a half. 

.State to the Committee whether any other grievance in the manufactory at Not- 
lii^iam, occurs to you. — I beg to state, in the Frame-knitting trade the impositions 
as to the laigtb are by the rack done away; we consider this as bearing some relation 
4othe firame rent and imposition, afterwards substituted in its stead, ft has been an 
universal understood thing in our trade to have schediiles of payment, these are well 
understood things ; they have frequently been written out and submitted to the 
masters, aod they have generally approved of them, and been ruled by them ; I have 
been paid by these generally ; I have had the regular price of the town and tmde by 
that ; the firame that I worked in at that time I paid a regular rent Tor it, that .was 
half-a-crown per week; I rented it of another person, and being at that time dis- 
Jaressed for work, I applied to a certain gentleman, a lace manufacturer at Notting- 

247. ham; 
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7! Large. ham. He would give me work upon these conditions : he would allow me two-tl>irds 

-^ ^^ ;^ot' a week's work it* I would pay him five shillings a week rent for mj own frame, as I 

may call it, for I pdid rent elsewhere for it ; and he shewed me his book, and there 
were a number of hands working upon the same condition. Tliis was a week before 
last 5^ter but one, that I finishe<l a piece and took it in in the Spring of last year; 
the reason why I mention this is, Me wish to have schedules of all descriptions, and 
applied to all descriptions of work established by law. The schedule applies to tJie 
work to be made, and the hosier shall say what [)rice he will give for that work, and that 
he shall not give less than that price under fourteen days notice ; and the reason why we 
wish to have the frame rent settled is, that the hosier shall not reduce our work by put- 
ting it on the rfnt. The schedule includes, the manner how all kinds of viork shall be 
charged ; the price must be put by the master when the schedule is made, and we 
wish them not to have a power to alter that price under fourteen days notice, for it has 
frequently happened, and has been practised to my knowledge for fourteen years, when 
men carry in their work they are abated under various pretences. I have known 
workmen to have one-third of their labour taken off; I was^bated five shillings in 
one week in silk articles, silk stockings, and I was sure they were well maniafactured: 
the pretence was, that they were too slack, and he abated me for that. Sometimes 
a schedule hangs up in the warehouse, with the prices; we wish to have it fixed on 
the same principle, but we wish to have it established by law, that the master shall 
make no deduction on pretence that the work is not made perfect. 

But sup[)osing that the work should not be made perfect? — If the person does his 
work imperfect, turn him away. 

But the man who has delivered out the raw material- would haye it returned upon 
him worth nothing? — These abatements are generally made for the purpose of 
deducting from the workmen. 

What reniedy would the master have against the workman, in case the work was' 
brought home imperfect? — lie would have the power of returning the work back on 
t<^e workman's hand, tt!>tking the workman account for the materials, and employing' 
him no more ; he has that power now, and we do not wish to deprive him of it. 

Are the Committee to understand, that in this way the master exercises the power 
of making deductions in paying a manufacturer, and still taking the article? — Yes, we 
only wish, that, junder pretence of the work being imperfectly Executed, the master 
should not have a power of making an abatement in the wages. 

Wlwit regulations do you think will be expedient to be adopted, with respect to the 
rate of the framo rent? — We consider lo per cent, a sufficient interest for frames, that 
will allow 5 per cent, for the principal laid out, and 5 per cent, for repairs. The' 
general opinion of the manufacturers at Nottingham that have a number of frames, 
wish it to l>e rated at 7 and a half per cent. Mr. Thomas Hayne said he had 
jf. ^4,000. in frames; he considered the exorbitant rent of frames to have been-tlie 
means of introducinpf^a* number of frames in the trade belonging to persons not con- 
nected with rh.e trade, by which the trade has been injured materially. 

Do you uieari you understood Mr. Hayne to say, that he would employ jf . 24,000. 
in frames, and not receive any rent for those frames? — No ; this £. 24,000. of frames 
are his property, and he wibhed to receive nothing at all for it ; but 7 and a half 
per cent, he thought quite sufficient, if Parliament would interfere in the regulation of 
the frame rent. • 

What inducement could any person have to find frames to the amount you have 
mentioned, without receiving interest for his money so employed ? — The inducements^ 
we consider sufficiently great to those gentlemen in the trade, and we do not 
wish to hold out inducements to those not connected with the trade. I fancy' 
our machine-frames have usually paid 1 6 and a quarter per cent ; nanow frames, 
or stocking frames, have in general paid upwards of 1 2 per cent, and by the 
means I before mentioned, I have known instances of their paying 30 per cent* 
and there was one gentleman who charged very high rent; his frames in general 
paid upwards of 20 per cent, upon their value. When new the frames are of 
different value ; this induced a number of persons, such as bakers, butchers, fanners 
sons and others, to buy frames ; they cared little about the trade, provided they could* 
have exorbitant rent for their frames, tlie extraordinary rent was thfcir reason for pur-^ 
chasing frames, and this number of frames tended materially, by being so introduced, 
to injure our trade, and more frames were introduced than the trade required, by- 
whicu we \^ ere injured One of the greatest houses in Nottmgliam, while a number of 
persons were charging this exorbitant interest, he has contented hio^lf with chargii^ 

about 
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fibodt 7 per ccAit for his frames for a number of years back. I heard him declare T. Large. 

several years back that he could foresee tliat the exorbitant rent of frames would in- v^ 

troduce' sucH a number into- the trade that it would finally overstock tlie trade on 
account of the number of frames of this description being introduced ; it als6 intro- 
duced hands what we call Colts, persons not brought up to the trade, those that have 
•not served a regular apprenticeship to the trade. When there are a number of frames 
standing still it induces persons to give 5 or 10 guineas to learn the trade, and there 
were persons sufficiently foolish to teach them to the injury of tliemselvcs and their 
family, though we consider the law of Elizabeth against it. 

It only applies to the trades named in it. 

Did not this great competition tend to lower the frame rent? — I believe not; an 
Attempt to lower the frame rent was made when the trade v^as good, and it succeeded 
in many instances ; the gentleman I alluded to charged but 7 per cent, when others 
charged 20. 

Do not you conceive that if tlie rate of frame rent was fixed by law, that it would 
be a great check to improvement in any frame? — No, quite the contrary, because we 
-conceive it would tend to make our trade better by there being a less number of hands, 
Sot we have always observed, when our trade is good, that then the most improve? 
ments are made in it. 

You wish, then, tliat no person should possess frames who are not otherwise con- 
cerjied in the trade ? — Yes ; we do not wish to have a law to that effect, no further 
than the having the rent of frames so fixed, that it shall not bo an inducement for 
iliem to purchase fi'ames that are not connected with the trade ; that is one reason : 
4he other was, that if the frame rent is left alone, the back door will be left open 
to those impositions of which we are now complaining. If we had schedules esUib- 
lished by law, as they are now by custom, and those schedules were compelled to 
be paid up too till a fortnight's notice to the contrary, the owner, when work is 
<Jelivered out, shall give notice that he will give such price, and that shall not be 
.altered without fourteen days notice cither for falling or raising the wages; if a 
schedule of this kind is agreed to, and established by law, and the frame rent is let 
alone, they can pay by this schedule, and charge us so much extra for frame rent; 
that is the way I have been served before to the amount of one-fourth of my 
earnings, and tlrnt has been a very common practice at Nottingham. 

But if various frames are to be had, you may take a frame of a person who w ill 
let it to you at the lowest rate? — The lace frame is difficult to work, it requires a 
person to be in it sometimes four months before he can work it to his mind ; I have 
.Jcnown persons to be in it a month before they can earn a penny, so that instend of 
having any thing to receive, they shall be in debt owing to the franie, the rent is 
Tanning on, and it may be a month before we can begin to earn money. It fiequently 
happens we are three or four months before we are sufficiently used to this frame, to 
earn the nnxiey that we can when used to it two or three years, so that tlie Ck)m- 
XDtttee see the great disadvantage of leaving the frame, and taking a fresh one. 

When the manufacture is in the most flourishing state, is the rent of the frames 
high or not ?-^The rent of the frames does not depend on the goodness or badnesa 
of the trade, it is a fixed principle of so much per week for frames. 

Do you mean to say that a man who worked for the gentleman who took only 
4Beven and a half per cent, for his frames, got more for his work than the individual 
who worked for that person who got 20 per ceut. for his frames?- — Yes. 

You can remember tlie time when the framework stocking trade flourished to a 
-great degree at Nottingham ? — Yes, both masters and workmen then endeavoured . 
to establish regulations of this sort from time to time, and they have succeeded to 
establish them, but they have not been abided by ; if those mutual agreements had 
•been abided by, our trade would not have been in the state it is now. 

. Do not you conceive that if the frames were .furnished only by the manufacturers 
themselves, and th^t no frames could be had from isiny other persons, that tlie 
jneans* would thus be furnished to the manufacturer of oppressing the workmen in 
^ way which they have not the power to do at present ? — No. 

Do you not conceive that if the frames were in fewer hands than they are at 
present, that the means of advancing tlie rent of those frames would not ha 
easier than at present ?— That would hold out an inducement to other persons to 
ipurchase frames; frames were formerly in the hands of few persons, but tlid 
^advance in the rent was the cause of their getting into many hands. 

Then do .not you apprehend that tlie same cause would produce the same effect at 
2^-]. , E • any 
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7! Large. ^^y future period ?— Not if the rent ^'a^ confined to so much pcr-centage; ttey have 
hitherto had the power of charging what rent they pleased. 

Do you think then that the rent of frames should be in future limited hv law ^ 
-Yes. 

Are you then of opinion, that the number of finames would be dknuiished by tbe 
regulation you propose? — Yes. - . 

Consequaitly that the hands employed in tbe Fraxnework Knitting trade woold 
also be diminished ?— Yes. 

Are you then of opinion that it would be better for the benefit of the country that 
tlie number of liands should be so limited ? — It would be a benefit to the trade, and 
not an injury to the country. 

Do not you then conceive that the trade would be less extensive than it has hitherto 
been ? — ^Tbere are many more hands in tbe trade now than are necessary. 

But not, I suppose, when it was in its prosperity? — Perhaps noi. 

Would not the regulaUon you propose tend to check cou)petition in the trade ? — • 
I believe not. 

I mean competition in extending the trade, and improving it ? — It would not preveht 
competitioo ia producing good work, we believe it would in endeavouiing to make 
bad work. 

Do you believe that other persons, besides those who are concerned in the trade^ 
would find frames at the limited rate of io per cent upon the value of new Irames? 
— We believe not 

Then would not this regulation tend to plaee the workmen entirely in the power of 
tlic manufacturers who find the finames? — It might place them rather more in their 
power, but that would not b6 to the injury of tlie workmen ; my reasons for thtoking 
so are, when a gentleman possesses a number of fi*ames it is his interest to keep them 
always employed, much more so than if other persons possessed those firames, becawe 
then he could employ them just when it suited him ; but the more respectaible part of 
the manufacturers who keep fitimes, wish to keep them employed fi-om jMiuary to 
January always ; it is their interest to do so. 

Would not that tend to keep the same number of workmen employed at the same 
number of fi^mes, and prevent an increase of the number of workmen for want of 
frames ? — We believe it might keep the same number employed, and prevent Chat 
rapid increase of frames whida we have experienced during tlie last ten years. 

Can you account for tliis rapid increase of ft^mes, and also for die rapid increase 
of rent ; do not they appear to you to be rather inconsistent with each otbei* ? — There 
was a Committee of workmen appointed about seven years ago, to prevent the price 
of the work being reduced at that time ; to obviate the difficulty, tliey allowed the 
gentleman who attempted to reduce his work, to raise the rent of frames one-third > 
he then promised not to reduce his work, A number of persons immediately bought 
frames, and charged the same rate as that gentleman did ; this was the first cause of 
the high rent of frames ; tbe high rent of frames was tl>e cause of the great influx of 
fresh frames, and this influx of frames is pardy the reason why we wish to regulate the 
frame rent at ten per cent, or lower. 

Was there not a time when the workmen used only their own firames ? — ^Yes, 
there was 

Would it not be desirable that this should again take place ? — I do not conceive it 
would be very desirable that it should be so. 

Are there not many workmen now who have their own frames ?— -Yes, 

And are not those workmen more independent of the manufacturer, and more inde- 
pendent in every respect, than those who hire their fi^ames ? — They certainly are more 
independent of the manufacturer, and they are more liable to be turned out of employ- 
ment by the persons they work for ; and those are people who are more liable to go 
elsewhere, and take a less price: they will work at a less price sooner than their firame 
should stand still. 

You state in that Paper, that men are often obliged to pay rent for th' ir own 
frames ; suppose a man has two frames, and works for a master, he will not let hina 
work at his own frame, but make him pay him rent for a firame ? — Yes ; 1 have my- 
self paid a double rent for my own frame, and that frame was my own by paying 
rent for it at another place. There are goods made up into a large piece of stocking, 
and cut out, instead of being properly shaped on the stocking firame; that has been 
highly injurious to the trade of Nottinghamshire, but more particularly so to the trade 
of Leicestershire; I have bought them years back; they have gpoe tbrougb my 
hands.

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. Is it TK>t * .general opinion tliroughout the whole of the trade, manufactarers or X. Lax^ 

workmeu, that a proliibitoiy raeasure respocting cutting goods would be a yei7 de- . :^. 

sirabte tiling? — With respect to stockings; but they are divided in opinion with 
Inspect to ^oveii and mitts ; we can produce samples. 
.. , [The Witness produced tliem.] 

It has been asserted by different gentlemen, however, in my presence, that cut-up 
stockings were notmade ; 1 wish to state to the Committee, that I know they were 
mada With respect to tlie otlier point, silk stockings, cotton stockings, and worsted 
stockincrs, they have been always made in less pieces, and have been taken in in the 
same manner, the length and stiffness depending upon cliance. Since this Petition 
has been in agitation, there has been a premium offered to auy person who could dis-^ 
cover a machine of the sort, and it has been discovered ; it has been applied to the 
frame, and found to answer. • ^ 

Is it in practice ? — =it has been in practice. 

Will this machine measure stocking work with tlie same accuracy as the rack does 
lac^ work?— Yes. 

Is it the wish of the manufacturers that the general use of tliis machkie should be 
established by law ? — ^The machine having been discovei*ed so very lately, that I ahould 
conceive there will be no obfection to it. 

Do you think that the same good eiiects will arise from tjie use of this^ as from the 
rack you produced ? — 1 believe there will. 

Are Acre any other points that occur to you to state ? — Nothing else, except the 
system of Coking ; I beg to have it understood we. wish to have this taken notice of, 
as 4t exists to a great extent. It has been very common for a gentleman's servant^ 
who p^haps lived in service till he was 125 years of age, and might have saved 
jC.150.or jf. ioo. to give money to learn Hie business ; I have known where they have 
come and given fire or ten guineas to learn, and by having more money than a tnant 
who serves a common apprenticeship, he has an opportunity of getting a few frames, 
and many of these men Iwaive ten or a dozen of frames ; whereas many of our men, 
who have served an apprenticeship, are poor, and cannot get those advantages. 

Do you call those Colts? — Yes. 

la there no local law to prevent persons so learning the trade r — No, unless the Act 
of Queen Elizabeth does reach to it 

Do you think a person who has not served an apprenticeship, one of these Colts, is 
)ikely to learn the trade well? — No, not without serving an apprenticeship ; many of 
these Colts will try to learn for six months, and get a little knowledge of the trade, and 
they will get a number of frames.

THOMAS LATHAM, called in, and Examined. 

AS I Iiave never undergone any examinatkm in my life in any Court, I beg the T. Latham- 
indulg^ce of the Committee to state tliose points I wish to answer to. In the first 
place, I wish to give some evidence upon the nature of iliose frauds in point net lace, 
and to give en additional reason why single press lace, and all lace made of single 
.<X)tton, should be prohibited. The next points on which I wish to give evidence is, 
^upon the plain silk branch, making plain silk stockuigs, gloves, mitts, &c« ; to show tlif^ 
nature of the impositions in those branches, and the remedies we wish to have applied ; 
and lastly, enter a little into tlie natuie of some of the impositions practised in making 
of plain cotton work. In the first place, it was admitted yesterday as evidence, tliat 
single press silk lace might be permitted to be made, hut that all single press made of 
cotton ought to be proiiibited ; I have only one reason to assign for that, whicli is, that 
single press silk lace is always dyed black before it is worn^ tliis makes it a better 
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T. LfCthmi. article than single press cotton lace, in consequence of not being dyed ingeoet^. If a 

.'- '* '-^ single stitch sliould be broke, it instantly becomes a large hole, which is another defect^ 

- • besides that of losing the appearance of lace when washed. The best reason which I 

can give why lace of that description should be prohibited (single cotton and single 

press) is, a Paper I have here written, and signed by the Manufacturers own 

hands. 

fThe Paper put in and read ; and is as follows.] - 

^^ WE tlie undersigned do pledge ourselves, if the general concur- 
rence of the trade can be obtained, that after the i** of November next, 
we will not make any point or w arp lace of single cotton or single press, 
nor give any out to be made. 

*" Nottingham, 23* September 1809. 

" Sleeves allowed to be made if fashioned on the frame." 
. [Signed by many names.] 

Can you explain what is the reason that the dying should have that effect?— I^am 
not very well acquainted with the articles which they use in dying; butit is known 
that'black silk lace, single press, never or but seldom requires washing, therefore, while 
single press is worn without washing, the defects in the article are not discovered. 

The cotton would not bear dying, would it? — I do not know whether they dye cot- 
ton, I, have never heard of \t. Silk lace is generally worn in ladies cloaks ; cotton 
lace is. cut up. into narrow breadths, and used on caps and otlier article3 in the imita- 
tion of .foreign lace. One grievance which exists in the plain silk trade is, that of 
making coarse work on a fine-gauged frame ; it has been usual in plain silk work, some 
' years ago, to roake the quality of the work near to. the gauge of the frame ; and I 
^wish to make myself understood, that it has always been considered by the workmen 
that a 'ZA silk hose should be made, upon a 24 gauge frame, and that a 26 silk hose 
should be made upon a 26 gauge, and so on ; but instead of this, 24 hose ispiade 
upon a 30 gauge frame, in some instances upon finer. By making these coarse ho^ 
'upon such fine frames, there are other evils which naturally arise; the first i?, 
they are compelled to work at finer size silk than is proper for that quality of work ; 
next, on account of the fineness of the frame, they are obliged to set on an extra 
number of jacks ; by jacks I mean levei:s that have a small plate of iron called a 
sinker that falls between the needles, takes the line of thread, and gives the loop. In 
consequence of having a greater number of jacks there is extra narrowiag|B, bindii^s 
in, &c. ; in addition to this, in consequence of the fineness of the gauge, and tlie 
, fineness of the material the hose is made of, they have an extra number of courses ; 
tlijs is to such an extent, that the workman loses from sevenpence to fifteenpence 
a pi\x in the various articles of plain silk stockings. Another grievance wliich exists 
in this branch of trade is, a dishonourable practice pf abating tlie workman in his 
•wages for pretended or alledged deficiencies in the work ; for instance, sometimes it 
is said to be too slack, that is, that there is not a sufficient number of courses in an 
inch for the quality ; sometimes abatements ar^ ma.de Jfor alledged dirtiness of the 
work ; the workman is required to bring in his work with the same brightness as the 
silk itself previous to its being, worked into goods ; this the workmen in general 
consider almost impossible : on one of these two pretences, and sometimes other 
pretences which do not occur to my memory at this time, abatements are made. To 
prevent these various descriptions of impositions that I have now complained of and 
described, we wish to have the making of plain stockings regulated by the plan of the 
schedule I hold in my hand, which specifies tlie quality, quantity, and size of hose, 
to which the hosier is to affix his own price ; as it is not quite finished, with the leave 
of the Committee, I will produce it to-morrow. 

Is this schedule the same schedule which has been used by the manufacturers and 
the workmen, or is it a new schedule ? — In some respects ; it differs only 1 believe in 
one respect, that is, instead of regulating the hose by the gauge, it is proposed in that 
schedule to regulate it by the number of courses; for this reason, it is allowed on all 
hands that tlie making lace upon the principle of the rack, is a just and equitable 
principle. IVIaking lace by the rack, is, being paid, for a certain number of h.oles, and 
•not by the length, so that there is a given quantity of labour for a given price. The 
making of hose by the number of courses, is making hose upon the same principle as 
that of the rack, which is allowed to be a most just and equitable principle ; by courses 
I me^n the number of loops contained in an inch. 
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It appears thai by your evidence, that this schedule ia not a aew^ilanlnoU' brotight jr %afh^nj^ 
forward, ]but an anciemt custom. — It is an old plan new revived ; it was J'ormeily on ^ "^ '^ J ' . J ^ 
that principle the silk hose was made. It was understood that a certain number of 
courses was proper for a certain quality of work ; while this was abided by the greatest 
harmony and peace f)revailed between the masters and the workmehj and, as we consider 
it the most equitable principle to, form a regulation upon, we wish plain stockings to 
be made upon that principle again. Aii attempt hiis been made, I believe it is success- 
ful, to find out another machine called a Rack, to work by the plain fraiue^ oh the same 
principle as that on the lace; the rack was produced yesterday. 

But you are not certain yet that this rack, used for the plain M'ork, will answer ? — 
If it can be made to work with the plain frame, and I have been inforined that it cani 
4t is. sure to answer ; at least 1 see no reason why the same principle :3ihouldnQt do witfe 
the plain work as with the lace. 

How soon will it be ascertained that it will r— If hose are regulated by a certain 
number of courses to the inch, it is the same as working by the rack. In order to prove 
to the Committee the necessity of such regulation, I will state the number of courses 
wliich I have found in the same size, quality, and description of work ; 26 womens silk 
hose made upon a 27 gauge frame contained 1,040 coui-ses, from the setting on to the 
end of the heel; I found another hose of the same quality and size, made upon a 3^ 
guage frame, wliich contained 1,350 courses, thus-making 020 courses more in the |)air 
than tliat which contained 1,040, which is a loss of elevenpence a pair to the workman^ 
being two qualities liner than that which contained 1,040. The next I counted was 
a 28 silk hose, made on a 33 gauf]5e frame, which contained 1,450 coin'scs fiom tlife 
setting on to theend of the heel; 1 then counted another 28 silk hose, made from a 
30 gauge frame, which contained 1,860 : tlicse hose, made from a 30 gauge frame, 
had 820 courses more in a pair than that made on a 33 gauge frame, consequently 
being two and a half qualities finer than the other by the extra number of courses^ 
the workman sustained a loss of About u. jrf. a \mt. The next lipse \vbicU 
I counted was a 24 silk Ijose, made from n 27 gauge frame; it contained 1,07$ 
icoQfscs; anotha* 24 silk hose, made from afr*ame of the same gauge, containeil 
1,145; thift was con»equ«itly 128 courses more in tlie pair thfin th*t,\\Iuch con- 
tained 1,076, which was 7^. a pair loss to the workman: I have done with Mlk, 
Tlje next hose I counted was a maids cotton hose 28 gauge, which contained ^\± 
courses; another 28 hose of the same size contained 7O6 courses, consequently one 
had 92 courses moi-e in the pair than the otlier for the same price; another wab 36 
cotton maide hose, it contained 843 courses ; I then counted anotlier maids 30 cotton 
hose that contained 726, consequently that which contained 843 courses in om 
hose, had in it 234 more courses in the pair than that which contained 726, for the 
same price : I have given the Committee these statements, to show the jjropriety 
and the justice of regulating hbsd by the number of courses. I omitted to state» 
ithat there is a grievance existing in delivering out to the workmen silk damp, or 
with some degree of wet ; the workman is required, when he brings in his work, that 
it should be perfectly dry, no allowance is made by some hosiers for waste, con- 
sequently in receiving the materials damp, and being compelled to take his w ork iti 
dry, iie gets, as we say in Nottingham, bad in his accounts, that is, it will stand 
upon the book that he has silk in hand which he never had, and he is compelled to 
pay for silk w hich he never received ; this arises from delivering the silk out damp, 
and requiring the work perfecdy dry, and making little or no allowance for wet : 
some hosiers niake no allowance foi' waste, others make a little. 

Does the workman make a complaint at the time the silk is delivered to him, if it is 
damp ? — ^The workman is not allowed to make complaints, the remedy we wish for 
is, that a regular albwance should be made for waste in silk. Formerly four drams were 
allowed in a pound of silk for waste ; that the workmen would all be satisfied with, 
* provided the silk was given out no damper than he. might be allowed to weigh in bis 
woi'k. 

Was it at any time the general custom to make that allowance?— I have had that 
allowance made to me in 1 803 and 1 804. • 

Was it an allowance g^emlly made? — I cannot say as to that, it was made to xo^ 
\^ the hosier I worked for. 
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'i?t Laffiam. " Can you say that that was the p;eneral custom, from the information you have IM^ 

v./- ' 40 or 50 years ago? — I cannot speak to 40 years ago, but I believe ten or a do2en 

years ago it was the usual custom . to mdke that allowance. 

Can you give .the Committee some idea of the amount of the deduction ixiado 
.from worknienpn account of the deliciency in silk? — I do not conceive it would he 
.possible to,make any calculations of the deductions .that would take place in a mans 
»work from abatements of that soit, because th^ are so irregular ; soujctimes a pound 
of silk would make two or three dozen of liojie^ sometimes not ujore than one dozefi. 
'Good hose wiH generally weigh about two ounces a pair, but I have seen hose of a 
pretended coarsequsility that lias not weighed abavc^welve drams a pair ; when a work- 
man "has such silk as that to work, it take-up some -time in working up a pound ; if a 
-ivorkman shall work a pouhd^f silkin a fortnight, and out of that pound of silk he 
loses ekiht drajms at the present pncc, that is 2s. ^d. 

Isnptthatan extreme ;casc r — ^1 do ziot tluiik it is.; if I thought it was, I would 
wish to i*elra(it it. 

Can.ypu speali .to the inconvenience which arises from paying the workmen m 
.guotU.? -pi never. experienced that inconvenience niyself, I know it is a too gpnel^al 
.pf*aGncf:;it,;h?S;bcen carried *Qn iii Nottingham to an alarming extent. A, case was 
baouglil i)eftfre t^ic Comjnittce ,of Fj;amework Knitters in Nottingliam, of a man who 
worktilta fortniglit.att^kc^, and I .tliink the amount of his uork was £. 2. 9s. od. 
'When tie t^ok.it ip, he received for it a\piece of woollen cloth to make a goat o^ 
.some ^tionf aijid^Qther Utile tlungs, for vvhich he h as charged^. 2. 12^. 6^.; this

Do y^u know of any other case of a similar kind ? — There arc other cases which 
are known to some o{ the witnesses that are to come forward.

.Vojl'do ootknow what can be now obtained by that? — I -believe the avQragp 
amongst the lace liands now Is about fifteen shillings a week. 

.You mean twelve shillino; clear of all deductions, after payment of the rent of 
your frame r — Yes, dear of all regular deductions such as frame rcott standing 
needles, candles and firing, sometimes deductions are made besides these which T 
c^l irregular deductions, that is^ when a pretext is found to abate our w^rk, I 
had an abatement of this sort made on my work, and it 'wa« made in this way; 
I took in my work to the hosier I worked tor, as he was ejcatrtjining the hose,* 
he stuck his pen in his hair^ and as he tucked the pen in, a blot of ink felt upoa 
<)ne of the hose, he look it instantly and turned it down upon the counter, tliea 
be took up the fellow hose, and after a minute exartlinatlon for teu imnutes, 
perhaps, to find somethinjj to find iault with, because be bad spoilt thcm^ he theii 
fouhd what we call a tuist, which requires « thirad iieing rtin throdgli to make it 
perfect and dound ; i had run a thread through it, and made it so, but the thread not 
Jjieing t}uite so clean as the stocking, he onservai) it, and said* k was a tnended

\ And he and las ht£c doing all they can ? — Yes, twelve slalliags, his owa eamiag^, 
; jaad about ciglitee^^enibe his wife, 

: And do you beUeve tlieriC are many families in Nottioglmm, and the ndghbourhood 
fOf NoHingbam, who have no more Ikom tlieir earmngs than about tturtcOn shillings 

• And sixpence a week ? — I believe there are many sucli cases who have no more, and 
4u:e dependant for all their deficiencies upon eitliei* dieh* friends or the |xirish. 

When you say you earn only twelve shillings a week, do you mean you work six 
<lays in the week? — Yes, stockingers io genei^ work seven days in the week as to 
hours. 

How long has the trade l)cen in this stater— It has been in this state tootc tlian two 
,yc»iw;tiearly tliree years ; it has been getting worse every year. 
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jr. LaiJjojn..^ *^ What do' yoti apprehend tcr be the prfnctpal causes of this distress ?— The principal 
causes of the distress, as I imagine, are the introduction of bad and fraud dent work 
which has brought the trade into disrepute, and consequently lessened the sale of those 
artfcles in the markets. 

What should you consider to be fair wages for a man to earn per week at your 
trade? — I should be very well satisfied, working plain silk, if. I could get eighteen 
shillings a week clear of all deductions. 

' But when your trade was flourishing, you got more than eighteen shillings, did 
you not? — I do not think I did upon the average ; there is another thing which has 
made the plain silk maiiufdctory somewhat worse for the workmen, that is, the intro- 
duction of dump stockings, that is stockings that have no clocks or shammies ; a 
plain silk stocking- maker could always get more money in making shammy or clock 
stockings, than he can in making dump stockings. 

How long is it sinpe you could earn eighteen shillings a week by the manufacture 
of plain ^feilk stockings? — 1 earned eighteen shillings a week in 1805, 1806, 
'and 1S07. 

Was that st9te of your trade owing to any fall in the market, or was it in conse- 
quence of articles being n'iade better then than now ? — I believe it was in consequence 
of the article being made better at that day tlian the present; I mean to be understood 
here, tlie badness of the articles, in the lace trade particularly, in consequence of single 
jpvess lace and single cotton lace being introduced, and bringing the trade into dis- 
repute^ which reduced the number of hands from 1,200 to 150, consequently throw- 
Uig so many out of employment, they all sought to get their bread in Uie other 
tranches, silk and cptton branches. Tiie hosiers took the advantage of this, and brought 
on more alarming impositions upon the workmen; I mean impositions such as I i)ave 
Jicfore described : i believe it is entirely owing to this the present depressed state of 
bur manufactures. 

; That in consequence of die failure of the lace trade, the number of hands for the 
inanufacturc of hose has been -so greatly increased, that the wages of those who are 
employed in the manufactoiy of hose has been greatly decreased .? — -In a direct way, 
tliere has been no positive deduction of wages, but only upon an increase in the various 
iinpositious 1 have Stated. There was another cause, that of making plain cotton lK)se 
pad, and fraudulendy cutting up stocking out of cotton pieces, and making cotton and 
worsted hose of one thread, and wors^d spun from two roving ; these tilings, all 
combined together, I conceive to be the cause of the present distresses. 

Tlicn you do not conceive Uiat the tradelias been materially afifected by the War? —

Do you know tlie price to tb^ consumer of a pair of plain white silk hose, what arp 
called tull size? — I have been told by a respectable gentleman in this town that he 
has given from 20 s. to 25 s. for a pair of plain silk stockings. 

How much silk, and what is the value of such silk, in such a pair of stockings? — 
Silk is, I believe, now 4 a*, dd. an ounce; as to the weight and price of sto^^kings, 
there is a Witness to be examined that can speak, better (o that. I am of opinion, that 
the price of .€ilk hose to the cOhsunier has never been made any less in consequence 
of a reduction in the price of labour; by redbctipn in the price of labour, 1 wish to 
fbe understood to Eoiean, w additional quantity of work for the same money.

JOHN BLACKNER, called in, and ExanjincA 

WHAT are you ? — I am a Framework Knitter, refiding in Nottingham. 

Have you been many years a Framework Knitter?*- Yes, ever fince April 1780. 

The Cumraittee wifh you to date to them, the grievances of which you complain, 
and the remedies chat you think might be adminiftered ?— 'Iwilh to fp^ak to the 
plain two-needle cotton work, netted-work, and point net-lace wojk. I come 
here to perform a folemn duty ; and } tri^ft what I hs^vt to (ay will be received the 
faoie as if 1 was upon oath. For about eleven or twelve years I. worked in what is 
called plain cotton, or two-needle wprk; for the firft feven or eight years it waf 
unknown to me that any thing like a middle lize was made, fuch a^ fleqderTipws, 
ilender-womens, flender-makis, any other than what wefe called a pppes fize, ^wj 
a hajt-iize bigger than mens; the diftindions were aftei; we gpt dbf^vp wh^t w$ 
call fixes; they were invariably called maids^ womens, rpeps, popes Gsjch wd 
QUt-fizes. Soon after I was out of my time we l^ad ilencj^r \|V0KQens or^ed to be 
made, and (lender mens — it was tantanv)unt to an abatenicnt pppq the wprk i the 
fmall portion of work leis to the hand was not a pradicable ady^t.%^ t9 hi^ in 
makii^ more ho(e ; at the week's end he always fo^qd himffilf qxiCb^Jfcn, 4qd loft 
money whenever he worked upon thefe middle (izes. Tqjgna^fjj th^it jvji, iQt mjf 
opinion, no plan can be propofed (b equitable and juft, a?, to hf^vc 3II pbin. w»rks 
paid by the number of jacks, or the number of needles} perhaps th^ Utter m^f hn 
the prdferable plan — it can make no difference to t^e hc^er^ ^hipb.of \k<^ pUn^ is 
followed ; at the fame time it was invariably the pradtice t;o jn^Jcc ^pckingi by ; what . 
is called the fa(hion, fuch as having a regular number of i^^rrowiflgs frpm th« catf 
down to the fmall at the bottom of the heel, likewif^ \h<t f^me ajt the bf^nnifig of 
the fi30t-botlom and at the toes; it was likfwife th^ pradliqe ggner^ly pu/fiied to 
h^ve them welted ; any of thefe cqfloms being n^glefted or left pfF h%s always bwa 
found detrimental to the workman ; not only jo, l?ut ^^y pf thpfp cuftorn& '•cing lc& 
off have likewife made the hofe be held in lower eftiniatipi^ by the weaier, thffl»fi«,: 
a? a remedy for that evil, I (hould be happy to fee it ertfw^ed, that h^(c (houldbo 
made by the ufual falhion. I will now (ay a few words nefpefting the trade in its 
original ftate : For the firft century after the inventipn ^ the Framewor/c Knitting-* 
m^kchine, th^ iniprovements made upon it were #ot fiprrefpondiog in any degree to 
its value. I well remember hearing my gr^dfathpr, {who .was borp> I thinly in 1710,) 
relate that, when a boy, he was acquainted with 411 old ftpcking-inaker, then ^n 
old man« who, according to the beft fort of cal(n4atiofi I can:iQake, nraft:h«ve 
been bprn about the ye^r 1660, that he perfed^ly. \YpU remembcrdd that maai told 
him that tvyo men were employed to work one Fr^n^e, one in front, and ihc other 
behind. Soon after the Charter of kirjg Charles the Second WW granted, which in 
point of importance to thoie conneded with its inflijep4e»Iprefuine.tobeconfid«rod 
tantamount to a Legiflative Enaftment. This charter wasgi:antfid, if I remember 
right, in 1664, and f|iortly after tl^t tjinfie qaany jpiprpy^eflgieoti were made upon 
the Stocking Frame ; I ft^jte th^, to (how how ii^iich the bja(ioe^ jflopriflied after 
it was taken under the wings of power ; and it may be feirly dated, that fince 
that Charter has cc;a(ed to have its e^i^ ^hat paat^y ^npvations basre cnpt into 
tlie trade, which have been extremely detrimental to it; not that I 'may coa£der 
the charter. In all its bearings, as proj)eri I dp not^ fcvf ^hereis a wide di&rence 
between the thing beiqg left entirely open fo ev^y Minpxator, efld tlie g^us of 
the people being cramped by too clpfe a po^^ne^ipn .with the. qhartar; a happy 
medmm may be found, in my opinion, by all the Bfranches of the Leg(flatui« 
uniting in fupport of tJhe trade. I will now (pfjik, with t^ leaxc qf the Committee, 
tp the knott^ work : I worked at ^his work a popfi^cfir^J^e time 10 the fi&, the 
cotton, and the worfted knotted-wprk. I bjive here a iSateraeat nude by a gentle- 
Qian« which I know to be a true ftatement^ which I heg to iddUiver in. .

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John Blackner. To return to the knotted-work : From what 1 know, and have every reafon upon 
^ ' — .^^ -^earth to believe, for twenty-four years thefe worded and cotton knottings were held 

in the higheft eftimation, during the time they were made with proper felvages, and 
were narrowed down in fuch a manner as faftened the loops in the narrowings ; there 
were likewife.a proper number of what are called (hiftings, or courfes. When there 
were a proper number of (hiftings, or courfes, put in, to admit of the hofe, when 
waflied, running up a little, they wore well, and they never were complained of: 
they were at the time lam now fpeaking of, which was about the year 1795. There 
were not fewer, I prefume, than from four to five hundred employed in making 
them in Nottinghamfliire, Leicefterfhlre, and Derbyfliire. Shortly after this time, 
the workmen were ordered to put in fewer (hiftings or courfes, and the (lockings 
were called ilender mens, inftead of mens, and they received a proportionate lels 
fum of money for the work. This (hortly caufed the (lockings to be found too 
little ; they could leg them out in the firft inftance, to make them up as large as 
ufual ; but the evil was foon found, and the trade began a little to decline. The 
next thing was to make only a proper felyage on the one fide of the flocking, and 
to prefs the narrowings of the needles, and let the flitches be loofe : the narrowings 
from the calf to the fmall, inflead of feaming with a proper felvage, they were obligSl 
to be back-ftitchcd, which not only gave them a clurpfy appearance, but very fre- 
quently the narrowings broke out in the length. As the trade began, from thefe 
circumftances, to fall off more and more, the hofiers began to appear to be more 
determined on gaining profit from the fmaller quantity of goods fold : they next 
ordered them to be made in large pieces, and to be cut up the fame as taylors would 
cut out a garment. 

In what way do you make the feams or felvages, when the work b good ? — By 
fetting on and turning off. 

You have (hown to the Committee two (lockings \ one cut off the piece, and 
another wove as a fingle flocking ? — Yes. 

The Committee with you will defcribe the defefts of that which is cut out of the 
piecej as compared with that which is wove as a fingle flocking ?— *The flocking 
Wrought fingle is good, becaufe it is made with a perfect felvage on both fides, 
which admits of a good feam being run down at the back of the leg, without its 
being bulky, troublefome, or ungenteel : The feam, when thus made, is confidered 
as flrong as any other part of the flocking, and is fo in reality, if a good feam is 
made ; if any defeft arifes in the feam, it fprings from the negligence of the feamer, 
and not from the negligence of the framework-knitter. The bad flocking, or that 
cut out of the piece, is fewed, becaufe it is cut out of a piece, and conTcquently 
cannot have a good found felvage : a proper felvage confifls of loops, through which 
the feamer puts the needle and the thread that unites the felvages together. In the 
cafe of thofe flockings which are cut out of a piece, this cannot be the cafe, becaufe 
there arc no loops, nor any thing.to adhere together by means of the thread, without 
laying the felvages over, and making them bulky, which deflroys the beauty of the 
docking, as well as its perfection s and if that bulkinefs is attempted to be taken 
away, the whole feam will break out into a hole. The confequences refulting from 
this fpecies of bad work being made, have been, that, I believe, at the prefent 
moment, there is not, at lead to my knowledge, not one two-needle netted-firame at 
work in the towns and counties of Nottingham and Derby, and there is oiily about 
one or two in Leiceder* 

. What other differences are there between a docking worked fingle, and a docking 
cut out of a piece, in the feet ?-— The feet are equally as imperfeft as the legs, when 
they are cm out. 

You have defcribed the principal defeds of the dockings which are cut out ftom 
the piece ? — ^Yes. 

May not the docking cut out of the piece be, in other refpe£ls, of equal quality 
with the docking worked fingly?^ — Yes, perfisdly as found m every other refpeft, 
only the felvages; it can operate only upon the felvages, and the gentility of the 
docking. 

. What is the opinion, according to the bed of your knowledge, of the hofiers 
themfelves, upon the fubjed of cut-up hofe ? — I never found a hofier in my life that 
judified it, but always reprobated it to the utmod of his power. 

And what is the opinion of the workmen ? — The workmen do the fame: I never 
found two opinions upon the fubjed. 

Whether 
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Whether labour is not facilitated by working of piece-work ?— It is, confequently JohnBlackner. 
it throws a part of the men out of employment ; and it is not of advantage to the 
State, or the Country at large, becaufe, by men being thus driven from their labour, 
and the fame quantity of goods being ftlll made by fewer hands, thefe goods difgrace 
themfelves by their manuradure, and throw the whole out of employment conneded 
with that branch of the trade; fo that, from 500 frames in the year 1795, they are 
now reduced to one or two frames. 

Are you of opinion, that the making of (lockings from the piece (hould be pro* 
hibited if poffible, and that it wOuld be an advantj^ to the trade ? — It is my 
opinion, that if the (lockings were prohibited being cut out from pieces, that it 
would have a tendency to reftore the charaftcr of every branch of the trade that has 
been loft by the means of cutting out 

But you are not of opinion, that the making of pieces for other purpofes ought 
to be prohibited ? — Not in all cafes, by no means ; waiftcoat-pieces and breeches- 
pieces, and fo on. 

Do you confine it to (lockings ? — Sandals too, but that is a very trifling matter ; 
I do believe that there have been (Hk ftockings attempted to be made that way, 
that once being brought into general praflice it would be the entire ruin of that 
valuable branch of national commerce. I will now, with the leave of the Com- 
mittee, come to the point net-lace ; that I think was firft made about the year 
1772 to 1774; it was, when firft known, invented by what we now call fingle-prefi; 
it continued fo till the year 1784, when what is called double-prefs was invented; 
, prior to the invention of the double-prefe movement, which was from 10 to i a years, 
there were not more, I am confcious I fpeak within compafs, than 40 Frames in 
exiftence after the double-prefs motion was perfeftcd, which ^ave faftne(s, luftre, 
and ftability to the me(h ; Frames began gradually to increafe in number j perfons 
pofleffing money were glad to embrace an opportunity of entering into the bti(ine(s; 
and in 14 years from that time great fortunes have been made. In 1795 the number 
of Frames was, I believe, about 300,* the whole of which were double-pre(s point 
net-frames; not one fingle-prefe Frame being in exiftence. When the whole (n the 
fingle-prefs was driven from the markets, the double-prefs acquired an eftablifhed 
charadter for durability and beauty, but there was ftill fomcthing wanting to ^ve 
to the lace that clear whitenefs which filk will not admit of. About the year 1805, 
the cotton-yarn was brought to that perfedion that it was fine enough to be wrought 
into double-prefs lace ; upon a point net-frame it anfwered every purpofe which 
the ladies required, both for beauty, elegance and durability, fo much fo that in 
1808 there were 1,500 point net-fi-ames ; I took the number myfelf; they made 
more net, in proportion to the number, than had been made before, for this reafon, 
that many of them were much wider, one third at Jeaft. About this time fingle- 
prefs was introduced into the cotton lace, double the quantity of it could be made in 
the fame time by the workmen who made it j this glutted the market, caft many 
men out of employment thereby, and it (bon deftroyed it^ own credit and the credit 
of that which it was an imitation of, by its own imperfe6lions. The reafon why it 
is lefs perfedk than the double-prefs, is becaufe the machine by which it is wrought 
is not applied in a fecond covering, and a (econd prefs, which motions tie a knot, 
and (ccute the loop from running, even if broken; it may be a matter of aftoni(h* 
ment that the bad net (hould have fo ftriking a refemblance to the good net 5 the 
reafon is this, the whole of the cotton net muft undergo a preparation with ftarch 
to keep it out in its proper (hape before it is exhibited for fale ; now as foon as the 
atmofphere falls upon the fingle-prefs net, and deftroys the cohfiftency of this 
ftiflfening, it immediately (brinks into folds, Mid lofes every appearance of net, 
whereas this is not the cafe with the double-prefs net, becaufe tt poflefTes a con- 
fiftency within itfelf in the forming and faftening of the me(h, which makes it rcallv 
be net itfelf, and prefcrves the true appearance thereof; the fingle-pre6 net po^ 
fefles another imperfeftion, as foon as any misfortune befalls it ; by the rip of a pin, by 
breaking one fingle thread of it, it direftly runs all ways, by what is called the 
ditches running down for want of bein^ faftened by the double-prefs motion; to this 
misfortune may be added the introdu6faon of fingle-cotton, that is, what is generally 
called double-(pun, from its being fpun firom two rovings ; ftill it is but one thready 
and po(fcfles but one twift, therefore forwantof a countcr-twift, the very moment it 
is rubbed and teased, the filaments fpring out, and it ccafes to be a thread. When 
this is applied to the point net-frame to be wrought into net, the motions are fo 
numerous that the neceflfary friftion to form it into a hole nece(rarily deftroys its 

confiftency. 
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John ^bckn^m confiftieoqr, tberefereiit is an la&proper article to make any ft»rt of net, althoq^ it 

V ^ ^ J is made in th« beft manner. Of the farming the double-prefs yow might tear it lUcct 

a bit of pftper^ which fo far from being tbe cafe when the net is made of double 
oottoti^ that It >^ill bear a coaltderabl^ degree of force before it can be injured ; tbo 
codiequeoces which hai^e artTen from the tntrodu&ion of thefe two articles into 
point net-tace have been, that out of i^ooo pFames, which were employed i» 
making cotton net in the year 1809, there are not more now, I fuppofe, than 100, 
I belieyd handly that number. 

' You ftate tl^ after the donble/^prefe motion was perfected Frames increafcd very 
much in number ; as perfona poflelffing money were glad to enter into the bufine(s : 
were thofe perfbns who had been brought up to the trade, or perfons who had a capi- 
tal which they chofe to veft in Frames? — I obferved that fome gentlemen bad ac- 
^ired ^dnfiderable fortunes in a few years, thofe confided of perfons who had been 
brotigfat up to the btifio^fs, who had by their induilry obtained a little capital and 
credit, and had obtained a fortune thereby. 

You raeaiit perfons that bad bc^n brought up tcS the trade ? — ^Yes. 

You mean to {ay« that thofe who bad collected a fum of money, and had reftec} 
a lirg^ portion of their capital in thefe Frames, and by that means had made a 
grpat fortune ?*^I do* 

Do you believe that any other perfons befides thofe brought up to the trade have 
purchafed Frames ?*;-^YeSi • - 

I Wa» there any large number of Frames let out in that way ?-^Yes. 

Do .you iuppofe that wa» a benefit or an injury to the trade ?^ — A ferious 
evil. 

, ; Ih what mariner did it operate as an injury to the trade? — While the workmen 
could find Frames to make the net upon, they did not choofe to buy them, for thia 
reAfon, becaufe turning the money over in tlw work itfelf produced them better 
intereft« I believe at thkt time an immenfe^profit was made upon the work. 

Was it not theh advantageous to the workmen that he (hould have a number of 
Fi'ames,oiitof Which he cou^d c^ofe which he would take? — It may beconfidened 
advantageous at one time, but it would be highly difadvantageous at another. 

I mean at the time the. trade floariflied ?>— The v^ue of the Frames pofle0ed by a 
workman fhould partly be eftimated firom the money that he could earn upontb^n^ 
aitd partly from the iient paid for Frames that he had upon hire. 

Do you foppofe that it is more advantageous for a workman toufehis own Frame 
or to hire 6ne ?-^To hire one. r 

Ifhould apprehend then that the more Frames there were the more chance he 
would haVse of hiring that Frame Cheap ? — ^It does not alw^s operate in that way; 
t4)e buiiineis is mther of a peculiar nature, when a workman has advanced his little 
property in the purchafe or a Frame he is very unwilling to let that Frame ftand ftlU ; 
he may have ^un himfelf into debt conQderably by obtaining it; have laid hip^felf 
Under peculiar embarraflmenits to the gentleman who gives him empk)yment, and 
thus become fiibfervient to meafures which otberwife he would fpurn at ; many a 
ttiZXi in Nottingham has ruined himfelf by expending his little property and his cre- 
dit in purcha£R»g Frames; fome jels manufddurers are fo peculiarly dishonourable, 
which r could give flriktng inftanqes of, that they, wtU take every advantage v^hich 
difttefe and anxiety may ha^ve thrown in their way by the unfortunate fituation of th0 
man that is in their employment, if any ftagnation of trade takes place, as that will 
fbmetimes operate in an extnaordinary manner; he will then take advantage of this 
mian's fitoatioA, bis Jname being plaOed with fonae figufes at the end of if, in his books 
I mean' when he is in his debt diat die workman mud either be <li(lreflec}£^ IAk 
money which 19 owin^, or tiake work out at an abated price.

|s your opinion upon fingle-prefs cotton the fame as others in the trade ?— As 
far back as the year i8c8, when the cotton-net had been made about two years to 
any extent, I had occafion to take the opinion of many of the moft reputable per- 
fqns in the manufafture. I came to London in July of that year on that bufineis, 
and had the honour to be attended to feveral of the warehoufes in London by thp 
honourable Chairman of this Committee. At that time the houfe of Nunn and Co, 
in Wood Street were attemptingtoabatethe pricesof making net; and it was exprefsly 
dated by that houfe, as a condition for fuch abatement not taking place, that the 
workracn fliould procure the fignatures of the other lace manufudurers not to make 
any fingle-prds or fingle-cotton net. I procured the fignatures o{ many along witU 
XUbex workmen, which was delivered in to this Committee the other day ; the head of 
it is of my own enditing, and all thofe names were figned in my prefence. 
^ And you therefore confider the general opinion to be in unilbn with yours ? — Yes. 
Will you ftatc what remedy you think ought to be applied to this evil? — My 
opinion is that nothing would effedually reilrain the evil, and reftorc the credit of the 
jtrAdc, but a law to prohibit its being made. 

You then are of opinion, that no fyftem of marking lace could be eftablifl\ec}» 

.wbich would be effe&ual to prevent the fale of fingle-cotton prefs, cither here or 

abroad? — I think it could not ; my reafonsare, from the little knowledge I poflefe 

of mankind, I know there is fo little faith to be placed in the adions of men, when 

they deal with one another in common traffic, that every attempt to fraud would be 

.made ufe of that human ingenuity could fuggeft, to evade the penalty which tlic 

.la,w tuigbt affix to the cringe j befides, the lace manufafturers themfelves are averfe 

to it. 1 (hould be happy to do every thing that would accord with their opinions ; I 

^nean that the manufacturers are averfe to fixing a mark upon it* 

. And is that your opinion ? — It is.. 

Is it ufual in Nottingham to make the workmen rcfponfible for filk delivered to 
ithetn ?*-They are rcfponfible by law. 

Do you remember any cuftom exifting, of an allowance being made of four 
,drams in a pound ? — Yes j it is generally called fcale-allowance. 

Is that praftice now continued ? — It is continued withfome, but not univerfally 
:/bj; Mr. William Hayne allows it. 

Is not filkafFefted in weight by dampnefs ordrynefs ? — Yes, materially fo. 
Did you ever hear of any perfons concerned in the trade, having made their filk 
artificially damp?— Such rumours have been afloat, but 1 do not know of fuch a 
:Circumftance. 

Yoy do not think fuch praftices general ? — I do nqt. 

Is it not your opinion, that that praftice is general ? — My opinion i§, that that 
praiflicc is not generally purfued. 

Does any thing occur to you, to add upon the fubjeft of damp filk ? — Yes, I 

.ihould be glad to fay Ibmething oji that fubjeft; it is neceflity induces a practice 

very frequently for the manufadturers both of lace and hofe, to deliver their filk out 

.very foon after it comes from the dyers, in which cafe, it almoft invariably lofes 

weight, for the dyers will generally make up whatever misfortune may arife to them 

Jn the management of the filk-dying, by adding water to it to make, up the 

.weight, J know .that to be a fad; the flocking or lace maker, wheii he finds himfelf 

thus fituated with the filk, he complains to the hofier, and frequent altercations .take 

place between the dyers, thehofiers, and the flocking-makcrs ; and forry I am to fay, 

that the ftocking-maker too frequently is a lofer. 1 can at the fame time moft pofi- 

tivelyaflert, that one very reputable warehoufe in Nottingham, both for hofe .and 

lace, has remedied that evil, when it has been fairly pointed out, by balancing the 

accounts with the workmen ; at the fame time I am ftill of opinidn, that there are 

fome of the more difreputable part of thofe manufa<5lurers whofe conduft has given 

jufl occafion for what the witnefs Latham faid Ycfterday; but I would ftill fay, 

*that I believe their number is very fmall, and that they are confined in point of rank 

to the loweft of all the clafs to which they aflume to belong. 

Suppofing the export trade of fingle-prefs lace was piohibited^ and there was a 
penalty of £. 50 upon every yard of fingle-prefs lace fold as double, would that be 
a means of eftefting a cure of the evil ? — It would have a great efTcft, I have no 
doubt, and would tend much to remedy the evil.

When was that?-«^ln 1808^ wh^n that pap^r Was figned; ftnc^ that titte^ilteM^ 
ings have been reduced at^ leaft one third. I haVe fbr ten or eleven ytars hod a 
ihop 6f Frames myfelf. : I had Lace Fmdid^ %^^^'^ or 9 years^ but i ha^ none 
now ; during the firft fix years of that time, the woricmerts ctear wft-mngi amouttted 
to about 20i. iccoi^ihg to my own boeks. 

Do you mean the clear earnings, after paying for the Fratties, a#d. til regular d*^ 
duftiom?— Yes, thelaft two years that I had Iherh employed, ththr avemee tttmings 
were not more than 14J. 6d. per week. I think ndw I b^ve gdrrte generally throu^ 
my evidence ; it is unneceffary, p^rh^ps^ to fay any thing to Convince the ComnHfttee 
or the rteceffity of applying die rack. I hopte the Committee have feeA fuHcient 
tip6tt that ground to convince them of its rtteeflity. 

Are you of opinion, that the eftabliQiment of the rack is ufeful and n^HS^ in 
the manufadure of lace?

Edward Allen. What do you know, of your own knowledge, of ^ayftielit \tk CdONds; XU^^c db 

^ — '• — ^^ ^ you live ? — At Sutton in AAficld, Nottihghammire. 

State what informiition you have to give the Cbmliirttee ? — tilth* ydar iBro 
I was out of work in two or three Frames ; I had eight Frames goirtg at thai tifnt» 
two or three of them had no workj I applied for work 16 what W* call ^"b;^* 
hbficr, which is a mafter ftockinger ^ he is one that gets his materials fi*om a hofitt, 
and he and his men work-^thetn up, and take the jgoods in, and receive itiontfy only 
for the working part. A bag-hofier is one who makes up his own materiaFs, add 
carries them to what we call the head holier, and generally fells them in what «re 
call the rough ftatc \ thofe men who aft ih fhis way Urfe generally Called bag- 

liofiers- 
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hoftcfs. I g^t work of one of thofe, becaufe I could not get work any where Edv^afd AtliH. 
elfe, and 1 was paid in grocery, fuch as foap, candles, bacon, tea, fugar, and a ^ . ^' 
number of different things ; 1 could not have work at' this place 6n any other 
condition than receiving goods for the work we did; 

Then the bag-hofier was a grocer at the fame time ? — ^Yes \ at one time,l thinb, 
f feid a reckoning of about three pounds and feverxj eight, nine, or ten fliilltngs, or 
thereabouts, and i had received foap, candles, and a number 6f different things t<i 
the amount of that, except a few pence, and he was unwtifitig to give me that, 
Hhd he recommended me fome herrings to make up the r*ft of the money ; aiid I 
am credibly informed that he has refakd even a halfpenny v^rh^tr there has been one 
dtfftfence.^ ITie next time I had a fetrfing with this perfbh, I hid juft ofte Oiilllhg 
<^y neceivt, after I had told him, and repeated the different articles which I f hougirt 
#e did waWi or were likely to want, for fome confiderable time, he was unwitting td 
give me that, and recommended his herrings another time, and \ took hettihgi 
tor that atnoont, fo that we fettled to a ferthitig. At ^nothdr time I received y. 
of this perfon to pay to a fociety for relief in fickncfs ; I did fo for feveral times % 
fchrt tiewever, to make tins good, I have a paper in my pocket of goods t^at I fold 
fo friy men, with different other things, to prove that 1 received thefe goods from 
him, and paid them to my different workmen. '; • 

Ybti te^efpoken of this treatment from one particular bag-^hofier, \i thi*pi%C'- 
tfce adopted by many hofiers, or only one or two? — In the firft place perliSipi it will 
Bethe beft way to mention whether it was fuppofed or not, that thefe giKxJsyere at 
jriHtgufer price,' there were numbers in our town,perhaps more than 1 00, wete receiving 
tteir wages from thiis fame perfon in this way, and people Were {^ diffatisficd \vith 
tMs, that there were little depredations made feveral nights \ in the nighl-timfe* a wits 
<tow or two of this perfon broke, and such things; after this' there were mote con- 
ftri^ies made than has ufually been ; one of thofe, whofe fiame was Stanhojpe, a fhop- 
kecpcr in our town, was refolved to fee into this affair, and know more par- 
•liculafly whether they received goods in equal Value to what they could for ready 
ittoifey ; he went to one of the workmen to thofe people, and got fome fugar fror^ 
him, and upon comparifon at another fliop it was judged twopence a pound worfe^ 
after this he took the old regular parifh cortftable, and they went to feveral (hops, 
^nd got famptes of fugar from them, and carried them to Mansfield before the 
magiftrates, and it wai judged there, that it was twopence a potind worfe than the 
other (hopkeepers charged, that is a proof that we were impofed on ; this caneafily 
be afcertained by the ftrongeft evidence j I will bring the perfon's name forward if 
it is required. After this I was out of work in another Frame, a different fort of 
a Frame; I went in confcquence of this to another bag-hofier ; work was very fcarce 
indeed, and I received articles much the fame as I bad before from that perfon; 
I received it rather in a different way, fori got a little flour of this perfon, but I could 
not obtain any from the firft. Aftera little time we loft all our Frames, and all 
our work, and were out of employment for a confiderable tin^e, as wdl as a great 
'many others in our town ; trade was very bad at that time indeed ; however I got 
at firft work from one of our neighbours, at what we call fecond-harid. 1 took a 
^Yrame and wwkcd ^n his aceoitint 1 he worked for another perfon, a bag-hofier, who 
^ived 2Ao«t a mite out of our town, arid then I received gdods again at a fecond- 
*hand. My matter received goods from this bag-iiofier, and I received from him. 
A Week or two after this I got employment from another neighbour at afecorid-hand, 
-the fame as b^n^iand I received goods a fourth time for my employment ; this 
1 had experienced in my own perfonal concerns, and would give oath of it before any 
body. It has been fo cckbibioq in our town to pay gogdi rnftead of money, that a 
number of my neighbours have been obliged to pay articles for articles, to pay fugar 
for drugs out of the drugpift's (hop \ and others have been obliged to pay fugar tcr 
drapery goods, and fuch thmgs, and exchangein that way numbers- of times. I was cre- 
dibly informed that oneperfoupaidhalf apound of tfnpenny fugar anda penny to 
have a tooth drawn ; ancf there 19 a credible neighbour of mine told me that he 
bad heard that the fexton bad been paid for digging a' grave with fugar and tea ; 
and before I came off*, knowing I had to give evidence upon thefe things, I a(ked 
this friend to inquire of the fexton whether this was a fed, the fexton helitated for 
a little time, on account of bringing into difcredit the perfon who paid thefe goods ; 
however he (aid at laft, J have received thefe articles Tepcatcdly— 1 Jtnow thefe tbings 
have, been paid to a great extent in this way.

. Do you know that it cxifts any where elieat all ? — It has been done ia Mansfield, 
in fome degree, arid confiderably at Skegby, and 1 believe in fome mealurc .at 
Nottingham. 

Bv the bag-hoficrs there? — I (hould fuppofe fb; but the Nottingham people can 
fay more .about that than I can. 

Are you aware that there is now a law that prohibits any maftcr paying his work- 
men in goods, except by the woikman'sown confent ? — They ule a method to evade 
that law. 1 beg to fay afcw words refpefting the Frame-rent ; the rent paid for lace- 
frames until the year 1805, was i j. 6^/. a frame per week; there then was not any very 
great inducement for perlons to buy Frames and let them out by the hire, who did 
not belong to the trade ; at that time an attempt was made by one or two houfes to 
j-educe the prices paid to the workmen, in coafcquence of a difpute between thcfe 
two houfes and another great houfe; fome little difference being paid in the price 
among the refpeftive houles, I was one chofen by the workmen to try if we could 
not remedy the impending evil, we confuhed the relpedlive parties, and found them 
inflcxibJes thefe two houfes that were about to reduce the prices faid that they would 
cither immediately reduce the price'of making net, or they would increal'e the Frame; 
rent; the djfterence to the workmen was confiderable; between the one and the 
other, they would fuffer lefs in the immediate operation of the thing by having the 
rent advanced, than the price of making net reduced. They chofe at that tiaie, as 
^ they thought, the leffer evil, but it lias turned out to be otherwife^ for imtuediately 

as the rent was raifed upon the per-centage laid out in Frames,, it induced almoft 
every perfon, who had got a little money, to lay it out in the purchafe of.Frames^ 
thefe Frames were placed in the hands of men who could get work for them at the 
warehoufes ; they were generally conftrained to pay an enormous rent, and then tbcy 
were compelled moft likely to buy of the perlons that let them the Francs, they 
butchers-meat, their grocery, or their clpthing j the encumbrance of ihefe Frames 
became entailed upon them ; if any deadnefs took place in the work they muftiakc 
it at a very reduced price, for fear of the .confequences that would faJl upon them 
from the perfon who bought the Frame j thus the evil has been daily increafing, tilU 
.inxonjundtion with the other evils crept into the trade, they have almoft cruflied 
it to atoms.

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Do you know any relation of the individual who has maie the payments defcribcd Edward Allen. 

in that. paper, who ceafed to buy goods of that individual, on account of their ^ 

being charged dearer than the market price? — Yes, he was his brother-in-law ; 
he told me they were charged fo extortionatcly hi^h, that he left off both working 
with him, and' every thing j and that he had nothing now to <lo with him ; he faid, 
he had him under his thumb twelve years, becaule he had a wife that was in a 
poor ftatb of health ; and he had borrowed fome money of him, and could not 
get at liberty till tWat time, which was a few weeks back, 

I undcrftood you to fay, that there are other perfons who pay in a variety of 
articles, but not in fo great a variety as this pcrfon to whom you allude ? — That 
is my meaning. 

Can you fay, that the perfons who are in the habit of paying their workmen in 
goods, charge thofe goods at a price higher than the ufual i>rice in the market ? — 
Yes, that is allowed by every body in Sutton. 

• Do you think that thefe payments in goods have rifen at all in any great degree, 
ffom the fcarcity of gold and filver coin? — No; I think it has been on account 
of their parting with their (hop goods rather than cafh, and at a higher price; 
becaufe 1 know that that perfon for whom I worked had plenty of calh, filver 
and copper, to a great amount ; ftill he paid in goods. 

How Jong has this pradice fubfifted, to your knowledge? — Several years. 

Have you fiid all you with to lay?— Yes, upon this fubjeft. I wifti to fay 
fomething about Colts, who arc perfons entering into the trade without having 
lerved an apprenticefliip ; I think this is an injury to our bufinefs on three or four 
accounts, and a ferious injury — firft, they fcldom make fo good workmen — fecond, 
they feidom keep their frames in good working order— thirdly, they generally take 
a great number of either Colts or apprentices, and as they are incapable of teach- 
ing them, it muft do a great mifchief to the trade. I have ndyfelf known 
fevcral of thofe who have gone to feek work in Nottingham and other pUces, and 
they have not been able to obtain work, for their ij^'ork is feidom fo good as thofe 
who have been brought up in the bufinefs ; they have often taken work at an 
under price, I know that to be a faA in many inftances ; this is one injury, and a 
great injury lam perfuaded in lowering the price of our labour. Another thing is, 
when thefe men attempt to teach others not having a fufficient knowledge of the bu- 
fincfe themfelves ; it cannot be expefted that they can make good workmen of thofe 
under them ; and it is filling our trade with inferior workmen. There has been acal- 
culation made of how many Colts, and fuch as were taught by Colts, are now m the 
trade in Nottinghamfhire, Derbyfliire, and Leicefterlhire, how far it is corre^ft I 
cannot exadlly fay ; but I had it from a Committee of Framework Knitters a few 
days before I came to London, and it was thought by them that two dtirds of the 
trade were either Colts, or fuch as have been taught by C6lts ; I cannot fay that u is 
faft ; it exceeds the number that I thought there was; but 1 know there are a great 
many. 

Do you know how the perfons called Colts are generally employed, whether in 
inferior work, or in the beft work ?— Generally in inferior woJ-k; they are not, I 
know, many of them, capable of doing the better work. 

Do you know whether any of thofe perfons, or a great proportion of thofe perfons, 
are employed in the manufafturc of articles which have been recomniended to be 
prohibited? — A great many are, I dare Ciy; but what number it is impafliblc for 
me to -fay : but inferior hands generally get inferior work, I know. 

Then is it not your opinion, that, if the inferior manufafhires, which have been 
recommended to be prohibited by fome of the Witnefles we have heard, were 
adually prohibit^ by law, that that would tend very much to leflcn the number 
of perfons called Colts, who are now employed in the trade?— It would, in fome 
rcfpefts. 

Is it your opinion, that, if a law were pafled to prevent perfons cxerciiing the 
firatnework knitting trade without having ferved an apprenticelhip, that it would 
throw out of employ nearly two thirds of the Framework Knitters of ttic counties 
of Nottingham, Derby, and Leicefter? — I think it has ne▼e^been iotendod to throw 
2£ky body out of work that are now in the trade, only ta prevent it in future. 

Can fingle-pre(s work be performed equally well by inferior workmen, or does it 
require men equally flcilled to perform that work as well as the doublc-prefs ? — It 
requires a better hand to work doubk than fingte.

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J. Collumhell JOHN COLLUM13ELL, called in, and Examined. 

WHERE do you refide, and what is your bufioefs ?— I live at Derby i I am a 
native of Derby ; I am a Framework Knitter. 

To what particular points do you wifli to fpeak ?— ^Principally to the plain filk 
branch. 

State what you think it material to inform tlie Committee of ?— It is not only 
the prayer of the Framework Knitters of the town and county of Derby to obtain a 
Bill in i^irtiament for their trade, but it is likewife the wifli of the Hofiers : I have 
converfed with nearly all of them upon the fubjeft, and they all agree in fayingi 
that It would be the bed poflSble thing they could imagine to end all difputcs 
between the hoficrs and the workmen. The -generality of hofiers in Derby and 
Derbylhire, are a body of very refpe(5bible men, and if they have impofed upon their 
workmen, they have only done it by a<5ting in their own defence; for they muft 
either manufadlurc goods after the fame method the fraudulent manufafturer does, 
or be completely driven out of the market. If a Bill for the regulation of the. trade 
were pafled, each bofier would then know that they were manuwifluring goods after 
an honed, fair, and general principle; that they would each be enabled to go to 
market with the fame advantage: on the other hand, the workman would know 
when he had finilhed his work that he Ihould be honeftly paid for it, and that would 
be a pleafing ftimulus to honeft induftry. Gentlemen, • the eyes of 30,000 indivi- 
duals are upon your condu£b; and ihould you, from the evidence you hear, think:- 
it neceflary that we (houJd have a regulating A^ for our trade, I have not the leafc 
doubt in my mind, chat you will do all in your povv«r to endeavour to prefs mod 
ftrenuoufly upon the Honourable Houfe of Commons the neceffity of fuch a Bill. 
Now I beg to begin with the regulations of the trade: The principal grievance 
imder which the plain branch labours, is by making what they call coarfe work on 
fine gauges : what I mean by a gauge in a frame, is the number of jacks in three 
inches ; a jack is a lever that has a finfcer attached to it ; a finker falls in about a 
pei-pendicular diredion, and gives the loop. A twenty-four-gauge frame would have 
twenty-four jacks in three inches, and a thirty -frame would have thirty jacks in three 
inches : now formerly it ufed to be the fyllem to make hofe according to, or very 
near, the gauge ; but latterly the workmen have been obliged to give fix or feven 
gauges. The breadth of a plain filk frame is gjcnerally about fifteen or fixteen inches; 
lb that the difference between a twenty-four-gauge and a thirty-giuge would be 
acording to the number of jacks \ thirty jacks in fifteen inches breadth, that would 
make ninety needles difference. Another thing is, on fine gauges you are obliged 
to work finer filk, in proportion to the gauge. The hofiers will always tell the work- 
men that the hofe is good for nothing without it is worked up to the gauge; 
therefore a man making a twenty-f >ur (locking on a twenty-four frame, would not 
have above two-thirds of the woik as on a thirty-frame. The hofiers have often 
compelled the workmen to put in a mark much fuperior to the work, gr no mark 
at all ; fo that when they offer them for fale the pjirchafer has no idea but that the 
hofisr has given a proper .price for making of tliem. Formerly, it was the cuftom 
of the trade to make hofe by fuch a number of courfes to tlie inch, and if that wa?^ 
to be eftabliflied again, it would be of no conlequence whether they made hofe of 
coarfe gauges or fine ones. I think that would be the mod honeft, juft, and 
equitable method that could be adopted. 

Do you wifli then that the workmen fliould be paid according to the number of 
courfes in an inch? — Yes; according to the fchedules that have been delivered in, 
it has been an old eftabliflied principle in the trade, that hofe Ihould be ict on with 
fuch a number of jacks ; and we wifli that to be eftabliflied again, which is fully 
explained on the fchedule 5 the workman has been very much impofed upon, by 
putting in extra work, fuch as extra-narrowings bindings, &c. which tends very 
much to diminifli his earnings, a remedy for which will be found in the fchedules. 
The next thing I wifli to fpeak tq is damp filk ; it is very often the cafe that work- 
men receive their (ilk out damp, I do nor attribute that fo much to the diflioneft 
principle of the hofiers ; they are generally obliged to deliver it out immediately after, 
receiving it from the dyers, and it generally comes from the dyers inadampftate; 
1 have often known it to lofe an once in a pound, which the workman has been made 
accountable for ; formerly it was the cuftom to make an allowance of four drams in 
a pound for what was called wafte ; what I mean by wafte is in winding and Working 
the filk % there is a great deal of wafte in winding, if the filk is bad, and the filk is 
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-much vfoxk now than it ufed to be, on atcount of thehofiers being more 'particular in % CoUmbi^ 



their work ; there is more wafte in working it in order to pick out thick or thin places u 
in the (ilk fo as to make the hofe more level, but it is the general cuftom now to make 
iio allowance whatever except, from a few hioufes. I wilh to fay. a few words refpeft ing 
thole pcifons who exercife the trade not having fervcd a regular apprenticefliip to 
it, whether male or female ; there cannot be a more pernicious or mifchievous practice 
than wl>at this is, it fpoils many agood gentleman's fervant ; and tends very much to 
ruin the trade. When a man has ferved a few years in a good place, and faved a little 
money, inftead of fcrving his mailer as long as he was able, he thinks he fliouid be 
more independent if he turns ftocking-malker. From the poverty of the ftocking 
makers a few pounds is a great inducement to them to teach fuch peiibns. After thejr 
think they have got fufficient knowledge of the motion of the frame, they will be- 
come nufter all at once, and work for a wareboufe, if pofliblc. Thefe men generally 
know very little of their trade, or the nature of a Stocking- Frame, and are often dil- 
trefled for want of work, for that reafon they will yeiy otten go to the warehoufes, 
and ofltr to work at reduced prices. If a good workman who has fervcd a legai appren- 
iticelhip takes in his work to a warehoufe, bis mafter will fay to him, T have hofe 
of the fame quality as yours made at fuch a price, which periiaps is sixpence a pair kfs 
then the proper price : Thefe men that have mjt fervcd a *rgular apprenticefliip to 
the trade by their enormous numbers fwell the trade to fuch a pitch that it makes 
it very difficult often for good workmen to get work. 

Whether a perfon who ferves a legal apprenticefliip to a perfon who is deno- 
minated a Cok, at the expiration of his apprenticefliip is himfelf deemed a Colt ? — 
Certainly not. 

But although he is not deemed a Colt, he is not conceived to be equally well 
acquainted witn the trade with a perfon who has ferved a regular apprenticefliip to 
a man who is not a Colt ?— He is not eAeemed fo ftilful a workman as a man who 
has ferved a regular apprenticefliip to a mafl:er who is a not a Colt. 

Then you do not ttiink that Colts can make their apprentices equally good work- 
men with thofe who have ferved a regular apprenticefliip? — 1 do not think 
thev can. 

Hence you conceive, that the praflice of admitting Colts into the trade is the 
means of increafing the number of bad workmen, and of injuring your trade ? — 
Exa^y lb. I with to explain more fully what I (aid refpe&ing work being made off 
fine gauges ; the old cftabliflied cuftom was, that hofe ftiould be fet on fuch a 
gMrnber of jacks, but fince the method has been to make what is termed coarfe 
nafe on fine Frames ; they would be too fmall for any body to wear, were they fet 
on a pioper number of jacks j to remedy this evil, the hofiers will offer you perhaps 
twof^ncc to put in four or eight jacks, and if that is not fufficient, they will fay, 
I will give you twopence more to put in a double quantity, perhaps fixtccn jacks, 
then it will become the exadV width with the fame fizcd filk, the fame number of 
courfes, as if they had paid for a fuperior quality, and by that means the workman 
is defrauded of from eightpcnce to one fliilling and fixpence per pair. It formerly 
was the cuftom to mark the hofe according to the Quality, fo that when a hofier 
offered his hofe for fale the purchafer generally knew the quality of it by the marks, 
but fince this fraudulent method has prevailed, they have obliged the workmen to 
put in what marks they liked, or no marks at all, fo that they would keep the 
purchafer in the dark, to enable tliemfelves to get what profit they thought proper, 
where they could. I wifli to fay a few woids on the taking apprentices; the 
number of apprentices that are taken in our branch is enormous; one reafon why it 
is fo, is from the trade being in fuch an impoveriflied ftate, that Framework 
Knitters having children to put out apprentice, are not enabled to put them to 
any thing elfe, though they may repent it all their lives. Within thc!e nine or ten 
years the fyftem* of taking apprentices at Derby, has been different, and it has 
brought more apprentices into the trade, bascaufcd more trouble to the parents of 
thofe apprentices^ and ruined the apprentices themfelves. Since provifions have 
been getting dearer, and the price of work is not raifed in proportion, ftocking. 
makers have been obliged to board their apprentices with their parents, becaufe 
what they earn would not pay them for their board. The fyftem on which an 
apprentice is taken is, that the mafter will allow the parents perhaps two fliillings 
per week, for the firft year, and raife them perhaps fixpence a week' in each 
lucc^ding year, till their apprenticefliip is out; if it happens that the parents of 
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.7. CoBimieff. thcfc approntices are very poor, and they only receiving fo finall a portion of money 
^ to maintain the boy with, they arc very often deftitute of fupport, fo that they are 
^ot able to work. Another thing, the boy by going backwards and forwards to his 
iineals, three or four rimes a day, his eye is attraded in the ftreet by every thing he 
*nieets, which often ftops hiin 00 the road paft his proper hour or returning to his 
*work4 when he finds that he has flopped paft his proper hour, if he has a (evere 
iitiafter, he does not go at all, and from little to great, he runs away. One or two 
magiftrates of Derby have informed me that fince this fyftem of taking apprentices 
<:ame up, they have had ten complaints refpefting apprentices, where they 
had only one before. 1 believe there was a law once, in which it was fpecified 
^hat no man fliould take above fuch a number of apprentices, I believe the number 
was twa 

Do you think that there arc more boys put apprentices in a declining ftate o fthe 
-"trade than in a profperous one ? — I do not think there is. 

Whether it is yOur opinion that if a law was pafied to reftrift the number of ap- 
prentices, it might not be attended with inconvenience to the trade when in a flpu- 
rrfliing ftate? — 1 think not, if there was a law for a mafter to take apprentices in 
.fM-oportion to the number of Frames which he employs. 
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JabM Green. JOHN GREEN called in, and Examined. 

T)0 you live at Nottingham and are you a Framework Knitter? — I am a Framc- 
.:work Knitter, and live at Nottingham. 

How many years have you been a Framework Knitter ?— Above fifty years I have 
, ^>een a Framework Knitter ; I have worked in all the branches. 

How long is it fince fingle-prefs cotton-lace has been worked?—^ think it may 
i)e fix or feven years, but I am not certain. 

What has been the effeft upon the trade of manufaduringfingle-prcfe cotton?—*! 
think it has been the ruin of the trade. 

Why has it been the ruin of the trade I — In a great meafure by b^ing fo bad an 
article. 

How has that injured the trade?— Double-prefs is an exceeding good article, 
<ingle-prcfs is not fingle-prefs ; when it is got up at firft it looks nearly as well as 
double-prels, a workman can hardly diftinguiOi them, but when it is wallied it \s 
good for nothing. - ' yr 

You mean to fay that a perfon having bought fingle-prefs hofe confiders himfelf as 
deceived ? — Moft afluredly, and I think they would not buy it again. 

Do you think it injures the trade by preventing the confumption of any lace of 
imy kind made at Nottingham? — ^That is my opinion; I am very clear on that 
iubjca. 

It that the general fentiment of bofiers and their workmen in or near Notting* 
ham ? — I believe it is. 

Can you mention any fraud which has been introduced that has tended to injure 
•the trade in general? — Yes, I can, I think it has been the fame in refped to twills 
^and knotted-work. 

Have the twills. and knotted-work been imitated in a fraudulent and defcfiivc 
manner?—! think fo by unprincipled men not making a good article. 

What effed has this had upon the trade as far as relates to twilled and knottcd- 
work ?— That there is not one Frame in two hundred employed that ufed to be. I 
jook upon the trade as ruined entirely. 

You have ftated that twilled and knotted-work has been made bad ? — Yes. 

And that there is very little of that work made now ? — Yes, very little ornonc at 

Has not there been fomc injury done to the knotted and twilled lyork by the 
, -change of faftiion? — Some trifling, but I think it is principally to maicing a bad 
articlle. 

In what does that inferiority confift?— Chiefly in making fingle cotton, and ttey 
<ven cut them out of pieces ; both worfted kiiots and twills are cut out of pie^t. 

This knotted and twilled work then has been made of fingle cotton has it? — Yes, 
a ereat deal of it hasj it ought to have been made of two threads. 

What 
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What 15 the effeft of making it of fmgle thread ?— It cannot be a quarter fo 
gokxl. 

It wont wear fo long ?— Wo it is impofliblc to wear fo long. 

THOMAS ALLSOP called in, and Examined, 

WHERE do you live ?— At Leiceftcr, \. T. AH/op. 

What bufinefs arc you ? — A Framework Knitter.; I. have worked in the trade 
fix teen years in plain cotton and plain worfted (lockings j I have witncffcd n\any 
.abufes in the trade, proceeding from diff;:i^ent fources. The firft fource of com- 
plaint I believe is Coking, I conceive the term coking has been fufficiently defcribe.d 
to be vnderftood by the Committee. In addition to what has been ftated by the 
former witnefles, I have to fay, that Colling has the above eiFeft in two particulars, 
firft it caufes a bad article to be made, becaufe it is evident that perfoqs who have 
not been regularly bred up in the trade cannot make fo good an article as thofe who 
have. There are however fome few exceptions to the general rule; I have known % 
perfon myfelf that has made a tolerable good hand at this furt of work that they 
have been bred to in the twelve months that they have been educated at it j but 
their knowledge of the trade in another defcription of work, though in the fame 
branch of trade, has been but fuperficiaL There is another fource from which Coking 
derives great caufe of mifchief to the trade in general ; and that is, that though they 
only are brought into the trade, educated for twelve months, they have a conceit in 
themfelves that their knowledge is as pcrfcft as thofe who have been regularly ap- 
prenticed for feven years : This defcription of perfons are in general needy chai^aftcr^ 
orpcrfons that would almoft do any thing fooner than fettle in that defcription of 
life which Providence has feemcd to point out to them ; for inftancc, I have beea 
told by a very rcfpedable farmer at Shamford near Hinckley, in Lcicefter(hirc» that 
it was almoft impoffible for farmers to get a fervant at any wages, becaufe young 
perfons have an idle conceit that nothing is preferable to liberty : this is what I 
conceive a falfe notion, and goes to (how, in my opinion, that the fyftem of Cok- 
ing, as it is praAifed in Leicefterfliire, is a great detriment to Agriculture^ 

We wifti to hear you as to what you conceive will injure the Framework knitting 
trade ? — Asit is impoffible for Colts to make fo good an article as thofe who. have 
been regularly ediKated, it naturally follows, that when thofe perfons have entered 
tnto the trade, they do not wi(h to leave it. In order to illuftrate what I have (aid, I 
beg to mention an inftance> which I know from my own obfervation, where a perfoA 
in Hifickley, who was an oftler, was determined to learn to wqrk in a Frame ; he 
applied to me to teach him; and I was determined not to teach him, but not 
wiihing to offend the man, I a£ked a fum which I was certain he w^uld not give, 
and thereby got rid of the application : the man however did learn, he worked at.the 
trade about two years, as near as I can recoiled, and. he never could get a fufficient 
knowledge of the trade to enable him to earn a living for his wife and children. 
The leafon that I afCgned for this is, becaufe I firmly oelieve, that the perfon who 
tau^t him was a Colt himfelf. Thefe perfons, when they work att he trade and have 
cot into it, it frequently happens that during the time of their learning they 
ucrifice almoft every thing they are worth to get a knowledge of it; this (hows that 
it requires a greater length of time to learn the trade than euheriMie or two years.

GRAVENOR IIENSON called in, and Examiaed. 

G. llcnson* WHAT business are you? — A Framework Knitter, und reside at Nottiugharo. 

State what information you have to give to the Committee. — First, with res[)ect to 
the staple part of oar business, that w bich I conceive there are most bands etupioyed 
,in, ihat is, in making plain work of worsted oi* woollen yarn : I shall first jspieak tD 
the making plain Stockings of worsted, the principal article of which stockings are at 
this time made, is extremely fraudulent, they being very generally made of what is 
termed single worsted ; that is, worsted spun of only one tliread. There are three species 
of worsted that is termed one thread, that is, single worsted ; worsted spun from two 
rovings, called two-roving worsted, that is, instead of being spun from one. spblq, it 
is spun from two spoles ; a spole is that in which a woman putp the wpol she spins : 
The next is three-roving worsted, which is spun in the same manner fi'om three spoles; 
tw o-roving worsted is a better material than sinj;le worsted, and three-roving worsted 
is a better material than that; this three roving worsted is frequently marked and 
^old, as being formed of three distinct threads, woollen properly twisted. The intro- 
duction of worsted spinning machinery has caused the worsted, spun from roviBg 
instead of thread, to be introduced; these roving worsteds, particularly the two- 
roving, are seldom a good material to make into plain stockings, there being 
extremely thin threads in them, succeeded by thick ones. There is also a material 
worked called lambs w ool, this is generally formed of threads, though it is not a good 
material ; I do not know of its ever havintj been made a fraudulent one. There is a 
material difference between making worsted into plain pieces and making theoi mtp 
Tvhat is termed German ribbed pieces ; what I mean by German ribs, are, ribs awide 
with one loop behind the other, consequently the work is doubled, though I have 
seen single woi-sted made into this kind of work ; it requires a considerable iquantity 
.of mending by the hand after it is finished by thei workman. I haye seen great heaps 
of it, when wouikI upon bobbins, thrown away by the side of thp woman w^hen wind- 
ing, she having taking out the thin pieces ; I have seen workmen compelled to ^>lice 
threads into the work two or three tihies- in one conrse, though with three thtomi 
'Woreted that operation wonW seldom or neVer occur ; the articles, I conoeive, so 
made, would not possibly wear. Framework should always -be made with ^a good 
-material, because it is much unlike cloth ; being worn as an elastic article, consequenti^ 
.in pulling on and off every part of it is stretched, and the weak places natucally 
'burst. SiUi^fle worsted is also made into Berlin or double lap warp ; this is usually 
termed Barbers Patent The defects of single worsted arc more injunousrto 
the work in this branch than in some of the others ; in Uiis work every oeedle 
has a distinct thread, which goes through a conductor, called a gukie, as the 
•machine works, which conducts the thread to the needles ; it moves backwards «nd 
forwards on tlie worsted, therefoie, if there are any defective places in the thread 
it raises them up, and frequently leaves only one-sixth part of the thread to 
be looped upon tho needle and frequently breaks, which requires mending. Tbeve 
is also another article made double looped, to which three rowing worsted may be 
well applied, that is what is generally termed double loop plain work ; this is made 
with two threads looped at once through single worsted ; even in this, which is the 
be.st.\\ay thcit it can possibly be made in to hide its defects, is a bad material. Stock- 
ings are also made still more fraudulent, by being made of this bad material, and cut 
out of pieces ; there is a great difference between stockings cut up and other articles, 
such as waistcoat* and breeches pieces, &c. being cut out, particularly in worsted. 
Stockinga are in general made when cut up to look as neat as possible, and to resemble 
those made with selvages ; there are instances in which that is not the case, The^e 
stockings being sewed near to the selvage are very unsound ; taylors, when making 
breeches or pantaloons, sew them at a considerable distance from the selvage. Ther^e 
is another reason why worsted framework, made into stockings, is a considerable wor^e 
article than when made into breeches pieces, which adds materially to their defects; 
worsted pieces are generally milled, though not so much as cloth ; this mstkes them 
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much firmer ; stockings arc never milled, for people would not buy them in that state. G. Hcnson. 
7'here arc aiso some regulations wanting in the nraking of worsted stockings, respect- 
ing the sizes and the quality, particularly in the fashioning of them, as in many in- 
stances they are not properly narrowed, and the detect is hid by the leg-boards mak- 
ing them into a pro|)cr shape. 

The next thing I would advert to is plain Cotton Hose. Cotton hose has now be- 
come to be made pretty generally of single cotton, though not to such an extent as 
worsted; single cotton has always been considered a bad material. Two-needle hose,' 
Or cotton hose, are also' cut out of pieces, though this is not very general ; the greater 
part of the complaint is, tliat they do not form them properly in the feet; the articles 
are ancle socks, sandals, and some few articles made short, not coming above the 
calf; th^se are principally termed Spiders; what I mean by spiders, is where they are 
filled with eyelet holes by a machine; these are made three, four, five, and six at a 
time, with proper loop selvages down the hinder part of the stocking, and the heels 
are rounded with srissars ; they arc cut up between the instep and the heel, instead 
of being made with two selvages, as in coinmon stockings. They are made with round 
feet, and the toe ends are cut into form : this is a very bad method, and is generally 
considered so, of making tliese articles. I lose could be made with a profusion of or- 
naments extremely cheap, of this quality ; it might become a staple article of our 
trade if they were made good and proper. 

The next thing I would adveit to is cut-up Gloves. About the year 1 798 or 1 799, 
there was a very extensive tiade in Nottingham, of making silk and cotton gloves ; 
I shall chiefly confine myself in this part of my evidence to cut-up gloves. There was 
a very great call for cotton gloves, as v\^ll as silk gloves, at that period ; the gloves 
were made domi the arms in one solid piece, they were then divided for the insertion 
of the thumb ; the fingers were 'd^^dkn divided into seven parts. At first the threads to 
form the fingers were laid by the hand ; this w-as a tedious and slow method. Machines 
M-ere then used for the laying of these threads, by which means they could lay the 
tvhole numberof threads nearly as quick as otie ; by this means the workmen made 
them considerably cheaper, and other persons at tiiis time made them, cutting them 
wholly out of pieces: cut-up gloves must be natumlly fraudulent for tiie reasons 
I have before assigned, that they must be seamed very close to the selvage, as from 
tiie body of the gloves there must be taken four fingers, consequently there cannot be 
much room to take in much upon the seam. Since then cotton gloves have been made 
iipon a considerably improved principle, they have madfe them four, five, and six at 
.a time; they have had as many thread carriers as gloves, and as many slurcocks, that 
fe, an instrument with whicia the jacks are drove down, as gloves ; if it were not to have 
as many of those shircocks as gloves, it would take as much tim« to draw every glove, 
that is to say, if there were three gloves made, it would take three times the tiorie it 
— iitoes now to make one glove. The thumb is still inserted in the cut-up, and the fingers 
also are cut ; therefore the gloves, though better in the arm, are still made fraudulent la 
the fingers, therefore the machhies hitherto invented are become useless. It is the 
t)pinion of the ^workmen, that if these machines could be employed it would not 
make above three- pence a pair difference. I do not think tliat any other people, stock- 
ing-uiakers, in that case could make good goods equal with us, as foreigners are ex- 
trenDCly deficient in the knowledge of our machinery, though they might make cut-up 
gloves with very great facility, there being no skill necessary in making up these or 
any other kind of cut-up articles. To illustrate this, I could teach a man to make pieces 
in two months, but I could not teach him to make stockings properly in two years. I 
would beg leave to state further respecting this kind of spider stockings, that if labour 
was divided, that is, by making one part of the hose upon one frame and anotlier 
bpon another, they might be made to come extremely cheap, though the cut-up totally 
prevents aft improvements of that kind : wherever cut-ups appear, every kind of 
division of labour is entirely lost. There is another injury particularly in the double 
loop warp and the German rib, which I had forgot, which rests priricipally with the 
master or undertaker, and the hosier or employer ; this is, when the pieces are made 
from the frame, the master stretches them frequently two or three yards, consequently 
he is ail ways endeavouring to procure as great a length from his workmen as he can to 
hide the fraud. Double-lap warp is constructed different fiom any other kind of frame* 
work ; plain and ribbed pieces stretch in width, double-lap warp stretches only in 
length, therefore the workmen and the hosiers wish that the rack should be applied to 
the making of double-lap warp pieces ; by that means the workmen would work by 
ihe-number of courses, and the master could not possibly be defrauded, and th« 
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G. Ilemcn. article injured. Gcimaii rib also is of two qualities, that is, German rib proper, and 
German cord. German rib proper has one regular loopmg with the frame, and the 
otiier with the machine needle. German cord is usually two or more frame needles to 
a machhie needle. The workmen also,as well as the masters, wish the Rack to be applied 
to this work, also in counting the courses. Worsted stockings also are made of 
various kinds and sizes, as it regards the workmen, though they Bce nominally 
tlic same; this frequently relates to diflfcrent places, where the manufactory is^ 
carried on, as in^ some parts of- I-reiccstei-shire it differs materially from Scotland ; 
tlierefoi-e, we propose that worsted work should be regulated according to a sche- 
dule, the same as plain silk ;. that the sizes may be made alter a given deno- 
mination, and according to tlie regular esiablished rules of the trade, that a workman 
may know, when work is given to liim, what quantity of labour is required. The next 
article that I shall advert to is plain silk Gloves; these have entirely or nearly lost all 
their qualities. Formerly various qualities were made, such as Slights 23, 24, and 26; 
now scarcely any tiling but slights arc made. They used formerly to be narrowed or 
shaped down tlie arm ; now they have scarcely ever any fashion ever put into them, 
tliough there arc nearly as many courses in those termed Slights, as there used to be in 
24, and in some casts even in 26 quality : the plain silk gloves upon this account, not 
having sufficient fashion as I conceive, arc materially gone off. 1 shall now endeavour 
to advert a little to plain silk hose, more particularly to the ornamental part. The or- 
namental part of hose was originally paid for by the number of eyelet holes tlrnt the 
cloth, or what was technically shammy shape, was wide ; that is, they usually gave a 
penny per run. I do not know that ever this rule has been departed from, but the or- 
nament was carried fuitlier than the top of the heel ; tliat is, it was split into two parts 
nearly equal, one-half was taken down the heel : and the other down the instep, these 
shammies were mostly made by three courses dmvn the clock of the stocking, but 
when arrived at the heels and instep they were made with four courses. When tbey had 
finished the ornament of the heels they were usually then ornamented with six courses ; 
it was usual to pay the workmen for all ornament tliat was made after they bad finished 
tlieir heels, and also to pay them for what ornament they made in the foot bottom. 
This was frequently a ground of dispute between the workman and his employer what 
tourses they should be done by below the instep, and how far they should be taken 
for a given sum of money, to remedy which, some Manufactm*ers adopted a resolution 
of paying the workmen by the number of holes that they made : this method gave great 
satisfiiction on botfi sides, and this method we could wish to be universally adopted in 
making of all ornaments. It was also, as I am informed by very aged men in the trade, 
in the beginning of His present Majesty's reign^ and I have heard my father freqoeotlj 
speak of it as a very general rule, tf^ make silk stockings, according to the qualities, by 
the regular number of courses ; those for 24 quality they made 40 courses to the 
inch ; in 26 quality 48, and iii 28 quality 56 : this was a general established rule for 
quality, and whilst it w as adopted, the workmen and their masters cdways aijteed. 
The number of courses in a stocking can be as easily ascertained as the quantity of 
tlireads thrown in muslin, or any other article by tlie loom ; there ape maoulacturers 
at tlie present day, who regulate the qualities of their work by that very method, and 
Jhey and tiieir workmen usually carry on their business in harmony ; on the otba: 
hand,, where there are no i^gular datas for the quality, I have, seen 2S hol^ that 
h^s liad no more courses in them to the inch Uian a 24 quality ; working for different 
masters, this is a continual source of dispute: on the other hand, particularly in 
the cotton work, there arc little or no datas for the width tliat stockings should be 
made. I hold in my hand a statement from various i>arts of Nottinghamshire and 
Derbyshire, of the cjuantity of jacks, or of needles, set on for tlie same nominal sizes* 
I found that one frame was making tliem with92 jacks, or 184 needles; another 
w as making them with 1 1 8 jacks, or 236 needles, consequenUv there was a difference 
of 52 needles, 'equal to 6 and a half sizes in that quality of work, and the 
same price ^vas paid for each : there is also the same variation in every quality 
and work of the same degree and size, though not to so considerable an extent, 
and varying ifrom one and a half to six and a half sizes in plain silk work. I'here 
has been some variation, but not to a very great extent; the diflerence in the 
number of courses required for a quality, are equally tlie same as in plain 
silk; I might also say, that there 13 no such thing as aquali^ being observed; 
tor instance, a 32 stocking have frequently as many courses in them as a 36 
stocking, though the difference in tlie labour to the workmen is equivalent to foiu^ 
pence a pair. Th$re b also anodier ^serious cause of grievance to the tmKD^ed^ 
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woikmen by HGft making the hose in the finer gauges of a proper fashion. It i^ usual in q^ Ilc/wm, 

«U stockings above 30 ^Magp, to narrow tli^m upon the selvage by shifting three \ s ^^ ■ * 

gtitches, and narrowing one ncedje ; these are frequently narrowed two at a time ; the 
workman is reduced more than an adequate proportion for tliat deficiency, and the 
iiarrowings are now made difierent to what they used to be. Formerly they used to 
abift them loop by loop w ith tqe working needle, now they are shifted three at a tune 
by what is termed Ticklers, consequently there is not a great degree of less labour ; tlic 
jfttocking havii;^ a loop shifted at a distance frpm the selvage, looks much handsomer 
than those that are narrowed upon the selvage, consequently there is a deficiency in 
point of beauty to the wearer. The next thing I would advert to is the making of 
•ilk knotted 'Stockings ; th^se are made two ways, one wiili the feet made the same as 
the Iqgi being knotted, tlie other is made with plain feet ; womens stockings are all 
iBade with knotted or round feet; mens stockings used formerly to be made always 
with plain feet Since the decay of the l^ce trad^, fiames have been introduced to make 
knotted stockings much wider tlian they were before ; the usual width of knotted 
fraoies was 30 inches, they are now made 32, 34^ and 36 inches, to which is fre- 
quently added Iwo extra gauges These frames are applied to the making of mens, and 
outHgixe mens, with knptted round feet, for which the workman frequently does not 
get an adequate allowance, Uiere being no schedule specified by w hich other 
manufacturers, who make them from 30 frames, can know what price is given for 
them, aod si^ knotted ^tocking^ have always been made with a regular number 
of courses; though the number varies between making them, one and one, 
and making them ribbed stockings, the principiEil defect and the loss of the 
two-aeedie knots arose from the making tlic stockings with too few number 
of courses, ^nseq^qntly they were too narrow. If this evil should ever get into 
the silk. laK)tted branch, tlie consequence «iight be tl>e same, therefore the silk 
kootted workmen request that the number of courses, an inch of the frame, should be 
specified according to tbe rules tliat have been adopted from the invention of tliat 
epecies of Fraoiework Knitting. Time is no more striking evidence of the nun^jrous 
etiects arising from the making the hose lengthways, with a certain nuniber of courses, 
than what wose upon the loss of the twills ; these twilled hose were usually made 
upoa the same priiKriple as the kw>ts, with a well understood certain number of courses. 
There never wa* a large quantity of twilled ailk hose made; they were principally 
ipade of silk and cotton. Nothing was so frequent in the manufactoiy as to take the 
established nun^ber of coursea, end reduce the price of the workman ; the hose being 
then too narrow were stretched by the trimmer upon leg-board§. Twills are not a very 
aiastic article ; when they came . to be. pulled upon the leg, being made too small, tliey 
bursted-: added to which they were cut up, and also made with single cotton. There 
was frequenfly in the number of 208, forty taken out ; this was at first remedied by 
makiog them what is termed slack or making the loops longer ; this was very percep- 
tible by the.purch^er, and they ipadc them of the usual tightness, and made tlie size 
by the 1^-board. The same method^'were also pursued of making the machine hose 
too^mall in theMarps, and stretching them out upon the leg-boards. Warped stockings 
Jbpjve little or 90 elasticity ; I mean plam warps. Plain warp stockings of no descrip- 
tion c«^n be ^b^ped on the frame, as tliere is a thread to every needle; there are no 
warp stockings made upon that principle at the present day ; I do not know that there 
are an^' warps upon any principle. There is an article tiiat is specified in princi- 
ple, nesembling twills, made at the present time ; these are called Mesh, though they 
arenpt reckoned so handsome, as the twills vary in this respect fi'om the mesh, they 
•are finer. The twills are visibly silk and cotton ; the mesh arie all silk on the outside, 
and are frequently mistaken for silk knotted stockings. These mesh have not been 
miade by the ti'ue number of courses, the same as tlie knots ; they are too frequently 
made, with a smaller numl)€r of courses, consequently wliea washed they become too 
narrow, though they arc w ell calculated for a cheap article, the inside being made of 
cotton, and the outside of silk : if these therefore were made with a proper number 
of courses generally, there is no doubt but what tliere would be a great demand for 
thtmi in the market It has been the peculiar misfortune in the various machines in- 
v^ited in oui' biteine$s, tl^at they have been rendered nearly uiseless by frwds being 
practised with tl^m. 

1 would next advert tp Two Plain Net ; this wjas the first imitation of lace in our 
manufeictiire. , Two pl^n net is wiade with a different macliine from any other kind of 
a^t ; this jm^i^iw is the i^me as tii^ spider net macliine, it only removes the loops 
miik loatefi a.^p^ie» of ftjekt bole?, tlierefore it is loose and has never been aa 
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O. liaison, article much in request ; it has only one quality that has ever sold it, it can be onta- 

^^ ' ■ '*' ■ ^ ^ mented by its mesh on the frame. The next article I would speak to is Square Net; 

this is naade from the same machine as the knotted stocking is ; this is a very sound 
and gopd article, but not adapted to lace : it is usually made into mitts, and sucli 
like articles ; I mention them only for the purpose that the workmen making that 
kind of work, wished to be paid by the count or rack. The next is Point Net Lace, 
and I have little to say upon that subject, as it has been already dwelt upon in the 
evidence before me. Common lace, I remember well, was attempted to be made single 
press before the materials could be made fine enough to make double press ; I was 
one of the first workmen I believe that made double, pi'ess point lace; single press 
could never I believe be sold twice. When double press wa« introduced into the 
trade, tliere was immediately, and almost instantaneously, a large quantity of 
hands employed on it. The difficulty of spinning the material I understand was 
extreme, as the cotton twist that is worked was from ten to fifteen guineas a pound. 
I believe that cotton spinning has so far improved that tlie same can be afforded 
now' for between three and four pounds per pound weight; if I remember right the 
cotton twist that I first worked, which was ten guineas per poundi was from 
N** 120 to N* 130, according to the denomination of the twist of the cotton 
spinners. Sometime after, when I made extreme fine point lace, I worked 
N* 148 and N** 150, which I understood was fifteen guineas per pound; this is 
now somewhere upwards of four pounds ; that is owing to the improvements in the 
machinery in spinning cotton thread* I have always understood, both fi-om the 
Cotton Spinners and from the Lace Manufacturers, that the spinning of point and 
warp lace cotton was the highest perfection of cotton spinning ; and I have been given 
' to understand, that the loss of the point lace trade has been a great Joss to those 
persons who laid out their capital in cotton machinery calculated to spin extremely 
fine cotton. Single press cotton is made from a much coarser or thicker material than 
double press cotton ; the difference in price between double press cotton and single 
press cotton arises from this cause : as there is only one-third difference to the work- 
man between making double press and single press, double press at the present day 
is much worse work to the workman than single press is, that is, he could not earn so 
much money per week. I have been informed by the Lace Manufacturers, that they 
have endeavoured to introduce double press cotton, but they never oould sell it to the 
merchants for any moi-e than single press cotton, because all cotton lace had lost its 
reputation. A manufacturer informed me bat a fortnight ago, that he had a consi<Jer- 
able quantity of double press lace on hand, and he was selling it at the same price as 
the single press ; though the merchant knew it to be double press, he could get no 
more for it. There are very few frames employed now in making of point net lace, 
and it is the general opinion that there will soon be none. 

I will next advert to Warp Lace. There is a great variety of different kinds of warp 
lace made, some having four times the labour in it as others ; these are ten-course 
hole made, and two-course hole made; what I mean by so many course holes is^ the 
number of loopings the workmen have to complete a hole ; the more pressings there 
is to a hole in warp lace, the firmer the article is, and the least liable to lose its fonn 
in washing. Warp lace, from the nature of the principle upon which it is worked, 
can make a harder twisted material than what the point frame can ; warp lace haS not 
been long invented, I think it was invented in the year 1 804. At that time the lace 
was principally made of silk, which was extremely fine ; afterwards it was 
made of cotton; it was made much finer than the point will make it This 
was generally made with six courses to the hole, though a considerable quantity was 
made with eight courses to the hole. Warp lace made with six or eight courses to the 
hole, if made of two-thread cotton material, is a good article ; they then gradually go 
down to four courses to the hole, and lastiy they degenerated to two courses to the 
hole. This two-course hole is made by lapping four times and pressing twice to the 
hole ; tills when stretched out in what is termed the getting-up frame, has the hand- 
somest appearance of any kind of machine lace made, though when washed it runs 
up, and frequently appears like cloth. The warp lace frame is calculated to carry im- 
provements in lace to ^ very great extent, joined to which, it can be made very clieap. 
Upon the best principle, the very best lace can be omde forty-four inches wide, aiid 
a yard long material, and all for about 28^* that is the ver^ best article that tax\ be 
made, and it is very littie inferior to fweign lace ; the only difference is, foreign lace 
is made of thread, and this is made of cotton : the workmen are positive they couid 
work Uiread if their masters would give them thread to make in 'that bmnch of bu^- 

ness. 
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ness. 'It is impossible to say to what extent the warp machine may be employed in G. Ihnsoit. 

' making of lace, though they will all be rendered of more effect in making white laces, ^- ^/ 

if two-course hole is made, as it is impossible for any but a very good judge, and he 
must frequently liave a glass to detect the fraud before washing. When single cotton 
Is worked into any kind of lace, it is extremely difficult to ascertain it without a micro- 
scope ; warp silk lace has been attempted to be made fraudulent, but it is extremely 
<lifficult to make any article of silk fraudulent, as unless silk has workmanship in it, 
it being of a pliable nature, it naturally shows its defects ; joined to which, silk ii» 
scarcely ever what we term a bad material ; silk is frequently very irregular in its size, 
but it has few or no weak places hi it, therefore the manufacture of silk lace has 
never been injured by being either made fraudulent in respect to its materials or in its 
principle. With regard to what has been formerly said by several of the Witnesses, with 
respect to single press lace, single press I believe is never made into what is termed lace, 
strictly speaking, it is usually made into mitts and gloves ; it has a handsome appearance, 
there is no fraud in them, as no person can possibly be deceived by them. A mitt that ii 
made of single press, and is intended to be made 30 inches long when sold, it runs up from 
the opei'atiort in making,' that it is not above 6 inches long, therefore there is no fraud, 
every person knows what article it is ; I never knew them to be stiffened with gum. 
Single press is also inserted as an ornament in making of double press lace sleeves, it 
is made into what is termed bracelets ; it is usually put in that part which comes to 
-the wrist, and when it is put into that kind of work it is not made into holes, as lace, 
but has ttie appearance of plain work, and adds greatly to the ornament. of that kind 
• of article. The welt both at the top of the rim in mitts, and also in the hands, is made 
of the same single press, therefore what regards single press, does not in the least 
Apply to silk. '

GRAVENOR HENSON, again called in, and Examined. 

. THE particular points I wish now to state, are the nature of the Twist Lace, which 

ts new invented, made by a machine, and Fleecy Hosiery. With respect to twist lace, 

it has been the unwearied application of a number of the most ingenious mechanics 

.in Nottinghamshire to make this twist lace, and hitherto it is thought to be 

almost an impossibility. All the sorts of lace made by a machine are looped, this 

,is twisted, but still this lace, though equal in every respect to that made by hand, 

is liable to be mistaken for two-com'se hole warp or single press ; the reason 

is, because all lace made with a machine, when sold in breadths, is cut, therefore 

jail cut lace is supposed by the consumers to be bad, as they cannot distinguish the 

.'twist lace from two-coiM^ hole or single press, all being cut alike. With respect 

to fleecy hosiery; this is an invention that lines framework with wool, this also has 

.been made fraudulent In fleecy hosiery, the wool i» laid on every other course, but 

i$ome persons haw laid the wool on every third, and some every fourth course. 

Pleecy hosiery, when done with two courses, if great care is not taken, is apt to form 

.into lumps in washing; this being fleeced by three courses, wiir almost invariably 

fall into lumps, which destroys the effect of the warmth of the fleecy : even cotton 

'wool has been used in articles of this description, but from the shortness of the staple 

it could seldom or ever be made fast; there are very few branches of our business 

which are not at the present time made fraudulent I think if fleecy hosiery is to be 

retained in the trade, it can be made no otherwise but in every other course, as it is 

€;xtremely fraudulent if made by three courses, and improper for the purpose for 

.which it is required ; there is only one manufacturer who makes it to a considerable 

extent, the original patentee ; he is desirous that it should be limited to making it 

.every other course. I shall only beg leave to say a few more words uf)on this part 

pf the case, as far as regards our manufactory in foreign countries. The revolution 

in France was a considerable advantage to our manufactory ; as the great seat almost 

of the French stocking manufactory was at Lyons, the greater part of those frames 

during the troubles were destroyed. The French frames and the workmen are much 

. inferior^ a^ ^ as respects spoed. I should think an Englishman wpuld be able to 
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,G. Hermn. make one-third more in a day : tlie French are by ao means bad workmen, ^ but they 



v. 



are extremely bad mechanics ; few French stocking-makers know how to alter thtsr 
. frames. They have made some little [>rogress in the making of point oet lace, they 
can also spin cotton sufficiently fine to make fine cotton hosfe, but I hare aewsr 
heard yet oftheii' making any cut-ups, on the contrary, the French cotton bom 9m 
full as well fashioned, as it respects narrowings and bindings. It would be a great 
advantHge to France, and also many other places on the Continent wher^e framworic 
is carried on, if hose w^re generally worn cut out of pieces, as they could aoonor 
, rival us in tlmt o^anufactory than in fashioning of thorn properly, k requiring Uttle 
or no skill in the workman to make hose after that maqner. With respect to kce, 
I do not suppose that the French are likely, for a long series of time, to rivai 0910 
making lace on a proper principle ; there are three obstacles in the way* Fnt, tiieir 
not being able to make machines proper for double press lace ; a frame may be vety . 
inferior to make sin^e press lace, but it requires incite skill, both in the fabrication 
of the frame, and the putting it together^ which is called setting-up, to make at fit 
for double press. Secondly, in obtaining workmen tp work such frames ; a workman 
might be taught from a plain frame to make sif^e press in a few days ; but to teach 
him to make double press is a work of time ; it requires a very good workmaa indeed 
to make double press, and he must well understand the nature of madiinery to keep 
his frame in order : but in single press, far less skill is necessary. The third reasoir 
is, that lace ,cotton is the very perfection of cotton spinning in this country, and 
therefore, the French not being so well acquainted with the nature of cotton spinning, 
are npt likely soon to rival us ; the finer the cotton is made, very much increases the 
difficulty of making it, and also the price. The French and other foreigners may in 
a very short time spin what is called Spider Cotton,, of which shigle press is made; 
the making of cotton lace is a new improvement, cotton lace has not been made above 
six years in this country; .it is the general opinion, that it can be so much improved, 
particularly in tlie warp lace frames, that it will rival the French manufactory by 
the hand. The spider cotton, fit foi' single press lace, is sixteen shillings a pound ; 
the cotton fit for double press lace is ^. 2. 12^. a pound ; I mean when the lace is 
made of the same ^ize hole and mesh. 

What is the real value of the frames that are used in the single press lace, and 
double press lace ? — The san^e frame makes both kinds of work ;. when the fi-ames 
were originally made, they were made to make double press ; I never knew a fr^me 
ihade purposely to make single pr^ss, unless it was in the early part of the manu,- 
factory, before double press was invented. 

What would be the relative value of a frame made solely for single press, and a 
frame made for double press?— ^ur workmen are so extreipely perfect in their 
business, tliat it would be difficult for them to make a frame on a bad principle. I 
merely spoke that frames might be made on a mudi worse principle to make single 
press^ than to make double press ; but not having ever known frames so made, I can- 
not speak to that. Respecting frame rent; with respect to the rent of plain frames, 
the exorbitancy has never been so great as in machine frames, though the workmen 
have always thought the rent of the frames too high; the workmen, even when they 
are etinted, are usually charged the whole rent; and frames have been constantly 
introduced into the trade to run each other out, that is, finer frames have been 
jnade to supersede coaiso ones, which has completely over-stocked the business 
.with workmen. . Few persoiis who rent frames of the hosiers, or who rent them of 
other persons, will let fran>es stand still when they have rent to pay for them. Tliie 
hosier, when he has employ for his frame, usually charges rent to the undertaker, 
or master stocking-maker, and charges him rent whether he has a workman to the 
frame or not. It may be satisfactory to the Committee to state, that there arc four 
.descriptions of persons concerned in the stocking-making business : fii-st, the mer- 
tli^nt, who buys from the hosier and sells to the shopkeepers ; the next is thi5 
liosier, he is the person who employs the workmen and finds the material ; the third 
is the master stocking-maker, who receives the material from, and is employed by 
the hosier: he delivers out that material to the apprentices and journeymen, who are 
the Framework KnittcrB. The master Stockinger renting a frame of the hosier, or any 
other person, is extremely anxious to obtain a workman to it, and either obtains what is 
termed a Colt, or takes a greater number of apprentices than hecan possibly instruct. This 
is a great disadvantage indeed to the manufactory, particularly when trade is bad, as 
5uch masters must obtain work for those apprentices at almost any price; such ap;- 
ffrentices being frequently deficient in poiot hi workmanship, they add quality, size, 
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and ornament, to make up for such deficiency of workmanship. With re- G. Henson. 
-$pect to lace-frame rent; it has been very exorbitant indeed, and a number 
of persons slill receive such exorbitant frame-rent: frames, besides paying full interest 
f«r the money laid out in their purchase, adding the remaining money for repairs, 
have cleared themselves in the course of nine years; consequenlly a man has re- 
ceived full interest for his money, and cleared his frame at the end of nine years. 
I have known frames go thirteen years with little or no repair; it is very usual for the 
workmen to pay for small repairs to the frames, I usually did ; with respect to larger 
-repairs for frames, it was frequently owing to the defect of the workmen and the 
iiramesmith or setter-up. When the trade is very brisk, the frames have been made in 
-a very imperfect manner ; the greater part of the lace-frames of the quality and 
width they used to work seven or eight years since, now lie totally unemployed, 
•being suj)erseded by the frames introduced by speculative persons who make a 
profit of frames, and who are in general unconnected with the business : the reason 
of this is, that the new frames make wider lace pieces than those that were narrower, 
and the workmen can make better wages by working the new frames ; but this is 
not generally the case ; this has caused a number of manufacturers of lace to come 
4jnto the J:rade who have no stake of capital in it, and these usually make the most 
fraudulent work, as in case the manufactory suits them for a little time, they caa 
make a considerable sum of money by these frauds,, and can leave the business 
without loss or detriment to themselves. It is otherwise with the principal manu- 
facturers; if the trade is injured, theyl*ave several thousand pounds in frames, which 
lie dead upon their hands, and become of little value ; therefore they always en- 
deavoured, by every means in their power, to prevent frauds, and cause the manu- 
factory to be respectable. 

What remedies do you propose for this ? — ^The remedy which I should propose, 
would be to lower the rent of frames so much, that the holder of frames should 
receive 5 per cent, for his money, and as much as would pay the repairs of the frame, 
and no more ; 1 think xuyself, that about 8 per cent would do that, if the manufactory 
was brought under proper regulations. I think if single press lace and two-course 
hole were prohibited, the workmen, having full employ, might in some respects control 
-the rent of their frifnes ; but frame-rent is much uniike all other things, it has been 
invariably fixed in the manufactory, by a regulation of the manufacturer. 

Whether of late years there have not been many great improvements made in tlie 
construction of frames? — There certainly have been very great improvements made 
in the construction of frames. 

Whether it is not your opinion that any restriction on framework would check any 
iiirther improvement r — I do not conceive that to be the case. 

You have mentioned that frames made eight years ago are now unemployed ; sup- 
posing frame-rent were restricted to pay only 5 per cent, to the owner of the frame, 
tvould not the frameworker in such case have suffered a material loss ? — Those who 
bad them eight years ago would be materially gainers, because those frames now 
jnostly stand still. 

' Then that must be under the supposition that no improvement in the frame would 
have taken place ? — What I mean by improvements in the frame, are these ; theie 
-certainly is more skill iti the setting up, to make a wide frame or a fine frame, than a 
narrow and a coarse one ; but I do not conceive that wide or fine frames are a material 
advantage to the manufactory, nay in some instances they are a disadvantage, as wide 
frames, as I before stated, frequently make worse work. 

I understand jou to say that workmen could make better wages in the new firames, 
ftian in those that were in use eight years ago ; do not they then look upon these new 
frames as being upon an improved construction ?— No, not in the least upon a better 
construction ; but they can make more work upon the same fiame, and when those 
wide firames \vere made, the price was better than it is now, particularly in majiing of 
<otton hose. 

But, in fact, do not the workmen prefer the new frames to the old ones ? — They do ; 
and the reason for that is, that th^ masters will sooner employ a wide and a fine frame 
than they will a narrow and coarse frame, because there is less waste in the lace. 

Have not there been such changes in tlie trade, and such improvements in the frames, 
as to place the property of the fi'ame owner at hazard in such a degree, as to entitle the 
owners of frames to a rent more than equal to common interest, for the cost of their 
frames ? — I do not think that has been the case; the principal reason of frames standing 
fitill, arises from the making of firaudulent work ; in our manufactory every frame 
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Q H^^isoju requires repairs, tnoi when a frame is repaired, erery itiyprovement is then made to it; 
K ' ^ J with respect t^ the loss and the liazard to per^ooa who purchase frames, it arises purely 

from their own speculations. 

You seem to apply the whole diminution of the Frajaaework manufactory in Kot- 
tinghan), solely to the productions of fraudulent and bad work? — I have always 
thought so ; to the making of bad articles. 

Will you be so good as state, in a summary way, the different articles which yet 
think ought to be proWbited ? — I think all articles whatever ought to be prohibited 
that are made of single worsted ; all articles whatever made of single cotton, or erf 
cotton that is termed double spun ; that no smgle cotton nor single worsted should 
be manufactured into any article whatever ; ?md all fleecy work that is not ^eeced by 
two courses, or fleeced otherwise than with wool ; and that all fleecy work ought ta 
be prohibited wliich is tieeced with cotton wool ; all m-ticles in the hosiery way, worn 
on the arms, hands, legs and ieet, except breeches, pantaloons, gaiters ; all mitts or 
gloves made of lace, that is, cut either wholly or in part, or not made with proper 
loop selvages ; single press cotton lace, and warped two-course hole net, or any warp 
net that is loope<i, that has not four pressings or lappings to the hole. 

There seems an universal sentiment ^vith re^rd to the expediency of manufac- 
turing single press cotton lace; is there the same general opinion with regard to the 
expediency olmanutacturing two-course hole warp lace? — They are both conceived 
equally bad articles ; and I have heard several manufacturers say, that they thought 
two-course, hole the most fraudulent of the two, because they thought it was more 
deceptive ; the warp lace is generally made for dresses, for veils, and edgings. 

Whether the two-course hole warp laoe is injured bj' washing in as gieat a degree 
as the single press cotton lace? — Certainly it is, because single press lace, after it is 
once washed, gets no worse.; bot two-course hole, the more it is washed, the worse it 
gets. 

Does the warp lace, when it is torn ia a slight de^ee, run to holes ? — Two-coursc 
h(de, when broken, will run the same as single press, and 4t will also split into tw^ 
paEts. 

JOHN WALLBANK, caUed in, and Examined. 

John JVallbarik. WHERE do you live? — In Dean-street, Holbom. 
^ ^y ^ What is your business ? — A Framework Knitter. 

What point do you wish to speak to ? — With respect to fleecy hosiery; tfiat is the 
I branch I have followed upwards of 20 yeiirs. 

You will please to state what occurs to you ? — Mr. Henson has stated principally 
what I have to say. 

Do you agi'ee with Mr. Henson in all he has said ? — I do. 

Have you any thing to add, on the subject of fleecy hosiery, to what Mr. Henson bai 
said ? — Since the expiration of the patent, we have received great injury from a bad 
article of fleecy hosiery being brought from Nottingham ; they arc made so fraudulent, 
that they are brought to the market at so low a price, that we cannot meet them in the 
market with a good article* 

Are you a manufacturer of fleecy hosiery In London ? — Yes, I am a workman. 

In what particulars are the articles bad, that come from Nottingham ? — ^They arc 
made of one thread, cut up, and fleeced every third or fourth course, instead of every 
second, and they are manufactured with inferior wool. 

Is it easy for the purchaser to discover the ditference in the manufacture? — It i* 
not easy for the purchaser to discover it ; but when it is washed, it strings and goes inta 
lumps. 

For whom do you work? — For Mr. George Holland and Company. 

Is he the principal manufacturer of fleecy hosiery in London? — Yes, and they keep 
a large manufactory at Godalming in Surrey. 

In what manner does he pay his workmen ?t— The wqrk is estimated according te 
the number of courses. 

Has harmony always subsisted between your employer and his workman?— ^Tes, 
they have never had any ditference. 

Do you think it would be an advantage .to the trade^ if this mode of estimating 
'Wock became general? — Ye^, i do. 
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THOMAS ALLSOP ciJIedii agaia; and l^eing examined, said, 

'Respecting woollen worsted pieces : It b esual when these pieces are manuiac- ^* -^'*^' 
lured, to send them to the trimmers or dressers to be dressed ; there are some of 
these pieces that go through the operation of milling. To make these stout by a fiiir 
process in trimming, the pieces ought to bt stretched about one-sixth, but unprin- 
cipled manufacturers have actually ordered the trimmer to stretch tliem as much as 
one-third; the piece by this means loses its elasticity, and when it comes to be 
4Banufactured into pantaloons, and when washed or wetted, it shrinks. The method of 
^discovering tlie fraudulent article, recommended to me by the most respectable Trimr 
■jners at Leicester, would be to appoint Searchers on .the same principle as those ia 
ithe woollen manufacture of Yorkshire.

Are you well acqucunted with single press lacei^-Y^, too well acquainted. 
Is it your opinion, that the febricatioB of Ihat ariicle i$ injurious to Nottingham ? 

^'— Yes, it is. 

Hour is it iojuriou«? — It has the appearance of a good article, hxA upon proof by 

the wearer, it turns out to be a complete deception^ when it is deaned, it is rarely 

*or ever 'fit to be used. 

[The Witness produced specimens of Siagle press Uce, Poublepress^ 
Two-course hole, and Six-cour$e hole.] 

Is it easily distinguidbed which is of the good quality, and which is of the badi---* 
^ot easily. 

Are tlie prices charged for these articles according to their real quality ? — Y«> 
ahey are. 

How then is the manufacture of the inferior article a fraud, when an infisrior :pno^ 
4s charged for it ? — Because the purchaser is not a judge of the article. 

What is the difference in price between the inferior and superior kinds exhibited ?-^ 
Jibout a halfpenny a yard in lace of an inch breadth. 

What is the difference in the wear of the two articles ? — 'One will wear e%\xem%\y 
m^X after many washings, h\A the other, when washed, beeomas a very difierent M^ 
«<de; it loses all the appearance of lace, and is worth nothmg: the real value 4)f th4 
single press to the purchaser is nothing. 

Would it be an advantage to the trade if single press lace was prohibited ?*^£very 
shop in the country would return thanks to you, if it were done away with altogether. 

Is it the opinion of the gentlemen Hosiers and Lace Manufacturers of Notdngham 
that it is a bad article, and do they wish it to he abolished t — Yes ; ^ut if *one makes 
it, another must. 

Are there now many persons employed in the manufacture of single press lace?— ^ 
Yes, there are great nutpbers. 

Would not the prohibiting the manufacture of single press throw many workmen 
out of employ? — I think not 

How would they be otherwise employed? — In manufacturing a better article on 
the same kind of machinery. 

Can the same workman who manufactures single press lace, manufacture double 
press? — Yes, with much more ease with respect to the labour. 

Does it. not require much more skill to manufacture double press, than the single 
press lace? — It does certainly require some little more skill; but it is the same 
machine, and tlie same mode of action. 

Are you acquainted with the Rack ? — Yes. 

Do you think the invention 4iseful in measuring work ? — Yes. 
247- Is 
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Mr Tarratt ^^ ^^^ ^® general opinion ,of the. Master Manufacturers? — All the" respectable 

* ]^ Manufactui-ers at Nottingham consider the Rack for measuring lace as a most usefid 

^ invention for preventing disputes between mastjers and men. 

What is your opinion of cut-up woA, cut-up stockings, and cut-up gloves? — ^They 
have been a most serious injury to the trade, they are good for nothing. 
' Have you ever seen cut-up stockings?— Never, I have seen warp stockings ; cut- 
up goods of all descriptions are most injurious to the trade. 

\ Do not you think the manufacture of a bad article prevents, in som3 degree, the 
consumption of such article?— Certainly, it does. 

Have you heard of several Manufacturers at Nottingham and its neighbourhood, 
paying their workmen in goods instead of money? — Some shabby tradesmen do it, 
but no respectable person^ ; I consider it to be very injurious to the workmen, and 
ought to be prohibited by law. 

Do not you think that a Schedule of Prices, &c. placed in each Manufacturer'^ 
warebbuse in some conspicuous situation, would be a useful regulation in the trade? — 
Truly so ; it is my practice to have a schedule, and 1 never alter it without notice 
^ the workmen : if generally adopted, it would prevent a ^eat many disputes. 

Are you acquainted with single cotton ; is it a good article? — Single cotton is a 
good article for the coarser kincS of stockings, but not for the finer. 

Do YOU speak of single cotton from one roving, or single cotton from several 
Tovingsr — From several; single cotton from one roving is a bad article, but from two 
•or more rovings it is a good article. 

With respect to lace ; do you conceive that single cotton ought to be used in that 
article ? — Not at all. 

Js that your opinion, because it \vill not wear well ? — Yes, it is. 
: Do you think that there is a fraud in the sale of lace made of sin^e cotton ? — Yes, 
such aiticles are quite ridiculous. 
. Are you acquainted with the stocking manufactory in general? — Yes, in general 

^ Has there been any material check to that trade of late? — Yes,, a very material 

one. , , ,r . 

What 3o you suppose to be the cause? — ^The making a bad article i^ one reason. 

Has the present state of commerce contributed ? — Yes, surely so. 
- Are you acquainted with the extent of the export trade from Nottingham?— Yes. 
I am, and am very much disappointed in seeing my friends have so little foreign 
^trade. ' . ^ ^ * . 

What proportion does the foreign trade bear to the home consumption ?— About 
Jhree-foiirtlis, I think, tl)c foreign trade is. 

Do you then think that the interruption of Our foreign trade is the principal cause 
^f the ^ecay of the Nottingham manufactures? — Yes, it really is sa 

Do you think this rather the cause of the decay than the manufacture of fraudulent 
articles? — I think the manufacture of single press lace has materially injured the lace 
trade, but it is the want of commerce which has caused the injury to the trade ia 
general. 

Has the manufacture of fraudulent lace injured the exportation of lace in general ? 
—The trade has not yet ceased, excepting in those places where the fraud has been 
discovered ; and from those places no orders are now sent for any sort of Nottingham 
lace, the credit being totally ruined. 

Are you aware of any frauds in the hosiery or stocking noanufactory, which f^vent 
the exportation of those articles? — 1 know of none ; but the fi'auds would be easily 
distinguishable. 

Have the hosiers at Nottingham met, in oi'der to make regulations in the trade ? — 
yes. \ . 

Do you recollect signing apaper^ expressing jour disapprobation of single cotton?

Whewba* Wehave been informed, by the iiumble petition of our well- beloved suhjecU 
the Framework Knitters, in omr cities of London and Westminster and our kingdom of 
England and dominion of W»)es> That many deceits, exorbitances and abuses are freonently 
-used and practised^ by many of the professors of the said art or mystery of Framework-kciitting, 
^and that mimy intru«ion8 are mack ir^n4heir said profession, by sti*angers and others, to 
the destruction of many of their families, which tnev are altogether unable to rectify and 
prevent, for want of legal authority ; and they have therefore hJumbly besought us, that We 
would be graciously pleased to incorporate them into a Body politic and corporate, for their 
better order, rule, and government :

Francis 
ATmestead, Thomas Stevenson, George Massie, Osmond Smith, William Fickeriie, and 
Thomas Ltidd, to be the first and present Assistants of the said Society, willing that 
the said John' Lee,: Thomas Phillips, Joseph Tomlinsoni^ Rd. Read, William- Ri^ 
s0n, Wm. Gramer, Gabriel Brewer, Sanmel Knight, Francis £a8t, John Pagiter, jum " 
IV iUiam Pagiter^ Samud Toman^ Owen Lavender^ Joha Bennet, jun. Francis Armesteady 
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Tliomas Stevenson, Geo. Massie, Osmond Smith, Wra. Pickeme, and Thomas Lridd* 
shall be and continue Assistants of the said Society for and durin<j; their natural lires, if 
they or any of them shall not be thence removed for some reasonable cause ; and shall 
from time to time be ^idihg, counselling, and assisting unto the said Master and Wardens 
for the time being, for the bolter rule, government, and direction of the said Master, 
Wardens and Society, and every member thereof; and for the establishment of all good, 
reasonable and wholesome orders, statutes, acts, and ordinances, concordant and ngrcelng 
to and with the laws and statutes of this our realm of England, for the well ordering and 
governing of the whole body of the said Society and every member thereof, tla^y the 
said assistants first taking their corporal oaths, before the said Master and Wardens

or places of Master, Wardens and Assistants, or any of them as aforesaid, and shall refuse to 
•undergo and accept the same ; and the same fine, mulct or sum from time to time so to be

-assign, constitute, make and ordain our beloved subject and servant John Hannis, gentleman, 
to be the first and present Clerk of the said Societj of Framework Knitters, to continue in the 
-said office during iiis natural life, to be used and exercised by himself or his sufficient depotji^ 
-such as the Master and Wardens, or two of them, for tbe time being shall allow and approve 
of; and that from time to time, and at all times after the death of &e said John Hannts, the 
Master, Wardens and Assistants of the said Society, die said John Hannis, the Masfe^

And forasmuch as we are informed that divers persons, as well our natural-horn subjects as 
aliens and strangers have, by secret means and indirect ways, sought to carry the said art or 
mystery of Framework-knitting into foreign parts, to the great damage of the cood 
subjects of this our realm, and to the detriment and impoverisning of such our subjects' 
whose livelihood depends thereon, (it being an English invention,) which would prove 
of evil consequeoce to this our kingdom, and a means to discourage our industrious 
subjects therein. 

We therefore intending a speedy and effectual prevention and reformation of the afore- 
said abuses, do hereb3', tor us, our heirs and succet^sors, charge and command tiiat from 
henceforth, after the date of these presents, no person or persons, freemen or foreigners, 
denizens or aliens, do presume to carry or cause to be carried beyond the seas, any Jbrame 
or Frames, or any engine used for making of silk stockings, or other things appertaining to 
the manufacture of Framework-knitting, or of any part or parcel thereof, or any thing 
thereunto belonging, upon no colour or pretence whatsoever; and upon any notice or intelli- 
gence to be given of any Frame or Frames, or part or parcel of any Frame or Frames to be 
endeavoured to be transported as aforesaid, our will and pleasure is, and We do by 
these presents for us, our heirs and successors, give and grant unto the said Master, Wardens 
and Assistants of the said Society, and their successors, that they or any two of them, by 
themselves, or sworn Deputy or Deputies, shall seize such Frame or Frames, or any part or 
parcel thereof, which doth, or in anywise may appertain thereunto, so endeavour^ to be 
transported as aforesaid, and to leave and deposit the same so seized in the hands of a 
lawful oJfKcer, until by due proof made thereof, before a Justice of the Peace, or other lawful

will,4md oy these presents for us, our heirs and successors, do declare, ordain and appoint, 
that no person or persons whatsoever from henceforth shall use or exercise the said art, tjrade 
or mystery of a Framework Knitter, unless he or they shall have served as an apprentice for 
the term or space of seven years at least, by covenant or indenture, unto some persdn kw-

pleasure, that all persons within this out kingdom of England and dominion of Wales, who , 
-at the date of these presents do use or hereafter shall use the said art, trade^ or mystery of

STATEMENT of several Hosiers of Sottinghams to. the Frataework Knhtert 
of that Town ; respecting the reduction of their Wiige$, &c. 

IT appears, from the violent proceedings that have taken place within these few days past' 
in the destruction of onr property, that you are led to suppose that we are the cause of 
the reduction of your Wages. — It is well knbwn to you, that a great number of Hosiers had 
reduced their workmen, by direct and indirect methods, a long time before we gave notice 
of our intention of reducing the prices. Some have been making slender Womens Hose, in 
size, 'at the price of Maids, and other sizes in the same manner; others have been taking off

at the same time asserting their disapprobation of any reduction in the price of workman- 
ship. 

It is a notorious fact, that the workmen of Arnold have been working for a person there 
considerably under the stated aiid regular prices, which enabled him 10 sell his good^ to the 
Hosiers for less money than we could make them for. 

These things made it absolutely necessary, for the preservation of our trade, that some- 
thinc should be done to counteract this system, which was destroying us. We had the 
choice of the following methods — either to reduce the full-fashioned work more to a le\'el 
with the low-priced work, or to make the same work at the same price itnvas made at by 
t)ar neighbours, or to let our frames stand still. 

We liavc given our workmen their choice, and they have taken the fitlUfasliioned work 

at reduceil prices; they acknow edged it was still the host work, and they preferred it. Tliis 

has been Invariubly confirmed to us by the numerous workmen we have since conversed with 

' ton the subject, but more particularly by your Committee, who we always supposed were 

^r6perly appointed by yourselves to settle this business.

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When tb^ Fec^uctioD of tbe price of full-fashioned work had taken place in Jani&r^, we 
were caU^d upon by the Ho$ier9 to sign tbeir advertiseoteat of the i&di of that month, atatiaf^ 
their dia^ppobuti^^o of a reduction. We declined^ because we there saw tbe names, of those 
who h^» tor a len^^h oF time, taken every method in their power to get their work made at 
7i W price than their neighbours, by cmcily imdermintng their workmen wiiereTcr they 
cpuld. We were tlieu told by them> that we should have pitrsued the same system, and 
tiien Qo nqtice would have been taken qf it. Our answer was, '' that me de$pi$edthe ^$tan^ 
and never wmid adopt it ;" because, we were certain that, if that system were to be generally 
adopted, the most dreadful conseqaeaces would ensue to tbe workmen; and those Hosiera 
who had the hardest hearts and the least con<^cience, would get their work made at the 
Jowest prices. We therefore determined to make our reduction, accompanied with such 
•r^trictiou^ and regulations as we hoped would protect the workmen efiectually from any 
imposition. Had those gentlemen f>een really anxious to prevent the reduction taking plaoe^ 
which ihoy attributed to us, why did not tlicy come forward and aqree to pay the Standard 
price for siaiKlftrd sizes, and to pay a proper and fair price for the low-priced work? {We 
nad promised to raise our price to the tuU standard, ancl retirni every farthing we had deducted 
fi-om the work people.] 

This has never been explained, but instead of so doing, they gave notice of their intention 
to reduce their Wages; thus by tbeir conduct openly contradicting; their own assertions in 
the public papers, (viz.) tliat they disapproved ot tbe reduction 4>f the price of workman^ip, 
^veral reasons might be given for their conduct; but their main object was to obHgfe u» 
to raise our prices, that they miffht still continue to possess the advantages they bad obtained 
over us, and be enabled to send their Goods to market on better terots than their neigh 
%ours, who were giving standard prices for standard sizes. 

Your Committee afterwards waited tipon us, and at their request we siened an Agree- 
ment, stating, that we would give the old standard price for f ulKfeshioned work, provided tJie 
j-est of the ir^de would agree not. to continue the practice of making sham Hose on 30 
Gauge Frames, and fine work on super Frames, 8cc. ; nor to make Slender Womens Hose 
for Maids price.; nor to deduct for &sbioa left out, more than that £sshion was really 
worth. 

Your Committee then expressed theoMielvea perfecdy satisfied with us, and went awa^ 
4$])«4 with the {oost sangniae expectations that those gentlemen who had vohintanJjjr oome 
forward to express their decided disapprob^oa of the reduQtioQ, WQold have signed ^b 
Agreement without hesitation. But after the most urgent solicitation^ they foimd them* 
selves unable to procure jevea a single Signature' to it. 

li^e b^^e thought prop^ thns to state to you publidy liie motiTea for the stdndiofo, aod 
:the steps taken to prevent it. We do not wish to possess anv uniair advantage over our 
neighbours, in manufacturing our Goods on better terms tbcui they ; and on the other haad^ 
•we can by no means allow an^ exclusive advantage to them, of manufacturing their Goods 
at a lower price, by substituting one size or one gai^ for another — as^ in ao doing, we are 
not capable of entering the market on equal terms with them. 

Having thu^ given you a fair statement of Facts, we leave jrou t« determine who are the 
•real cause of the Reduction.

STATEMENT, by the rramework Knitters, of the GROUNDS of their 

petitioning Parliament. 

TH E following are the Grounds, on which it is proposed, by the Framework Knitters 
Committee, to petition Parliament for im Act to regulate the various branches of their 
Trade : 

1*^ — ^THAT all kinds of Cut-up Framework-knitted Goods, be prohibited ; except the 
Hose of ribbed and plaited Hose, Petticoats, Breeches, and Waistcoat pieces, 
and the Peaks of Cotton Caps. 

2^^ — ^THAT all kinds of plain and ribbed Stockings and Gloves, made of whatsoever ma- 
terial wrous2:ht upon the Stockiug Frames, have their sizes regulated by the number 
of jacks; the quality of each article to be regulated by the gauge of the Frame, and 
to be distinguished by corn^sponding denominative marks, and the number of 
threads of which each article is made (except those made of Silk) be distinguished 
by proper marks. 

3'^ — ^THATthe measure of every species of Net, wrought with a machine, be regulated 
by the Rack. 

^tb — ^XHAT all sorts of Net, wrought with a machine, when ofiered for sale, whether ou 
cards or in vails, pieces, &c. shall have a stamp aiKxtnl to them descriptive of 
their real quality.

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SECOND REPORT. 



The select COMMITTEE appointed to take 

into Consideration the several Petitions, which have beeu 
presented to this House, in this Session of Parliament, by the 
Persons employed in theFRAMEWojiK-KNiXTiNG Trade; and 
to examine the Matters thereof, and report the same, with their 
Observations thereupon, to the House ; and who were em- 
powered to report the Minutes of the Evidence taken before 
them ; and to whom several Petitions of Persons carrying on 
or concerned in the Trade and Business of Hosiers, were 

referred ; ^Have considered the Matters submitted to them ; 

and have agreed upon the following REPORT: 



^LTOUR Committee proceeded to examine the Witnesses produced 
by the Hosiers, and to hear the Objections to the different Clauses 
in the Bill now before tlie Houfe, for preventing Frauds and Abuses in 
the Freunework-knitting Manufacture, and in the payment of Persons 
employed therein : They have heard evidence at considerable length 
from the Nottingham Hosiers, but did not think it necessary to hear 
evidence at the same length from the Hosiers of Leicester, as they 
stated to the Committee, that their testimony would be generally given 
to the same purport as that already taken. 

Your Committee, in their former Report, stated the difficulties they 
had met with in procuring full and satisfactory evidence on the general 
state of the Framework-knitting Trade, and therefore necessarily made 
a Report founded almost entirely on ex-parte evidence ; but they now 
proceed to inform the House, that from the evidence since adduced on 
the part of the Hosiers, they feel themselves called upon to state, that a 
^considerable difference has taken place in their opinion as to the 
propriety of enacting several of the provisions in the Bill. 

Your Committee have been confirmed in the Opinion expressed in 
their former Report, that the Workmen suffer considerable incon* 
veniences, and are liable to deductions in various ways, in the pay- 
ment for their work ; but They have found it very difficult to suggest

measures tliat can meet or obviate all those abuses; being of opinion 
that legislative enactments alone will not lave that effect; and that 
trade of every kind should be left as much as possible to find its own 
leveL 

Your Committee, however, on consideration of the whole Evidence, 
beg leave strongly to recommend the removal from the Bill of certain 
Clauses relative to the Hosiery business ; and also to recommend the 
enactment of certain Regulations for the Lace Trade, which they con- 
fidently hope will tend to remove much dissatisfaction between the 
Masters and Workmen in that trade, and to encourage the more general 
use of that article, by ensuring its more serviceable and perfect quality. 

Your Committee are so strongly impressed with the importance of 
some relief being given to the Trade at this moment, that they feel it to 
be their imperious duty to press it upon the immediate consideration of 
the House; and, notwithstanding they can see no objection to the 
provisions of the Bill, they consider it in some degree as a Bill of 
experiment, and therefore recommend it to be passed only for a limited 
time, by inserting a clause, that unless it shall be renewed by Parliament, 
it shall expire early in the year 1815.

Daniel Parker Coke, Efquire, in the Chair. 



THE Petitions of the Hofiers of Leicefter, and the Manufafturers ofHofiery 
Goock at Nottingham, againft the Bill, were read ; 

Mr. Warren was heard on behalf of the Petitioners, as to the mode of pro- 
ceeding; 

Mr. Harrifon was heard on behalf of the fupporters of the BilK 
The Committee-room was cleared. 

Refolved^ That the Counfel on both fides be permitted to go into argument, 
only fo fiir as they feel to be neceffary for their cafe, the Committee at the fame 
time cxpreffing their unanimous and decided opinion, that no time may be loft in 
the argument or examination of any evidence which may not be abfolut^ly 
aeceflary. 

Refohedy That the Counfel for the Petitioners againft the Bill do call in evi- 
dence on their part j and that it be left to the future difcretion of the fupporters of 
the Bill, hov< far they may think it neceffary to apply to the Houfe by Petition, for 
leave to adduce eviden<je to any new points brought forward by the evidence of the 
oppofers of the Bill. 

The Counfel and Parties were again called in, and informed of the relblutions 
of the Committee* 

Mr. Warren was heard in fupport of the Petitions. 

An extraft was read from the Journal of the Houfe of Commons 1753, Vol. a6, 
pages 788 and 794, on the fubjed of Framework-knitting. 

Mr. JOHN PARKER called in, and Examined by Mr. Warreth 

againft the Bill. 

WHAT are you ? — I am a Manufafturer of Hofiery. j^^ j parker. 

At Nottingham ?— Yes. * "'' 

Have you feen the Bill? — I have ; I have one in my hand. 

Will you be fo good as to look at the firft enading claufc. You obferve there, 
all Framework-knitted goods, pieces or articles, made, wrought or manufadured 
of cotton-twift )'arn, of nine or more hanks to the pound, containing 840 yards in 
length to each hank, compofed only of one fingle thread; are proiiibited to be 
made after the ift of Odober ; ftate to the Committee your opinion of the cffed 
of prohibiting thofe goods, and what goods will be prohibited by it? — It is not 
in my competence to ftate \\hat goods will be prohibited by it, becaufe the quan- 
tity of goods I make mylelf of fingle-cotton yarn is very fmall^ but 1 would wi(h to 
make one obfervation on the effcd of this, th.it I know the quality of yarn here 
prohibited i*^ delivered in a ftate of great variety, with refped to its goodnefs by 
the Cotton-fpinners, to us, in confequence of the greater or lefs fupply we have of 
cotton goods in the market ; and that when cotton wools are cheap, it is fometimes 
rendered to us of a very fuperior quality indeed, and is much lefs objedionable 

than 
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Mr, y. Parker, than at other times; and I apprelienJ, th it under circumftances when cotton wool 
is cheap, articles may be made from it with g/eat propriety, whicu at other times 
may be more objeftionable. 

Your information relates more to filk ? — Yes, it does. 

Turn your attention to the third enading claufe ; have you read it ?— Yes, I 
have. 

State. to the Committee, what, in your opinion, would be the effed of that?--* 
I do not fee any thing that would affeft my own manufaAures^ under that claufe,' 
except, that I conceive, that by a mifprint this claufe goes tolhc total prevention 
of the felling or expofing to fale any ftockings, or any part of our manufaftures ; 
th^t, I conceive, to be an error of the prefs. I fee nothing obje(fll6nable, as to 
goods which I make myfelf. ip that claufe. 

Do j'ou dpprove of the prohibition of thofe articles ? — Certainly ; I drfappfove of 
the prohibition of them on general pripciples;.! only mean to fay, that nothing 
herein contained would extend to my mariufaftures. * 

Committee ^-^Jdo you make thefe articles ? — Some of them I do. 
Do you approve of the prohibition on thole articles which you fo make yourfclf ? 
—No, I do not. 

Mr. tVarren^ — Which are thofe articles .which you make, of the- prohibition o< 
which you do not approve ?-— I do not approve of the prohibition of any one of them ; 
there is only one article I make, filk knotted hofe, of which I believe it is aflowed 
that. the feet Ihall be Cut ; ,1 undecftand the cutting of the fectof fitk Gottort'Kofe 
is admitted in this claufe. ') 

Then you do not objeft to this claufe on yourowrx account, but merely geoc- 
rally, as it relates to the trade ? — Yes. 

Committee.']— Do you manufacture only one article mentioned in that claufe? — 
At this moment I make only one ; and that if ,1 underlland this claufe right, it is 
' allowed the feet may be cut,, tfliatis, filk knotted hofe. 

Mr. U^arrcn,'] — Look at the fehcdulc ? -I have the fchedule claufe before vat. 

Do you fee any objeClions to that, as likely to affeft your trade? —I have great 
objedlions to this claufe. 

Be fo good as to (late them to the Committee ? — I believe it is in its principle a^ 
violation of the right which every man pofleffes of prcfervi'n^ the ftcrecy of his. 
conttafts in bufinels; and I apprehend that I fhould fuftain many injuries by an ex- 
pofitian of thofe contradls. That, with relpcft to the e'xhibicion of this fchedule, a 
correft lift would be unattainable, owing to the extent and vafiely of the articles,' 
and the minute defcription requifitc for tl»e falhion, which 1 believe "wouM reiiiJer 
mifapprehenfion unavoidable, and litig.tion with my own workmen perpetual. I* 
objeft to the obligation of expofing the whole of my- concerns to my wc>rkmen in 
order to effect a contradt with one of them ; I obje<§t to the expofure of my mode 
of manufa<5turing, as an Injary to me, or to any other perf^n, in flie eiaft degree of 
my ownj or any other perfon's Ikill in the . manufactory ; becaufe, if t have ahyl 
fuperior mode of manufjfturing my goods, wliich I might derive from a more ac- 
curate or a 'more extenfive knowledge of rby bufinefs, I am hereby' compeHed to 
expofe that knowledge to every pcrfon lefs-kno>ving than myl'elf, and who may be ■ 
my rival in bufinefs; and I Ihould thereby be deprived of the advantages of ikill 
and of experience. I wiQi to ftate to the Committee, that, as 1 undertTand, the 
operation ot the Aft, there is no fufficient ftandard by which the fc.iedule writer 
may know when hfi has dated a fatisfadory fchedule; and that after he has ufed 
his beft diligence, and exerted his beft knowledge in producing one, he misiy be 
liable to the penalties of this Aft for the incompletdnefs 6i it. 1 conceive myi^lt^ 
liable to great and frequent injury from my being obl.ged' feveral times in the year, 
to be abferit from my manufaflory; at which times this j;erilo'us fchedule muft be 
drawn up by foiue A^ent, and I employ Agents who liave now lerved me longr^, 
whom I confider to be very fkilful in the manufadory ; Hut 1 would not to any; 
one of them wiljingly intruft the drawing up of this fcnelule. I confiicr that it 
v^Ould expjfe nie to public refentment, if I (hould at any time exhibit a fchedulCj 
which from the variation of it- prices (hould be confidcicd unpopular. 

You obferve that by this claufe a fchedule is t ) be put u^), containing the qua- 
lity, fize, length, number of neeUles, and courfes to the inch; could that be donf^ 
Witli any degree of accuracy, fj as not to be likely co 'incur the penalty. ?-^I>Iot at^ 
all J it is impoflibic. •' ' • ., . v . . 
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Explain to the Committee what the difficulty arifes from? — ^The number o( Mr. J. Parker* 
sieedles 1 do not know. 1 do not know the number of needles my workmen ^ ■ ^' ■■ ■ " ^ 
put in. 

Do I underfland you to fay you could not put the number of needles yourfelf ? — 
I am not quite certain that I could not do it ; but I am certain that if I attempted 
to do it 1 ihouki incur a very ferious injury; for the fame number of needles 
would not have the fame effeQ: on any two ot my frames. 

Do you conceive theie would be great inconvenience to your trade, if you were 
X)bliged to put up the number of needles?— Very great injury indeed, bccauie no 
two frames would yield the fame work upon the fame number of needles. 

Committee.] — IIow does the different fize of the materir.l operate on the num- 
ber of needles in a Pocking of certain dimenfions of fix hanks ; what is the propor- 
tion of needles you will have to make fix inches width, and what is the proportion 
of one where there arc nine hanks? — It is impoflible for me to defcribe the propor- 
tion ; it is (o abfolutely impoflible, that when we ufc filk threads of different fizcs, 
I am in the habit of dtfiring that my Workmen wiii mnke me a flocking, and 
bring it in for my infpedion ; and on my infpedion of his firfl: flocking 1 give him 
fubfequent diredions how to make the fecond ; and we very frequently make two 
or three fuccefTive ones in fi!k before the employer is fatisficd that the exact article 
he wants is making. And I could wifh here to introduce a remark, which efcaped 
me before, t^at this is fo neccfiary ir) the filk trade, that it would be abfolutely 
impoffible for me to bind myfclf, for fourteen days, to make any particular article 
whatever in filk, the variations required are fo minute, fo very delicate, and fo 
frequently required. It is no uncommon thing to alter a man's work in ibme very' 
nice points, two or three times in a week, and even fomctimes^ two or three times 
in a day. 

Mr. Warren.] — There is a deleription of narrov/ings, bindings, a quantity which 
is to be found in the fched-ule ; wouW tliere be any difficulty in doing that? — Yes, 
very great difficulty. 

From what caufe does that difficulty arife ? — A difficulty to me would arife j I 
fhould not choofe previouily to (late in any fpecies of filk work, within a few needles, 
what number of narrowings or bindings in I would have ; the value of the filk is fo 
great, the varieties required in it are fo nice, that the produdtion of filk hofe requires a 
conftant and unintermitting attendance on the part of the mafter, in the hourly pro* 
grefs of his manufiifture ; and he mufl be at liberty to infped every day of the week, 
and every hour of the day, the ftate of bis manufadure, and be at liberty to make ; 
fuch alterations in it as he (hall dired his workmen to perform. 1 wifh to ftate the 
material caufe of this to be the extreme value of filk; and that it is the wear of the 
fup^rior ranks of fociety, who areof courfe very nice in their articles of drefs; and 
thefe niceties muft be complied with, or the manufadturer will lofe his credit for • 
Ikill, and of courfe his cuftomers. 

You mean to fay it will be greatly detrimental to your manufa&ure?— Yes. 

The next article is " An account of all the different dcfcriptions of goods or 
articles in which he is defirous of em.ploying any workmen ;" what objedion have 
you to that ? — I objedt to that on account of the extreme labour of it, arifing out of 
the multiplicity of articles. 

Can you ftate, as to your own branch of bufinefs, the filk trade, what number of 
articles you fhould be obliged to put upon your fchedule ? — Indeed I cannot. 

You have no lift of them ? — N©, I have not. I am very fenfible that I could not 
adopt any fuch lilt as this fchedule lays down at the end of the report. 

For what reafon ? — From a general impraflicability ; there is fcarcely any article 
mentioned here which I make according to this fchedule. If I was to make any 
article according to this fchedule I fhould not produce any article which I am now 
making, at leaft I believe fo ; I have not tried to m.ake a ftocking from the fchedule. 

That is, the ibhedule,, which the parties who propofe the Bill put in ? — Yes. 

According to that fchedule, you could not poffibly make in your trade? — No, 
I could not. I wiOi to ftate, that even upon frames of the fame gauge, the flight 
variations of gauge are fo great, that 1 believe even the fame number of courfes 
would not produce the fame effeft, that two Frames of exadly the fame gauge, both 
employed by me upon filk, would produce me a very different fort of work -, comply- 
ing as nearly as poffible with the conditions of this fchedule. 

That is, the fchedule relating to filk ftockings ? — Yes. 

That is an article in which you deal ? — Yes. 
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Afr- y. Parker. You could not make out fuch a fchedulc as that ?— I certainly could make out 

^•^ "^' ■■ ^ that J but I object to the trouble and the inconvenience ; and I object lo be bound 

to make every frame makeexadly alike. 

Then lunderftand you to lay yoii could not make the goods you fell according to 
the principles laid down upon this fchedule? — 1 am fure I could not; I could cer- 
tainly make them, but having made them { could not fell them. 

Then I need not aflc you whether it would not be detrimental to that branch of 
your trade? — Certainly. 

There is a direction that every charge intended to be made, or deducted by the 
mafter to the workmen, (hall be flated on the fchedule ?— I coiKeive that would be 
attended with a labour infinite and abfolutely impoffible. 

Is that from the number of things that might, under particular circuraftances, be 
deducted in one cafe, and not in another ? — Yes, certainly ; and a difficulty of 
fpecification. 

The next claiifc is, that as often as any alteration fliall be made, or intended to be 
made by him, or any new invention or variation fliall take place in the nature, quality, 
or kind of work, or in the pric« or fum to be by him paid, given, or charged for 
each quality or fpecies of work, or in the price or fum to be received by hkii, as rent 
for each fort of frame or machine put up, there (hall be a new fchedule, wluit in- 
convenience would arife from your having to make a new fchedule whenever you 
altered your work ?— I objedl to that, from its being fo exceffively burthenfome, and 
fo hazardous, in cafe of my abfencc, as to involve me in great peril. 

As to the permitting perfons to come in at all hours m the day to take a copy? 
—I think that would be a very cffenfive right ; and 1 cannot fee with what reafon it 
is aflced that the workmen I employ in one branch of my manufadory (hould be 
entitled to a copy of all the articles which 1 manufacture. I objeft to it on account 
of its injurious tendency. 

Do you apprehend any danger to your property, or any interruption to the coiirfc 
of your bufinefs, in confequence of the number that might be induced to come ? — 
I think, under fome circumftances, there might be fome danger; but i do not place 
fo much reliance upon that, asit cnafts that my own workmen (hall come; but I do 
ferioufly obje6k to their being allowed to come at any hour they plcafe. 

Do you conceive, from the nature of the trade, that any regulation in the nature 
of this fchedule is neceflary, to provide for the men being paid by their mafters ^ — 
I apprehend it not to be at all neceflary. 

Do you fpeak to the (libjeft of the rack ? — I never faw one ; but I objeA generally 
to its application. 

You have obferved the claufe, enabling the Magiftrates to grant fearch warrants ? — 
Certainly ; I objeft to that generally. 

As incommoding your trade, and putting you into an unpleafant fituation ?— Yes ; 
with refpeft to the rack, it gives the workmen a very unfair advantage over the mafter» 
becaufe the workmen, if I underftand the rack right, counts his courfes as he works» 
without any detriment or lofs of time to him ; but to the mafter, the counting of the 
number of courfes would be a labour which would employ his whole time, and more 
than his whole time. 

There is no trouble at all to the working manufafturer to count the courfes by the 
rack, becaufe he counts them as he works s— Yes, fo I underftand ; but 1 beg to lay, 
1 never faw one worked. 

A mafter muft have the trouble of counting the work after it is made? — Yes. 
The working manufafturer counting it while it is making ? — Yes; for which reafon 
I objeft to the fcliedule declaring the number of courfes there muft be on each> fcf 
he muft difcover it by a procefs fo extremely laborious we could not manufa<5Vure 
ten dozen pair of ftockings per week. The penalty is on a fingle pair, upon e^ery 
pair manufaftured contrary to tlie fchedule. I could not be delivered from the 
penalties but by counting every ftocking I took in. I have one ftirtlier obfcrva^^ioa 
to make ; the preamble of this Bill ftatcs, ** whereas many frauds and abufcs are naw 
*^ ufed and pradifed by Framework-Knitters," and I obferve, \j\yon lookii>g through 
this Bill, there is not one fraud of a Framework-Knitter upon his mikfter ; the retnark

Crofs examined by Mr. HarrifoH, in /ujjfort of the Bill. 

Yeu haveilated, that if you had any fuperior mode of manufafturlog your goods, 
70U would be deprived of the benefit of your (kill and c«pcrieace by this expolurc 
which is required ?— Yes. 

You do not manually manufafture yourfelf ?—• No. 

Is there any part of your manufaAure which muft not fee Icnown to the workmen 
who make them for youf — Every part of my manufaAure is not to be known by 
tht men, except that in which they are employed. 

Muft not each know the part of ^he manufiifturc upon wlwch he is employed ? — 
■Certainly. 

Then upon the whole of the mamifefture you carry on, each workman is ac- 
quainted with his own particular (hare ? — Of courfc he is. 

You have no obligation of fecrecy upon him, that he ihall not dlfclofe how he 
tnanufadurcs your particular goods ?— I have not. 

And at the expiration of each week, or any given time, that workman may go 
and work for any body elfe:? — Yes, he may. 

If he has acquired any fecret at your manufaftory, he may carry it to his next 
toafter who works in the fame article?— He may. I (hould obferve upon that, that 
the information he would carry to his maft«-, of any thing relating to that part 
of the work in which he was himfelf employed, woirfd not be of advantage to any 
ihird perfon, unlefs they alfo knew the marJcet for which I intended thofe goods; 
I mean to fay, he mig^t maSte for another mafter the fame goods he made under my 
•direftions, and it might be no advantage to that mafter to be fo informed. 

In the employment of thofe who work for you, do you make any agreement with 
4hem, or pay them entirely as you pleafe, when they bring home the work .' — 
There is a general cuftom in tlie manufadlory, of paying for certain forts of work 
^t certain prices. 

Then if a man is -employed by yoii to manufaAure any given quanHty of ftockings, 
or any other article, is there any a<Stual or underftood agreement between you» 
that he is to be paid at a given rate ? — There is. 

Would there be any difficulty in putting it down on paper, before the workman 
took away the material from which he is to make the ftocking or other article i* — 
There would be a great difficulty in putting it down. 

How can there be an underftanding between you and your workmen, which 
you cannot put down upon paper ? — ft could be put down upon paper, but with 
extreme difficulty and lofs of time 3 fo much, that if a workman required it of me, 
J fhould decline to employ Jiim. 

Then you would decline to make any written contract with any of your men ? — 
Yes, I (hould. 

Has any workman the naeans of recovering to a certain extent againft you ?— 
In cafe of a difpute, a man may apply to a magiftrate, who might call in fu'ch 
.parties as he thought proper s and detcrnune, upon the evidence, whether the work 
was fairly paid for or not. 

So you underftand the law ? — Yes. 

In what way would you proceed, to let the magiftrate underftand the contraft 
between you ? — ^That is very difficult, in a trade in which no written contraft has 
hten yet adopted, to make the magiftrate underftand it. 

Then I am to underftand, that it is extremely difficult to make the magiftrate 
underftand the con trad at all ; and that the workman is to be at the mercy of 
the mafter?— 4 do not think that follows; but I think the magiftrate very rarely 
does underftand, or can be made to underftand, the nature of the contract ; they 
Jiave ufually called in perfons whom they confidered expert enough to give 
them advice. 

Then the<lifficuky being fuch that the Magiftrate cannot himfelf underftand it, 
t)ut is obliged to retort to thofe who do, he is able to call in fome perfons who do 
iunderftand the contraft f — Yes. . 

What defcription of perfons are they, arc they matters or fervants ?— That is 
carried fo far, that if I ftiould apply to a Magiftrate to decide any thing between mc 
and my workmen, and that Magiftrate happened to be a hofier, he would declmc 
to interfere in thcdifpute; that has been repeatedly done. 

The difficulty is, fuch a Magiftrate would not mtdrfere ?— If be was a hofier he 

wouW decline it. 
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Mr. J. Parker. You do not apply of * courfe, then to a Magidrate, who is a hoficr?— I 
— ^never did. 

A Magiftrate who is not a hofier, calls in fomebody who is competent toaflift 
him ? —Yes. , 

What defcnption of perfons does he call in to affifl: in interpreting this contract? * 
— He would call in hoficrs, perfons in tl>e fame line of bufinefs as myfclf. 

Are thty able to makeout the conuad ? — That it is not for me to fay; the 
Magiftr:ite may call in whom he pleafes. 

Is it fo difTK'ult to be undcrflood, that the Magiftrate cannot make it out ?— The 
contraft is an unwritten contradt. 

Do you mean to fay it cannot be reduced to writing? — I do not know that it 
cannot be reduced to writing. 

You think it would give you fome trouble to reduce it to writing ? — It woul4 
give me great trouble. 

You have looked at this (ketch of a fchedule ; you do not make plain filk ftock- 
ings yourfclf ?— Yes, I do. 

There appears to be nothing here of a defcnption that you could define by way 
of a fchedule ? — No, I do not mean to fay that I could define them. 

We will take this column by column, the fize you can have no difBculty in 
entering; I fuppofe you could ftate that } — Ye?, but not always. 

Do you mean to fay, you do not give the workmen fonie direAion as to the fize 
of flocking he is to make ? — Y^es, in fjme degree; but I give out fome which do 
not come under any fize, thofc made to patterns. 

Could not you meafure the pattern before you give it out ? — Undoubtedly, and 
generally do. 

Is there any difficulty in putring down the meafuremcnt ? — The meafurement 
of the pattern Rocking will not always anfwer to any one of thofe laid down. 

Taking an open column, and not fuppofihg there is any thing in the firft column, 
can you have any difficulty in inferring in that column the fize of the flocking that 
would be made by your workmen, either by a known dcfcription in your trade, 
or by defcription in fize? — Undoubtedly I could defcribe the fize, but with great 
difficulty to anfwer fome of the known fizes. 

You would put in the known fizes by names known to every body ?— Yes. 

The fizes that are not, if they are to be made to pattern, cannot you meafure the. 
pattern and put it in ? — Yes. 

The length to the bottom of the heel, that defcribes the fize, does not it ? — 
Yes. 

There can be no difficulty in doing that ? — The fize as far as the length. 

The number of needles? — That I could not defcribe. I would not undertake to 
defcribe it. I would never undertake, previoufly to making any flockings, to tell a 
workman how many needles he ft)ould ufe. 

Does a workman knew the number of needles? — Not in pattern-work, they 
cannot j nor can they always in common fizes. 

Not only you cannot do it, but you fay the workmen cannot afcertain the 
number of needles neceflTary to make a given fize of flocking ? — They cannot always, 
becaufe I Ihould certainly require, in delivering out filk to any workman, that he 
fliould make the flocking of fufficient fize, whether the number of needles was . 
complied with or not<^ 

Js the number of jacks the fame as the number of needles?— They are relative. 

Can you tell the number of jacks ?— -No, for the fame reafon that I cannot tell the 
number of needles. 

And you cannot tell the number of needles neceflTary for any work you would 
have.'^ — No, not the precife number. 

The courfes to the inch you cannot tell ?— No. 

The narrows in the calf? — No. 

Then with the exception of the firft thing, the mere fize, you could not enter 
anyone fingle thing in the fchedule but the length of the flocking? — I fliould not 
choofe to do it but by compulfion. 

Can you do it?— The difficulty of doing it would be fo great, that legal com- 
pulfion only would induce me. 

What is the nature of the deduftions you are in the habit of making when a 

workman brings home his work ? — I do not admit that I am in the habit of making 

any particular deductions. 
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What is the fort of dcduftions made by the mailers from ftocking work ?— I Mr. J. Park^^ 
ihould think it fair to deduftibr '•ny fort tf itijufy or <ieterioration which the work-^ ^ ^"' ^ ^>t ' ' ^^ ^ 
men made. 

When the article is brought home, in what fart of way do ypu payi you tpol^ 4it 
the ftockings ?— Yes. 

Do you then fay, without having made wy previous <:ontra6l:, I will ^ive lb m^^^ 
and leave the workman to take that, or go before the mj^ifoate ?— The lu)fe are 
entered in a book at a given price* 

Before he begins ?-^l0y when he comes iniwith his work^ as te ^ch price it is 
perfedlly underftood before what it is to be. 

There would be no difiiculty in entering that 4>rice» whi^ is entered wbea he 
brings back the ftockings, before he takes away the material ? — ^Thcre would be no 
•difficulty in entering it 

Then upon what principle is it entered when he brings back his work ?~Wh«n 
he brings back his work which be Jus undertaken to make at that price, he is paid 
thafprice for it. 

In what way do you make that entry ? — I never do make any previous entry. ; 

in what way do you make the iiibfeqpent entrjr ? — It is almoft uniforml)^ in a bbok 
^led the workman's book, which book cpntams an account of the weight of filk 
delivered to the workman, and the account of the filk received from him ; and a^^gft 
the account of the filk received from him we infert, in a parallel line, the number 
of pairs he brought in at liich a price. 

And at that pnce you pay him ?— The book 16 then turned over to the calhicr» 
fvho pays him from the workman's booL 

Suppofing any of the articles are manufaAurecl in fuch a way as to induce you Ho 
think dedudionsare neceflwy, how do you proceed to make |uch deduAions? — I 
really do not know how to defcribe it further than that I make the dediM^n, ^ 
pay the man fo much le& 

I ou fay, it is uiulerftood between us that yofvi wer« to have fo much» bMt yMu 
have not worked th^yn well, in mf opiiuon, ai^J xhere^e I 0iall give you fo mudh 
lefei-Yes. ' 

And the man is obliged to take that, or go bpfore a Magiftrate ?— E|:^ly foi. 

Then there does msit appear any coputm& under which the man can .4$!«iafyl any 
thing? — ^That is a queftioo ofJa^ir^ jbiU in the ^ai|toia there is a <:onf(^:^ the wm 
having made jbefore, at {be iame price. 

Then you dp admi^ tha^t the courfe o^ th0 trad^ is^ that it f^^dibe cci^4a!^ 
l)efore a Magiftrate « a-contEad ?— I concseive fo. • 

And you make the dedu^on % and he tal^ it> w^oes h^x«e 4 Mogiftf^ Inr 
Yes. . 

You fay you do not ucMckrftwd theDatpi^ of the r(hokj jK>H ^Mt Jtemr feenonelf 
—No, I have not. 

Is it an inftrument that meafures the 09ur{es> ^nd ,»ve6 ji(ignfd at every ^i!V«a 
number of courfes ? — I conceiv<e that to be Xonae^ng of the -nature of it. 

And when that iignal is made the wprk^an jnierts ibme mark, Aq^% he^npt:?'— 
I do not know that ; it may be fa; I do not mom to diipute k. 1 .never W <>Qe> 
tior did I ever fee an hofe that was wrought under the opemtion ^a raqk. 

In the prefent ftate of it^ you think no Security necei^ry tot^ie worknien Igh: the 
■value of his labour on the article .^— No. . > 

You think that amply (^cured to hiai already ?-^ieSy I da 

Did you ever agree to any biU of rates, in which the jacks were fpecified ??-?-No iJ 
3iave been many years in the trad^ and, to my recolleftipn I newr did apre&to fuijr 
'bill of rates in which jacks were fpecified ; and my pbjedion to fche^lules is fo ftrong, 
4hat I have atlended .the three laft public meetings in the Town of Nottingham for 
the expreis purpofei^f objoAing to Cga.^y of the public i<;he^ules, that I d^ht nflt 
be bound by them- 

You make dedu<5iions accprding<o the wpi:k ? — ^Yes. 

They cannot be made before the wofk is brought home ? — No. 

Then of courfe that cannot he m^jp. the, fcl^dple J—Jbat is jrfjfpliitcfy imgoifi* 
We. ^ • 

You are aware that istdtrejftod to be done % tMsibtuteF-r-r^X.d^l <^ ppdeci^d 
that. I put a more liberal interpretation upon it

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^Mr.^y. P/frker^ ^ Examined hy the Committee. .\ 

Docs not the fize of the material vary the quantity of needles ufed in the width of 
any flocking of a given width} — In cotton it wiy vary a little ; in filk materially. 

Arc you competent to fpeak to worded? — The fame principle will apply; but I 
. am very little converfant with the manufefture of worded. I wiih to give no arifwer 
■ as to wotfted. - 

Do you conceive you could carry on your bufinefs to its prcfent extent, under t&c 
operation of the fchedule claufe ? — I am very certain that I could not. 

Would the fchedule claufe enable a Magidrate, who is not a hofier, to decide upon 
the merit of any difpute between a Hofier and a Framework-Knitter, without the 
aid and intervention of a competent judge ? — I mud read the claufe very carefully 
before I (hould be prepared to anfwer what it would enable the Magidrate to decide, 
I have not read the claufe with that view. 

Is not the decifion of a Magidrate uniformly framed upon the bafis of the pieces 
of work agreed upon between the hofier and the Framework-Knitter ?— Ofcourfe, 
I prefume it mud be ; it is not for me to (ay in all cafes. 
Have you been before a Magidrate ? — Two or three times. 
Wercthofe difputes in which you were intereded decided upon the price of tHe 
work agreed upon between you and your workmen? — To the bed of my recolleAion 
that quedion was never at iffue ; it was upon fome defeft in the work. 

Let the dedudion be what it might, there mud have been fome bafis by whirfi 
it was fettled ; upon what ground was it that the decifion upon thofc difputes took 
place? — ^The contraft price of the goods was no part of the difpute, but how mucfh 
(hould l)e abated for an imperfe&ion. 

Then that referred to an agreement, that if the work had been perfeft it woufd 
have amounted to fo much ? — Yes. 

Look at page 3 of the Bill, the claufe refpefting the penalty, if anjr hofier, iace- 
maoufadurer, or other perfon, (hall pay or giVe any greater or lefs price for the reiit 
of fiames? — In that particular clafi of frames of which I am the owner it does not 
vary much, except with refped to gauge 1 the regujar rent is one (hilling a week, 
and the coarier are nine pence a week. 

Are there in general plenty of frames to be hired by workmen ? — At this time 
there are great numbers. I have known when there were not. 

Have the rates of hire varied much within thefe (iVe or fix years? — I am not com- 
petent to (peak to the rate of hire. I never hired any firames myfelf. 

Do you let out frames ?— I let out my own frames. If a workman hires from 
another perfon,- it is by a contrdft of his own, of which I know nothing. 

Has the rate of rent at which you have let out your own varied much within the 
lad five years ?-^It has never varied fince I have been in trade. 

Is it a pradice tp give out filk wet, and to expeft it (hall be brought back dry, 
without making an allowance for the di(Ference of weight and nioidure ?^ — Not in 
my warehoufe, and it cannot be in any reputable one. 

Do you, in point of faft, bcrlievc it to exid in the trade, fo as to be a ferious 
grievance to thofe who are employed in the trade ? — ^To the extent of my knowledge. 
It does not exid in the trade at all. 

Have you heard that it does exid with any ? — Yes, I have heard occafionalljr 
of it. 

Have the wagcsof your workmen varied much within thefe ten years for the fame 
articles ? — I am not competent to fpjak to dates. There has been an advance made 
in the articles of cotton work ; and I [hink within ten years more than oncej I (hould 
think there have been two advances within that time. 

Are the wages now received from you higher than they were in 1806, 1807, ISO'S 
or 1809 ? — 1 prefume, in cotton, they are higi)er. i thmk by two advances, making 
two pence, or three pence a pair difference, and I think one advance in lilk. 

Can you recoiled how much a workaian in 1805, 1806, or 1807 could earn 
per week, and how much he could earn now at any kind of trade? — 1 nevef 
made any fuch calculation as to the earnings of workmL^, and am incompetent to 
ipeak to it. 

Are any deduftions made now from workmen which were not formerly made?— 
I do not know of any in the plain h«^fiery. 

Do you think your trade has been on the decline thefe laft two or three years? — 
I am afraid it has cont rafted. 
To what caufe do you fuppofe that to be attributable; to the manufaftiire of 
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foods of an inferior quality, or any want of demand in the foreign or home mar- Mr% J. PMrker. 
ct? — I am afraid it is to the want of demand ; I am not acquainted with any^ 
article to the inferior produftion of which I Ihould attribute the lofs of any of our 
markets. 

Do you believe that it is the want of the ufual export j are you competent to 
ftate that articles now exported are refufed export, and that therefore a decay in 
trade has taken place ? — 1 apprehend, to the bed of my judgment, there has been 
a deficiency of export in the cotton trade; and in the (ilk trade, I am afraid, there 
lias been a deficiency, both of the home trade and of the export trade, which I 
attribute to the very high price of filk, and the fcanty fupply or the material. • 

Has not the late high priceof filk contributed very materially to leffen the qnan-» 
lity manufadured of lilk goods?— I apprehend it has. 

In your opinion, have plain cotton dockings wholly cut, been a great injury to 
the trade?— A$ far as my experience goes, there has not been any quantity of them 
made; and I very much doubt whether any have been exported. 

Have you ever feen them ? — I have never feen one. I never faw a whole plain 
cotton (locking cut up; and I have not the leaft hefitatioa to (liy, that I have very 
little doubt, my experience of the trade is fuch, tliat if they had exifted in anjr 
quantity I muft have feen them. 

What are the principal caufes of making dedudions from the underHood price to 
be paid to the workmen ?— They arc fo many, in fo nice an article, as that I could 
not very readily ftate them ; the moft prominent are, the hofe being made too little, 
the hofe being made too flaick, in which we always meet that difpute, which is now 
the principal allegation of the petitions refpeding the width which the hofe are fet 
on upon the frame; and I think, that the next great fubjeft of dedudion in the 
filk work is generally want of cleanlinefs on the part of the workmen in their 
manufaftures i the article of white filk is of extreme delicacy, of very great vaJue» 
and ftibjeft to ferious injury from very flight caufes. 

When you give out work of the fame fort to different workmen, do you give it at 
the fame price, or do you vary the price according to the excellence of the work- 
men ?— I give it out at the fame price ; but I wifli it to be underftood, that if a 
workman was very excellent, or inferior, that though, I (hould pay him for one or 
two weeks, what we deem the regular price of the trade, I Ihould certainly not con* 
tinue him at that price ; if he was a better workman, I (hould probably put him 
on better work, and the inferipr workman on inferior work. 
\ Do you conceive that other gentlemen in the trade, generally fpeaking, purfue 
the fame courfe ? — I^ apprehend they do. 

When, through an unexpeAed order, or very large orders, you are in great haftc 
to have your work made up, do you alter your prices with your workmen for a 
time ?— Some houfes do ; I nevcf do. I do not wi(h to ftate that as peculiar to myfelf, 
^ut to the nature of my trade; we are not fubje£i in the London trade to thoie 
great variations of demand ; the gentlemen in the foreign trade are fubjed to 
them, and (bmctimes the men get much higher wa^s for a time. 

Dp you conceive that thofe gentlemen who are m this fort of trade, which is 
fubjeft to great variation of demand, muft firequently find it very convenient to 
change their prices very fuddenly? — I apprehend they muft; though I am not fub- 
jed to very fudden alterations in the price. From the variation in the nature of my 
demand, I am very fubjcd to vary the fpecies of work which my workmen are put 
on, at very (hort notices ; indeed from the extreme delicacy of the filk manufiuStures^ 
we are liable by every poft, to receive orders to vary our quality. 

Would it then be very inconvenient to you not to be able to vary your quality 
of work, without a fortnight's notice, in a new fchedule ?— It would be fo difficult 
in the London trade, it would be completely deftrudtive. 

Are many other gentlemen in trade circumstanced as you are, with refpeft to 
market ; do they fupply the lx>ndon market as you do, and fo fland in your fituatioa 
in thofe refpedts ?— There are two or three houfes who fl:and in my fituation; but 
the greater part of the houfes have mixed connections, they have both London and 
foreign trade. 

In proportion as any houfe fupplies the London market, muft it be in your fitu« 
ation, as far as regards that part of its trade, which is for the London market ?*— 
It muft. 

Do you know that it is the cuftom in any trade for Mafl:ers and Workmen to 
enter into written engagements or contrads for the furniftiing of work, or whether 
it isjiot conunon tofettk by verbal agreement only?—- 1 never heard of any written 
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Mr:^.P4rt&^ eoakt9& bbtweon uttfter aod maa m oar bu£aefs; I caooot tmafma .m m> bolMr 
''^^=r- — »v- ^ H^dffh ^f namd is emplo]^ h my owe tnde. 

Host maajr fpen or fitamas .4a you generally employ ?~I Em mytpufsaed tm 
anfwerthat queftion exadly; at this moment about 200; about three yeattJ^ol 
eaH^y«d about |i ^ndrcd siore bands, which k a Tery great diffefcnee. 

^ow.lofig hwe you bceb in that btifine&?-*-About thirty years. J QMoAd 
tp explain oae thing ; I h»« faid thu there. hare. been no akeratioas kldy xn f 
sent, but amaog fome of Ae hauibs I underftand tbeve has been an aitopUioa, but 
ft is not CQomctcd with tl»t rife and h& which the petitioners fpcak of m tbe bee 
trade. 

State wbetim' there has been a rife» «rMrbether it has fallen i^^li bsm besna £dl of 
one half in the plain trade. 

Mr. f AM£S MOOLEY cafled in ; and Examined by Mr. f^arren in behdf df 

thfe Petitioners ^ainft the BiJl. 
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Mr. J. Hooky. YGU are a mamrfacturer of hofiery goods in Nottingham ?— I am. 
/ How long have you been in that bufihefe ? — Upwards of forty years. 

Has the hofiery bufinefs in Nottingham decreafed lately ?— Certainljr* 

To what caufe do you attribute that decreafe? — ^To the ftate to which fhe manu* 
facture is reduced by the War, and by contingent circumftances ; we have no trade 
on the continent ; we have lately had no trade with America ; and are circumfcribed 
to the country tr^de, and to the London trade, except a little trade to the Medi- 
tiHtanean. 

TheTe are thje caufe? tip which you attribute the decreafe of trade at Nottingham ? 
— Yes. 

' Do you attribute it to the mamrfacture of any inferior fpecies of soods ?— Noj 
and J beg to explain why I believe no fuch eiittuYiftanCe takes place. It is aluiown 
firct, that the Lcicefter noufes have always been celebrated for making light low- 
priced and cheap articles ; noHy \t is equally notorious that their trade has been very 
fepcrittr indeed to ours ; wf have made fui>ftantial goods, that the low-priced article 
Im been in demand, vAvttt^ the trade of the homes who make for the home con* 
fuVhption has b^en very tt^uch reduced, owing to the gentlemen who were formerly 
iA the foiteign bufinefs being obliged to make goods for the home condimption. 

(xx)k at the firft enacting daufe in the nil ; do you make any of tfadfe goodi 
that ktt by that daufe intended to be prohibited 'from being nrxade in fottiie ?— i do 
materially ; I am materially interefted. 

You are in an extenfive line ?-*^Prdtty well. 

Have you ^t with you afty fpecimens of the goods that will t« prdhlb/ted T>y 
that claufe ?-^ (hall beg leave to exhibit fomefpedmens. 

Have you been in the habit of employing a large capital in the fabricating df the 
articles prohibited by this daufe ? — I liave. 

Have you employed a great fnany men in that manufacture ?— 1 have. 

State to the Committee what you fuppofe is likely to arife to you and x>ther 
perfons in the fame branch of bufinefs in which you are, if this cfeufe paflcs into a 
law?— I muft firft beg leave to remark, that Mr. Sharker you have lieard declare 
that he did not do much bufinefs in the plain cotton trade, particularly in the article 
of fingle cottony that fkA is the rcverfe with me; I do a good deal in it* lorily 
mean to note, and to remark, incoritra-dittinftion to Mr. Parker's teftimony, that thave 
not found the article of duubie-fpun, or fingle cotton, to vary fo much in the ma- 
terial as may be imprefled upon Ih^ mind of the Committee from bis teftimony. J 
ufe a go6d deal of it, and am in ifie habit of buying of Mr. Arkwright, IdouOt 
know any thing of Mr. Robinfon*s fpinning. Mr. Aikwrigbt we have both bought 
oiir materials irom, and his article has been uniformly excellent. I have fix)m time 
to rime had fo Kttle occlifion to m.rke any fort of variation in my article, tltot T do 
not know when his fingle cotton was better, and when, it was worfe, perhaps a littfe 
(hade of diftindtion might take place; but without our notice. Ourtrada has been 
carried on in that even way that we have no difficulty or fault to find. In the firft 
place, we are prohibited by this claufe from making any article of fingle cotton as 
high as No 9, now it to happens we are in the habit of making a confiderable 
quantity of otton caps which we make Irom No. 9, 9 ^, and 10; thofecaps^o td 
the Mediterranean ; it is a recent trade with us ; heretofore the Germans ufcd ta have 
this trade, but by our induftry, by our attention, and by our fmall profits, we are 
eiSatiled to meet them ih the market, and indoad to be fupenur to them i hence it is 
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that we hav« the trade, and I believe I am borne out when I fay, that iwiSit courfe Mr. J. Hooky: 
of the laft year there wete not fefs^ than io,aoo dozen of this article made: 
. Have you got any, of that article with you ?--l have [the witnejs'produceda cap.J ' 
That IS an article of which lb many thouCind dozen were mahutadtured laft' year ? 
f^Ycs; 

Is that an article that wiU be prohibited under this claufe ? — Certainly it is ; I beg 
toftate that that cap isnotmade to befecn by this Committee, it is not better tfran 
the generality of Caps made for that trade i it is a fair fample taken promifeuoufly' 
from a dozen. 

Suppofing that to be made of double thread, fliould you have the fame market 
for it you have now abroad ? — No; for this reafon, in the firft* place it would come 
C0n6derably dearer ; the Germans will have a preference, and not only that, but 
being made of two threads it is harder to the head, it is more wiry, and would not 
pleafe the people in that hot country fo well. 

Are there many perfons in your employ ^ho manufafture this fort of article ? — I 
have at prefent not fo many orders for them as Thave had, owing to the leafon of 
the year; I received an order a ftvi days ago for five hundred dozen, which if 
this Bill takes place I muft write to my correspondent that I cannot ftnd. We did 
make two thoufand dozen of them laft year, but we are excluded from this trade if 
this bill paffes into a law. 

Should you be underfoldin the Mediterranean market by the Germans, if you 
were obliged to ufe double thread P*^— Yes. 

Is that ever fold for double thread? — I do not know of any fuch circumftance ; 
we do not fell. them for double thread ; I will not fay it never was done, but it is not 
done in the courfe of the trade ; myopinion is, that what is there termed a fraud is na 
fraud at all, for that 'cap will wear very well, and it is fold as a fingle-thrcad cap. 

Are there any other articles to which you would wi(h to fpeak? — t would wifh to 
call the attentioa of the Committee to a more important article than that; it is the 
Berlin, or warp pieces, webs for making pantaloons [specimens zvere produced] that 
is made of No. ig, or 20. 

Of. vifhat .are the white made.?— The fw\t as the others. 

Is not this made by Barber*s patent ?—^Late Barber's patent; as in cafe of the caps 
the,fame thing exifts; you have before you one pattern of two-threads; the differ- 
ence between the two-thtead cotton and the one thread is fuch as no man, except he 
isa naa^ufsMfturer of it, without great difficulty, could tell. Ihave no doubt that the 
^ne thread will wear rather longer than a gentleman who does wear them would wifli 
them to do; they would wear till they were tired of them: A number of gentlemen - 
d6 not want thefe things to laft too long; they may give them to their fervants. I do 
not tliink they would wear much worfe than the two-threads. I have not worn any 
of the two threads myfelf^ thexlifference between the two-thread and the one-thread 
cannot be left, I fuppofe, tlian about fifteen to eighteen pence per yard, probably 
more than that : we have tnadefo little of the two-threids lately, I have not made 
any calculaLion. 

Have you ever received any complaint' from your correfpondents abroad on the 
fulDJeft' of' thefe caps not anfwering. — No; never; the demand is great, though- 
we are not fo fortunate as to have a great many of them ordered juft now, in confe- 
<iuence of a great many having been fent; ftill we have beneficial orders. I have 
one order for five hundred dozen, fi'om a very old correfpondent. 

Is this ona-of the prohibited articles [a buff" pairern^i-^YQs. 
' What do you make of that 'article ? — Pantaloons. 

Are thole Pantaloons in rcqueft? — Yes; very much. 

Are they worn in England or abroad ? — Both ; but principally abroad. 

Have you had a confideraHe demand for that article ? — A very confiderablc de* 
Itiapd ; and it is the only trade that is at all beneficial juft now. 

Are there many others befides yourfelf ' engaged in that trade ? — A great many. 

What numbers of men do you fuppofe may be engaged in that branch of the 
tr^de ? — A great naaEy> but 1 do not know how many. 

Some hundreds?— No; I fbould think not. In making that defcription of article, 
perhaps there are a hundred frames upon it, and they coma to a great deal of money. 
I have at this rwwte between twenty and thirty frames employed on that very 
fabric ; .in itruthi have an order (hortly to go, and I am m,alung rather more than 1 
tiifually.do. 

[ la this/abric made up into gloves ? — I never faw it. 

. Are you acquainted with this pattern \a gld'oe'l i — Yes, 
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Mr. J. Hooky. Is that prohibited by the third claufe ?— Yes, it is. That is a cut-up glove. 
^ . f s^ -^^ -» That is made out of a whole piece? — It is cut up. It is a prohibited article ^^ 
the fingers are cut* 

Ol wliat material is that made? — I have not examined whether it is one thread 
oi- two, I think it is two-threads, we generally make them of two-threads ; they take . 
fo little coi:tOD it is not material. 

Is that an article that fells? — ^To Canada and America we fend a very great, 
quantity. 

Are thofe Gloves ever fold for any thing elfe than what they appear to be? . 
— Decidedly not. • 

Can a man turn that round, and not fee what it is? — ^There is nothing deceptive 
in it. 

That is an article of great demand in America?— Yes; it would flopa vaft number 
of hands in our place if that was prohibited. 

State in what it differs in its make from a common glove? — The difference is this, 
we ufed to make them heretofore exadly upon the frame, (haped according to the i 
hand, for which we ufed to pay thirteen pence, but the price has been reduced to a , 
Ihilling for that glove, which is juft as good as the other; we pay five and ninepence 
per dozen ; hence there is a great faving, and we can fell them much cheaper; but 
we are every day, with leave of the Legiflature, making improvements, and 1 hope 
that I (hall ere long exhibit a glove, not cut up, and that we can probably make' 
at the fame price; but this can have no bearing on the injuftice of flopping our . 
making them, becaufe, though by the ingenuity of our mechanics thefe may be in* 
vented, we may have orders that will exceedingly enforce them, and in that cafe we . 
muft come to the old fyftrm again, and cut them. I have had orders this fpring for 
Canada, for a greater quantity than we could make in the way I now {peak of, and 
we muft refort to our old fyftem of cutting. 

*^ If thb claufe is enaded, it will be extremely detrimental to your manufafture? 
-^Exceedingly fo ; if thefe fingle-cotron articles were to be prohibited it would . 
throw fome hundreds of hands out of employ. 
And of courfe a very large capital ? — Yes, a very large capital. 
Have you any thing elfe to ftate as to that qlaufe? — I do not know that I have 
any other information to give upon that fubjed. 

When thefe gloves were made without feams, were they at a higher price ? — ^The 
difference of the price of making, was 5J. 9 J. and izs. 

Were they fold at a higher price ? — Certainly ; and in confequence of a fall of 
price the demand has been very much increafed ; when. they were at the higher price^ 
I ufed to have orders for a few dozen for the higher orders, but being rendered fo 
cheap,' the demand is very great indeed ; I know too of other houfes where the 
orders are greater than they are to my houfe. 

You have found a market in America for thefe goods at the reduced price, which 
you would not have found at a higher price ?— Exadly fo, it has increafed the demand 
to a great degree. 

Have you looked at the claufe relating to the fchedule ? — I think there is one * 
other article I ought to fpeak to; I remark here, that cut-up hofe are entirely prohi- 
bited. I beg leave to ftate to this^ Committee, that I never faw a complete cut-up 
Stocking, not all the way up from the top to the bottom; I have feen a Stocking cut 
up froni the calf to the bottom, which I think a very bad thing. To (how to this 
Committee that I have taken pains to be informed of this, I have repeatedly by my 
workmen offered them half a crown to bring me a dozen to look at ; I would not 
give it for a fingle pair, for they would be too cunning for me, and make one to 
bring. I have taken pains to get a fight of them; 1 confider it a tub thrown out to 
amufe the whale. 

Have you read die claufe relating to the fchedule ?— Oh, yes, over and over. 
Suppofing that claufe with refped to the fchedule to be enforced, fliall you be - 
enabled to carry on your trade as beneficially to yourfelf in future as you are now ? — 
Diftindly not. 

Take the claufe in ypur hand, and inform the Coinmittee of the objedions you 
have to make to it ? — In the firft place, I really conceive it is impofliblc for me to 
comply with what the claufe here requires ; upon my honour and confcience, I be- 
lieve I cannot. The trouble, the plague, and the vexation that it would be at- 
tended with is fuch, that I never could comply with ; in the firft place, the plague 
and the vexation that it would be attended with, admitting the poffibility of i^ ^ 
which I do not admits would be fuch^ that I could not endure it ; nor cao I fee the 
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benefit of it.- I do admit, that perhaps in fome inftances it may benefit a certain Mr. J. Hpol^, 
^efcription of workmen; but if it benefited one defcription of workmen, t am furc ^ 
it would pull down another. 

Explain to the Committee cm what you form that judgment ? — The reafon I 
iay fo is, that it brings the good and the bad workmen too near together. According 
to this fchedule I am compelled to. pay a given price for articles fet on a given ' 
width, and made a certain length ;* I muft have this fet on this width and this length, 
and the good workmen and the bad mud work on the fame principle. It is a rule 
with me, that if I have a good workman I give him encouragement in every way 
I can ; and for a thirty docking I cannot tell this man how many jacks he fhall ' 
fet this on ; I (hall give him finer cotton, or I (hall not; but if he makes this flock- 
ing to pleafe me, I give him a better price than I would to an inferior hand. We 
have general rules to go by, 1 am ready to admit, and by thefe rules I generally 
abide, but we do make diftindtions. This is the rule of my houfe, I do not fpeak 
for others. 

This fchedule would put you into a fituation in which you could not make thofe 
diftinftions, though you wifh to do it? — I could not; the danger of making a 
ichedulc of my manufafture is fo amply and fully defcribed by the laft witnefs, Mr, 
Parker, that I think it imneceffary to go into it ; I beg leave moft fully to confirm 
that part of his evidence where the trouble and danger attending it is mentioned ; 
I mutt beg leave to increafe on Mr. Parker's obfervations a little ; my manufaftory 
being very cxtenfive, (I mean to fay in the variety of its articles) 1 make for inftancc ' 
the fmalleft childrens ftockings, which we call ribbed ancle hofe for the very little 
children ; now this fmall hofe (it is hot much longer than your finger) is made upon * 
two machines, the ribbed top upon one machine, and the bottom upon another ; 
having but one of thefe machines, if we receive an order for coarfe or low priced 
^oods, we give out a number of cotton accordingly ; and if we want them finer, wc 
give out finer cotton to the fame frame ; fo that it is totally impoflible, if I was 
•ever fo inclined, to define and defcribe this article according to the article; it is 
made upon two machines, two different flocking frames : the firft is a ribbed ' 
machine, it is taken off from that, and put on to a plain frame. It does not enter 
into my capacity how I could defcribe thisi I believe I could not do it fo as to 
enter it in my fchedule ; this I inftance as one difficulty ; and I alfo mean to (how, 
that making from thefe very little things, I go up to the fined filk ftockings that 
^e made ; we make from thefe things to the fineft cotton ; I have a fifty-gauge in 
cotton, and I do not know of any gentleman that has finer. The different things 
throughout this whole long gradation only of cotton, would to me be infufferable 
to defcribe them all, I think: impoffible in a year, not accurately, not pofitively, 
I Ihould be a year learning my trade. We make worfted ftockings alfo, of various 
<Jefcriptions, and cotton and worfted ; filk and worfted* knots, twills, and a vaft 
variety. 

■ All thefe would be to be enumerated in the fchedule ? — Yes, to the tune of 
many hundred articles. 

You are aware that if any one of thofe articles is omitted you are liable to a 
penalty oi £. ao for each omiffion? — ^Yes. 

Could you carry on your bufinefs under fuch circumftances ? — Yes ; but I fhould 
be liable to penalties. I will fay one thing, that I would not carry it on ; I fhould 
be liable to the law, and I would not carry it on. I do not hold out this as a threat, 
or mean to dictate to the Comfnittee, but it would be fo vexatious to me at my time 
of life, that I muft be excufed from entering upon it, and muft let fomebody elfc 
talccit. 

A peffon may come and take copies of the fchedule, if he pleafes ? — Yes. 

Would that be an interruption in the courfe of your bufinefs? — It could not be 
endured that fo large a fchedule as I muft have, I muft hire a porter; it would be my 
bell and cheapeft way to hire a man to attend to this, if they were to come and take 
-copies. • 

You would have a man to attend if perfons were to come and take copies —Yes, 
if the people wer« all to come, which I expeft would be the confequence every 
one of our hands would want a fchedule perhaps every week. 

Arc there a great many perfons carrying on as extenfive a trade in your branch of 
bufinefs as yourfelf ? — There are, more fo. 

The inconvenience to them would be* greater than to yourfelf, in proportion to the 
magnitude and extent of their bufinefs ? — Yes. One word more as to the uftcotn- 
fortable fituationin which I fiiould be placed^ lam here compelled to take in

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Mr\ y. Wbo/o^vftock'ngs according^ to the number of needles that they fluil he fet on, I muft have 

V— — yJr ^ them (et oh fuch a width; as to the length Icare nothing about it; we could meafurc^ 

and go on, but IcOiuft^ have thepi let on fo m^uiy needles ; how can I afcertaih this. 
Thele Gentlemen havQ.gpt a glaf§, they can put, it down and count the courles;hoW' 
am I to corred the courier of all the (lockings I takein, adipitting, I count only one 
pairfroi2> every, workmen who come$ to my houfe. I pay upon the average, neirly 
£.2po per week for workmen; of courfe we (hould make a good' many cotton 
floe kings for that fum i infomuch, that if I count only one pair of ftockingsout 
of every rrjan's^wprk, I am co.ifidcnt that if I was to begin from d^y-light in the 
m ^rning t could not do it in a day^ nor In two days. If Ttake in a Itecking that has 
more or leis needles in it,.Iram liable tqthe law. 

Do you make deduflioqs from your workmen ? — If I am afced as, to the cuftbm 
of. my own particular houfe, I fay I do not. 

' There is a claule in page 4, relating to the rate of payment, to be afcertained by a 
in^chine called a rack, ha,vp you attended to that claufe ? — Certainly; I think the 
rack a vpry pretty, invention,. and as f;§ir as the Berlin pieces gp, I think it wouldt 
da It is the. cullom of the trade,, in a great degree, to deliver out fo many flips of 
Worfted, and that number is worV.ed qp, and we pay for it according to that rate, 
which amounts to pretty much the fame thing; we can tell by the weight; however 
I, think it is a, very pretty invention; and as. fax aj the lace goes itb admiflib:e. Imakc 
Ibme plain net ; and I would not on any account take in any net without it. 
/Is it a prpper.rnachinc to afcertajn the rate of payment for the nunufeicluring ' 
ofajl goods or pieces whatfoev^r.? — Certainly it is noc. 

State why it is not a proper raachine to be applied to. any thing beyond lace?— 
1. fear I, fhould not be. und;;r{^ood wjithput going into technical explanaiions. We 
make a good ma/iy plaijci worded pieces. We maxc of two. defcriptions, the one for 
the hon^e coafuQAption, which is made of what we. t^rm hand-fpinning\ that is the 
old lalhion^d hand-lpinning, thefe are generally nude in colours, Oxford greys, dark 
drabs, and felf-colqurs, this is for home coofumption, of courfe we make them as 
good as it is p^jfliblc; they are worked yp ftiff, and the thread bein^fuU we make 
them of three threads ; w^ are coqiip.elled to rhafce tben^ on coarfe g^uge frames, 
but the labour that i^ required m^ke^ this fort of work require a better price than 
if they, were frner and ligJiter ; fpr iaftance, I haye. two defcriptions of frames in one 
ihop^ the one. is fuch as J have, already, defcribed, a. twenty-eight gauge, that works 
the fclf-colours ; I liave oth^r frames that gjo up as hi&h 4S thirty-three and thirty- 
fpujr in the fame fh,opi I pay the iai»c price. for eachj oecaiife tbe.Rncr gaiig^ we 
work fmg^Q-wjoxfted or double-fpuu far the foreign trade, N<x.9, which is fiir finet; than , 
a.threc-thicaddrab wcniled ; now for thefe goods, of tbefe two dejcriptions, V pay. 
precjfejyt the f^m^ price. Now. I have aikcd. my workmen,, ojy maftcr ftockinger, 
wliich of thefe two were the beft work, the one twenty-eight gauge,^ and the oxher 
ttirty-tliree ; and hc/'fayj there, is very little difFerencCi fomctimes.one and lbmetini.es 
the other, according to the goodnefs of the worfted ; in a heavy wprlled in wofiiiig, 
a frame, there is trpuble in getting on with the lightef wort; a man c^n, what we 
term, prefs over the work quick ; this brings thefe two articles nearly togetlier at the 
f^me price ; but apply the. rack> then the coarfe article would either be fo reduced 
in price that the men could not live, or the fine gaods would b.c fo advanced that 
I could not live. 

In what manner do you agree, a3 to the fum to be paid to your workmen, is it in 
'writing, or verbally ^ — We have no written agreement, there is a little printed 
fchedule fomewhcre, that I have dated I* (hould have no objedion to' put up inniy 
own warehoufe. We pay aregular price, and I have before fUted, thjvt if a,n\an m^fces 
his work particularly good, I make him a. fort of remuneration.; on the other hand, 
if a man makes his «fork bad, I turn him off-, if a, maa raak^s fuperior and very 
excellent work, he is paid a better price, but he always knows to a Ibillihg and to a 
^ penny what he is to take from my houfe when he brings in his work , he knows he 
is not tQ bav^ Jefs than a certain price. 

How is that regulated? — By the cuftom ofithe trade. 

There is a cxiflom underflbod by the employers and the perfona ernplpycd? 
Asdiftinftly aspoffibJe; every pcrlpn cuMicemed in the raanufaftory .knows \u. . 

CrQfs;-examtte.d by ^r. H^rri/ott, injupport of th^ Bill. 

And no material goes out for the purpofe of being manu(k£tared^ fitf iwhichiyM 
cannot name the price bcfoie it goes out ?^ have not laid that, . 

Then 
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Th^n you (ay no, to that ?— Yes, I do, . . ' ' ; Mr. J. ffookf. 

I underftopd you to (ay, there was an underftood prafticein the trade, by which ' 
the manufafturer paid his workmen ? — Exaftly fo. 
f Does that apply to all the maoufadurcrs, oror\ly to fome of them ? — I have faid 
it is diredly paid to the men whien they bring in their work } that they know their 
price; it is geherally known, with this difference, that it is ooly to the common-place 
acticles. It I had the honour of making a flocking for you, I could not teli what 
price I (hould give for it till it came in. 

When you had known the fize I (hould want, and bad delivered out materiajs to 
a workman to make a (locking of that fize, (hould not you know what you were tp 
pay the workman, and would not he know the price he was to receive ? — No ; pro- 
vided I had your pattern, 

• I fuppofeyo\i to have my pattern, and to know the Gze, and the fort of (locking, 
do you mean to fay you could not tell the price you (hould have to pay ?— Certainly, 
when I come to fpeak thus particularly. It is a rule in my houfe, if we have an ex- 
tiuordinary pattern from any cuftomer, we highly value, to fend for it workman, and 
dcicribe thi$, that it mud be made very nice in all its points and bearings. You muft 
be very exaft to this pattern. Perhaps, as Mr. Parker remarked, a man may make 
two or three (lockings before he brings it to the pattern. V\'hen the man brings in 
the work, — " My good fellow you have done this very well, what is to be the price 
of it ?•* He fets the price, and not me; if he fets it exorbitantly, I fay it is too much j 
but in the general way, in fitting patterns confiderin^ that they have running back- 
wards and forwards, and that a poor man's time is his bread, and. that they cannot 
afford to do that, I generally give themwhat they themfelycs fix. 

Do people come to be mealured for a pair of ftockings, and have their legs mea- 
lurec), as 1 was this morning, for a pair of boots, — Do 1 come to your manufaftory, and 
you take meafure for a pair of ftockings the fame as if I wanted a pair of boot^ ?— r 
That is a very different queftion from what I-ftated ; if you come you bring your leg 
with you, but if you ftay in Loridon you will not bring your leg, nor fend it ; I will 
do any thing I can for you, if you come to Nottingham ; but not in making a (ingle 
pair to your leg. 

You have ftated inftatices in which the price would not Jbe known, but it would 
depend upon the article when brought back ; do you mean to fay tha that is oftei^ 
done, or only now and then ? — It is a general known fa&, as to the common line of 
oiir bu(in£ftl ; we pay certain prices that are well known. 

. With the few exceptions you fpeak to there is an underftood price between the 
Mafter and the Workmen ? — I do not call them few. 
, Are they many ? — Yes, they are many. 

As to all but thefe articles you could (pecify the prices ?-^Here is a paper he(e 
that proves that. 

You would have no objeftion to hanging it up ? — Not at all. 
'. This is the paper [producing it to the Witntjs^ — Yes 

That contains nothing in ftatement that you could not comply ? — No. 

Does this contain courfes and jacks ? — No, it does not. 

As far as the gauges go, and this particularity, there is no difficulty; are the 
gauges and rourfes, defcribed here, equivalent to each other?— Certainly not# 

You mean to ftate that it would be impo(riblc \f> put down the number of courics 
and the number of needles ? — No, it would not be impo(fible to put them down, 
but 1 could make nothing of them when I had done it. I will ftate a cafe that 
occurs to me in filk ftockings : I am working a number of courfes, 1 fliall work a 
very fine (ilk on a twenty- four frame for one ftocking, for the next ftocking I (hall 
^ork a foil lize ; the fame number of courfes (hall be in each ftocking» and one 
(hall be from four to fix inches longer than another. 

Does that refult from accident, or does the workman when he gets the niaterial, 
and do you, as Mafter delivering it out, know that that will be the effeA ? — We do, . 
' Tlien a relative variation in the price might ftill be fixed for that, though they 
were both of the (ame number of cour(es ? — How could that be ; becauic we gp by^ 
gradations, we cannot have a feparate price for every pair of ftockings. 

You may have a different price for different qualities ? — ^That we have. 

It is hot neceffary to fix the price according to the number of cour(cs ? — I think 
k could not be done. 

You might defcribe the number of courfes, and the fizes and qualities, might 
you not ? — Yes. 

And you might give- different prices for each ?— Yes \ but when that was done,

'Does the number ot the cotton adapted to each gauge give you tbtf HuttfbCf of 
,thc courfcs ir-ijioi that b ixnpo^ble; nor doed it give tte fize. 

Were ftockings ever paid for by courfes ? — 1 never heard of fiich a thing. 

Were they worked by a certain number of jacks ?— Certainly, the filk onts. 

Are the number of jacks relative to the nuniber of courfes i'-^o^ that do«i fu)t 
afcertain the number of courfcs. 

• You could alcertain the number of jacks?' — No doubt. 
And you do not recoHeft that the number of courfes was ever re(brted to in tiM 

making of plain filk ftockings?— Never, in my knowledge. 

Have you ever worked twilled hofe? — Yes. 

How many years ago were you in the habit of making twilled hofe i twilled fiu^ 
■ (cotton ? — ^1 never made foch a thing. 

Did not you in 17S7 naakc twilled fingle cotton?— No, I believe n^ftj t kattf 
bought them. 

Hofe of totton and fiHc ?— Yei. 

In I7«.7 ?— rl canhot reniember (o far back ai that. 

Have you no rccolleftion of bringing into vogue fuch an fifticte as that?^ 
know it was in faftiion about that time, but I trult the Conf^ftiitttd Will Aot Call 
upon me to ftate the precife time. 

It was an article in vogue at that time ? — ^Yes. 

How long did it continue fo?— Till the p^opl* bdcaitie tired of th^ei. 

HoW k)ng was that, two or three years ?-*»Longer thiin that^ 

Three or four ?— Thereabouts. 

Can you give a guefs why people became tired of them ?— Yes* I can givt not 

• only a gucfs, but a certain tv. 
What was it f-^Thstt they went out of fiifhion. 
Was that the only reafon?— I cannot fay that was the only etuft; I krkwv tho 

article was made inferior ; but I cannot fay tlmt that was the rfeafoo «'hy tlwy went 
out of fafhion. 

Though they, were a very qice cheip article ?— No, they were not a cheap an ide^ 
except when you came to the loweft article. 

But iome how or other they went out of fafhion, and have nevi^ cnnte hwd 
fafliion again? — No, tliey have not. Now I will beg to explain whv Phey are not 
in fiilhion; the trpth is, every body knows falhion does vary ; rl>Jourt<i fljnckiigg of 
every defcription have gone out of falhion. I beg kavc to ftate to this Cummiftcc 
why thefeare not worn. There is a fathion, as t before obferv^d^ which falhioh^ for 
vwhat caufe I know not, makes a thing come into demand to day, ar.d t<vtnorrow it 
cannot be fold. About the fame period that thefc things were very niuch in^demand^ 
ribbed hofe were fo much in demand that we couki not make enough of rbem. 
Ribbed cotton ftocktn^ I made at that time 20^ 30, and 50 do2en ^ \<veek, fortietiiliN 
ag;reat many more. Now the fame artide b pofitively made better tban I cvef 
:|tnewthem»butwehave no demand (ot them. When I fpeak fo 1 f^eak companH 
jtively ; there is not one twentieth part of them made now that wcra the 11. 

Now as to the gloves; can you niake gloves as^ cheap witkout cuttiagaal^y tiittii^ 
— rl hope it will be donebv the ingenuity of our mechanics. 

Have you any doubt of its being done ?^--I have never done it ; a man of mine 
'has told me it can be done, and F rejoice in it% 

Done as welt and as cheap?--;l cannot ftate that j hk did oMiky anyibiiip aa t^ 
-4he cheapnef^. 

You have no doubt of the foperiortiy of that ov«r the tut?— Th4fy.iHtt iMat 
fttorc plealantly. 

Will qot they wear longer?— No^Tdb hot think th^ wilt. 1 Wear 4feeft w^ch 
I have, in my band, and am not fodelicate» perhaps, as to feel any tnconvetiifnce fioul 
rtheir being cut» and I have worn them a confidembte time, tnd there ii Mt ft law 
in themi that Iknowt)fi , 
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Voif iMd them fewed at home p^haps ?— No, (hey wore taken out oifadozen Mir.%Mf$Uf. 
^nknifeuouilyi 

Tbey were «trt a houfhold pair? — Noi that would be a thing I, would 
Ah^ briiSgmg before thh Conimtttee. I wUl not fniflead thisComtiuttee in 
^Mip«a* 

Re-examined by Mr. fVarren. 

Thcfc ribbed hofe were a very good article when they went out of fiUbion?-'*- 
iTiey were a moft excellent article, and we make them a great deal better Dow. 

It was the whim of the day brought them into difufe, and nothing elfe? — Yes^- 
cxaflly. 

Mr. Harrybni] T^ do toot mean to fay. that twills are in fafhion now ? — No. 

Not that they have been fince they went out of fafliion in this unfortunate way ? 
—They were certainly made tery indifferent; certain gentlemen in a neighbouring 
county made them i^ery cheapo 

Mr. PP'atren^l Are thefe cut gloves made badly ? — ^Far from it. I do not make , 
fuch, or fend them abroad % fome perfons may for aught I know. 

Conmittee!] — Do the objedlions you have ftated to the prohibition <if cut-up 
ftockings and gloves apply equally to half-ftockings, fandals, and focks ?— I do not 
tnake thefe things at ail^ I make no cut-Up work but the gloves; but I knoW that 
there is a great quantity of it exported from Leiceller, and to good account ; and 
I know further, that if this trade was to be cut up, it would cut up the Leicefter 
trade very much. That thefe goods go abroad, and that the orders are frequent for 
them, apd that they are repeated^ and the thing, 1 believe, is not at all complained 
of. It would hiBt the Leicefter trade very much, in my opinion. 

What would be the eflSeft of the ptohibition of drawers cut up in part, excepting 
Ae waiftbands ?— It would fubjea every man to the penalty of being had before a 
Magiftrate by his wa(herman. We fend them in whole pieces to the taylors, and 
they cut them up into drawers, and the taylor and wearer are liable. 
. . Would that prohibition injure the fate of the article now in the habit of ufer— 
tt would totally preclude hit making them; he could not neiake them fX alt 
after that. 

Having ftatdd that the eftablifhment of a fchedule would be injurious in the 
\Arious articles of your manufadure, particularly in tlie fingle articles worked on 
variouft frames, could you under that fchedule carry on your bufinefs to its prefent 
jpmtent?— No, I could not. 

JDo^you conceive that the prohibition of thefe articles, fo enumerated, would be 
beneficial to the workmen ? --Indeed it would be very much the reverfe. I do not 
give an opinion of that that (hould at all admit of a doubt. I am fare it would be 
prqjudtcial to th# workmen, becaufe it would throw numbers of them oiit of 
employ ; i mean to (ay as far as r^ards my own manufaAure, that it would prohibit 
' many articles.; I cannot fpeak'to the bufinefs of others fo diftinftly. 

Would the fchedule, as you underftand it, prevent you rrom paying any 
fuperior workman more than an inferior, if his work was better ?-^Ccrtainly 
it would. 

Do you.not coniider that that would operate againft the ingenuity of the work-* 
man as much at againft the mafter ?— It prevents a man making exertions, and 
ctideavourii^ to make excellent work; it would be a fort of preventive to his 
ftimulus ;. he would fw, here is ^ ichtdule, and I cannot get forward ; if I ftiake 
- them according to this, they muft be taken in^ and my matter muft pay 
my price. 

. In your opinioo, wouM not fucha regulation operate to prevent the work being 
made more perfeft than it now is, by preventing that emulation?— I conceive it 
Wtmkl, Jt would takt away the encour^;^ment the men would have. 

State how many days per week the workmen at Nottingham, employed in the 
htffieiiy tiacH are in tti« prafticc of workii^^ whether four, five,, or fix?— Thefe 
nien have a fedentary life, and perhaps it fliould be required that fhey fhould take 
their amufementt. On Mottdny they go fiftiing or fake their amufenknt. A good 
qmek hand docs not work on a Monday, unlefs he is required ; on Tuefday they will 
. n^tc^work, and work a grtat many hours; Tuefday, Wednefday, Thurfday, and 
Friday ; many of them come in on a Friday, and my filk^ftocking makers come to 
* 00 tiieToefday ; dttriigtiiofe di^ Tuefday, Wednefday, Thurfday, and Friday,

M^JfiHooley^ they woilca great many hours; I do not think there is any blame attaching 
^ * "^ i frn the working men from taking their amufement^ they work a fair number 

of hours. 

Can a workman earn as much by manufacturing ten dozen of dockings now, as 
he could in 1805, 1806, 1807, or 1808? — Yes, certainly; they can earn as much 
money now as they ever could in their lives, for aught I know, if they have as much 
work. 

Then docs the deficiency arife from the deficiency of employment ? — Certainly. 

Cin you give any information as to lace ? — I Ihould beg to be excufed doing 
that— there is one thing I would beg leave to mention ; fpeaktng to the fchedule 
again, according to this Bill we are compelled to make our goods according to a 
fchedule that wc put up fourteen days; we muft give fourteen days notice before 
we can make any alteration ; now I put up my fchedule on &tuid^y ; perhaps there 
(hall be an article very much in demand, as has been the cafe heretofore, filk gloves, 
for inftance ; I am bound to pay that price for a fortnight j the article is very much 
in demand, and thefe glove hands work for different warehoufes ; here comes an 
order for a confiderable quantity ; on the Monday morning fome other houfcputs up 
a fchedule 3 J. a dozen more than me; now I know the time when I (hould have* 
been glad to have done the lame ; I am bound to give my own price for fourteen 
dayi, away go all the workmen to this warehoufe where they can get 3 it a dozen 
more; this is an evil which muft refult from this. 

Look at the Bill, page 3, claufe A. Is the mode here prefcribed that which has 
been in practice for fome time heretofore in Nottingham, or is there any thing new i 
—There is nothing new in it ; it is fuggefted by fome perlbns that it is not law, but 
it is the cuftom among us. 

Has it not been the practice among you ? — Yes; during the whole of my liie ; I 
never was before a magiftrate myfelf, but I know it is the cuftom of the place. 

You have mentioned fome articles that can with propriety be wrought with fingie 
cotton above nine hanks to the pound; are you acquainted with other articles that 
arc wrought with Gngle cotton of that finenefe, though they cannot be properly 
wrought fo as to make good articles of them ? — I prefume I may. 

State what articles are wrought of cotton of that finenefs that ought not to be fo 
wrought ; articles fo weak when wrought, as not to wear properly?— I have heard 
of fuch things, and there may be fuch things done, I believe there are; but I be- 
lieve further, that it is upon a very fmall fcale,*for the thing would loon work its 
own cure; if a pair of gloves is made of this, probably the finger would go through* 
the glove, and the thing would foon work its own cure. I cannot conceive that any' 
reftnction can with propriety be laid upon that; I wilh no fingle cotton (hould bt^ . 
worked above a certain number, but that may be applied to good purpofe, and I 
IBouId think the Legiflature ought to be extremely cautious how they pur any re-^ 
flrictions, for this reafon ; fuppofing you were to abolifii fingle cotton above a certain 
number, it is a known fact that in our neighbourhood, in (his age of ingenuity, and' 
in Lancafbire and Manchefter, and fo on, they get new improvements higiily ad- 
vantageous to commerce. When fpinning commenced, fingle woifted was only made' 
from one roving, it was then made of two rovings, it was better ; now it is made of .; 
three rovings, and it is ftill better now. I do not know that cotton has ever i)ecn ' 
made from three rovings ; but though I am no mechanic, 1 am convinced that it may 
be made of three rovings; nay, further, a further invention may come out, that the 
fingle cotton which .may come out, may be very fuperior to two threads ; and I ex- 
prefs in common terms, as a mercantile man and as a manufacturer, that my decided 
opinion is, that the Legiflature (hould t>e extremely cautious of laying reffarictions 
iipon trade. 

As the cotton now (lands, do thofe gloves, or other articles, which ought not to 
be Blade of that very fine fingle cotton, look fo like articles made of double cotton 
as not to be diftingui(hed by the perfon who goes into a^(hop to purchafe them?— 
It is almoft impoffible for me to fay. I knowing them (a well, the moment I touch 
them, I know what they are. 

Do you think 1 (hould know them F'^There is fuch a dii&reoce that any body 
muft know them. 

Do you think if I went into a (hop, I Ihould at once (ay, thefe gloves do not 
fuit me, or that I (hould purchafe them as readily as if they were made of jgood 
materials ?«-^]f you had ever feen the good materials, you woukl fay in a moment, 
this is an article that will not fuit me. 

You %» that you have ieen ftockings widi the low^ part, cut up, but not the 
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whole; and that you thought they were a bad thing?— I do not think them a M^.Jiffof^. 
good one. - V ■ >„^ , »ii h .i » .i 

Give your reafon for thinking the flocking that is half cut up a bad thing ? — My 
rcafon for it is this, that elafticity is a'moft definable thing in a ftocking; our 
ftockings fpring from the felvage and the feam; if made in a proper way, but when 
cut up m this way they cannot fpring, there is not that elafticity, and it is difficult 
that the parties will get them on and off, hence it is that I call them bad things, 
and that will work its own cure, for a perfon who has bought one pair of them 
will take care to turn them down when he buys ^ain, and examine the feam, for 
^y perfon who has the faculty of feeing may diftinguifh. 

. Can they tell before hand whether they will fpring 'and come over the heel ? — If 
they put their hand into them, which I obferve ladies generally do when they 
purchafe ftockings. 

•^ You feem to have a doubt whether there were not fome articles that ought not to 
be manufaftured with fingle thread ; is it not your opinion, as a merchant, that 
every manufafturer, in whatever line he is, (hould be allowed tv) manufacture any 
article that he can fell ? — Moft diftinftly ; I beg to be upderftood, thlt any reftridion 
en trade is injurious ; they arc all proper to be made if gentlemen choofe to havd 
them. 

As a merchant and a manufafturer, do you fuppofe any thing can be improperly 
made that it is poffible to find a market for ? — ^That is too extenfive a queftion'to 
anfwer forthwith; it requires fome fort of confideration. I do think moft diftinftly^ 
that all goods ought to be made that there is a market for; but at the fame time, 
I do contend that if a man makes a very fraudulent, or a very bad article, it ouglit 
to be fo marked as that a man (hall know it. 

I refer to a thing being fold, the buyer underftanding it to be the fame thing which 
you fell, do you think you would not be authorized in making any article, lelling the 
article fuch as it really was ? — Yes, and for what it is. 

Do you recoiled your people having worked by this paper [producing a printed 
paper]i — I do not inteifere in the takmg in the work. I do not know this paper; 
1 do not know that I ever faw it in my life ; I believe there was. fuch a paper in 
circulation. 

Were you ever afked to fign it?— I was afked to fign a paper, and I put a po- 
fitiye negative upon it ; that may probably be the paper, but I laid I would fign no 
paper 

Mr. JOHN PARKER s^ain called in; and Examined. 

Have you any explanation to give of your evidence ? — I was aflced whether any j|^^ y^ Parker. 
alterations had been made in the prices paid to workmen of late years, and I ftated 
that there bad been two advances in the cotton, and one in filk, I (hould wi(h to be 
underftood that I do not think the workmen at prefent reap any , great benefit frotQ 
that laft advance in filk, owing to the very great fcarcity and deamefs of that ar- 
ticle, which has made the filk-work proportionably more difiidvantageous from the 
extreme fincncfs, confequently upon that the workmen are not much benefited by 
that advance.

Mr. THOMAS NELSON called ini and Examined by Mr. /T^^againft the Bill. 

TATE to the Committee in what branch of bufinels you are eng^ed ?— I am a Mr f. Netbk 
* Hoficr. * * ^

At Nottingham ? — ^Yes. 

In a pretty extenfive line?— Pretty well; the houfe has been cftabliftied about 
fevcnty or eighty years, and I have been in it nearly forty myfclf. 

You have got in your hand one of the Bills ? — I have. 

Look at the firft enacting claufe in that Bill; at the bottom of the firft ps^ you 
obferve that certain articles there mentioned .are to be prohibitedfrom being made 
inluture, under certain penalties; what effect will that have upon that branch of 
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Afr* 71 Netpm. trade in wbich you are engs^ed ? — It will prohibit my making a number of acikksy 
caps, and Berlin pieces, and other articles, for wbich 1 have, at prefent a coaGdeny)^ 
demand. 

Have you with you any of thofe articles ?— I have not myfelf. 

Are they the uime as thofe articles that were produced by Mr. Hoolcy2«^ 
They are. 

jSq you employ many men ?— I am forry to fay not fo many as I have done ; I 
have made a hundred dozen (^thefe caps in a week. 

The trade of Nottingham has decreafed lately ? — Very confiderably for the two 
laft years. 

To what do you attribute that decreafe ?— -In a great degree to the want of a 
foreign demand, being ftiut out from foreign markets. 

Do you attribute it to the making of fraudulent articles ? — By no means. 

Does it come within your knowledge that fraudulent articles have been made to 
fuch an extent as to injure the trade ?— I never knew fraudulent articles made 
and fold. 

By fraudulent articles, am I to underftand you to mean thofe, which being of out 
defcription, are fold as being of a better defcription ? — Yes* 

It is your opinion, that it is not the fale of fuch articles as thofe that has affected 
the trade of Nottingham ? — Yes. 

You have now the articles to which I juft referred ?t— I have [the mtnefs prodm^ 
a cap]. 

U this cap to be a prohibited artick ? — Yes. 

That is inade of but one thread f-^Yes. 

And would come within the prohibiting claufe ypu have looked at ? — Yes. 

That ^love is made out of a whole piec^ is it not i — i^ it is only partly cut j it 
comes within the third claufe. 

Is that article in great requeft ?— It is in very great nequeft, both at home and 
abroad i it will wear as well as one that is not cut. 

In your opinioh, can that be fold to a man without his knowing how it is made i 
*-^It ii impofiiUe that that ibould be fo i if. he tyrns t)ie gWvc he (ees how it 
is made. 

Of coorfe it is fold much cheaper than if it was not made thl^t way ?— Yes, it may 
be fold eight or nine (hillings a dozen cheaper if it i» made of (ingle cotton : fifiem 
or twenty years ago, when this glove was made not cut, gloves were not then k|K>wii 
to be cut, we ufed to fend them to America at about a guinea per dozen ; now they 
are cut we can fend them at 1 1 /. 12 s. and i$s. a dosen^ an^ in conlequence of 
that the demand has con(iderably increaled : we ufed to (hip thirty, forty or fifty 
d9zens in a year, (b fmall were the orders at that time, and (ince then we have received 
orders for two or three hundred dozen in one letter. 

Suppofing the trade of this country (hould be again opened with America, do you 
imagine you (hould have a demand for that article again ? — A very confidgr^ble 
demand*. 

i need hardly aik whether the prohibition of thefe articles would be detrimental 
to your trade, and the general trade of Nottingham? — Undoubtedly, very 
detrimental. 

Are there many perfons engaged in the nunufafture of that fame article as well as 
yourfelf?— A great many in Nottingham. 

Are there many perfons engaged in the manufadure of thefe articles living at other 
places ?— Yes, a great number at Leicefler. 

Of cour:e it would be equally detrimental to the manufadurers of Leicefler as of 
Nottingham ? — I conceive it would. 

Look at the thin! f dion, and (late whether you have any thin^ toobferve upon 
it to the Committee ?— By the third claufe I (hould be prohibvted nrKkking any 
article whplly or partly cut, (lockings, caps, gloves, mitts, or drawers ; as for (lockings, 
I titver faw a dozen (k (lockings wholly cut itt my life 5 and I believe there is no fuck 
article made : I faw a pair about thirty years ago, but 1 have never feen any (ince ; 
and the reafon I give for faying there are no ibch things made is, that it is not the 
cheapeft mode ofmaking them, and therefore I conclude there is no- fuch thing 
made, becaufe manufefturers are not apt to pay the greateft price to jnake a low 
article. 

Can you (pe\k to the other articles, fandals and half-ftockings ? — The prohtbitioQ 
of them would be detrimental to the trade of Nottingham in a very great degree. 
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Am there many men employed in that branch of the trade, and ift iheie great Mr. T.N^fbk^ 
-capital employed in it ?— -Yes. 

By youifelf and others at Nottingham, and like wife at Leiceftcr f-**Yes» 
Will Berlin cotton be j>rahrbited by tliis daufe ?— It will be pcdbibited by the 
firfl: claofe, being made of iingle thread. 

Is that fpecimenyou hold in your hand madeof fingle thread ? — Yes* 
Are pantaloons and breeches made of that article ? — They are. 
Have they been in pretty general wear ?— In very great demand. 
They are in great demand now ? — Yes. 

Are they worn by pcrfons of all defcriptions ? — ^They are worn by people very 
genci;ally, both at home and abroad ; in fome countries abroad they are worn very 
generally ; it is not neceilary to make them of double cotton^ 

The article made of fingle cotton is a very ufcful and good article ? —Yes. 

Then it would operate to the prevention of a very ufeml and good article ?— Yes. 

Will not the prohibition be very detrimental to the men> as well as to the 

TOafters? — ^^Yes, for in confequence of this Bill I have given every man employed in 

that branch by me notice that I cannot employ him any longer ; and I conceive 

•others muft be obliged to do the fame thing, if this Bill paffcs. 

Of courfe that will throw a great number of men out of employ ? — It muH. 
You obferve they are prohibited to be made under certain penalties, would that 
aowqnt to a prohibition ? — Certainly, for the penalties are greater than the value of 
the goods. 

Lqpk at the claufe relating to the fchedule, have you any objeftioDS to makp' 
to that claufc ?-^Indeed I have many. 

Have you cpnfidered it ajttentively ?— rl have, I do not conceive it would be 
poffible for ipe to carry on my trade under this prohibition* 

State your particular objcdions to it, and to what parts of it ? — Jn the firft 
place, I (hould ftate that in the courfe of my bufinefs 1 keep a warchoufe at 
lyoughborough, fourteen miles from Nottingham, that warel>oufe is open only one* 
day in a fortnight; under theprovifions of this claufe I muft keep fomebody there 
cpnftantly, left any perion fliould demand a copy of my fchedule that relates to 
my fecond wa^eboufe. 

That would be a very gtcat additional expcnfe to you ? — Undoubtedly ; I muft 
keep a mait for that purpole, and that purpoie only ; the next obj^fliion I have to 
it is that it goes to a complete regulation of prices between mafter and man, whicb 
I conceive to be very detrimental^ and highly improper. 

In what way are the men paid now ?— They are paid fo much p?r dozen> or 
io much per pair for tvtry article they make. 

Is that fixed by particular agreement, or is it underftood in the covrfe of the 
trade ? — It is generally underftood in the cuftom of the trade, but we confider 
ourfelyesL entitled to make a private s^reement with our workmen. 

'J^here is a general cuftom in the trade, which ia known to the mafters and the 
men ? — Yes. 

There is no mifunderftaading between the maflej:s and the men> as to the prices 
of the articles they make ? — No ; I conceive by the operations of this ciaufe I ftiall 
be totally prevented carrying on my bufinefs^ that I Ihall be obliged to deicribe 
every article I make fo minutely, that where there are hundreds of articles mado 
I could not poflSbly comply with the requifitions of this claufe, I will fliow the 
Committee to what extent it goes; I have no doubt there are many thoufand articles 
I may be called upon to defcribe tu my manuf^fture* 

The improper aefcription of any one of which might fubject pu to the penalty 
of ^. ao ?— Undoubtedly. 

Mr. Harrijon ftated to the Committee, that he had been informtd^ 
that another Petition was about to be pre&nted againft the Bill, on which 
. . other Witneffea muft be examined^ and that, it was therefore impoISbl^ 
he conceived, that his Clients could carry the BiU through during the 
prefent Seffion ; that he conceived, if the matter were fully gone into, he 
ftiosild be able to fuppovt the. Bill .againft the objedions made by Mr. 
Warren ; fome alterations being made in the phrafe0log|y, and the prohibition 
of certain articles being omitted; and tt^t he had advifed bis Ciier>ts 
not , to be at the expenle.of his &irther attendance, ^nd he ftiould accordingly 
withdraw. That his Clients had no obje^fcioato the Committee proceedix^ in 
the examination,, they claiming the eight of anCwerinjg; ^e evidence now gjven, 
to (how that a fair refult was not deducible from it; and that fo far as the 
evidence had gone, he ftiould feel it neceiiary to requeft leave to contradid it ; 
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Mr. T..UelJon. that if unexpc6tcdly circumftances (hould aUow, his Clients would ftill attempt 

^ ^ ^ ^ to carry through their Bill ; and that he wifhed it to be underftood that his 
Clients did not abandon the Bill. 

[The Committee Room was cleared. After fomc time the Counfel and 
parties were again called in, and Mr. Warren was direded to proceed in 
his Evidence.] 

The Witnefs was again called in, and Examined. 

Proceed with what you have to fay on the fubjeft of the fchedule ?— It may be 
neceflary for mc to enter into a minute defcription of the articles, in which wefhould 
labour under a difficulty ; here is a cotton ftocking, this fchedule requires I (hould 
defcribe the cxad ftumber of needles it contains in the round, round the ftocking; 
alfo the number of courfes to the inch, alfo the number of narrowings down the leg of 
the ftocking, and bindings in at the heelj the bindings in at the beginning of the foot 
bottom; the bindings in at the toes; the number of turnings in the (hape; alfo the 
diamonds; we have perhaps a thoufand articles in our manufadlory which I muft thus 
minutely defcribe ; therefore I contend it would be utterly impoflible for me, or any 
other mahufadturer makingtwoorthreehundreddozena week,to carryon his bufinefs 
under thefe reftridions ; if the workman of this ftocking deviates from his inftruc- 
tion, he may make them fix or eight needles wider; he may put fix or eight courfes 
more to the inch, and all this totally unknown to me; and if I only give him the 
price that I there name in the fchedule, he may contend that I have not paid him 
fufficiently for his work, becaufe he has put more work in than I have defcribed in 
my fchedule, and this may be all unknown to me, and I cannot afcertain it without 
counting thofe ftitches which I cannot poffibly fee ; and I fuppofe by the meaning 
of this fchedule claufe that I ftiall be liable to a ^lo penalty for every pair of 
ftockings fo made, or a penalty of ^240 per dozen; the only means I have of 
afcertaining this is to count the ftitches in this ftocking, which is to me impoffible, 
I cannot do it ; I muft not only count the ftitches of one pair, I muft count it for 
every pair in the dozen I take in, otherwife I am liable to the penalty, for if one 
fingle pair is found I am liable to the penalty for one pair, and I do conceive it vi 
utterly impoffible, under thefe reftriftions, for any manutadurer making two or three 
hundred dozen per week, to carry on his bufinefs, and if he leaves out a given 
number of courfes to the inch, or takes out fix or eight needles in the width, and I 
ftill pay him the price in my fchedule, I am paying him a greater price than my 
fchedule fixes, becaufe he has left out a certain portion of work, and therefore I 
conceive I am liable to the fame penalties, and this on the information of my own 
workmen, and who, by the former claufes in the AA is entitled to half the penalty. 
If this claufc pafi[es into a law I (ball be under the neceffity of giving up my manu- 
fiiAory immediately. 

It would be impoffible for you to count the ftocking? — I cannot do it| I muft 
not only count one' ftocking, but every pair in a dozen, to fee that they arc all 
right. 

Would you in your abience iruft it to any agent of yours to defcribe the articles 
required in this fchedule ?— I durft not truft an agent to make out a fchedule, nor 
1 dare not truft an agent to take in my goods under the fchedule, for it would be im- 
ffiblc for me to leave to him the counting of thefe ftockings. 

Are you in the habit of making any deductions ?«— No, I am not in the habit 
of it. 

Do you know whether, in point of faft, dedudions are fometimes made for bad 
work ?— They are, undoubtedly. 

It would be impoffible for you to fpecify on the fchedule the deduftions to be 
made for bad work ? — Certainly. 

Are you aware, that you are bound to put down the deductions before you know 
them ?^ I underftand it, that I muft ; if a man does not make his work as I like 
I difcharge him ; I never appeal to a Magiftrate againft a man, nor a man never has 
againft me. 

Are you aware, that if you make any new invention, or vary your work, there 
muft be a new fchedule ?— Yes, 

Are you in the habit of varying your work ? — Very frequently. 

What would be the cffcft of that?— It would be impoffible for me to makea 
fchedule of all I want. I am freciuently obliged to leave it to the workman how to 
make the thing I want, and cannot defcribe it to him perfectly. 
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In your opinion, it would actually deftroy your trade ; you cannot comply with it ? Mr. T. Ne/fon. 
^— I cannot. ^ -^ 

Turn to the fourth page of the Bill, you will fee an article there, rate of payment 
to be afcertained by the rack ; are you acquainted with that machine called the rack ? 
' — I have never ken it at work on a (locking frame ; I have feen it before it was put to 
a Rocking frame. 

Are you able to Rate, whether it can be applied with propriety to the purpofes 
Rated in that claufc ? — I apprehend it cannor. 

State tothe Committee, why you think it is not agood meafure of hofier}' goods ?— - 
I underftand the operation of the rack to be this; merely to afcertain the number of 
courfes to the inch or to the yard, but it does not at all times put a value on the 
work ; certain fpecies of work, with fewer courfes to the yard, may be worth as much 
money to the workman as certain fpecies that have more courfes to the yard, par- 
ticularly in worfttd pieces; the fame frame and the fame workman are frequently 
called upon to make worRed pieces of a fine thread, which will require a given num- 
ber of courfes to the inch ; the week following, he may be called upon to work a thread 
confiderably thicker, which will require fewer courfes to the inch ; the prices we 
give for thcfe two articles, arc exprefsly the fame, but I conceive that the piece that 
has the moR courfes to the inch, is equally if not better work to the workman, that 
that work which has the feweR courfes to the inch, becaufe one is light and eafy 
woik, and the other is heavy and harder work 5 1 alfo conceive that, as the rack has 
rever been tried, but is a mere experiment, it would be a great hardfliip to oblige 
any manufacturer to apply it to anv machine, as it is yet untried. 

You mean to fay, that more courles may be done by a workman, of a light work, 
with lefs trouble than the fame number of courfes of a heavier work ? — Clearly fo. 

Your objection to the rack is, that it gives the fame rate of payment to works 
that arc very different in their performance ? — Exactly fo. 

Both in refpect of time and difficulty? — Yes ; a man that is making the light work, 
will make a greater number of yards than he can of heavy ; it is an unequal mode 
of payment. 

If it is a proper mode in one cafe, it as an unjuR mode' in another ? — Yes. 
' Have you confidered the effect of the claufc, as to a fearch warrant, in page 6 ? 
-—I have. 

. What is your judgment upon it, as likely to affect your trade ? — I do not fee that 
it can affect my trade, but it may affect my perfonal comfort ; allowing a conRable to 
come into my houfe at any hour of the night, to fearch for what they may confider 
prohibited goods, is a thing I would rather give up my trade than fubmit to. 

You obferve by the Schedule claufe, any perfon, coming in may take a copy or 
copies, would that be an inconvenience to your trade ? — A very great inconvenience. 

For what reafon ?-^They may come in at times when I am particularly engaged ; 
and from the fituation of my warehoufe, I muR have a perfon there to attend to it. 

Do you think it would endanger the fafety of your property? — I do; I muR 
have a fcrvant to attend to it ; and in one inftance here ; I have a warehoufe in a 
diflant part of the country, open only one day in a fortnight ; if it is expofed every 
day and at all times of the day, I muft have afervant to attend that. 

[The following qucRions were put, by Mr. Warren, at the fuggcRion of the 
Supporters of the Bill.] 

Were you once one of a Committee of Hofiers, for regulating the making of (ilk 
ftockings by th<5 number of the jacks ?-^No ; I do not know that I ever was j fuch 
a regulation was propofed to a Committee that was appointed for other purpofes, 
and I have no hefuation in faying, that regulation I agreed to, but the Committee 
was not appointed for that purpofe. 

■ Do you give diredions how your Rockings are to be made, when you give out 
your work to be made ? — Not in every inRance 5 they make them one week as they 
have done before, provided I make no complaint. 

. Do you give direftions that they (hall put on a certain number of jacks ? — Un- 
doubtedly I do, if I wi(h the Rockings to be made wider. 

Do you give directions how many narrowings and bindings in, there are to 
be ?— No, I do not ; this Schedule would oblige me to do ir, but 1 do not do it now. 

If the hofc was not narrowed regularly, would you receive it ? — I cannot faj 
that I ever found fault with a man for fuch a fault, that I ever noticed fucli 
a thing« 
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Mr. T. Nelfon. Do you not require a certain number of bindings-in at the heel, and at the 
^ ^^ ■ ■■/ foot-bottom ? — No, I do not. 

Do you ever take in any filk ftockings not narrowed at the heel, the beginning 
o( the foot-bottom and the toe end ?— I do not know that I do j 1 believe I 
do not. 

Are you at all acquainted with the making of lace ? — Npt at all : I would beg leave 
to make a few obfervations on thefc queftions. Some litde time ago, when the dif* 
turbances at Nottingham were at a great height, I received a threatening letter, ftating 
that I fhould not make my filk hofe any wider than that Schedule required, which 
Schedule 1 had agreed to; and it is I believe the Schedule attached to the Report of the 
Committee. This letter faid that I (hould not be allowed to make tbem any wider, 
although I paid an extra price for them ; I did make them wider, and paid an 
extra price: in confequenceof that, 1 called my filk hands together, one of whom 
is now prefent ; I afked them if they all made their hofe an extra width ; they ftated 
til at they did : I afked them if they were paid for it ; they ftated that they were : I 
afked them if they were fatisfied ; they ftated that they were. A few days after- 
wards I received a letter from this city, from a cuftomer here, ftating, that unlefs 
I made them ftill wider, he would not buy any more of me ; I then fent for my 
ftocktng-makers again, read them tlie letter, alfced them all what I muft do ; on 
the one hand I was threatened if I made ihem wider ; on the other hand I was 
threatened, if I did not make them ftill wider than I was then doing, my cuftomer 
Would not buy them : their reply was, ** Make them, Sir, as you pleafe j*' and 1 wave 
ftill continued fo to make them, and I ftill fay I will continue fo to make them, 
if my cuftomers require it, paying for the extra width they put in. 

Examined by the Committee. 

Have you read that part of the Bill which alludes to the laCe trade ? — I have. 

Have you any objeftions to the daufes relating to it ?— As an individual 1 have; 
I objeft to any prohibitory claufes on manufadlurers, making any thing they can 
fell; i have no intcreftin the lace trade, but I object to it on general prmciples. 

To your knowled'ge, has nc>t the increafe of feme other trade, fach as that 
of Buckingham and Loughborough, tended to reduce the demand for the Nottiog^ 
ham lace ? — Th^ is a mere matter of opinion, to which I cAnnot give an anftrer, 
not being in the trade. 

Mr. fVarren.l Was that regulation, referring to the making of filk ftockings by 
the number of jacks, which was made by the Committee of which you were a 
member, publiftied in any public paper ? —I believe it might, but I cannot fay 
pofitively ; I rather think it was. 

Was that before, or after any difturbances commenced ? — Oh, it was before. 

Was it in the year 1809, to the beft of your rccolledion ? — No, 1 ftiouM^ 
think it was in tlie year 1810 i I am not certain. 

Mr. JOHN NiXON was called in, and Examined by Mr. Warren^ on behalf 

of the Petitioners ajgainft the Bill. 

Mr. J. Nixon. WHAT is your fituation ? — I am a Mafter Hofier in Nottingham. 
^^ ^[^ f In an extcnfive way ? — ^Tolerable. 

Have you been long in that ficuacion ? — I have been in bufioefe on my own ac-i 
count twenty-two years, having previoufly ferved between fix and fcven years 
apprenticeftiip. 

Have you got a Bill before you ? — I have j I obfefve that the preamble ftates^ 
^ frauds and abufes manifeftly tend to the injury of the manufadure, and prevent 
** the fale and increafe thereof; it is therefore expedient that foch frauds Ihould b« 
** prevented j** it will be my duty to prove there are a great number of articles con-r 
tained in the firft claufe, that 1 export, that are neither fraudulent nor deceptive in 
any refped whatever. 

Look to that claufe, and flate whether there are any articles you aie in the 
habit of making and felling, that are there prohibited?— Yes; I will begin with 
cotton night caps, made of certain materials which are prohibited by that firft claufe, 
inafmiich as you are not to allow any double fpun or fingle yarn above eight and a 
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half. I laft year exported above 3,000 dozen of this article \producing ofiij which Mr^ J. Nixon. 
is a found and good article, and if it has a fault it is that it will wear too long, and 
they wpre all made, or nearly fo, (I will not fpeak to forty or fifty dozen) of No, 9, 
9^9 and 10. 

Was that for the foreign trade?— For the Mediterranean, where, if I was 
to make cotton caps ftouter, they would not be well received, and therefore I cannot 
make thero of a number lefs than No. 9. 

It is an 'article fuited to that market, and which they prefer ?*-*It is. 

State at what they fell at a reafonable price by the dozen ? — They are fold very 
low ; they are for the wear of the peafantry, who wear them inftead of hats. 

Do you employ many men in that branch of the trader— In the winter of 
f 810, and the winter of 181 1, I employed fifty men, who- would have had no other 
work if I had not employed them in that article. 

Is there ainy other article, in the courfe of your trade, prohibited by that 
claufe ?— Yes, there is one of greater confequence ftill, the article of Berlin cot- 
ton pieces, which we almost invariably make of (ingle cotton, No. 18 i to 20 ; con- 
fequently they are prohibited by the firft claufe. 

Is that an article of much requeft } — I exported laft year to the Peninfula and 
to the Mediterranean, I fhould fay from three to. four thoufand pounds worth 
of thefe articles. 

Of courfe 'there are many men employed in that branch of the manufacture ? 
<*— There are a cunfiderable number. 

And who wou'ld be thtown out of employment, if it was difcontinued ?— 
They would ; I do affirm, that this article, made of finglc cotton, is a found jgpod 
article. 

Do you think that either of thefe articles could be properly called a fraudu- 
lent article ^— It is impoffible, becaufe we all fell it for what it really is, and at a 
price proporttonably lower than if it was made of two threads ; the difference is 
about :s. 6d. per yard, which, in a foreign market, is a confidcrable difference. 

I>o you export to America at all ? — To Canada only. 

Any of the articles we have been mentioning?— A few, not many. 

Do you obferve any thmg elfe in that firft chirfe that is prohibited, the prb* 
libition of which would be detrimental to your trade ?-^No; I do not fee any 
other articles than I have mentioned. 

In the third claufe, in page a, b there any thing prohibited that would affedt 
your trade ? — I have brought with me a letter from my correfpondefit abroad, in 
which he acknowledges having received eight hundred dozen of caps, and orders 
eight hundred dozen more. In the fecond claufe, there is the article of cut cortoh 
gloves, a Ipecimen of which is here. I am in the habit, fome years, of exporting a 
good many of thefe to Canada : they come extremely low ; and that, I conceive, 
is the means of their (ale being fo much increafed ; becaufe when they were formerly 
made with feams, and thereby came at a price fi"om lixty to feventy or eighty per 
Ceirt. liighcr, there were very few of them ordered. It is a found good article, and 
wiH wear as long as thofe with feams ; the inconvenience is to the weaver -, and the 
difference between thefe cut up and others is very perceptible to every one. 

It is quite apparent to the perfons w^earing it what is the difference, by the edges 
within ? — Yes. 

Is that an article in which you employ many hands ? — Yes, we do. There is a 
ttian worki>for us, of the name of Henry Johnfon, who has twenty-five frames of his 
own, of that defcription. He works to almoft every warehoufe in Nottingham» and 
at every warfchoufe is refpefted. That man will entirely be thrown out of employ, 
and lofe his bulinefs, if this A6t paffes into operation. 

Is it within your knowledge, that a great number of perfons are employed in ma- 
jiufafturing thefe articles befides yourlelf ? — If this Aft paffes info a law, I have 
DO hefitation in faying, I (hall difcharge forty or fifty hands immediately. 

Can you form any conception of the number of hands who will be difcharged 
by the whole of the trade ? — I cannot, indeed. 

Some hundreds ?— Yes, certainly ; unlefs they can get work in other branches. 

All the capital employed in that branch muft be employed in another way ?— 
Yes. 

Is there any thing elfe in that claufe you objedt to ? — It does not immediately 
affeft my trades but I fee drawers are prohibited being cut off the piece. We do 
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Mr. J. Nixon, make fome for flee ve linings and drawers. Now I think there is an abfurdity in 
^ ^ -^ prohibiting d:^awers being cut, while breeches are allowed to be cut. 

Do you know of your own knowledge, that any number of pcrfbns have been in 
the habit of making fraudulent articles ? — I really do not comprehend what is 
meant by fraudulent articles. • . 

Something that is one thing, and is fold for another, one thread fold for two 
threads; do you know whether perfons have been in the. habit of manufacturing 
goods with that viewp — l never did myfelf, nor do I think any other manufadurer 
has, at leaft it does not come within my knowledge. 

The trade of Nottingham has decreafed lately ? — It certainly has, in common witli 
* all other manufaftories. 

You do not attribute that to the making of thofe fraudulent articles ? — By no 
means in the world ; I do not allow them to be fraudulent. 

State what you confider to be the caufes of the lofs of the Nottingham trade? — 
The lofs of the Continental and the American trade. The American trade h^s 
been, loft for the laft eighteen months, and it is owing to that the trade has 
decreafed, which muft be obvipusi conceive to the mind of every one. 

Have you confidercd the efFeft of the claufe relating to the fchedule? — In the firll 
place, it would be impoflible I could comply with this requifition. 

State fome of the leafons of that impoffibility. — I can ftate many reafons, but I 
will ftate only the principal ones.- In tiie firft place, I make fuch a multiplicity of 
articles, that I am fatisfied if I was to defcribc every minutiae for a month, I (hou]d 
forget a great many; and if I had a twelvemonth given me, I am perfuaded I could 
not do it. As to the ftockings being fet on a certain number of jacks and needles, 
it is impoflible that 1 can carry on my bufinefs under fuch a reftridion. For the 
Mediterranean I work my ftockings flack; in that climate they. cannot wear them 
without; a certain number lefs needles would be fufficient then for a ftifFone ; it 
alfo affeds the length, if a ftocking is worked flack, it will be longer, there will be a 
leflTer number of courfes to the inch. But there is another objcdion, which is ftronger 
to me than even that; I am obliged to fet every ftocking on a certain number of 
jacks and needles. Noyi^ I am completely within the power of my workmen ; if he, 
imjcnown to me, takes out even one needle, and it is not likely that when he brmgs 
in his ftockings. I fliould be able to difcern to a needle, this man if he has any enmity 
againft me, may' lay an information ; and if the whole of the dozen have only one or 
two needles deficient, I am liable to forfeit j^.240 ; it would be impoffiblc I could 
get through my bufinefs. For twenty-two years I have been my own taker-in ; J 
take in all my own work, and it is as much as I can do from fevcn in the morning 
till five in the evening, to finifli my bufinefs with only giving the work a flight view 
as I take it in. To count the number of courfes, and the number of needles, would be 
abfolutely impoflible ; as to the number of needles, it would be abfolutely impoflible. 
I could not, under thefe circumftances, take in five dozen ftockings a day, if I was to 
examine every one. My warehoufe would at all times be liable to be vifitcd by my 
workmen, who might be influenced by one motive or another, to take a copy ^ 
my fchedule ; this would neccflTarily oblige me to have one of my young men con- 
ftantly in the taking-in warehoufe, which is diftinft from the other, cpnfequcntly it 
would be an additional expenfe to me, and I ftiould be obliged to keep probably an 
additional fervant ; and I have no hefitation in faying, that I could not, nor would J 
carry on m-y bufinefs under the operation of that claufe ; by which means I ftiould 
throw at leaft four or five hundred people out of employment. If. I could fo f^r 
degrade myfelf, as to carry on my bufinefs under the influence of this claufe, ,1 
would hang the fchedule in the ftreet, that I might not fufFer that intrufion which 
I fliould do, if it were in my warehoufe. 

Unfortunately, it muft be in your houfe, or in your paflTage ? — To that I moft 
pointedly objed. 

You think your property would be endangered, as well as the inconvenience you 
would fuffer from it .'^— Yes ; for I have things conftantly ftolen out of my warehoufe, 
if my young men turn their backs for a ftiort time. 

You have many Imall articles lying about? — I have. 

Have you obferved, that in cafe of any new invention or variation, the fchedule 
muft be altered ? — Yes. 

You mean to exprefs that among the difficulties? — If aperfon fent mp an order 
for a dozen of ftockings, requiring them to be made in a particular, waj', I muft con- 
fult with my workmen, and infcrt it in my fchedule a fortnight before the goods 
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could be made, there would of courfe be a very confiderable delay, berore'the order Afr. 5^, iV/V^. 
could be executed, and frequently they are required to be made within that time, ^ 
more frequently than otherwife. 

You obfervc, the effed of the fchedule would be, that no mafler could give more 
nor left than a certain fum to h'S men ?— I underftand it fo. 
. Would thit not be a difo)uragement to the men? — I am in the habit of giving 
the fame price to all my men, but I (hould claiai the privilege of rewarding a work- 
roan ; I do not fay that I have not done it, but not frequently. 

Do any other difficulties occur to you upon that claufe ? — No; I do not know 
that I have any objeftion ftronger than thofe I have mentioned ; that I fhould be put 
cbmplciely into the power of my workmen, to put a penalty upon me every day of 
my life. " ' 

* You heard the evidence of Mn Nelfort ? — Yes ; I moft entirely and diftihftly 
concur with him in the difficulties he dated, and in the whole of his evidence; we 
make (lockings from twenty-two gauge up to fifty ; and every article, from a child's 
flockingup to a gigantic fize, mud be expreffed, with the number of narrowitigs in^ 
the foot, bottom, heel, &c. therefore it would be abfolutely impoffible. . ' 

You'obferve, in another claufe, there is a power in a Magiftrate to grant a fearch 
warrant to enter the premifes of any manufacturer, for any fort of prohibited goods,. 
at any hour of the day oi* night ; what would be the efFeft of that upon the trade 
in general?— It is more objeftionable to tne than almoft any other, becaufe I will 
ntver carry on^a bdfinefs where 1 have not the proteftion in common with other 
manufacturers of the Britifh Conftitution; I would never continue any bufinefs where', 
my houle or wareKoufe was liable to be fearched at' midnight. 

You confider that it would be prejudicial to the manufafturing intereft? — If 
ctrery manufafturer feels as I do, and I have no doubt they do. 

The following queftions were put by Mr. fVarren^ at the fuggeftion of the 

Supporters of the Bilh 

What is the difference rf price between a cap made of (ingle, and a cap made of 
double cotton ? — If they are made of two threads, they would weigh heavier, and ■ 
of courfe they would be of more value on'that account ; but I Ihould % a ihiUing 
a dozen ; but that is a confiderable difference to the defcription of pcrfons who woar 
them. 

Can you make a cap of fingle cotton, to weigh the fame as a cap made of double 
cotton ?— Not of the fame number ; for inftance, No. 9 correfponds with 18 two; 
threads ; a cap made of that, would weigh two or three ounces per dozen -more than 
that made of No. 9. 

Can aay perfon out of the trade diftinguilh double from fingle cotton ? — I do not * 
fuppole that thofe who buy them of us could 5 I could diftinguifli them very cafily; ^ 
I do not fuppofe my conneftions abroad could, but the cap made of fingle cotton is 
fliperior to that made of two threads, in this refpedt, that made of one thread is 
fofter to the head ; and I am perfuaded that thofe made of two threads would not . 
be bought if they were both propofed to the wearer ^ and if they wear long enough 
and give fatisfaftion, why fhculd we alter them. 

How many various fizes do you make of dockings ?— I would fay firom children's - 
dockings which are dill fmaller than No. o. up to double outfize men, and fome- - 
times larger than that ; I cannot fpeak to the number without making a calculation. 

Are foe ks dockings ? — They are half-dockings, or rather what is called pantaloon 
dockings ; there are what are called foot-focks. 

Do not you give regular direftions what width your dockings are to be brought 
in for regular fizes ? — 1 do ; but not how many needles or jacks they are to fet on. 

Are you not aware that a given number of cotton upon a given number of needles, ^ 
will give a certain with ? — By no means, for it depends upon the diffiiefs with 
which the cotton is worked, as well as the fize. 

'Ifyou were to give dirediotis for the difFnefs, could not you tell then what width 
It' would be ? — No, I could not, becaufe men have fuch a different ihode of working, 
for the (amegaugeframe fet on the fame width to the needle, two different hands 
working them, and yet both working to fuch a diffnefs as you would approve, they 
i;rould vary in the width and vary a good deal. 

If two different hands were ordered to make both of the fame number of needles, 
would not they both fit the fame leg ? — I have frequently obferved it otherwife ; I ' 
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J^r. Jf. AVm. haycirequeatly twofrjuncs of the (fa,nie g^ugc in the faa^c fliop ; the taen affure mc 
"^ ^^ \ ' -^-^^ — -^^ ibey 'are fct ontheiamc width exadly, and wh^n they cot;ue in I i&nd one widjorior 
narrower than tl>€ other; and on my telling the narrow hand ta put on wider, l\e iky^, 
^robabjy, Sir, "they are .both on the f^ine width.'* 

Docs not' that depend on the ftiffnefs of it ? — A good de;al on the ftiffnefs cer- 
tainly i every maiji's paode of w^orking is fonpiethingdifi<?reqt; ibcy do niot wojlk alike. 

Hare not you perjfons yifitiogyoyr wafchoufe vpojj diffi^rent bufiocfe ai ajl limes 
oftneday? — Certainly, they are cpcningat.^l tioie?, but we ijeccivie thetfi at ow 
upper warejbouie ; our t^/dng-in warehoyfe, .vhere we take in our work, and wh^a flic 
Ichedu/e is recjyirecj \o be hyng, is ^ diljtin^ warehoufe* 

Are you not aware /thajt you ipay bapg |thc fch^du^e ^\m^ yojj ptedi?— Nq; \ 
am told I' may not. 

Are you nqt aware 'th^^ bad frafnes will fneqi^ntjy qiabf ^s bad frork ^ bad 
worlcinen i that |bad worjc is ^s oiftcn o\pring to bad fran>es ^,fi bf^d ^Qrkc?ian(bjp ? 
—It 15 more generally ba4 woii, bccaufe we h;i^ye workmep and feyeral jl^at WQfk 
in very bad frames, aiid yet malte exceedingly good wgrk. I hayq one man wbo 
Has worked one trame 30 years, and hacj nothing done Jq it, lyhich is ^ prpof pf it. 

.Do you make any children's hqfe that ar^ fo tin^ a§ fifty gs^ugc ? — We dp i)ot. 

D9 ^ou make any children's lipfe thaj are fo fine as fprty g^ug^ ? — W^ do not ;

"Do you tliink that a fufficient timp to judge of the goodpefs or badnefe of the 
article in the foreign trade ? — t have ej^pprted thefe articles (pr thei l%ft three years, 
and have never in any inft^nce had a fault found with themj and. <hc (ini^ 9f 
caps. 

J3jd you ever ma^e any common warps ? — I do not underftand what is ipftcint. 

Plain common warped pieces ?— 'Thpfe are plain common warped pieces \ fomc 
years ago, we niade the Vandykes. 

For whkt feafon did they lall off? — ^They went out of falhion^ as all fancy articles 
will, fopner or later. 

' Were they fancy articles when they were made in breeches pieces?. — I certainly 
Ihould' call them fancy articles; they were made in various forms and ftripes and 
colours. 

Were they made into ftripes for making breaches pieces ?'— I^ haye qjiAde them 
in ftripes. . ' 

■In diftinft colours ? — In mixtures, plain colours, and two or thre^ colours in v 
y piece ; all forts of colours, 

'Have you known of any prohibitory Aft s of Parliament, V(ith rQfpc<^ to. any 
other manufaftures ^r— Yes, I have.

is ufu^Ily teroxed Barber's Patent. The defcfts of fingle worfted, are more injuiious 
to the work 10 this branch, than in fomc of the others. Now I muft tell this Com- 
mittee, that that cannot be made of any thing elfe than fingle-thrcad worfted, and 
that twp-thread worfted was sever. ufed in that article; I merely mention this^ to 
(hew their incompetence to fpeak to the point that they have fpoken to. I believe 
I (hall be borne out in that affertion, t^ the Leicefter manufafturers, who ntake 
more of the article than I doinyfelf, though I make a great deal; and I never* - ^ 

made them of any but fingle womed ; it is not poffible to fpin two threads fine 
enough for it. 

Exntmned hy the Committee. 

Have you looked at thefecond claufe in the fecond page of the Billj relpefting 
Jace? — ^Yes, I have. 

Have you read over that claufe ? — I have. 

Are you aware of any reafon why the manufa6l:ure of fingle prefs lace ftiould be 
prohibited ? — I am not a manufadurer of lace ; I am fometimes a confiderable pur- 
chaftr; at>das we are not inftruAed by our brother raanufafturers of Nottingham 
to oppofe any of the lace claufes, I would rather be excufcd giving any opinion upon 
it ; neverthelefs, if 1 am preffed I muft give an anfwer to it. 

Do you know that any frauds have exifted in the mode of hiring frames ? — I have 
teard, that with re^rd to the lace frames, fome gentlemen had charged a tigher 
r^nt for them than was cuftomary ; but I never heard that it was fo in the Hocking 
frames ; we now charge the lame rent for our ftockirtg frames that we did twenty 
years ago. 
' In point of faft, you make no diflferente ?— *Nb. 

Generally fj)eakmg, is there much differen'Ce ?-*i do not thihk tbertf i^ ^ 
vpaithoufe^ in Nottingham mafees; a higher tharge thaYi was ihad^ twenty ye^rs 
ago. 

' Do you doariy thing in Ae'fiHc way f^-*! purchTife (ilk ftockitlga^j I do not mahu- 
§MdoBxe thorn, though I was brought up in tlnit line. 

Tbero is apradice mentioned there; of giving out wofrk wet, aaid deceiving it dry*, 
thereby producing a confiderable lofs to the wortcing manufeftorcr; can yotP ^>caM 
•o th^ ?t^When I was^a manufafturer of filk, I never did it 5 nor do I believe that 
•Of refpeftabfe men would do it; they could not indeed; but that the gefwertility 
of the raanufafturers in Nottingham would'do'fiich a thing is irtipoffible ; I carinot 
anOvcrfor what a ffiabby man would do; but that the generality of thee traxfe 
wouki not do it. 

You are in the habit of making thefo Berlin pieces ?— Yes. 
' iPhe^ Berlin piece is not narrowed in the frame ?^— No.

Mr. JVanen^ [at the Juggejikn of the fupporters of the BiIL'\ Are you not aware 

'that the fuipjc worfred that Berlin is made of, is very different from that that is 

made into ftockings? — VVith this difference, that being twifted a little harder, cf 

conrfe it will (hew the imperfeftions the more. In faft it is a worfe article, becaufc 

*it is fpun from one roving, whereas the yari> generally ufcd for ftockings is fpun 

from two. [The Witnefs withdrew. 

' Mr. JOHN PARKER, called in again, and Examined by the Committee. 

Mr. J. Parker. . IN cafe of an abatement being made from a workman, docs not the declfion bjr 

i s,^^ — -^the msgiftrate ufuaKy refer to fome urderftood price between the woikman and 

.the manufadluier? — I muft anfwer that, by faying Yes; but the difficulty 1 wa^ 
before under in making the anfwer was, that I was lenfible I was* putting the Com- 
mittee into poff^flion only of an abltraft truth in praftice. I believe that no appeals 
ever are made to the ma^^ifiratc rcfpedins^' the price originally fixed for the goods; 
the few appiications that 1 made, were made on the ground.of injured work and wcrk 
•fpoiled ; but the variations that are made by the workmen to the prejudice of ih^ 
mafters, are generally fo flight, and the magiftrate is io little able to afcertain them; 
that I believe no inftances are ever taken before him j the laft inftance which oc- 
curred with me, I would wifTi to ftate, as (bowing th6 nature of the application: it 
was on account cf a man having made his foot bottom of filk a great deal too thick, 
and having worked it a great deal too flack ; the injury to me was great, it was even 
'greater from the relative price of the material to the fafliion, than the value of the 
falhion \vas to the workman ; I perceived the difficulty the ttagiftrate was uhdei* 
in deciding, I took back the goods, and told him I could not put him to that dif- 
ficulty, that I would bear the lofs myfelf, and difcharge niy workman; and I have 
•ever fince obferved the fame praftice ; it is many years ago, and 1 have never fiiicc 
that tkken a workmah before a magiflrate.* 

Mr. Wan-en^ [at the fuggefiton .of the fupporters of the Bill?^ In the orders for 
{lockings, dp not fonie gentlemen require more courfes in their ftockings than others 
<)f the fanxe. price J'-tI apprehend it poflihle tljcy may receive more courfes, but 
I do not fuppofe it is ever pointedly required. 

, Does not it; frequently happen that gentlemen require more bindings-in and 
narrowings for the lame price than others do ? — i dare iay they do ; I would oblervct 
^4t, from the^neceffity of the cafe, many of my goods ure made with trifling dif- 
ferences of 4>indings-in and narrowings. 

yas jt not been.ufual in the trade, ever fince you have been in.it, to make hofo 
by a certain catc, regarding the number of Jacks Py—.Yes, it has ; but I muft remark 
that that rate has never been confidercd as neceflary to be exadly adhered io\ L 
ftoujd^rcquire from, any wQrkmap more oriels according to the thicknefs of the 
thread of the filk he was employed upon. v 

Is that ufualiy done. in the trade?— I believe It is. ' 

Do you, when you give out fcven drachms of filk, or when you give out nine 
drachms of filk for the fame fize and quality of work, order t-he .wprkmap to make a 
variation in l4)e number of his jacks?— I do ^not ver-bajly, and I exped that he 
fliQuld make his alteration, for fome alteration I acknowledge will be neceflary^ fo 
lis to fuit my ol:)jedt in making the goods. ; 

Are filk ftockings made upon the fame principle, as cotton .ftockings, by mcafuring. 
them over the calf when they are taken in.? — Not by meafuring them over the 
calf; the length both of the leg and of the foot is determined by the raeafurc, but 
the width is determined by the eye and the discretion of the mafter, which has* 
almoftalways a relation to the weight of filk requi^dia the market for which, the 
hofe is ultimately intended. .... 

Is it not a regular cuftojn in. the tracjc, to make women's fix-and-twenty hofe tbe, 
fame width they were twenty years ago.?— 1 believe it is. 

: .Arey©u Q0t:a\v^re;that workmen have been . erijployed for years together making 
various fizes of filk, without widening their frames? — 1 rather think not; it »• 
knpoflible that they could be fo employed without making^ their work variai)lc 
in fize^ .to a degree whijch I (hould call inferiority. - 

Was it once the cuftom in the trade to make plain filk ftockings by the gauge ? 
^--rltrwas* Docs 
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Docs not it frequently happen now that a workman is obliged to give as much as Mr.y, Parkff, 
fix or eight gauges in the make of a (locking ?— ;I think not quite fo much, but '^ 
I think four very frequently; and I Ihall beg 10 carry back the attention of the 
Committee to the laft anfwer I gave in explanation on Saturday, that I do confider 
♦hat th^ finenefs t>f :the filk we have been lately compelled to give out, has pro- 
duced that detrimental efFcft to the workmen, which I conceive it was the ohjedt 
^f the Petitioner's quefljon to draw from me the avowal of, and which I am very 
willing to make, being fenfible it is to the detriment of the workmen ; but that is 
a milchief which I believe the prefent Bill cannot remedy, becaufe I am very 
certain that, if the compliance was pteffed upon us with the requifition of the 
workmen, by the enforcement of a fchcdule, it would be impoflible For the filk 
xnaftcr to effeft the fale of his goods. 

I What do you think is the difference in the price for a pair of {lockings, between 
their giving thefe four gauges and workiiig. to the gauge?— I do not think myfelfa. 
v^ry accurate judge, but I (hould think it may be a difadvantage of fixpcnce per pair 
in men's hofe of large fizes, not fo much in women's. 

. If a workman was making an cight^and-twcnty flocking from an eight-and- 
twenty frame, and his mafter required him to make a fix-and-twcnty (locking. 
Qff the feqie frame, is not that a lofs of eleven-pence a pair to the workman ? — 
Certainly not fo much ; if I undcrftand right, eleven-pence is the whole difference 
between the twentyr^ight and twenty-fix filk pair of (lockings; and as I (hould 
liot require the twenty-fix hofe to be fet on fo wide as the twenty-eight, the whole 
difference of value would not be to. the lofs of the workman, but a proportionate 
difference only. 

Do you not confider that fix-and-twenty (lockings are made as diffnow as eight- 
aud-twenty dockings were eight years back ?— Probably nearly foj the workmen 
are better judges of that than 1 am* 

^ Have not the workmen by.that lod nearly eleven pence per pair for the lad eight 
years ?— They have (liffercd a lofs, but not to that amount. 

. What is the difference in price for the extra width, leaving qualities out of the 
quedion, for a fix-aad-twenty and an eight-and-twenty docking ? — I cannot leave 
quality ouf of the queflion, it is a difference in quality. 

Admitting a fix-and-twenty docking to be made on an eight^and-twenty frame» 
what is the aftual lofs to the workman ?— There mud be fomc lo(s to the workman 
undoubtedly ; by dating the gauge as a twenty-eight gauge only, I think the work- 
man has not much reafon to complain. 

Are you not aware, that there never was a dozen of filk hofe made of Organzinc 
lilk, that there was not a variation of the width of them when brought in ?— I do 
not know that I have obfcrvcd more variation in hofe made of Organzinc filk, than 
of other filk. i 

Is there no difference between filk when it ufed to be fized, and now that it ijt 
nivorked ready prepared ? — I think not, when it is in its lad flage of preparation for 
the workman. 

Have not you frcqxienlly reduced your workmen, for changes in filk hofe ? — I 
have, but as much upon one fpecies of filk as another. 

Arc you not aware, that there ufed to be very feldom any changes in fized filk ? 
—That depended entirely upon the Ikill with which it was (ized ; if it was fized 
well, the work was deemed properly executed ; if it was not fized well, the 
feult we call changes was found, and abatements were occafionally made. 

Are changes in filk hofe always the fault of the workman ? — ^That is a queftioa 
tnerely relative, the change is never occafioned by the workman, it is a defect in the 
filk trade, which the hofier expects that the docking-maker (hall remedy in a certain 
degree, which degree is utterly undefinable by words; and mud be left to the good 
temper of the workman, and the difcretion of his mader, * 

Are not you well aware, that if a workman does that, one hofe will be confi- 
derably douler than another?— One hofe will be either douteror lighter than the 
other as the cafe may be, and a difference in the Width will be occafioned. 

If a workman brings in a pair of fine hofe, do you reduce for the width ? —I 
(hould be determined in that by my opinion of the care or the want of care on thfe 
part of the workman, and of winch I conceive no third party can poflSbly judge. 

Then you infer from that, that the workman, when he brings in his work, is to be 
reduced for faults tiiat he cannot remedy, and which lie only in the opinion of hil 
xnader ? — 1 conceive it is a fault which he can remedy, and that it is a real faulr. 
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Mr. J. Parker. Are you not aware that there are very few (ilk {lockings that have not changes in 

V ^^^ / them? — I am. 

Then you muft be fenfible it lies only with the mafler, for what fort of changes 
he choofes do reduce? — It does, and muft continue to do fo. 

Mr. fFarren.l — Were filk ftockings ever made according to the gauge? — Not 
within my recolleftion ; but I think, very fhortly before 1 came into the trade: both 
my father and my grandfather were manufafturers, and I happened to have a great 
deal of knowledge, derived from them, on the principles of trade, before I came into 
it; and I am inclined to think, that at a time not diftant from that at which I came 
into the trade, they were made according to the gauge, but I think never fcarcely 
fince I have been in the trade. I beg to ftate to the Committee the nature of the 
filk manufafture ;. certainly, a very frequent fourceof difagrecment and diffatisfaftion 
between the matter and his workmen, is the difFerencc in the degree of perfedion in 
which the article of filk is delivered to the workman; it is by the fkill of Mr. 
Arkwright only, that a very nice degree of perfection hjis been attained in the prd« 
duftion of the cotton yarn» but the filk thread is not capable of that perfeAioof 
and the peculiar fpecics of filk, neccflary to be ufed for the manufafturing of white 
filk hofc, is peculiarly defcftive in that point of perfeiVion, I mean evennefs of thread, 
and its freedom from what are called gouts or burrs; the Committee will therefore 
readily fee, that the filk is at all times delivered to the workman in a ftate in which 
its degree of perfeAion can never be feen nor afcertained, till it is exhibited in the 
manutafturcd piece; whilft it is working from the thread, thofe imperfecStions arife 
under the finger of the workman ; the degree in which it is imperfeft, is not capable 
of being determined with any exadlnefs, except in articles of great finenefs and value; 
the degree of the care therefore, which the matter is under the neceffity of exading 
from his workman, is utterly undetinable; it falls to the tot of every matter, at 
different .times, to have filks of the fame original coft, that (hall prove, upon their 
being produced in a fabric, to be of very different degrees of perfeftion, and there- 
fore the degree of care which will be required from the workman, can never +)c pre* 
cifely afcertained, and muft always be matter of attention on the part of the work* 
man, and of dilcretionary judgment on the part of the matter ; it is wholly incapable 
of being defined by any rule or gauge ; if the workman is extremely negligent, the 
whole value of the hofe is deftroyed. 

Commitiee^ — You mentioned before, that there were defedi and grievances under 
which the workman laboured ; ftate to the Committee what, in your opinion, would 
remedy thofe grievances which they fufferr — I admit, that the great difference of 
gauge from the ftandard^ to the lofs upon which the workman is at this time called 
to fubmitt is a grievance to him, and that it is principally owing to the extreme 
high price and fcarcity of China filk, which is the ftaple of the filk hoficry manu- 
facture; whereby we are obliged to ufe the thread in a ftate of fuch unufual fine- 
iie{s, that we have been obliged to depart from the ufe of our gauges in the old mode* 
and we have not been able to make the workman a complete compenf^tijn f^r it; 
but.if he could infift upon that compenfation bylaw, the fiik trade, in my opinion, 
would be almoft loft to the community. 

What^ in your opinion, would be the beft means of remedying th'is ?— The beft 
means of remedying it would be, to enlarge the fupplyof the necelfary material; that 
would render the raw material comparatively cheaper, and we (hould be required to- 
make our hofe upon gauges comparatively coarfer. 

What would be the means of removing the lofs altogether ? — I am not mafter of 
any other remedy, except a greater demand for goods, which I prefume would be 
x:onfequerrt upon a lower price for the material. 

Are you aware of any regulation that could be introduced by the mafters with the 
workmen by mutual confent, that might be confidered fair, and be the means of prc- 
vetuing this eternal fourceof litigation and of grievance?— lam very much of opinion 
that there cannot ; and I apprehend that every man who receives firom his m^ftcr 
weekly wages in the fucceffive weeks, admits that very agreement himfelf. 

In Nottingham, is there any thing that prevents individual workmen from changing 
their mafters, if they (hould find that one mafter makes a greater dedu&ion than the 
cuftom or general ufage of the trade admits of .^ — None whatever. 

In point of fa6t, do the workmen frequently change their mafters ? — Many will* 
^nd many work twenty or thirty years iar the fame mafter^ there are both forts : 
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there are woikmen who work for me, and have woiked for m3^ father and grand- ^'^ 7* Parker. 
father before me ; and others who change ever}' week. 

At tie /uggejlwn of the Prorfioters of the Bill.] Do you ever recoiled in the bufi- 
nefe, during the life of your father, a method of making filk. llockings by the num- 
ber of courfes to an inch ?— I do not. 

Are you not well aware that it has been the regular rule of the trade, though it 
has varied at different times according to circumftances, to make filk hofe by a 
civen number of jacks ^ — It has been ; but no hofier,^ 1 prefume^ ever thought him- 
lelf bound to make his hofe within a few jacks of the reputed ftandard, but to 
vary in fome fmall degree from that ftandard, as fuited the purpofe for which the 
hofe were made. 

Could you not inftruft your workman to put what number of jacks you re- 
<)uired f — I (hould inftruft him at the hazard, of the ftocking when made being 
fuitable or unfuitable, which could not be determined till it was in a ftate to be in- 
fpefted, till it was wrought into a. ftocking, and upon a fight of that flocking (and 
that is in faO. the courfe of my bufinefb) I could, in mod cafes, determine what 
xieviation from tlie reputed ftandard I iliould require* 

Would not a price according to the number of jacks and the number of courfes, 
\>t the beft and the only means of preventing the difputes between matters and 
men? — If it was compulfory upon the mafters I appreliend it would not, becaiife it 
would, in very few inftancesT, be competent to the mafter to difcover if the workman 
defrauded him of the ftated number, and the peculiarities of the nature of the 
filk thread already ftated, would render an occafional deviation perpetually neccf- 
iary ; deviations too fmall to be afcertained fo fatisfadtorily as to warrant an increafe 
or decrcafe of price to the workman- 

Could not thofe deviations bchmited? — I think not, the delicacy of the article 
isfo great. 

Are y )u not well aware that the embroiderer or mender would count any (ilk hofe 
in the courfe of a. few minutes? — I have never made that remark. 

Do you not think it pofliible they can do it? — I admit the poffibility of counting 
certainly, the faud on the fea (hore might be counted in time. 

If that method was adopted, what inconvenience could poifibly arife?— That there 
Would be an uniformity in price only, there would be a total want of uniformity ia 
every part of the produft of the manufacture; there would be a want of uniformity 
which would be totally deftruftive of the lale of the goods ; I mean to fay, that hofe 
in general would not he alike, although the number of needles and of courfes might 
be the fame. 

Suppofing an allowance was made of four courfes to the inch in a certain gauge- 
locking, could not the workman, having that allowance, make the fize of the ftock- 
ingsall alike? — ^1 very much doubt whether he could^ and there is a further doubt 
whether he would; I mean to be underftood, that the formation of the ftockings is 
under his hand for feven days before I fee ic, unlefs by particular order; I can onlf 
pronounce upon it after it is made. 

Committee.'] Taking a filk ftocking of twenty-fix gauge or aoy given quantity, what 
is the rate paid now for the making of it, and what was the rate len yeais ago ? — The 
prcfent rate of a man's twenty-fix gauge ftocking is o^s. ^d. per pair from the maf- 
ter*s warchoufe that ufed to be 31. 5^. and the workmen have that advance of 
two-pence which I alluded to; but the year that allowance was made, I forget at the 
prefent moment. 

Has there been any improvement in the frames fo as to enable a workman of 
^qual abilities to make more now than he could then ? — I am not aware of any im- 
provement in the plain filk frame. 
. Then in your opinion frames and wages have been nearly ftationary ? — Yes. 

At thefu^efiion of the Promoters of the Bill,] Do not you think you are a judge of 
ftockings within four courfes to the inch ? — I never put myfelf to the trial ; I am in- 
chned to think that I am, but 1 do not wifli to fay any thing particular relpeding 
my own (kill, nor do I think that that is a fair point for the workmen to put quef- 
tions upon, becaufe mafters muft of courfe have different degrees of (kih ; mine is de- 
rived from a very early attention to it ; that Ihrt of fkiil cannot be made the lubjed of 
legal provifions, one man may have it and another man may not. 

Are not you well aware that from making the coarfeft to the fineft ftocking, 
jdlowing a regular gradation, not above fix courfes to an inch difference in each 
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Mr. J. Parker, gauge can poflil)ly be attained?— I never attempted to make an eftimate. I have 
^- .' I .., ^always judged of hoficry by my eye and by the touch. 

" Mr. IVarren.'] Could you carry on your trade if you were compelled to work 
your frames to the guage ? — No, I could not. 

Could you within two guages? — That would be entirely relative to the price of 
filk. 

Mr. J O H N C O LJ M A N called in, and Examined by Mr. Warren, on behalf 

of the Petitioners, againd the Bill. 

Mr. J. Coltman. WHERE do you live ?— At Leicester. 

In what branch of bufinefs are you engaged P—The hofiery. 

Have you carried that on for any length of time? — For about feventeen or 
eighteen years. 

Have you had an opportunity of looking at this Bill? — I have read it, not very 
accurately perhaps. 

Have you heard any of the evidence which has been given to-day — I have. 

• Did you hear the evidence of Mr. Nixon? — I did. 
Do you agree generally iri what he dated? — I believe he is quite corrcft as far 

as I am a judge ; my manufadtory is a very different one from Mr. Nixon's; mine 
is confined toworfted and woollen principally; partly cotton, but not much. 

Look at the firft claufe, and fee what goods of your manufafture would be pro-' 
hibited by that claufe; it fays, that after the firft of Auguft next, no perfon (hall 
liiake or manufafture, or caufe to be made or manufaftured any frame-work knitted 
goods, pieces or articles, made, wrought or* manufaftured of cotton, twift, yarn of 
i^ine or more hanks to the pound, containing eight hundred and forty yards in 
lOTgth^to each hank, compded only of one fiogle thread ; will that claufe affeft any 
part of your trade?— It will affeft theLeicefter trade materially. 

• Are there many articles made in the Lfeicefter trade with one thread ?— A con- 
fiderable number, both hofe and gloves and focks, and other articles. 

Are there many houfes ehiploycd in that branch of bufinefs? — Yes. 

A great capital and a great number of men? — Yes. 
' Have you any fpecimens of articles with you, manufaftured of one thread ? — No, 
I have not, in confequence of coming from home in ahuriy. 

Are thofe articles, made with this fingle thread, in much requeft ? — ^They arc 
fold to a confiderable extent both to America^and to the f6rcigri markets, and partly 
the hpme trade. . , 

Do they wear well ? — I believe they wear well, perhaps not quite fo well as two" 
threads. 

What are they ? — Stockings, gloves, (andals, and a variety of other articles. 

And are of courfe a great deal cheaper than two threads?— They arc cheaper, not 
a great deal . - . . 

They are fuited to the foreign market ?— They are, 
^ Do you confidef them good articles?-^— They are good articles. 

Are they fold for what they are,' or are they fold tor two threads ?— I never heard 
of their being fold for two threads;- 1 think I can confidently fay that they never 
have been by the Leicefter houfes. ' ..... ^ •' 

• . Has the trade of Leicefter decreafed ?r— It certainly has, as all other trader 
have. 

'\ Do you attribute that to the circumftanccs of war, and fo on?— Yes. ' 
- . And not to the mode of manufafture-^ of the Articles ? —Certainly not. 

The next claufeyou will find relates tohalf-ftockings, fandals or focks, cut goodsj 
would xhatafleft any: branch of your trade .^—Perhaps not very materially, but it 
■certainly would affeft the trade. - . 

Are thefe articles of the Leicefter manufaftures which are affcfted by tWt ? 
—Yes. 

Is that branch of the manufafture much in requeft; have you any foreign market 
for that ?— Yes, we h »vc.. 

• For what ? — Half-ftockings, fandals, focks and fo on ; all thofe articles arr made 
in Leicefter, both the fingle and two-thread cotton. 

And made in whole pieces ?-^Yes, they are made in the cut ^^^ay, and in the 
Ufual way by the feam. 

Is that a"good article in'ypur judgment?— ^ Yes, we do not conceive they arcjjad

Can he be deceived in tbeiB ?— Not if he examines them properly^ 

There is. no difficulty in bis esfamining thorn ?— None at ail that I knqw of.

You ftated, that there was a coafiderable demand for articles of finglc thread 
1for«port? — ^Yes. ^ 

Have you continued dematids from the fame foreign correfpondents, for article 
manufaftured from lingle thread ? — We are very little in the foreign trade ourfclves'; 
-1 (peak frpm what I have heard other manufafturers faj. 

Arc ^hcre contin*ied denriands to ojher manufafturers for articles manu&£tared 
from iingle thread ? — lean fpcak confidently to their being. 

Are thofe articles fuch as would be likely to be fold as two-thread articles?— I 
think not ; it is not ufual in making olit an invoice of cotton goods to fpecify the 
number of threads; I believe it is never done, unlefs it is three-threads, but it ii 
very unufual to work three-thread cotton in hofe. 

'Are jrou acquainted with the rstek?— Indeed I am not ; it w^^ quite a. new /erm 
to me till I read this Bill ; it is an inftrupient which has never beeni^fed in the n^ 
nufadory; I am totally unacquainted with whatjt means. 

Quejicns at the fuxgeftion of the Ptomoters of the Bit!.] Ifpiece-work was made bV 
the number of courfes, would ndt tliat he agreeable to the mafters and workmcnr 
r— It would not be agreeable to me as a manufadurer, for this reafon; thc'iizfe 
varies fo very materially that t think it muft always be left to the judgment 
X)f the workman either to let on wider or narrower, according to the fizc of, h& 
materiaL 

Do you underftand the queilion to refer to piece-work ?— Yes, I was fpeakii^ of 
piece-work. 

Could not the work be taken in by the nufnber of courfes as well as it is now b)r 
the yard ?^— It certainly could, but i fhould think it would* be a very troublefomi^ 
thing to count the number of courfes in pieces, and a very unneceflary trouble. '* 

Are you aware that the fame objedion would lie to the lace ?— The lace trade h 
.a trade of which I know nothing. 

If there was a variation in the fize of ftuffor the quantity of labour,- would not 
that alter your price for a certain number of coyrfes ? — I objeft to the mode of 
paying by courfes ; as I faid belbre, I think the better courfe is to pay by the yard. 
It IS eafier, and I do not fee but that it anfwers the fame purpofe to the workman. ^ 

Suppofing there were nine hundred courfes in a yard of worfted, what would be 
the difference between paying for that 900 cOurfes and paying for a yard of work? — 
The difference would be, that I (hould have a great de^ more trouble in one cafb 
than in another. 

iCommitfee.] The rack is an tnftruiment which correftly meafures the courfes ; could 
you, under the operation of an instrument (b jneafuring the work which is to hfi 
^brought in, carry 00 your bufine(s to the fame extent as at p^efent ?-^I (hpuld 
apprehend I could ; I do not fee any particular ol^edtion to the rack as it is.explaii^,

several Charges for which they have been granted: Hav;e, pursuant 

to the Order of The House, examined the M-atter referred to them;, 
and agreed to the foUawing. REPORT i, . i 

> 

YOUR COMMrrXEE have felt it their duty to enquire into the Origin of 
the. said Fund, and to ascertain the objects for which it was first instituted^ as 
well as those to which^ by subsequent enactments of Parliament,^ it has been« 
abce applied. » 

It appears, by immemorial custom, that a Court of Record has been* and ir» still 
held in tlie City of London, for the care and government of Orphans, arid that thei 
Lord Mayor and Aldermen were invested with the custody and guardianship of all 
Orphan Children of Freemen while under age and unmarried, and with the manage-^ 
ment of the Personal Estate of deceased Freemen, and in- some cases, of their 
Landed Estates, and with power to require the Executors and Administrators of 
Freemen dying to exhibit true Inventories of their Estates before tliem in the Court 
oif Orphans", and to give security to the Chamberlain of London and his Successors^ 
by recognizance if the parties live within the City,, and by Bond if without, foe 
tlje Drpnans part ; and in case of refusal, to commit them to Prison till they obeyed. 
Whence it appears, that the Investment of the Property of Orphans in the Chamber 
of London was a matter of obligation, not choice. 

• It appears- that Freemen of the City have also the privilege of mvesting their • 
Property at Interest in the Chamber of London, and have usually availed them- 
selves of such privilege when the Interest to be obtained from Investment on other 
Securities was less than 4 per cent the rate allowed by the said Chamber* 

From these sources very large sums had accumulated in the Chamber of London 
inrtie reigns of James I. and Charles L which, in the eventful periods of public 
calamities that followed, were so entirely lost to the Corporation and their Creditors, 
that they were compelled to declare themselves incapable of discharging either Inte- 
rert'Or Principal of their Debts to the Orphans and others, out of the Surplusses 
that remained of their Rents, after discharging the necessary Expense of the Govern- 
ment of the City. 

'Under these circumstances, in the year 1689, the Lord Mayor and Aldermen and 
Commonalty presented a- Petiiion to Parliament : m which they set forth, That by- 
general and national troubles after the reign of Charles 1. by tlieir former paymentb' 
of large sums for Interest to the Orphans, by the great Fire of London, byreason 
oi the late illegal Quo Warranto brought against them, and by other great losses, 

their 
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their Debts to the Orphans amounting to a sum vastly greater thaa they were 
enabled to pay, they prayed the House to assist them by making provision for the 
discharge ot these, and the claims of other Creditors. 

This, and subsequent Petitions, appear to have occupied the serious attention of 
both Houses of Parliament for several Sessions ; two Bills were introduced into the 
House of. Commons, and bavbg been read a second time, were referred to Com- 
mittees, in whose Resolutions taria4»s ej^p^dieKs ^^peartib have been suggested for 
the purpose of affording the relief required. Hut these, in neither case, proving sa- 
tisfactory to the Petitioners, the Bills w^re not further proceeded in. Two Bills were 
likewise passed by the Lords ; the first in 1690, to erect a Court of Inquiry, in order 
tQ the relief of the db tressed Orphans of the City of London; and the other in 
1692, intituled, " An Act for the Relief of the Orphans, &c.** and both which 
were negatived by the Commons. Nor was it till the 5th and 6th William and Mary, 
tMt any eSecttiftl rioiief ^'a$ afforded by the Eatabiishmeot af theFuni vhica k the 
wfeyeclt of r$f(frence Jo Voar Committee^ 

This Statttt^, intituted, " An Axi for the Relief of the Orphans and other Credi- 
tprs of the City of, London," fir§t charges ttie Estates of the City of London with an 
Annual Pavment of £. 8,000. fpr ever, and assigns to the Funa the Rents arid Pro- 
fits of the City's Aqueducts, or right of bringtn* Water to London ; iniposes a Duty 
af £. 3,000. per mmum to be levied upon tiie Pereonal Property of tlie itifaabitants 
gf thq Qi\y^ ; a3^gns the Renfty m^d Pra6(s. arising from a liease to the iexcliisive 
privilege of li^htin^ the City withx:oi»vex Lights i. imposes a Duty of Half-a*Ciown 
upon the biadmg or every Apprentice, and rive Shilling On tiie admission of every 
Freeman into the City; a Duty ef ^r shillings per tun on all Wines imported 
\nto tt)e Port rf the (Jity of Loiijoii,^ md % Dnty of fburjieoce per chbldr<») oQ the 
m^tage of every chaldron of CoaJ and Culm $0 imported, and sixpence for every 
chaldron to be imported for fifty years, from the year 1700. At the expiration 
of that titne that tax to cease, and the Estates of the City to be further charged 
with tb^ payment bf J^.

l!4ibcral, however, as were these Grantsi for many yeats they pro^d insufficient iti 
their produce to keep down the Interest of the Debts, which, at the peritxl of pas^sing 
tfie Act, way calculated to amount to X-747f479« i8#. 4iil^ md at 4 percent the 
rate of Interest directed by the Act, raqqined oafu* £, 30,000. per lutoivn tD^dadiarge; 
^Mi from this insufficiency, betw^Dan the yc«ur3 i£^ «ud 17I3» aoL aiiear of lotBNst 
bad accrued, or in other word^, the Capital of tbe Debt VNka inoreiMd by no iHia 
sum than £. 90,631. u. girf. 

In tfie year 1 7*28, a Bill was filed in the Court of Chancery against the City, re- 
quiring an account of these deficiencies, and by a Decree obtained in that Court, the 
Teduction of Interest that took place during the insulRciency of the Fond, was directed 
to be paid up, which, by the application of the surphisses that bad smce accru^ 
was fully effected in the beginning of the year 1 737. About the year 1 714, the Fund 
had first become equal to tihe charge upon it for current Interest, and thenceforward 
produced Surplusses, which^ after the payment of the arrears of Interest above- 
memioned, U'cre subject to no further chaiige ; |he Act of tbe 5th & 6th WiUiam and 
Mary not hnviog direct^ the i^plicatioa of tbeok to tbe redncttoa oC tkt priadpfll 
Debt 

Another Act passed 21 Greo. II. for the further rdief of Ae Orphans, tor. wbicb 
provided for the continuance of all tbe Doties imposed by tbe fevmcr Act^ indadfa^ 
tbe sixpence per chaldron on Coats and Culm for thirty-five yeacs from tbe jemt 
1 750, and relieved the City Estates from the further qbar^ of £• 6^Qoa per 9umm$ 
to which, by the Act pf vVillian;i and Mary, tbey were made cbargoahk at tbeeit 
piratiop of the Grant of sixpence per chaldron ou Coals ^d charged tften orijf 
with the sum of £. 2,000. per annual in addkioa to the former auais of £'^^^^^ 
per annum. 

By this Act the Surplusses that had accrued since the year 1737^ inrUnfag flt 
arrear of personal Tax due from the City, amounting to ;^. 39,106. 2^. l^iik mrt 
directed, together with all future Surplusses that might accrue after (jUscbaj^iog the 
Literest and charge of manAgemeiU, to be applied towards the roductiOQ of the prift^ 
cipal Debt 
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By the 2o Geo. II.- the Lord Mayor and Aldermen were empowered to raise the 
3um of j^. 1 60,000. for erecting abridge over the Kiver Thames, in the parisl^of 
Saint Ann's Biackfriars, and to charge that amount upon Toils which they were by 
the same Act empowered to levy upon llie Bridge when built, till llie Principal and 
Interest of the sum so raised should he extinguished*; and in the 7th of the King 
they renewed their application to Parliament to be enabled to raise a further sum of 
)C- 581500. and )C*7>5^^- ^^^ completing the said Bridge and the embankment neces- 
sary for the North Abutment, and instead of discharging these Debts by Tolls to be 
levied on the Bridge, as was provided by the Act of the 29th George II. prayed to be 
eii^powered to charge them, together with jC- ^44»<^^<^' P^t of the ^.160,000. 
which had been raised under the provision of the former Act upon die Orphans , 
Fund*, and at the same time to charge it with the furtlier sum of ^. 10,000. proposed 
to be raised for the repairs of the Royal Exchange, £. 50,000. to rebuild the City 
and County Gaol of Newgate, and £, 30,000. for the purpose of buying up certain 
Tolls then levied and taken by .the City of.Londim upon all carnages, &c. passing 
over London Bridge: this sum to be vested in Trustees, and to be applied to the 
uses to which the produce of the said Tolls had been herctofore applicable, ^ 

Thus by this Act of the 7th of the King, were these several sums, amounting 
together to £. 300,000. permiUed to be charged upon a Fund, the original estaWisb- 
ment of which had for its sole olyect to enable the" City of London to discharge Debts 
to a numerous and unprotected class of its Citizens, who were the more objects of Uie 
compassion of the Legislature, as they were compellable by Law to become Creditors 
to the Lord Mayor and Aldeimen, &c. under the authority of the Court of Orphans; 
and to render the Fund adequate to the original purpose of its institution, and the new 
burthens hereby charged upon it, a further tenn was granted by this Act for t!ie con- 
tinuance of all tlie Duties imposed by the former Acts for forty-six years from the year

It is proper to observe, that the w hole Estates of the Gty of London are pledged 
for the due payment of the Principal and Interest of the origmal Debts; and "by all 
Acts by which any additional sum is raised upon the credit of this Fund, their 
Estates are also pledged for the Principal and Inteiest of the additional sum so raised. 

(B. K^s.) The Act of the 18th of the King provides. That any Surplus arising out of the 
£^. '^,000. raised for paving Goswell Street, should be applied to the Orphans Fund, 
and a sum of ^. 1,390. 1 a*. 11 d. was cari^ied to the credit of tliat Fund, being the 
amount of such Surplus. 

AnppTuiix, The sum of £. 60,000. which was, by the 39th and 40th George the Third, directed 
(C. N»2.) to be charged upon the Orphans Fund, and upon the Ground Rents, Reversions and 
Freeholds of Inlieritancc, necessary to be purchased for the improvement at Temple 
Bar and Snow Hill, has been wholly discharged out of the produce of the sales of such 
parcels as were not required to be thrown into the pubUc ways, and the sum of 
£. 50,000. directed to be raised under the 42d George III. and charged as the fore- 
going, has not only been repaid out of similar sales, but^a further sum of £. 6,000. has 
(C. N«2.) bgon produced tliereby, and carried to the credit of the Orphans Fund; and further 
sums are expected to be pi'oduced, and made available to the credit of that Fund, to the 
amount of about £, 25,000. The whole amount authorized to be raised and charged 
upon the Orphans Fund, for the purpose of executing the iinportant improvements at 
Temple Car and Snow Hill being £. 380,000. will thus, it'is hoped, have been reduced 
by the sum of y,\ 141,000. and leave the actual cost oftliose improvements £. 230,000. 
exclusive of the Interest paid upon the several sums borrowed prior to the sums pro* 
chiced by sales, becoming applicable to the extinction of such a proportion of the 
Debt. • 

- Your Committee have directed their enquiries into the mode in \ybich the several 
sums have been raised by the Cor|)oration of London, under the powers vested in 
theci by these several Acts of Parliament, an(^ observe with satisfaction that the Loons 

under 
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under the 7I1)- and 18th George HI. were raised at par, and upon terms bigljly 
advantageous to the Public. A considerable loss, however, - appears to have been* 
experienced in effecting those under the 35, 39 & 40, 42, 44 & 51, on almost all 
of which, though an Interest of 5 per cent, was paid, great discounts were allowed, 
amounting in the whole to ho less than £. 44,055. 15*. But as all these Loans were 
offered for public competition, these losses must be considered attributable to the 
depressed state of public credit at the periods when they were severally effected. 

Accounts have also been submitted to Your Committee, shewing the manner in' 
which tbe same have been expended; into these, from the magnitude of the worksr 
affected;, the great details into which the purchases of Properties (a very extensive 
head of Expenditure) necessarily branched ; the utter impossibility of Your Com- 
mittee being made acquainted with the local or peculiar circumstances of advantage 
which mu$t have regulated the estimate of value of Sites, whereupon Improvements 
were to be effected, together with the distance of time since many of the said works 
were carried on, Your Committee were precluded from any very minute investiga-* 
tion. They Mere nevertheless satisfied tiom tlie documents laid before them, that 
every judicious attention and every principle of economy had been applied by the 
Corporation of London, that was consistent with the attainment of tlie great public 
objects with the execution of which they were entrusted. They also think it incum- 
bent upon them to declare, that having had occasion to inspect the various and com- 
plicated Accounts which the management of so extensive a concern iudispensibly 
requires, and which were produced with a laudable readiness, it appeal's, after full 
investigation, that all the details, both of the Receipt and of the Exj^cnditure, arc 
kept with an accuracy and checked with a vigilance wliich retlects honour upon all 
who have any part in the superintendence of this Fund. 

Your Committee cannot in this place refrain from offering :some Observations upon 
the operation of these Grants, and upon the objects for which they have been autho- 
rized by the Legislature in the several Acls recited. 

When it is considered that the Orphans Fund was ebtablished upon principles of 
justice towards innocent parties suffering by a course of public calamities which 
bereft them of their whole property, it will be difficult to reconcile the diversion of 
those Funds towards objects, of however great improvement, while yet so small a 
portion of the objects for which they had been assigned were accomplishecL In the 
year 1767, ;C-^37j388. ii. 6|. only of the Orphans Debt was redeemed; when, by 
the Act of that year, not only the progress of its liquidation was retarded by the ap- 
propriation of j^. 1 1,220. per annum of its Fund to pay the Interest of the New Debt; 
bat it was suspended for a considerable length of time, by the preference given to the 
Creditors of the Loan oi £. 144,000. as to the payment of their Principal, during 
the discharge of which, claims of from eighty to a hundred years continuance were 
directed to remain unsatisfied, a provision which Your Committee cannot but regard 
as an act of injustice towards the parties whom it affected, in contravention of the 
faith of Parliament pledged to them by the Act of 21 George IL whereby the 
Surplusses were as much assured to them for the redemption of their Debt, as the 
sums for the payment of their Interest ; although it is proper here to observe, tliat the 
CcM-pofation of London were at that time enabled to raise the {,. 156,000. mentioned 
in the said Act, at par at 3 i per cent. 

By this Act, however, the precedent was established of converting this Fund into a 
general source, whence Monies might at any future time be procured for effecting 
Improvements within the ('ity of London and its vicinity. 

Had these Grants been confined to the execution of great public Works of equ^l 
utility and ornament to the Capital, it migtit perhaps ht difficult to devise a Fund 
out of which (when it should have discliarg^ its prior obligations) sucli works could 
witli more propriety have been effected than this, of which so large a portion is con- 
tributed by tlie inhabitants tiiemselves of U^e ]VIetiopolis, and tl^ rest by the Counties 
immediately adjacent tiiereto. 

Of this description are. in tlie opinion of Your Committee, the great and useful 
work of tiie Bridge erected at Blackfriars. The purchase also of the Tolls on Lon- 
don Bridge, tliereby removing an inconvenience greater even than the burtlien of 
' the Toll, and with eitl>er of which it was highly ine;cpedient that the access to the 
MetrppoUs of a great commercial Coimtiy should be embarrassed. ♦ 

Such 
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Such also are the improvements of widening Streets within the City, and opening 
new and more di^ified, as well as more commodious approaches to it in every 
direction. Though as to these, it may l}e questionable how ikr it inicrfit have been 
proper to have defrayed the whole burthen out of a Public Fund, or how for in many 
instances, a large portion of the expense might not w ith propriety and public advan- 
tage Imve been charged as a Debt upon the local DisU*icts which reaped the greatest 
benefits from the improvements, and the value of whose adjacent property was in- 
creased by tl)em, to be discharged progressively by Rates to be levied upon tliem tor 
that purpose. 

• Your Committee entertain great doubts how far the Pavements (although not 
^'ithin the City of London) w hich have been eft'ected out of this Fund, can be classed 
in the desaiption of Improvements, to which it ought to have been applied ; the real 
and substantial conveniences derived by the Owners and Occupiers of contiguous 
property being such as none can object to defray the charge of, and if the credit of 
the Fund had been used to procure the advance of capital necessary for executing the 
works, in this instance as to the whole, as in the former instance as to a part, the 
Parties benefited might justly have been charged, and would cheerfully have con- 
tributed towards reimbursing the sum expended. 

The effect of sotne of these Acts have been to charge upon tliis Fund the expense 
of works which, by the Law of the Iftnd, and the unvaried practice of ever}' other 
County in England, have been defrayed out of Rates raised widiin the limits of the 
County or Districts for whose local use such works have been constructed. 

The Royal Exchange is vested in the Mayor, Comnnonalty, and Citizens of the 
City of London, and of the Mercer s Company, by the will of Sir Thomas Gresham, 
in trust for certain purposes. But with equal propriety might sums of Money have 
been raised upon a public Fund for the repair of any other public Building, as upoo 
this Building, and yet it is one to which the favour of these Acts has been extended 
by the appropriation of £. 10,000. towards its repair in 1 7G7. 

Your Comifnittce are aware, that some additional charges necessarily fall on the 
Metropolis from the custody of State Prisoners, of Convicts uinler sentence of 
transportation, and other circumstances of a public nature; and they find, that the 
whole expense respecting the Prisons and Prisoners in this District is borne by the . 
City of London, without the assistance of a Rate from the County of Middlesex* 
' n>is apparent hardship may have occasioned those G rants which the Legblature has at 
different times sanctioned m aid of these burthens; and Your Committee cannot help 
expressing their decided opinion, that, as the purposes for which these charges are 
thrown on the City of Londoil are wholly public and national, it would be more just 
that any allowances made should be defrayed out of the Consolidated Fund, rather 
than out of one of which by far the largest proportion is raised on the Aletropolis, 
and the remainder on the adjacent Counties, which, instead of being justly so cliarge- 
able, are nearly in the same situation with respect to offenders of a similar de- 
scription, as to additional expenses, with the City of London itself, and might not, 
without reason, expect similar assistance from tlie public. 

By the 21 George IL as has before been stated, the City of London was 
directed to apply all Surplusses arising from this Fund, after dischar^ of interest and 
expense of management due from it, towards the reduction of the Prmcipal Debt, and 
they were further directed to make an annual Return to both Houses of Parliament, 
of the amount of such Surplusses, and of the progress made by the application of them 
towards the extinction of the Debt ; and Your Committee feeling it to be tticir duty 
to enquire how far the directions of the Act had in this instance been complied 
vith, further report, 1 hat it Imth been tlie practice of the Court of Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen to examine the Accounts of the said Fund tw ice in every year, about 
]^dy-Day and Michaelmas, in order to declare a lialance or Surplus of the preced- 
ing half- year, ending the 5'^ day of January and the 5**" day of July respectively, 
applicable to the reduciion of the Principal Debt, and which Surplus it has been 
their piacnce to apply to tliat purpose at the end of six months* from the period of 
each such declaration; and these Accounts have been annually audited by the 
(D»NM.) Auditors of Public Accounts. It appears by the annexed Account from the Chaoi- 
berlain s Office, of the state of Balances in that Office, that in each of the four 
guartei's in the laat five years> a balance on an average of £. 20;000. has remained 

unappropriated 
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unappropriated in the hands of the said Chamberiain, or his sub- Accountants. A 

practice which Your Committee consider prfejudical to tlie progress of the liquidation 

of the debt, And the less warrantable, as it seems calculated to afford an indirect 

(D. N^ 2.) , advantage to some one or more persons charged, with the management of the receipts 

and expenditure of the Fund, who, in their opinion, if not fairly compensated by the 

salaries and per-centage annually charged in the account, amounting to near one 

: thousand pounds, should be remunerated by direct charges appearing in the Accounts 

^f the said Fund. 

A notice of six months is required by the 2 1 George II. to be given to the Creditors, 
who in case of Orphans Stock are drawn by lot, and if Bond-holders, are paid off 
numerically out of the Surplusses applicable thereto respectively, when declared ; and 
it appears from the practice of successive Chamberlains to have been their opinion, 
that this' clause (which was evidently designed by tlie Lerislature as a protection to 
the Creditor against the inconvenience of having his capitcl returned upon his hands 
before he had found securities on which he might re-invest it at interest), was im- 
perative on them not to pay till the end of six months, even with the acquiescence of 
the Creditor ; whereby it must be obvious, that the Creditor must in many cases have 
been deprived of the benefit of receiving his debt when it might have l>een most 
desirable to him to have been paid, and me liquidation of the debt charged upon 
the Fund has been protracted by the sum of annual interest that might have been 
saved, upon the amount of whatever Balances have been retained in hand, in con- 
formity to this practice. On tins subject, Aerefore, Your Committee recommended, 
that provision may be made (in a Bill now before Parliament for raising a sum upon 
this Fund for the future support of Blackfriars Bridge), w hereby the most active 
collection of the Revenues belonging to it may be enforced, and the process of 
liquidation of the Debt facilitated, by immediate appUcation of Surplusses to the 
payment of Creditors, who are willing to receive the amount of the debts due to them ; 
^md with a view to the more certain observance of the regulations that Parliament in 
its wisdom may think fit to prescribe, that there be laid annually, before each tlouse 
•of Parliament, an Account of the total Receipts of this Fund, distinguishing the several 
heads under which they may have accrued, and of the Expenditure, under the heads 
of Interest, Expense of Management, and Surplusses applied towards the extinction 
x)f the debt, leather with a Statement of the Debts, distinguishing that due to the 
Orphans, and the several other Debts that have heeti subsequently charged by tlie 
Acts of Pailiament which have been cited, and wliicli at each period may remain 
due and unsatisfied. 

<E.N*i.) With a view to tlie last point of reference, namely, to examine how far the 
Revenues assigned to the Orphans Fund were adequate to tlie probable extinction of 
the several Debts now charged upon it, >\ ittiin the period for which those Revenues 
are now granted. Your Committee have called for the Accounts subjoined, from the 
Chamberlain*s Office ; first, an Account of the Produce of the several Duties granted 
by the 5th and 6th William and Mary, slated yearly from the passing the Act, till 
their amount became equal to the amount of Interest and Expense of Management 
charged upon them, (1714) periodically only from that date to the year 1800, and 

(E, N"* 2.) yearly fiom that time to the present ; tlie second, an Account of the Original Debt, 
with the several Sums since charged upon the Fund, shewing at the same time Avhat 
Amounts have been discharged, and the Balances which remain unsatisfied under 

(E. N* 3.) each Act ; and lastly, an Account of the Average Receipts of the Fund on periods 
of the preceding ten, five, and three years, to which is added, the Account of the 

(E. N« 4.) actual Receipt of last year, and exhibiting Calculations as to the Periods when the 
Receipts on eitlier average, or upon tlie actual produce of last year (supposing that 
not to fall short) would extinguish either the actual Debt, or the Debt increased by 
the amount of £. 1 20,000. as it would be, should Parliament be induced to grant the 
«ums solicited in the three Bills now before it, for the maintenance of Blackfriars 
Bridge, for the projected Improvements in Moorfields, and for purcliasing a Site 
and constructing thereon a Gaol, supplementary to tlie City and County (jraol of 
Newgate. 

From these calculations it will appear, tliat even upon an average produce of ten 
years, the present Debt would be extinguished five years within the term for which 
the Fund is now established ; and upon the same average, though a protraction of 
the. term would be required of one year and three quartern shoiUd an addition of 

ibZ: C C 120,000. 
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^. 120,000. be made to the Debt. When it is observed, first, that the lalter and 
shorter periods of average appear to be the more reasonable grounds of estioiate, 
inasmuch as tlie increase in the produce of the Coal Duty has been more rapid in 
the later than in any former periods, and the increase of Buildings in the Metropolis 
and its vicinity, appear at this moment to be rapid and extensive, beyond all former 
experience; and also, that large sums (not considered in tliese calculations) are pro- 
bable to arise out of the Sales of Lands in the event of the Moorfields Improvement 
Bill being passed, which are destined to be carried to tlie credit of this Fund, 
Your Committee can entertain no doubt of the adequacy of the present term to 
defray even the increased burthen of ,f. 120,000. should the Parliament in its 
wisdom consent to make such further Grant.

The committee appointed to enquire into the Causes that 
retard the Decision of Suits in the Hioh Court op Chakcbry;^-* 
and who were instructed to search the Lords Journalsi touching 
all proceedings respecting Af^als and Writs of Error before that 
House; and who were, empowered to report their Observations and 
Opinion thereupon, frcmi time to |time^ to The House; — and to 
whom the Report from the Committee in the last Session of 
Parliament, with the Minutes of the Evidence taken before them, 

were referred ; Have considered the Matters to them referred, 

and agreed upon the following REPORT: 

AS soon as Your Committee was empowered to resume its functions 
in this Session of Parliament, agreeable to the Order of the House, 
it was necessary to ascertain what progress had been made during the 
Recess, in the business before the High Court of Chancery, as well as in 
the Appellate Jurisdiction of the House of Lords ; and it proceeded to 
procure different Returns to be made ; and to take the examination of 
feveral witnesses ; which will be found in the Appendix. From this 
Evidence, the House will perceive that the arrear of Causes is by no means 
diminished ; and that the Appeals to the Lord Chancellor from the Master 
of the Rolls, are greater in point of number, than they were at the time 
of delivering in the last Report. At the end of the Sittings after Hilary 
Term 1812, there remained in the Lord Chancellor's Paper 109 original 
Causes set down for hearing, and 39 Appeals from his Honor's decisions. 
The Re-hearings, and various other matters connected with the jurisdiction 
of the Court, have suffered little or no variation ; the Arrear in matters 
of Bankruptcy is certainly diminished. There does not appear any oc- 
casion particularly to notice the business before the Master of the Rolls ; 
his Honor's Paper, as detailed in the Appendix, will shew the state of 
the Proceedings before him.

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The Committee are concerned to find so great a number of Causes 
before the Appellate Jurisdiction of the House of Lords, waiting for de- 
cision. By the Extract from their Lordships Journals, it will be seen that 
there remain to be heard —

The House must feel, in common with every Member of the Com- 
mittee, the extent and pressure of this evil ; to remedy which, no effedual 
steps have been hitherto adopted. 

The Papers laid before l;he, Committee, and the Evidence of the 
Officers of the Court taken by them, not appearing to be sufficient to 
enable (lie Committee to collect what are tiie causes which retard the 
decisions of^uits, it was propdsed in the Committee, that Gentlemen, 
practising in the Court, should be examined as to th^ canrses to which the 
Delays were to be ilhputed ; bat Your ConnaitteQ did not thifik that it 
would be pro|>Qr to^urw^ tkH cour».

OW long have you been Jl^ister of the Court of Chancery ? — T became sitting 7- Crofts, Esq. 
Register in Michaelmas Term 1 800, v — — * 



When you first t>eca(De Rfe^ter of the Court, hoW long in general did a seal last ? 
—I had no opportunity of knowing but as fourth Register. The Master of the 
^olls's Register never attends the Court of Chancery but on seal days, and he takes 
but three seals in the year ; one after Hilary, one after Trinity, and one after Mi- 
chaelmas Term. 

When did you become Chancellor's Register? — ^I think, about 1807. 1 rather 
think, the eaiiy part of that year. 

All motions in causes, are heard before the Chancellor, except <ominon motions 
of course ? — They cannot make at the Rolls any motions on notice, except the day 
^fter the term, unless in case of jspecial leave given them by the Court. 

Then all special motions that arise in causes that are set down at the Rolls, are 
4ieard before the Chancellor ? — All motions that arise out of causes at the Rolls, 
iinust be heard before the Chancellor, unless in any instance the Master of the Rolls 
gives special leave to rectify minutes in xases heard before him, and things of that 
4ind, and he permits them to give a notice of motion. 

No pleas, demurrers, or exceptions are heard before the Master of the Rolls ?— 
^Exceptions may be heard before the Master of the Rolls. Pleas and demurrers are 
always heard before the Chancellor. 

What sort of exceptions are set doM-n before the Master of the Rolls ? — Very few 
indeed ; somotinoes, when the direction to the Master is very special, and the cause 
for further directions, has been heard before his Honor, it is possible that there may 
be an exception to tliat report set down before his Honor ; but our list of exceptions 
is enormous, and has been ever since I was in oflSce ; but when the cause is set 
'<Jown ibr further directions, sixteen out of twenty I believe are heard at the Rolls. 

By exceptions, you mean exceptions to the Master's report, noi to the answer ? — 
No ; to the Master's report, when the Master makes a report upon a decree. 

Those are in general heard before the Chancellor ? — They are. If the Cause 
iist of his Honor was looked into, it would appear that there arc very few indeed. 

Although the causes themselves are set down and heard before his Honor? — 
Yes. 

- -273. L Lunatic 
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J. Crofts y Esq. Lunatic Petitions must be heard exclusively by the Chancellor? — ^Yes, by a 
special Commission ; and Banknipt Petitions must also be heard by the Chancellor. 
'J'he Court of Chancery is often occupied in hearing Petitions in matters of patent, 
also in relation to the visitation of colleges and other charities, and summary Petitions 
under various public and private Acts of Parliament 

Has not a practice been introduced of late years, of bearing causes of a difficult 
nature on motion, before they are set down to be heard on decree ?— It appears to 
me, that many motions of that nature are made. 

Have not the orders made upon them, put an end to the causes ? — I should 
think so. 

Those orders are frequently long, and special in their nature ? — Very long, and 
special. 

And in general take up a long time in the discussion ? — ^Yes, frequently.

The Loid Chancellor for ever grants that application; the Petition 
is then very likely dismissed, but not dismissed with costs ; then by no accidc nt do 
I ever hear any thing of it : if it is dismissed with costs, they are obliged to con»e to 
my office to draw up their ordei' ; Imt the Register will state, that there is hardly a 
<iay passes that there are not one or two Peutions of that nature at the liead of the 
paper. 

Then it follows from thence, that a great many Petitions may have been dismissed 
that are not in your account ? —Certainly ; and they may have occupied very largely 
the time of the Court

have stated? — Certainly; those are fresh Applications and fresh Petitions, many of 
which have never appeared in any paper ; the reason of this being done b, the nature 
of the circumstances of the case, which arc so pressing, that the taking them in the 
r^ular order would not serve the purpose.

Between the first and second Seal, causes are set down to be heard? — Yes, 

Causes are heard betweejn the first and second Seals ? — Yes, 

Between the second and third Seals, what are heard? — Further directioDs and causes; 
^sometimes the Chancellor has appointed two or three days to hear Petitions in bank- 
ruptcy, instead of causes. 

Between the thn^ and fourth Seals, what are hecurd? — Rehearings and appeals^ 
•pleas, demurrers and exceptions. 

How many days are there usually for hearing causes, between the first and second 
Seals? — I would rather furnish the Seal Paper for €ach term, and that will shew 
itself. 

When you speak of between the first and the second Seal, you mean between the 
first day of the first Seal, and the first day of the second Seal? — Yes. 

Supposing tlie first day of the first Seal is the first of January, and the first day of 
the second Seal the first of Februarys when you are asked, what is set down between 
the first Seal and the second Seal, you njean between tlie first of January and the first 
of February? — Yes, 

What is the consequence, supposing the Seal lasts four days? — Then the causes are 
prevented coming on. The first Seal here stated was tlie 26th Felw-uary, it took up tea 
days absolutely in hearing motions; the second Seal was the 12th of March, and till 
the loth of March there had been nothing heard but a Lunatic Petition, or some- 
thing of that sort, which came on, being put at the head of the paper. 

You mean to state, that the Cause-days are all those days that intervene between 
•the date of tl>e- first Seal and the date of tho second Seal ? — I do ; but the papers have 
*been sometimes made out, by order of the Chancellor, a little different. When 1 have 
attended his Lordship, for his approval of thfe Seal Paper, he has said that he would 
have two days for hearing Bankrupt Petition^ after the seal, but which, if the seal was 
tttot^nished, he of <:ourse could not proceed eru 

Though 
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Though Bankrupt Petitions may be heard occasionally in that way, the paper of y, CrqfU, Esq. 
causes to be beard is set down, beginning with the day immediately following the l * j 

ilate of the fost Seal, and going up to the date of the second Seal ? — That is so, 
certainly, except with some few exceptions, which the Cause Paper will explain. 

The time of actually hearing causes, does not commence till the termination of the 
Seal, whatever number of days that may take up ? — Ceriainly so. 

State, from your own knowledge and ex{)erience, what is the reason that that interval, 
which used to be passed in hearing the causes, is exhausted by tlie continuance of the 
Seal? — It arises from motions being of that higli consequence, that the point in the 
cause is frequently determined, and takes up a great time. 

Does it sometimes happen that the points which \\ ould arise in the hearing the 
cause, being presented to the notice and decision of the Court on tlie motion, the cause 
is never afterwards lieard of ? — That frequently happens. 

Are the causes struck out of the paper?— No; they are never put down in th^ 
|Mi{ier> the point being detemnined upon motion. 

That point is now frequently determined upon motion, which formerly used to be 
<Jetermined upon the hearing of the cause ? — Yes ; and tlie cause is put an end to by 
the decision upon the motion.

II Cowper.Esq. Htnry Cowper^ Esquire, called in; and examined. 

WHAT are the days usually appointed for the hearing of causes in the House of 
Ijords ?— The regular days appointed for causes are Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fri- 
days: and every cause, at the beginning of a Session, is supposed to have its appointed 
day. in the order in which they severally stand in the paper. The days that used to be 
appointed for bye-day causes, which were causes that the Lords understood would not 
exceed one day in hearing, used to be Tuesdays and Thursdays, but the rule in that 
respect is deviated from now, and has been of late very much so: bye-day causes have 
been appointed upon cause-days, and instead of being causes which lasted only a 
single day, some of them have lasted seven and eight. Those days likewise, if there 
were no bye-day causes appointed, used to be appropriated to claims of Peerage or 
any olher business going on before the House. It certainly however did happen, with 
respect to the causes heard upon cause-days, that they frequently, indeed almost al- 
ways, went over to a second day; then the rule used to be this: if a bye-day cause had 
i>een appointed for the Tuesday, that cause was put off to the next bye-day. Tuesdays and 
Thursdays are now considered, generally s[>eaking, as the days upon which the Com- 
mittee of Privileges is to meet ovi claims of Peerage, and upon a variety of other 
matters referred to tliem, of which in particular, since the union with Ireland, the 
claims of the Irish Peers to vote for the representative Peers of Ireland, is one; and se- 
veral of these are presented in every Session. To shew how great a portion of time has 
of late been occupied on some of the claims of Peerage, I have made out an account 
of the number of days on which the Committee of Privileges sat on the Berkeley 
Claim of Peerage. On that claim alone they sat no less than thirty-four days in the 
lastSessioH of Pailiamcnt, on several of which they met as early as ten o'clock in the 
morning, and continued sitting till four or five in the afternoon. The Roxburghe 
Claim of Peerage, in the yean 808, took up seven days ; in the year 1 809, four days ; in 
the year 1810, fifteea days ; in the whole, twenty-six days. On the Roxburghe causes 
connected with this claim of Peerage, there were, in the year 1 808, no less tten thirty- 
one days taken up, and upon a great many of them, the bouse met at ten o'clock in 
the morning, and continued sitting till near four o'clock in the afternoon. One of the 
Counsel alone in tliose causes, occupied I understand no less than eighteen days \ 
the Roxburghe causes, in the present Session 1812, have already occupied eleven days. 
Formerly the house used to have about four or five and twenty causes set down tor 
hearing, when the Session began ; they generally got rid of the contents of that paper, 
and in tbel course of the Session, about the same number was brought in, but then there 
was not any thing like the interruption from other business, which occurs now. I ' 
would just ihention one circumstance, to shew the effect of an order which the House 
of Lords made in the last Session of Parliament, ** that the Parties shall print their 
cases within a certain period after the Appeals are pi'esented.'* In the last Session of 
Parliament, within tlie first fourteen days, which is the time limited for bringing Appeals 
from decisions that have taken place in the course of a prorogation, there were thirty- 
six Appeals presented, of which thirty-one, being five-sixths of the whole number, were 
Scotch. In this Session, in the same fourteen days, there were but nineteen Appeals 
presented, and ten only of them were Scotch.

The COMMITTEE to whom the Petition of The United! 
Company of Merchants of Eng/cmdy trading to The East Indiesy^ 

was referred; Have, pursuant to the Order of the House,. 

examined the matter of the said Petition : To prove the 
Allegations whereof. 



CHARLES CARTWRIGHT, Esquire, Accountant General to T^e East 
Tndia Company, being examined, said, That since the passing of the- 
Act of 33 Geo. III. large Sums of Money have been raised in the East 
Indies, in the name, and on the credit of the Petitioners, and Debts have been 
contracted, by them, in that Country — ^That such Pebts bear interest, and 
some of them are payable in the East Indies, and others have been discharged 
by the Petitioners, by Money raised on their credit in this Country, under the 
authority of Parliament ; and by the terms of the obligations for other part 
of such Indian Debt> further Sums, to a large amoimt, will be shortly payable 
in this Country, and the ordinary funds of the Petitioners at home will be 
insufficient to enable them to discharge the sums of Money payable in respect- 
of such Debts. 

That Bills of Exchange, drawn in discharge of the Indian Debt so con* 
tracted as before-mentioned, will become due previous to the i*' of January 
next, to the amount of £. 2,500,000, beyond the funds arising in the ordinary 
course of the Petitioners concerns, and they will not be able to raise the 
Extraordinary Funds required, or to provide for a re-transfer of part of the 
Indian Debt back to the East Indies, without the aid of Parliament.

THIRD 

REPORT. 



The committee appointed to consider of the Expediency of 
erecting a Penitentiary House, or PenitenTiaiiy Houses^ 
under the Acts of the thirty^fburth and nineteenth of His present 
Majesty, and, in case the adoption of the measure referred to 
their consideration should appear to them to be for the advantage 
of the Public, to report whether any additional legislative pro- 
visions will be Wanted for that purpose ; and, what number of persons 
such Penitentiary House, or Penitentiary Houses, should, in their 
judgment, be calculated to receive, together with any Observations, 
which they may deem material upon tiie subject of their Enquiry ; 
and who were empowered to report from time to time to the House, 
and were instructed to enquire into the state of Punishment in the 
Hulks; and to report their Opinion thereupon, together with any 
Improvement which may appear to be practicable therein;— Have 
considered the Matters to them referred, and have agreed upon the 
following REPORT: 

TH E Plan of confining offenders on board the Hulks was adopted in 
the year 17 76, when the disturbances which had broken out in America, 
had interrupted the transportation of Convicts to His Majesty's Colonies 
and Plantations in that quarter, as practised since the 4th of Geo. L 
cap. !!• 

By the 16 Geo. III. cap. 43, the Court, before which any male person 
should be convicted of a transportable offence, was empowered to order the 
offender to be punished, by being kept to hard labour for a term of years, 
not more than ten years^ nor less thap three, in raising sand or gravel from 
the river Thames, or in any other service for the benefit of the Navigation 
of that river, under the direction of overseers, to be appointed by the 
Justices of the Peace for the County of Middlesex at the Quarter 
Sessions. 

Before the expiration of this Act, which was continued by the 18 Geo. UL 
cw. 63> it was provided by the 19 Geo. III. cap. 74, that male 
ofienders guilty of grand larceny, or of any other transportable ofifence, 
except petty larceny^ might be sentenced by the Court before which they 
should have been convicted, to be kept on board proper ships or vessels, 
and employed in hard labour, in cleansmg the River Thames, or some other 
navigable river, port, harbour or haven, or in any public works upon the 
banks or shores of the same, under the management of superintendents, 
to be appointed for the vessels in the Thames by the Magistrates of 
Middlesex at Sessions, and for those in any other river or port by the 
Magistrates of an adjoining county. The period for which ofifenders 

might 
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\ might b« MOtenced to these vessels^ commonly called '^ the Hulk^'' was 

i not to exceed five years in the case of offenders who were liable to trans* 

portation for seven years; those transported for fourteen years might be 
sent thither for seven. 

Under these Statutes, confinement on board the Hulks was a distinct 

punishment, and could only be inflicted by the Court before which the 

criminal was tried^ except in the case of bfrenderp capitally convicted and 

liable to suffer death, who might be pardoned by the Crown on condition 

of being kept to hard labour under the 16 Geo. Ill, for a term not 

exceeding ten years, and under the 19th of the King for such term as 

should be specified in the pardon. 

M Geo. III. c. 56. TTie 19 Geo. Ill, was continued by three successive Statutes, until the 

34 Geo. III. cl So. ^ J^^^ ^799> ^^^ ^^ end of the then next Session of Parliament, when 

that part of it which authorizes the imprisonment of offenders on board 

die Hulks was suffered to expire, so much only of that Statute having 

been previously continued to the 85 March iSoe as related to transpor-

the persons committed to their charge, and to keep them to labour, at such 

plaeei9, aitd under such directions, limitations and restrictions, as His 

Majesty «#mll from time to time, bv order direct^ to such Overseers Ibr 

their ifis1:ruction, appoint. ' They are to make Returns of the Prisoners ttt 

their teustody, and of such as shall* die, escape, or "be lawfiifly discharged, 

to the Court of King'9 Bench, on the first day of every term. ' * 

In the Session which preceded tiie passing of this AVrt, ihe ^4tJiGeo, IH. 
cap. i^. Sess. 1, had given the same powers to the Crown, accompanied 
by two clauses of regulation; by one' of which the prisoner* were to 
be allowed one half the pttofits tif tfieir Hbour for their own use, ilirhifo 
the other prohibited theii* l?eing put to laboui^ wtthout their own coiiserit j 
but tiiese clauses were not re-enacted by the 1^4 Geo. III. cap. 56.' Sesfr. t, 
which repealed the former Act. 

The 24 Geo. III. cap 56, as iar as it relates to the subject of this Report, 

38 Geo. IIT. c. «4- ha* been continued from time to time by tlte several Acti cited in the 

34 Geo. III. c. 60. margin, under which it will -reraak in force until the 25th JVf ^ra^ ^^ISl*

46 Geo» III. c. 28. cap 24, and l!ie 4,^ Geo. III. cap 26. . By the rantier it is directed, that 

die offenders under the 24th of the King snal! be visited and treated dtrnng 

their confinement in such and tSie Kke manner, to all intents and purposes, 

as the oflfenders who were sentenced to hard labour under the 19th <5eo. 

III. cap. 74 ; the latter empowers His Majesty to appoint an fnarpeitor rf 

the places of confinement ; to which of^nders are removed tmder tfcfe 114th 

of the King, who is to visit them once a quarter at least, or oftener if -need 

be, to " examine diligently, into the state of ^mch houses of confinement, 

'* the 
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** the behaviour and conduct of the. several officers, thei treatment and 
" condition of the prisoners, the amount of the several earnings, and 
** the expenses attending every such place of confiaemcnt ; and to 
" report the same to both Houses of Parliament at the beginning of every 
" Session/' 

In matters of pressing necessity he may make a special Report to the 
Justices of the Court of King's Bench, who shall immediately take order 
therein and redress the same. The Inspector is to continue in office during 
His Majesty's pleasure ; and his salary is not to exceed £. 350 per annum' 
for himself, a Clerk, and all expenses. 

The appointment however of an Inspector of the Hulks, under the 
Act of Parliament last-mentioned, led to very important alterations and 
improvements in the arrangements connected with this establishment. 
Before that Statute the care and custody of the convicts were left en- 
tirely in the hands of the persons named by the Crown as Overseers, under 
the 24th Geo. Ill, who contracted with Government for the maintenance 
and clothing of the prisoners, and for the supply of all their wants, provid- 
ing at the same time the vessels on board of which they were confined, and 
the officers and guards to attend upon them, and prevent their escape ; but 
the concern of the contractors is now limited to providing the articles used 
on board the ships, and Government takes upon itself the care of finding 
fit vessels for the convicts reception, and the appointment of the necessary 
officers and guards. The present plan, which was recommended by Mr. 
Graham soon after his nomination to the office of Inspector, was first 
adopted at Portsmouth, where two vessels, the Captivity, a seventy-four 
gun ship, and the Portland of fifty guns, were fitted up under Mr. Graham's 
directions; and the advantage of the change of system soon became so 
apparent, that it was extended in the year 1804 to the Hulks stationed at 
Woolwich. 

The improvements introduced by Mr. Graham, in the fitting up of the 
vessels used as Hulks, consiiit in such a separation of the decks as to pre- 
vent any communication from one to the other ; in consequence of which, 
each deck is only subject to the inconvenience of its own foul air ; in the 
formation of a convenient Chapel in the Ship ; and in the substitution of 
hammocks in lieu of the immovable barrack-bedsteads, formerly in use; 
the only Hulk now remaining upon the old construction is the Retribu- 
tion, ftationed at Woolwich, which, having been continued in the service 
from the time when the vessels were found by the Contractors, is not 
divided according to the improved plan, and has no Chapel. The Laurel, 
at Portsmouth, is also without a Chapel, but it has a deck on which the 
convicts can be conveniently assembled to hear Divine Service. 

By the new system, the whole management of the establishment is left 
under the direction and control of the Inspector, the power and authority 
of the two Overseers, appointed for the Thames and Medway, and for the 
convicts at Portsmouth, being virtually superseded, althoug^h their ap- 
pointments have never been revoked, and they still continue to be the 
persons through whom the returns of the prisoners, directed by the 24th 
Geo. III. to be made to the Court of King's Bench upon the first day of 
every Term, are sent, and to whom all pardons granted to the convicts are 
officially transmitted from the Secretary of State's Office. The Over- 
seers never received any salary or emolument in that character, their 
advantages -having been confined, under the former arrangement, to their 
gains as contractors. The Inspector receives Reports from time to time 
from the Captains, Chaplains, and Surgeons of the different Hulks in their 
several departments, and gives all necessary orders and directions, taking 
the instructions of the Secretary of State for the Home Department, on 
fiuch matters as appear to require particular sanction ; and communicating 
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freely with the Secretary of Stote's Office, upon all potots cofiHected irith 
the Hulk Establishment. 

The appointment of the superior officer rests with Govermnent ; but 
Mr; Graham states, that^ in the exercise of that power. Government 
generally attend to his recommendation; the inferior officers are apponted 
by the Inspector, upon the recommendation of the Captains, aed the 
Captains themaelves are allowed to appoint the guards. 

The Inspector audits all accounts of expenses and disbursements o& 
board the Hulks ; he eertifies the bills drawn by the contractors upon 
Government, for the supplies which they furnish, and draws bills himself 
upon the Treasury for the amount of officers salaries, and of all other 
charges* He is directed by his appointment^, under which he is simply 
constituted Inspector, personally to visit and inspect each place of coafeie- 
meat once a quarter, and oftener if need be; and it appears to be Mr. 
Graham^s practice to continue for some days on every visit to the pertfir 
where the Hulks are stationed, to go frequently among the convicts during 
that time, and to enter freely into conversation with them, in order to find 
out whether they have any matter of complaint, or other circumstance, ta 
mention to him ; the convicts are also aware, that attention will be paid to 
communications by letter, addressed to the Inspector ; but Mr. Graham 
states, that the instances in which complaints are made to him, either by 
letter, or personally, are very rare 

The Hulks, in which convicts are now confined, are, the Retribution, 
stationed at Woolwich; the Zealand, at Sheerness; the Captivity and 
Laurel, at Portsmouth ; and the Portland, at Langston Harbour. Each of 
these vessels has a separate Hospital-ship attached to it, except the Cap- 
tivity and the Laurel, which, lying at no great distance from each other, 
have one Hospital-ship for their joint use- 

The Captain of the Retribution still retains the appointment of Deputy 
Overseer of the Hulks in the Thames and Med way, received from the 
Overseer ; but he performs no other duty connected with this office, bui 
that of occasionally visiting the Zealand, in which he seems to act as 
Deputy Inspector to Mr. Graham ; and the Captain of the Captivity, at 
Portsmouth, visits in like manner, as Deputy Inspector, the Laurel and the 
Portland. The Captains of all the Hulks act under written inatructioBS 
from Mr. Graham, a copy of which is annexed to this Report. The 
establbhment of officers and guards attached to these different Tessek 
will also be found in the Appendix to tiiis Report ; as will tbe average 
number of convicts confined in each, with the number of deaths and 
escapes ^hich have occurred since the complete adoption of the present 
system of management, by its extension to the Hulks in the river Thames^ 
in 1804. 

It appears from these Documents, as well as from the Evidence taken by 
your Committee, that the arrangements under which ofifenders^ are now 
confined on board the Hulks cannot reasonably be objected to, as either 
insufficient for the safe custody of the prisoner, or un£ivour^le to his 
health. In regard to his moral amendment, or to the preservation of the 
young offender from being rendered more vicious by his confinement^ 
they are by no means satisfectory. 

It appears, that from the time at which the c<mvicts are locked down' 
within their several decks in the evening, until the hatches are opened 'm* 
the morning (a period which in the winter includes nearly two thirw of the 
twenty-four Hours) they are left entirely to themselves, without any o£ 
the officers or guards of the ship to inspect them, and without any other 
control over their conduct, than the knowledge that any riotous noise 
•or disturbance will be communicated by the guards, who are on watch in 
other parts of the vessel^ to the officers, and will be followed by ttieip 
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interference. One or two of the convicts tbemselvm are i^eleeted by the 
Captains of the Hulk to act on each deck as boatswain's mates, nvho^ 
duty it is to tokecare of the lights kept burning on the deck, add to call 
out to the* watch from time to time to inform him that ^* all is well;*' and if 
the guard has any observation to make upon what b going on below, 
he addresses himself to these persons^ but they exercise no authority 
over the other convicts, nor would they venture to mention openly to the 
Captain any irregularity or offence of which their fellow-prisoners should 
be guilty. The Captains state themselves to be in the habit of communn 
eating privately with many of the convicts, from whom they obtain intelli^^ 
ligence concerning the character and behaviour of the rest, but it seems 
admitted, that the individuals from whom such information is derived caanot 
be brought forward to prove the &cts, from the danger to which thrf 
would in that case be exposed of being ill-treated by their companiona : 
Neither the Captain, nor any other officer, ever visits the parts of tlfee ship in 
which the prisoners are confined, after the hatches ^re locked down, except 
upon some extraordinary emergency, or in cases of disturbance, which very 
rarely occur. And it seems doubtful whether, in some of the Hulks at least, 
an officer could go down among the prisoners at night without the risk of 
personal injury. The guards never go among them at night. 

Under these circumstances there can be no doubt of the prevalence 
among the convicts,(while thus left without restraint upon their behaviour,) 
of gambling, swearing, and every kind of vicious conversation. It is stated, 
as the opinion of some of the persons examined by Your Committee, that 
they do not often ill-use each other; but the fear of personal injury, which Ls 
known to prevail in the minds of many of them, to such an extent as fre- 
quently to stifle complaint, even in the case of theft, leads to a contrary con-- 
elusion; the Captain of the Captivity, on bemg asked whether convicto 
often complain of having been ill-treated at night by their companions, 
says, **it is a thing they do not dare to do in the Captivity, but in the Laurel, 
(which he formerly commanded) " they used to bring them up manfully/' 
The Captain of the Portland, who states that instances of their maltreating 
each other after they are locked down, are very rare, adds, on being asked 
whether a ccmvict mialtreated by lus companions would venture to com- 
plain, ** if marks of violence appeared they know it would be observed ; 
** sometimes they do not tell me; but I see the marks of violence, and I call 
** on them, and then they tell me/' The same Captain states, upon the sub- , 
ject of the manner in which the convicts employ themselves at night, that if 
any noise like rapping or hammering is heard after a certain hour, tbey are 
desired to go to bed, it being known that they are making money, ham- 
mering out crowns and half-crowns into sixpences, the manutacture of ^ 
which he represents as having been carried on by the convicts for some 
years. 

Your Committee, however, have the satisfaction to observe, that with 
whatever misconduct l^se persons may be justly chargeable after they 
are locked down for the night, the Captains of the different Hulks all con- 
cur in disbelieving die existence among them of the more atrocious vice, 
which ramour has somistia^s imputed to them. There appears to have 
been no want of diligence in inv^estigating the truth of such information • 
upon this point, as has at any time reached the Inspector ; but the instances 
in which any complaints have been made to him upon this subject have 
been very few, akbough diis vice appears to be held in as much abhorrence 
on boara the Hulks as in other places, and any person suspected of having 
been addicted to it has invmriably met with ill usage from the rest of the 
prisoners. It is true that complaints of the prevalence of this vice, and of 
Its having ceased to be held in detestation, have been sometimes communi- 
cated by letter, and otherwise, from prisoners to their friends, when applying ; 
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for assistance in obtaining their release, because they have found represen- 
tations of this nature to be the most effectual means of exciting compassion, 
and stimulating their friends to exertions in their behalf ; but whenever 
these complaints have led to inquiry, the result has been a satisfactory dis- 
proof of the general chaf^e ; and in no one instance has any proof of in- 
dividual guilt been established. 

Besides the ships lights, of which one at least is kept burning all night in 
each deck, the convicts are suffered to have candles of their own. In three 
of the Hulks they are ordered to put out these lights at certain hours ; but it 
seems questipnable whether the order is strictly obeyed ; in the Zealand 
they are permitted to burn their lights as long as they choose, and in the 
Portland no express leave has ever been given that the convicts should 
have private lights, but the practice of having them is known to prevail, 
and is not prohibited. By these lights some of the convicts work on their 
own account, as shoemakers or tailors, or in making bone toys and other 
trinkets of various kinds, and others read after they are locked down. It 
does not appear that they get any books on board besides Bibles apd Prayer- . 
books, w hich are occasionally procured for such as are desirous of liaving 
them from the Society for promoting Christian knowledge. 

There is no Schoolmaster on the Establishment, but some of the prisoners 
have occasionally taught others to read and write. 

The convicts are confined on three decks on board the Zealand and 
Portland, and in four decks, or div isions of decks, on board the Captivity 
and Laurel ; and each of such decks or divisions has a distinct entrance. 
In the Retribution at Woolwich they sleep on three decks, but there is a 
free communication from deck to deck. A complete separation was made 
between the decks on board this ship, like that in the other Hulks, in the , 
spring of last year, but the convicts rose in the night-time, and tore down , 
the works. The decks or divisions in the same ship are of very different 
sizes, so that the greater number of the prisoners are placed in one or two 
of them. The distribution on board theCaptivity appears by Captain Stead- 
man's evidence to have been in February last as follows : In the lower 
deck, 218, in the middle deck 187, in the upper deck 67, and forward, 
where the victuals are cooked, ,24. The three latter divisions are only / 
parts of the same deck, the vessel being a two-decker. When the Captain 
of the Laurel was examined before your Committee, out of 271 convicts 
confined in that vessel, 150 were together in the lower deck. 

When the hatches are unlocked in the morning, and the convicts have 
had their breakfast, they are sent on shore to labour. 

By the 8th Article of the general Instructions given to the Captains of. 
the Hulks by Mr. Graham, it is directed, that all the convicts in good 
health should be sent on shore without distinction (except shoemakers , 
and tailors employed on board for the use of the convicts, " and such 
'^ others as may be necessary for doing the duty of the Hulk ; and they ' 
** are to be changed daily or weekly, as shall be judged most proper and 
" necessary, so that this duty also may be. done by all the convicts in 
". rotation." 

The practice, however, does not conform to this regulation, the number 
sent on shore from the Zealand necessarily depends upon the demand 
made from day to day by the officers of the Dock-yard at Sheerness, there 
not being regular employment at present in that yard for more than about 
200 out of about 500, wliich that Hulk generally contains ; b,ut there docs , 
not appear to be any precise rule by which the Captain determines which 
individuals shall go on shore, or settles who shall do the ship's duty. The 
convicts all dine on board the Hulk, and those who have worked on shore 
before dinner are replaced afterwards by those who remained on board dur- 
ing the former part of the day, unless more are wanted than can be supplied 
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f^om thelattei* descripHdn, in which case some of those who have been em- 
ployed at the easiest wqrk on shore arp sent again to make up the number 
rpquired. The Capt&in $aySj that he takes those for work on shore m the 
morning who come forward, and that they in genend prefer going to labour 
in the mornings that they may stay on board in the afternoon. 

The convicts in the jjhip, with the exception of a few shoemakers and 
triors, employed in: keeping the shoes and clothes of the others in repair, 
and of those engaged in the ship's duty, are allowed to be idle, or to work 
for thenlielves, at their pleasure; the materials , for their work are procured 
on their own account, and they dispose of tlie articles made, either by 
Binding them up to. town, or selling them in the Dock-yard. At Woolwicli, 
there is at present a constant demand in the Ordnance Departmeiit for 
the kboMr of all the convicts on board the Retribution, and they appear to 
be employed there to great advantage ; neither do the convicts belonging 
tp the Huiks at Portsmouth and Langston Harbour stay in the ship for 
vrant of work onshore^ but in each of those vessels the same individuals 
appear to be always kept oil board as tailors and shoemakers, and for ship'3 
duty. The persons placed iii this class are the men whom the Captain 
considers as the best behaved. The convicts, wliile on shore, work in 
companies or gangs, but the gangs do not appear to be always overlooked 
by -the same officers, or composed of the same men, except in the instance 
cjf the convicts belonging to the Captivity ; and the Captain of that Hulk 
forms the gai^gs entirely by reference to the skill or strength of the diflfe* 
rpnt convicts, and without any consideration of rnoral character or be* 
haviour* In all these vessels the convicts may earn something on their 
own account, by working at night after they are locked down, or on wet 
and foggy days, in which they do not go on shore ; or such of them as 
6tay on board the ship may work for themselves in the day*time, after 
they have done what is required of them in the ship ; and some individuals 
are stated to have accumulated considerable sums, (the money so earned 
heing at Portsmouth, and, in the Portland, placed in the Captain s hands^ 
and the convict not allowed to spend more of it than three shillings per 
week, except under special circumstances). But whatever opportunities or 
means the convicts have of working for themselves on board the Hulks, 
they enjoy by the permission of the Captains, and not under any regular 
tions for that purpose ; — There is a very proper order in the Captain's in* 
fitructions, that the shoemakers and tailors shall not be suffered to work 
for any officer or other person belonging to the Hulks, which seems to be 
considered as extending to all the convicts who employ themselves in work 
on board ; it is also directed that, during the usqal working hours, the 
shoemakers and tailors shall work for the use of the other convicts only, 
and shall be sent to labour on shore when there is no work of that kind 
for.them; but this latter direction does not seem to be observed. The 
convicts all dine on board the several Hulks, except those belonging to the 
Portland in Langston Harbour, who have their dinner on shore, in shedi 
provided for that purpose* 

, The allowances made to the convicts in the different Dock-yards and 
places where they are employed, vary considerably : at Woolwich each 
man receives beer, &c. of the value of from two pence to four pence half- 
penny per day, according to the class in which he is rated. In the Ports- 
mouth Dock-yard, the articles allowed are estimated at two penc9 
ferthing'per man, or at two pence three farthings to such as use tobacco* 
Those who are employed at Gosport and at Cumberland Fort, from the 
Lmirel and Portland, have a daily allowance of biscuit, tobacco, and beer, 
amounting to the value of about one penny each, and at Sheerness nothing 
is allowed. . 
I 396. fp When 
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When the convicts leave the Hulks they are allowed, at Woolwich anA* 
Sheernesa, half a Guinea each man, with some clothing ; at Portsmouth and 
Langston Harbour they receive one Pound sixteen Shillings and four Pence ; 
but if discharged on a pardon only one Pound. To those who are em- 
ployed in the Ordnance Department at Cumberland Fort and at Gosport, 
as artificers, a gratuity of from one to five Guineas is given from that De- 
partment at the expiration of their servitude, provided they have conducted 
themselves properly. 

In the twentieth Article of the Inspector's Instructions to the Captains 
already alluded to, it is stated, that the Chaplain is to read Prayers and 
preach a Sermon every Sunday throughout the year, and on Christmas-day 
and Good Friday, in the Chapel on board the Hulks ; but the arrange- 
ments made upon that head are not compatible with the constant per- 
formance of this duty, except on board the Zealand at Sheerness, and the 
Captivity at Portsmouth. The accommodations on board the Retribution, 
at Woolwich, in which there is no Chapel, are described by the Chaplain 
as not admitting of the performance of Divine Service " when the weather 
** is even slightly wet;" and he further states his conviction, that when it is 
performed it cannot be heard by the greater part of the convicts. The 
Hulks stationed at Portsmouth and Langston Harbour have only one 
Chaplain attached to the three vessels ; and as they lie at some distance 
from each other, the Captivity being close to the Portsmouth Dock-yard, 
the Laurel about a mile off, upon the Gosport side of the Harbour, and the 
Portland at Langston Harbour, five miles from either of the other two, 
the Cliaplain states himself to have found it impracticable to do duty on 
board the three Hulks in the same day, between the time of unlocking the 
hatches in the morning, and that of locking the convicts down in the 
evening ; he therefore performs the service on board the Laurel and Port- 
land on the alternate Sundays only, performing it on every Sunday to the 
convicts confined in the Captivity. Upon the Sundays on which the Chap- 
lain does not .attend the Laurel and the Portland, prayers are read in the 
former ship by a convict, and in the latter there is no Service at all. 

With regard to the attendance of the Chaplains on the Hulks upon 
week days, it is mentioned in the twentieth Article of the Instructions to 
the Captains quoted above, that " the Chaplain is to visit the sick in the 
^* Hulks occasionally, and to show himself ready and desirous to administer 
** to them such spiritual advice and consolation as they may stand in *need 
*^. of/' which duty appears to Your Committee to be executed; aincl the 
Captain is .directed ** to ,give him timely notice of the death 6f every 
•^ convict, so as to ensure his attendance at the funeral;*' but except ^his 
Article, which must be considered as an incidental mention of sOmei bf 
the most important duties of the Chaplains, rather than as an instruc^tibH 
containing a summary of their whole duty, there does not a|)peaT to 4xifit 
any specification in writing of what is expected from the gentlemen whb 
App*IL fill these situations. The Inspector has, fram time to time, called for aA() 
received Reports from the Chaplains respecting the moral state of the 
convict^, ^nd has required that they should attend a quarterly muster, held 
under a recjent order, on board each cf the Hulks, which will he notic^ 
hereafter. It appears^ from the examination of the Chaplain of the Retri- 
bution, that he considers his duties as confined to those above described, 
and does not think it necessary to endeavour to have personal commuriidd^ 
tion with the convicts, except in cases of sickness. The Chaplain of 'tha 
J^alaod stfites, that he was some time since in the habit of remaining for 
a' fortnight together on board the Hulk, and that, during such visits, ahii 
since be has resided constantly on shore, he has attempted to reclaim tlk 
convicts, by conversing with them, and giving them good advice; but he 
repreeents his opportunities of communicating with them individually {6t 
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^at piirposie as very insufficient, and has given, in bis Evidence before 

If our Committee of May 181 1, a most unfavourable account of the state 

of morals on board the Hulk. His Report to Mr. Graham, of the 12th Aop. E, 

January last, in which he mentions that a considerable improvement has (No.g.) 

«ince taken place upon this head, will be found in die Appendix to this 

Report. 

The Chaplain at Portsmouth appears to have been very attentive to 
the convicts on board the Hulks to which he is attached ; but his oppor- 
tunities of giving them instruction, or of becoming acquainted with their 
•characters, seem to Your Committee to be circumscribed within very r^^^^J^g v 
^narrow limits. His Reports to the Inspector, which have for some years 
heen made <juarterly, and of which such as have been delivered in to Your 
Committee will be found in the Appendix to this Report, are confined to 
^ very few observations upon the decorous and attentive behaviour of the 
convicts at Chapel, upon their decent and orderly deportment in general, 
^hich is stated in one Report to be matter of public notoriety ; and upon 
the number of individuals among them who receive the Sacrament, con- * 
Bisting, according to the representation made at the end of 1807, of 48 
^persons of exemplary characters, and amounting for some years past to 
«bout 70 persons, in regard to whom the Chaplain declares his belief, in 
ihis Report of June last, that " no where can an equal body of communi- 
*** cants be found, who have acted more uniformly consistent with their 
^V religious professions." The Reports made by this gentleman always 5peak 
of the whole Establishment at Portsmouth and Langston Harbour gene- 
xally, and no notice is ever taken of the state of morals in one of the Hulks * 
•compared with that on board either of the other two ; though it is hardly 
^ssible to suppose, that thejconyicts belonging to each of the three vesseli 
.are well or ill behaved in the same degree. 

It appoadrs to Your Committee, on considering the Chaplain's evidence^ 
4ind oomparing it with the accounts given of the^e Hulks by the Captains, 
ihat the communications of this gentleman with individual convicts can 
4iardly extend beyond a comparatively small number, who may apply to 
iiim voluntarily for instrqction^ or may hope, on particular occasions, to 
4)rocure his good offices in their favour, or who may be desirous of con- 
sulting him upon their private concerns ; and that even of the real charac- 
ters of these, he can, according to the plan upon which the Hulks are 
J20W cond^icted, have no means of forming a satisfactory judgment. The 
convicts on board the three vessels amount to more than 1,000 men ; and 
the shipe have been already stated to lie at a distance from each other, in 
iConsequeAce of which, the Chaplain can only attend on board the Captivity:^ 
^nd one of the two others, upon the same Sunday, in addition to some 
-duty pftrformed on board the Admirals ship at Portsmouth, of which he 
is also Chapijiin ; it is not therefore in his power to devote much time 
to conversation with the convicts, except on the week days, on which the 
greater part of the men are at work on shore. . He states, that upon those 
-days he can send on shore, from the vessel, for any particular convict 
vvith whom he may have occasion to converse ; but that he generally con- 
trives to make his visit to the Hulk at dinner-time, when the purpose 
may be answered without interfering with the public labour. In the 
J^aurel, he is obliged to borrow the Captain's cabin when he wishes to have 
private communication with a convict, having no apartment of his own m 
that vessel. With the convicts employed at Cumberland Fort from the 
Portland, be can, in the week days, only confer on shore (as they do not 

fo on board to dine), unless he should send for any individuals to the ship ; 
ut his visits to that vessel and the Laurel are not so frequent as to the 
Caiptivity. It does not appear that he haS any opportunity of seeing the 
men belonging to the J^aurel while they work on shore. Your Committee 
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were surprised to find, that under these circumstances the Chaplain cM^ 
sidered himself as having opportunilied of giving as much instruction to 
' the convicts as he would desire. Your Committee also observe with sur* 

prise, that when the Chaplain was examined, he supposed Divine Service 
to be always performed on board the Portland on the alternate Sundays^ 
if there were a man on board competent to read the prayers, whereas it 
feppears from the Captain's evidence that no duty has been done on board 
that Hulk, upon the Sundays on which the Chaplain does not attc^rtd, fiA 

. . , these last four years, the practice of allowing a guard to officiate for hifll 
having been put a stop to by the Captain, in consequence of an instance 
of misconduct in the individual employed for that purpose. It appeaiis 
that the Chaplain is not in the habit of keeping any lists of the convicts, 
with notes of their merits or demerits ; and he states, in answer to a 
question upon that head, that there is a public character-book, and there-- 
•fore a private one would be quite unnecessary ; the practice however erf" 
entering the characters of the convicts in the character-book alhided tft 
only commenced in October last, and entries are made in it only once h 
quarter, at the quarterly muster held under an order then given by the 

App* F. Inspector, which will be found in the Appendix. The Captain -of thfe 
Laurel speaks of a rough character-book on board that Hulk, kept by the 
Steward, in which entries, respecting the behaviour of the convict^ are 
made by the Captain and chief Mate ; and in Mr. Graham's instructidn^, 
the Captains are directed to make minutes on that subject from time to time*. 
The quarterly muster takes place on the first Sunday in the qoartei*, 
in the Chapel, in which the name of each convict is called over before 
the Captain, Chaplain, and other officers of the Hulk; questions are 
then asked by the Captains or Chaplains, in the presence of the coHviet, 
respecting his character and conduct, and according to the informatioA 
received, he i* rioted down under the fblloM ing heads, the entry being 
communicated to him at the time, i, very good, religiously inchned, an4 
feittends the Sacrament. S, Very good. 3, Good. 4, Indifferent. 5, Sa^ 
picious (character not ascertained). 6, Bad. 7, Very bad* At the muster 
•on board the Portland, all the convicts appear to be present during this 
inquiry, and they are at liberty to bring charges against any man when his 
name is called, but they are not supposed by the Captain to be likely totodo. 
It does not seem that any advantage to the convict has yet been held out 
as the consequence of his appearing in a iavourat)le light upon the»e occa?- 
sions. The direction contained in Mr. Graham's insti*uctions to the Caj*- 
■tains, Art. *i2, to deliver to him at the end of every quarter, the name^ (Jf 
six of the most meritorious convicts who should have served more thati hatf 
their time on board the Hulk, in order that after further inquiry Into the 
grounds of the Captain's recommendation they may be reported trfthte 
Secretary of State as fit objects of the Royal mercy, has not been geii€?rafy 
acted upon ; one occasion only is mentioned in which it has been carried into 
effect. But no application to the Secretary of State's Office for the p^oA ajf 
a convict from any quarter is ever complied with, until a tefi^ence has^l^eeh 
first made to the Captain of the Hulk to which he belongs^ ftjr a f^epoft 0(1 
his behaviour since he came into confinement. ' . i

cannot but consider the situation of the convicts impfis^ned oa Iboard 
the hulks, upon their present plan, as one frdih Whieh- these p&rs6i» ihu§t 
be expected to return into society with mdre dte^^aved liabitsiATd- dis- 
positions, than those with which they went into eonfinc»ient';- itohorigh 
it may happen in these, as in all other 'places :df poftishlifetti:, tba€ ^ 
Buflferings of the oflfender may in some instances av^en r^ft^tidn, arfti 
lead to amendment, • - . . - ♦

t:hi8 Establishmettt should be discontinued, but on the contrary, are 
of opinion that on a revision of the present system, it will 'be found 
"practicable to introduce into it such alterations atod Corrections jeus will 
m a great degree lessen, if not altogether reinove, the evils thact now 
exist. In some 'respects the Hiilks possess advantages over any other 
'plabe of confinement. The expenses of fitting up a vessel for the re- 
ception of prisoners and of keeping it in repair, bear no proportion to 
^he <^ost of erecting a Penitentiiai*y House, dr House of Correction on 
"Shore. And the circumstance of the Hiilks being removable from place 
to plaee aiFords a convenience which can be foimd m ho bther description 
of prison; and 6f which it is hardly {Possible to calculate the v^de, with 
reference to the -employment of convicts, 'since it gives opporttiiiitres "6f 
employing them %. hard labour on behalf of the Public, wnerever their 
services may firom time to time be required m l!he neighbourhood of any 
-port or navigable river, in which situations tJiere is conitiianYy^k defntaiid 
-for labour of liiat kind. The Hulks are obViouSly ill calculated for the 
•reception of any offehders but those whose age arid bodily StJrefi'gth wifl 
ladmit of their beihg employed in laborious occupatioins ; irtd none others 
^should be sent thither, unless perhaps, "a few elderly teen Who 'might be 
mtde useful for the ship's duty, or aS attendants upon the sick in the 
hospital ; and some tailors and shoemakers to make and mend tiie clothed 
of the other convicts. The number of old and infirm convicts on board 
the Hulks in the month of February last, appears by Returns made t6 
Your Committee to have amounted to i^g ; and there were at the'sam4 
tinie 1 8 boys on board under 17 years of age. 

in altering the system now pursued oil b6ard the HUlk^ the first poiut 
to be attended to (the accomplishment of which is indeed so essential, 
that it nlay be considered as a preliminary riieasure td all further nlaterid 
improvement) is such an alteration in the construction or fittirig up of 
those vessels, as may place the prisonelrs Undier the constant inspection of 
an oflicer or guard after they go down in the eveiiing, and during the hight. 
Upon this point Your Committee thought it advisable to I'efer to the 
Commissioners of His Majesty's Navy for their opiriion dhd advice ; and 
they have the satis&ction to learn; that it is thought practicable to fit up 
it hulk for the reception of convicts upon such a plan as will admit, not 
only of their being subject at all times to inspection, but of their being 
divided into many classes or companies on board the vessel. The corre^ 
pondence of Your Gonimittee with the Navy Board updri this sulnect, 
^ith a sketch of a 64«gun ship, fitted up in coniormity to their suggestions; App« G. 
^iU be found in the Appendix to this Report. 

The division of the convicts here alluded to may afford the means 
^f niakfng useful distinctions among them, and of separating them 
tictofdihg to the degree in which they shall appear from their de- 
meanor to be weH or ill disposed. And if the keepers • of the dif- 
ht^nt Gaols from Which the criminals are received were to send with them 
Ihe substance of srucfa informc^tion as may have been collected, concerning 
the individual officers, together with the result of their own obser- 
vations upon them since they had been in prison, there would probably 
appear to be isxelAy who Ought not, even on their first arrival on board the 
Hulk^ to be placed in ihe company of the lowest a^nd most depraved de- 
scription of their feUoW convicts. It would be an important cdnsequence 
of these arrang^^tn, that the officers and giiards belonging to each Hulk, 
instead of directing their atteiition and observation to all the cotivicts oii 
board the veslsel generally, might be in some degree attached to particular 
classes otr companies of tliem, and would in that case become acquainted 
^ith their itidividual chat'aeters, and be able to make useful reports of their 
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disposition and behaviour to the Captains and Chaplains, weekly, or other- 
wise as might be deemed expedient. It would be desirable that those con- 
victs who may constitute the same class or, company on.bpard the ship 
should also work together in the same gang on shore. It seems also proper 
that some employment should be found tor these persons, on the Public 
account, during the days, or parts of days, in which the state of the weather 
will not allow of their being employed m the open air, aqdatall times, for 
that portion of the convicts who may not be wanted on shore. Even if no 
profit were to arise from the manner m which they should be employed, oc- 
cupation itself would be of use, by converting habits of idleness into those 
of industry. It is however evident that some profit would accrue even from 
the employment of picking oakum ; and the articles^ in making which a 
few now find work for themselves, might probably be manufactured with 
greater advantage on a more extensive scale during the hqurs allotted to 
pubUc labour, under general regulations^ on account of the Public, or per^ 
hajps for the purppse of formiog a fund out of which rewards might be pro- 
vided for such of the convicts as should appear to deserve encouragement. 
Upon this head the present system appears to.be extremely defective, a few 
convicts who are shoemakers and tailors^ or who may be possessed of any 
mechanical ingenuity, may acquire considerable sums of money by working 
for themselves after the hours of labour, or during those hours on wet days, 
or for the greater part of every day, if they can get tlieniselves placed 
upon the Est of those who are kept on board the ship ; and it appeals 
that in some instances the earnings of the convicts of this description have 
accumulated to a considerable amount ; while the lo^bourer, employed in 
the hardest work on shore, and the least likely to apply to any mechanical 
work for his own benefit, after his return on board, derives i^ pecuniary emo^ 
lument either from his laboiir or from his good conduct. Your Commit- 
tee think that the work executed by each gang of convicts employed on be- 
half of the PubUc on shore, or the value of their daily ^r vices, should be re- 
gularly estimated, and that in addition totiie articles now. furnished to them 
when at work, (which allowances, if proper, ought to be settled by some 
general rule, instead of varying at different places, in the manner described 
above) a small per-centa^e upon the - amount of their labour should be 
divided among them, which, together with 3uch rewards as might be given 
to individuals for good behaviour, and any thing they might still earn on 
their private account after the hours of public work, might constitute a small 
fund in theCaptain's hands for each convict. Of this money the? coijvict might 
be allowed to spend a part (as he now may of his private earnings) but the 
sum due to him might be liable to the pa^'ment of any fine imposed upon 
him for slight offences, and forfeitable by attempts to escape, or very gross 
instances of misconduct. The most important encouragement, hpwever^ which 
could be held out to the convict, would be the hope of ol|t£uning thfi re- 
mission of part of his sentence in ca^ hi& conduct should meet with the 
approbation of those who were set over him. It appears to Yo.ur Com^ 
mittee that it would operate aa a strong inducement tp good, behaviour, lif 
the quarterly report made to the Inspector, instead of being in the form 
now adopted r were to contain the name of every convict, with particulajc 
notes or remarks upon his character and conduct;. and if it were understood, 
that the circumstance of his being, favourably mevti^^^ upon such occa- 
sions would lead in the first insta^QCje to hiis. removal in^ a liigher class o£^ 
those confined on board the Hulk, and eventually to his restoration to li- 
berty by a pardon at an earlier period ^han that which ithe law has assi^ied 
to his imprisonment. Your Cpmmitte^ hf^ve,otiserved with sattsfactiKUitt. 
that in the opinion of those most conver^anjt wi}^ tlii^ HulkjSf encourdgem^t, 
of this nature would havea repy.b?i^«fici€^l.(^.ra^9on the behaviour of the. 
convicts. 
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It also appears to Your Committee to be very desirable, that arrange- 
ments should be made in some of the Dock-yards, or establishments, in 
which the constant laboar of many hands is wanted, for the employment of 
such of the convicts on their discharge as might be recommended for that 
purpose by the Captains of the several Hulks, it appearing likely from the 
evidence received upon that subject, that many of those who leave the 
Hulks would willingly avail themselves of such an opportunity, if it were 
offered to them. It might also be expedient that the Captains and Chaplains 
should give certificates of good behaviour on their discharge to those con- 
victs who should appear to deserve such testimony in their favour ; certi- 
ficates of that kind are now granted from some Gaols and Houses of Correc- 
tion in this country, 'and have in some instances been given by the Chaplain 
of the Hulks at Portsmouth, who states tiiat he has been informed of their 
having been of use to the convict; it is obvious that the advantage to re- 
sult from these certificates in reconmiendin^ the convicts to employment, 
* would increase in proportion to the degree m which the general character 
of the Hulks might be improved uiider fiie new regulations. 

The convicts whom it is intended by Government to transport, should 
be confined on board a sepiU'ate Hulk, or should at least be kept entirely 
apart from the others, as the temporary reception of these persons among 
the rest must necessarily interfere with any system of regulation that 
mny be framed with reference to those who are to continue under its 
operation until the end\ of their punishment. According to the practice 
now pursued in making out the lists of convicts for transportation, those 
transportable for life are taken in the first instance, then those under 
sentence for fourteen years, with such of those sentenced for seven years, 
as appear from communications made to the Secretary of State's Office by 
the Magistrates who visit the county Gaols, to be particularly unfit to 
remain in this country. The numbei* to be sent abroad is then completed 
by a selection of individuals from among the remainder of the convicts 
under sentence for seven years, wh^ are pointed out by the Inspector as 

E roper objects for removal, either from the circumstances of their 
aving been more than once in tlie Hulks, or on account of their mis- 
conduct since they came on board, or for some other reason, the ground 
on which each person is selected being distinctly noted in the list sent to 
the Secretary of State's Office, The number however of the convicts 
transportable for seven years, who are actually transported, is hot very 
considerable, and such of them as might appear from the first to be unfit 
to continue at home, might be placed with those under sentences for life, 
or for fourteen years, without inconvenience. 

The arrangements for the performance of the clerical functions on 
board the Hulks, though much more efficient than they were \^hile the 
establishment waa under the management of the Overseers, appear to 
Your Committee to be still inadequate to the due execution of those 
duties* 

The want of a proper place to serve as a Chapel for the convicts at 
Woolwich, the celebration of Divine Service on board the Laurel every 
other week by a convict, and the omission of it altogether on the alternate 
Sundays on board the Portland, are circuiAstances which obviously require 
correction. Your Committee are of opinion that a separate Chaplain 
should be atta<?hed tot, each Hulk, and that he should not have any other 
duty to perform on Sunday^ which might prevent him from spending as 
much o£ the remainder of the day on board as might be usefully em- 
ployed in endeavouring to make' himself acquainted with the dispositions 
and feelings of the convicts on tlie subject of religion, and in affording 
them individually such in^^n^K^ti^JA. Qr consolation as they might require, < 
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At beiag obvipus that Simday is the i moat ; con venient^ u well as: the 
fittest tiifte, for such commuQications. Your Coramittee also think that the 
visits of the Chaplain during the remainder of the weak should be fretjaeatt 
if npt daily, and should. be regularly noted in the Journal .of occurrences 
k«pt on board f^h vessel; that he should act under, written imtructicms.; 
^d that in.case any of the Hulks should be. in a situatiim which would 
'Opt, admit of the Chaplainjs being properly lodged within laisonveniettt 
distance on sho9e> accommodations should be fitted up for himoii board the 
HomX&i Ship. 

iYpuf ^Committee do pot apprehend that any conssderabfe inonaase of 
expense :will be brought upon the Puhhc by the 4uioption of liie neoesMiy 
measuiies for , correcting the defects in the present system of > the HulioB. 
Some increase in the aanual charge ^niill arise irom the .proposed addition 
to. the number of Chaplains; and k will be n^sessary lat all ewettu «a 
place the isuperint^dence of the Establishment upon. a new ^footing, aad 
tOjgijKe (to the person exercising it^ by wkttever title he imay be designstod, 
a salary bearing some prpporbcm to the nature of the truat feposed m him, 
and the extent of the duties which he is to execute* The situatiaa of 
Q^ersjeer having become a nonunal.offioe, in coasequence of the impwi^e- 
inanits introduced into idie Hulk System by Mr. Graham, the mMAgemeot 
of the Huikkf is now carried cm under the Inspectar, iiemiving only the 
«alary which was fixed as a remuneration lor the trouble of occasional 
mspection, and fojr dbe expenses of his joumies for that purpose. Your 
Committee reoonunend^ diat in future arrangemeote upon this subject, 
the ^expenses incurred in .visiting the Hulks should be paid separately, 
Voistead of constituting (as is uom the case) a deduction from tfae^emo* 
lum^nts of the officer irnqpeoting, it being obvioasiy wireasonable that h» 
should receive tbe least emolument for those years in wbich he takes most 
trouble ; but they are .of opinion, that it is expedient to provick for a more 
^fi^tant attention to each Hulk, in the way of inspection, than can be 
giyen by the officer in whom the general superiatendence of the Establish* 
ment may be vested, by the appointment of some persons to reside in 
the neighbourhood of the sevei^l Hulks, to act as his assistants. It will 
prob^l^ly be thought desirabfe to make aome provision for teaching the 
convicts to read, and to provide for the performance of the' duty of Clerk, 
instead of allowing a convict to officiate in that character. A few 
additional officers apd guards will be required with a view to the constant 
inspection of the convicts on shore as well as on board the vessel, as 
their labour, of which Your Committee will have occasion to speak here* 
after, will be much more useful, if the number of persons appointed to 
overlook them shall be sufficient to admit of their being distributed 
into smaller detachments or gangs while at work, Ann those into whidi 
they can be formed with the present means of watching them. It wiU 
also be proper to raise the pay of the guards fer the purpose oi obtaining 
for that situation a superior description of persons to those now employev 
in it. The additional charges hete alludied to must be on too small a 
scale to fbrm any objection to the improvement of a systcrm of iniprison*^ 
ment affecting so many individuals as those wha are the subject of the 
present Inquiry^ An addition 6f one or two^ Pounds StefKng pev anmiw, 
for each convict would a#ovd yety ample means of increasing the 
efficiency of the present Establishment, according ta any view wlmh in 
taken of the subject in this* Report ; but a much» gwater increase 0i 
expense would be more than compensated by the prospect of sending 
back any large proportion of the convicts to the eommnnity at tiieend of 
their confinement, under circumstances which sho«ild diminish the pro« 
bability of their reverting to their- fonner course of life, and* becoming 
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tgain chargeable to the Public on a second or third conviction, with the 
addition of those whom their persuasions or example should have cor- 
ftipted while they were at large. 

'^' it appears, however, probable to Your Committee, that the amount of 
any addition to the annual expenses of the Hulks, which can properly grow 
^Ht of the"recommetidationshere given, will be more than counterbalanced, 
«ven in a pecuniary point of view, by the increased advantage that may 
be derived to the PubHc from the labour of the convicts under an im- 
proved system of management ; and that the effect of the d.rrangement» 
«ugg^ted in thia Report will be to diminish, in a very great degree, the 
pressure of this class of persons upon the country. 

'The expenses of the actual Establishment, including the Inspectors App*H. 
salary, and every other charge incurred on account of the Hulks by Go- 
t^mment, appear to have been during the year 1810, £. 599390 135. 2fd 
for 2003, convicts, or -rather more than £. 29. 1 25. per head ; and 
during the year 181 1, iC-^^^S^^ ^5^- 7*^- for 2044 convicts, or about 
£' 32 9^' P^^ head, but in these sums is included the cost of fitting up an 
additional Hulk at Sheerness, amounting to about jT. 4,250. 

From these expenses is to be deducted the amount of what has been 
saved to the Public by the labour of the convicts during the years alluded 
to, which Your Committee find it very difficult to estimate. As no regular 
valuation of the work done by these persons is made at the several places 
where they are employed, the most obvious way in which an opinion 
can be formed, in regard to the value of their labour, is by reckoning the 
number of days^ during which they have worked, and calculating each indi^ 
viduaFs services at so much per day. According to an account fomisbed by 
Mr. Graham upon this principle, the value of the convicts labour (the days 
work of each artificer beingestimated at 15* 6cl.and that of a labourer at 1^.) 
ivould be for tbeyear 1810,^(^.20,371 14s. 6d. and for 1811, £. 21,173 14^. App« L 
reducing the expenses with which the Hulks are chargeable during 
those years to £. 38,918 1 S$. 8id. or to about £. 19 8^. per head in the 
former instance, and to ^.45, 155 1*; Tld. or rather more than £. 22 is. 
per man in the latter. In thi* manner of stating the account no notice is 
taken of an extra expense for watebing the convicts while at work ofl 
shore, or of the different allowances received by those who woric at 
Woolwich, Portsmouth, Gosport and Langston Harbour. 

YoBr Committee, however, being desirous of ascertaining as nearly a* 
jpossible the real value of the convicts labour to the Public, as well as of 
learning how far the employment of persons of this description was con- 
sidered as convenient, or otherwise, by the officers, under whose direction 
they bad worked, sent questions upon th^se poinfts to the several ports and 
places at which the Hulks are stationed, whjch> together with the anmvers 
rfetwmed to Your Committee^ will be feund in the Appendix to this Report: App* J. 
Your Committee observe^ that the gfeat usefulness of convicts services is 
generally admitted, and t)he employment of them is not considered as in any 
vei^ect objectionable ; but the rates at which the labour of a convict was 
estimated in the several Returns appeared to be «o different, that your 
Gommittee found rt impossible to draw any general conclusion from mem 
respecting the pride at which the day^s work of a convict should be valuedi 
and they therefore desited that an estimate might be made out, at each of 
»he places at which the convicts had been employed dnring the years 1810 
and 1811, of the valu6 of their services in that place dmring each of thosd 
years. The tx>tai amount of those Estimates, after t4ie deduction of the 
expenses incurred* on- «hore, is, for the yeari^ia, jf.21,788. 9.^. 5d. and 
for the year 181 1, jf .24^447. ®** i^- ^hich sutn^ deducted from the sums 
<tf JC*5^^^^ 13«- 2|(i«md^. 66^328 13^* 7frfi respectively, will leave the 
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excess of the expenditure on account of the Hulk establishment as fellows ;.< 
for the year 1^*10,^.37,502 3s. 7Jrf. or about ^. 18 14^. 6d, per bead, 
and for 1811, j^. 41,881 13s. 6rf. or rather more than ^.20 95. 6d. per 
head» 

It is however to be obsen^ed that of the sums contained in these ertir 
mates no less than £. 11,895 135.6^. in 1810, and^, 14,751 B*. ift 181 1» 
is derived from the labour of the convicts belonging to the Retribution. 
Hulk at Woolwich i and that nearly half the convicts oh board the other 
Hulks appear to have been unemployed during the years alluded to. 

The Zealand Hulk, containing between four and five hundred convicts, 
was not stationed at Sheerness until 1810, and credit is given in the esti-j 
mates above stated for the employment of only one hundred convicts in 
the Sheed-ness dock-yard in 1810 and 181 1 ; whereas it appears that about 
one hundred and ninety now work ihere daily; and an expectation is lield 
out that the intended improvements in the yard will, in a short time, 
afford employment for the whole number on board the Hoik. The ave-? 
rage number on whose labour the calculations are made in the return from 
the Ordnance Department at Portsmouth, comprehending all the convicts, 
from the Laurel and the Portland, amounts only to three hundred and 
thirty-six labourers, and twenty-four artificers (or three hundred and sixty 
persons) in 181Q, and to three hundred and seventy-two labourers, and six- 
teen artificers (or three hundred and eighty-eight persons) in 1811, al- 
though these Hulks had on board five hundred and forty-one convicts in 
the tormer year, and five hundred and seventy-six in the latter. In this 
department the work of the labourer is only valued at 'jfd. per day> and 
that of the artificers at iild. The returns from Portsmouth dock-yard 
state three hundred and forty-three convicts as emplo3red, the number on 
board the Captivity Hulk stationed at that place having exceeded five 
iiundred during both the years to which the enquiries of Your Committee 
relate. 

Your Committee are satisfied that if the labour of all the convicts were 
properly directed, and regularly valued and brought to account, the em- 
ployment of them would be found much more advantageous than it ap- 
pears to have been by the statements given above, and they are inclined 
to tibink that the services of these men might in that case constitute fery 
nearly, if not altogether, an equivalent for the charge incurred on account 
of the whole estabhshment. In support of this opinion Your Committee 
refer to the value of the convicts labour at Woolwich, amounting, as has 
been already mentioned, to iC^i5895 135. 6d. in the year 1810, and to 
^\ 14,7 51 85. in 1811 ; the number of men on board the Hulk stationed 
at that place appearing by Mr. Graham's returns to have been 486 in 
the former year, and 480 in the latter. The whole expense of the Retribu- 
tion Hulk, taken separately from the otheri^ with its proportion of the 
Inspector's salary, amounted in 1811 (in which year the expenses of the 
Hulks were higher than in 1810, owing to a rise in the charge for victual- 
ling, which will be noticed hereafter) to iC*i5»7^5 i^*- 6^- ^^^ i* t^^ 
value of the convicts services for that year, stated above at iC-^4»75^ ^5. 
be deducted, the real burden upon the Public, from the convicts on board 
that Hulk, consisting of 480 inaividuals, will only amount to iC-974 3*' ^* 
There does not appear to Your Committee to be any reason why the 
labour of the convicts might not be made as productive, under proper 
management, in other places, as it now is at Woolwich. 

It seems also to Your Committee to be probable that a further 
advantage may be gained to the Public by some reduction in the 
expense of victualling the Hulk establishment. By the contract un- 
der which the provisions are furnished, made on the 9th March, 1809, 
Government originally allowed llid. a day for the food of each healthy 
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a>nvict»aad is. 6d. for each of the officers and the ship's company, the 
contractor furnishing, in addition, fuel to cook the provisions, and some 
articles for the use of the ship, oil, for instance, for the lamps, vinegar to 
wash the ship, &c. &c. fn October i8ioi the sum of two ^ence was added 
, to the daily ^allowance for the convicts, and three pence to that of the 
officers and ship's company ; and the charge for each convict now standa 
at I3lflf, the addition, which was in the first instance made fbr one yeai^ 
only, having, beeji since continued by an order from the Treasury for a 
Second year, ending, on the first of October next. From the evidence an- 
. nexed to the Report made by Your Committee ia the last Session* of Par- 
lian^ent upon Penitentiary Houses, it appears that the cost of a pri* 
sonerV food in the prisons at Gloucester and Southwell does not exceed, 
nine pence per day ; and though Your Committee are not prepared to 
say what miay be the value of the additional articles furnished by the 
contractor, and included in the same charge with the provisions, yet 
they do not conceive that thope articles can be of such an amount as to 
make this agreement aa economical arrangement for the Public. Your 
Committee tnerefore recommend that this contract, which was made with 
the present contractors by tbe Lord^ of tlie Treasury, after a reference 
tQ the. Transport Board for their opinion, and is determinable upon six 
months notice by either of the parties to it, should be reconsidered, and 
that the price to be paid for the supply of provisions to the convicts should 
be agreed for separately, that it may at any time be compared with the 
expenses incurred on the same head in otheF places of confinenient. 

The legislative proviaon which will be necessary to enable His Miajesty^* 
Government to carry into full eiOfect the recommendations contained in this 
Report, will be a short Act, extending the operation of the 24 Geo. III. 
cap. 56, Session fi, from the 25th March 1813, to such further period 
as may be deemed advisable; with clauses authorizing the appointmeiit 
by the Crown with competent salaries, of one superior oflScer to be Over- 
seer of the Hulks, who in addition to the duties marked out in the Act 
42 Geo. III. cap* 98, for the Inspector, shall take upon him the superin- 
tendence and control of e^ery part of tbe Hulk Establishment, and shall 
be responsible for the propeir management of the whole, acting himtelf 
under such instructions as may be issued by His Majesty for his direction, 
and of a subordinate officer at each place at whicli convicts are employed,' 
to reside constantly upop the spot, and. to act as an assistant or depiity 
to the persop above-mentioned, communicating with him, and taking his 
directions, upon all matters relative to the Establishment, but attendmg ia 
particular to the arrangements connected with the constant employment 
of the convicts, and to the regular valuation of the work done by them ; 
^nd depending fbr a part, at least, of his emoluments upon such estimated 
value of their labour.

Inspector of Vessels for the Confinement of Offenders, and of otlier Gaoii 
and Places of Criminal Confinement. 

GEORGE R. 

GEORGE the Third, by the Grace of God of tlie United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, King, Delcnder of the Faith, &:c. — WHEREAS hy an 
Act passed in the Forty tsecond year of Our rciir'^. intitnled, '.' An Actfor continuinu; 
*• and amending several Laws relating to tlie Transportation of Felons and other 
** Offenders to temporary Places of Confineujunt in England and Scotland, rc- 
** speclively," power and authority are given and granted unto Us to appoint a fit and 
able person to be Inspector of all places of criuiinal confiueuicnt, eitlici' at land or 
on board any ship or vessel to which any umle oft'enders shall be removed,, by virtue 
of an Act of the Thirty-ninth year of Our reign, intituled, '* An Act for the ettectual 
" Transportation of Felons and other Offenders, and to authorize the Removal of 
" Prisoners in certain cases, and for other purposes therein mentioned.'' And We 
being well satisfied of the fitness and ability of Aaron Graham, Esq. to discliargc the 
said duty of lnsi)€ctor, do hereby constitute and appomt him tlic said Aaron 
Grahani Inspector of the several ships and vessels em[)loyed and to be cn)ployed on 
the River Thames, or on any otiier navigable river, or in any {)ort, harbour or 
haven within the United Kingdon, for tlie confinement of offenders, and of ail other 
gaols and places of criminal confinement within the City of London and County of 
^liddlesex; willing and requiring him personally to visit and inspect every such place 
of confinement once at least in every quarter of a year, or oftener if occasion shall 
require, and diligently to examine into the several paiticulars directed by the said 
Act to be returned to His Majesty's Court of King s LSench ; and also into the state 
of the ships and buildings, the behaviour and conduct of the res|)ectivc officers, tlie 
treatment and condition of the prisoners, the amount of the several earni'igs, and the 
expenses attending every such place of confinement; end to make a Report tliereof to 
both Houses of Parliament at the beginning of every Session, and in matters of 
extreme necessity to make a Special Report to Our Court of Kings Bencli, and to 
transmit copies of all such Reports to Our Principal Secretary of SUite for the Home 
Department; and the said Aaron Graham is to enjoy and exercise the said office of 
Inspector during Our will and pleasure. — Given at Our Court at Saint James's tUa 
Twenty-fifth day of March 1802, in the Forty-second year of Our reigiu

And you are to use every possible means to prevent them from selling any part of 
their Allowance one to another, or to any ottier person. 



You are to be careful and see that no other than Standaixl Weights and Measures 
are used on board the Hulk. 



You are to ^ve directions that the Officer having the guard upon deck, when 
provisions come on l)oard, with the Steward and the Contractors man, do 
attend to see them weighed and measured ; and if any of the provisions should 
be; damaged or otherwise unfit for use, or be short of weight or measure, 
an immediate Report thereof is to be made to you, or, in your absence, to the 
rirst Mate, who, with the assistance of the Surgeon will inspect the same, 
and such as they shall find unfit for use, are to be returned upon the Contractor's 
hands, and an equal quantity of good provisions in lieu thereof be demanded imme- 
diately. And if the same bad provisions should again be sent on board, or others 
equally bad, on tlie same day, you are to cause them to be returned, and purchase 
an equal quantity of good in the market, and charge the amount to the Contractor ;

convicts is calculated and intended to prevent on tlieir part all just cause of com- 
plaint respecting the weight and measure of their provisions, you are carefully to 
enforce their attendance ; and for a neglect of this precaution on your part, no ex- 
cuse whatever will be admitted.

You are to l^e careful that all the Officers and Guards punctually do their dut\\* 
aed in the event ot* any vacancy hap|X^ning by death or otherwise, you are to 
direct the next officer in seniority to do the duty until I shall have had an opportu- 
nity ot inquiring whetlier he is a proper person to till it u[X And as an encourage- 
in nt to all on board, \ou are from time to time to .^cnd to me an impartial account 
of their iKhaviour, so that I may be able on all occasions to approve of 3'our choice 
of one iVoui amongst tlien^selves ; and not be obliged to put a stranger over any of 
their heads, And it is to be understood by you, that in all cases where any person 
is appointed by me, that the moujent he enters the Hulk, I have no longer any 
private knowledge of him; but if he neglects his duty, you are to treat him and 
report of him to me just as you would treat and report of any other person. — 
In short, as you are answerable for tne conduct of every one on board, you aie to 
take care not to uiake any other distinction between them than such as shall be war- 
ranted by superior merit, which with ine will ever- be tiic strongest inducement to 
confirm your appeiiitmcnts.

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The following yearly allowance of Cloalhinoj, if req^iired, may be issued by yotf

utmost (^cononiy however is to be observed by you, and though you arc ailowed to 
go to this extent (but on no account beyond it) yet you are to make as much less do 
us you can, without running any risk of endangering the health of the convicts ; and 
you arc to give me an account in the P^y Book of the several articles issued by you 
at the end of every quarter. 

Tlic cloatlis and bedding of convicts making their escape and dying (except such 
of the latter as may have died of fever or any contagious disorder, in which case the 
Surgeon's opinion of the propriety of preserving the same is to be taken) are to be 
carefully preserved, and issued by you to such of the others as shall stand most in 
need of tliem, witliout any allowance being made to tlie Contractor for the same. 
And if convicts escaping or dying leave any private c|oathing or nioney beiiind thein» 
an inventory of the cloaths, and a memorandum of the uiuney, are to be minuted

And no fee or reward whatever is to be taken by you, or by any person for you, for 
this or for any thing else done for the convicts. A fee or reward, cither in money 
or goods, taken by you or by any person belonging to the Hulk, from the Contractor 
who supplies the provisions or cloathing, or from any person having permission to 
sell things on board, will be considered as taken of the convicts, because in fact they 
must be injured by it, at least to the extent of the value of what you receive ; and 
k may fairly be presumed, that such presents are made with a view of seducino^ you 
from your duty, the better to enable the person who makes them to repay himself, 
iiot only for what he bestows ufxjn you, but a great deal more, which of course will 
be at tlie expense of tlie convicts in one way or another. The offence is of the 
most helnou*4 nature, inasmuch as it is a robbery committed on the unfortunate, and 
will not admit of an excuse. On the other hand, your conduct would be equally 
blameable, if from any improj)er motive you should be induced to encourage, or not 
to prevent, an extravagant use of such necessary articles as the Contractor by his 
contract is l^ound to provide for tlie use of the Hulkri ; at the same time, therefore, 
that you see the terms of tlie contract fulfilled by him, you are to be careful not ta 
exact any tiling that may by hiin be Jasdy deemed an inapQsition.

Phe Chaplain is to read prayers and preach a sermon every Sunday throughout the 
r, and on Christmas-day and Good Friday, in the Chapel on board the Hulk ;

The Chaplain is to visit the sick in the Hospital occasionally, and to shew himself 
at all times ready and desirous oi administering to them such spiritual advice 
and consolation as they may stand in need of. And on the death of any convict, 
you are to give the Chaplain timely notice, so as to insure his attendance at the 
funeral, which is never to be suffered without the Burial Service being performed, 
fend one of the officers of the Hulk, with six at least of the convicts, attending ; which 
i^. to be minuted io the Occurrence Book in the following manner :

; If convicts at their labour should misbehave themselves, you are to instruct the 
oficecs and guards appointed to superintend them, on no account to beat them, but 
to use gentle and persuasive means to induce them to alter their conduct, and if that 
will .not do, to complain of them to you ; and on their return on board you are to 
punish them according to the nature of their crime, under the direction of the Act 
19 Geo. in. cap. 76 ; taking care to do it in the face of the rest of the convicts, so 
fis to make it an useful example to the whole. And you are to make a minute in the 
Occurrence Book of the name of the convict, the name of the complainant, the nature 
of the crime, and of the punishment inflicted. 

Whenever a convict makes his escape, you are to make a strict inquiry into the 
cause thereoif, and to leave no means untried to recover him ; and if you find the 
escape has been occasioned by the negligence of any officer, or other person belong- 
ing to the Hulk, you are to make a minute of all the circumstances in the Occur- 
rence Book, and transmit a copy thereof to me. And if proof can be had of any 
officer or other person or persons being concerned in effiscting the escape of any 
convict, you are to proceed against him or them as the Law directs. The name and 
description of every convict making his escape, should be sent immediately 
under a cover directed for the Sitting Magbtrate at each of the Public Offices in 
London.

THOIJGH in some of my Quarterly Reports, I have incidentaily ailuded to the 
number of convicts who have regularly received the Sacrament ; I he^ now, ^Miiti- 
cularly, to call your attention to ttiis subject For some years the average haA beea 
about seventy. Which, probably, is more tbcm we shall Hieet with, out of an equal 
ttumber of persons to the convicts confined at this depdt, in many, if not uoat 
parishes in England ; and I believe it will be found, in general, that there art^ wL 
least, ioMTJemaUi communicants to. one male.- 

^ Tliat you may fiiirly judge therefore of the effect whidi Religion has hftd on maiqr 
of these poor men^ I take the liberty of fenrinding you» that there are so feaiale 
convicts at this port It is proper to observe aIso, tlmt my communicants consist di 
diiierent religious sects, uniting, at the communion table, with those of the Church 
of England ; and receiving the Sacrament according to the form of the Established 
^Churcti, witii ^ true catliolic ijpirit 

So large a proportion of the convicts wishing to engage in this solemn and re l igi o tis 
«ct, no doubt \^iU awaken your suspicious. I confess I had mine; and I felt it to 
be my duty, to assure every man who proposed to receive the Sacrament, that if te 
was actuated by worldly policy, he would be disappointed. That no favour of any 
kind would bo ^hewn him in consequence of his becoming a comnmnicant ; but on the 
contrary, that his conduct would benarrpwly observed; and if he proved himself a 
nypoGvite he would be punished. Thus, Sir, circumstances have rather forced mc 
^o check, than encourage the increase of communicants ; and I am sure, on reflec- 
tron, you will agree w ith me, that taking all things into consideration, the number 
has been larger than we could have expected. 

The subsequent deportment of these men, after attending this holy ordinance, has 
been such as might have been hoped for from men feeling genuine reriioi^e fbV thek* 
former vices, mingled with the consolations of the Gospel Out of the whole to 
whom I have administered the Sacrament, for you know the men are continually 
changing, I do not recoUect^re instances of improper, or even suspicious behaviour. 
And I will venture to declare my b^ie^ that no where can an equal body of 
communicants be found, wlu> have acted more uniformly consistent with their 
religious professions.

In making this statement, I am aware I may expose myself to insinuations, 
not.vcry creditable to my veracity ; but what I have asserted arc facts, which at Ports- 
moutl) are notorious. It would be a dereliction of my duty to conceal ihettu 

That persons of various religious j^rsuasions, lon^^ hardened l>y habits of vice,^ 
justly degraded in the estimation of society, and almost beyond the reach of tliosc 
bonouri\ble restraints which keep men, differently situated, within :the bounds of de*- 
corum, should be brought to a devout attention to the solemn religious duties of. 
public worship, as by Law established ; and tbiit too, without any exercise of ooTf 
poral punishment, is a truth which must strike you v\ith the same astonishment it- 
does me. 

If tl)e influence of moral reflection and religious truths were confined merely to a. 
decorous deportment durin;^ divine woi^ship, we should have gained but little ; bat, 
Sir, it is known to you, it is known to thousands, tliat there remains nothing kbout 
tlicm as a body, of that insolence and icFOcily, which mark the hardened viHain. 
Can I give a stronger proof of this than to declavc tnost solenmly, en my honour 
and veracity, that in my official situation as a Clergyman, I have never received ari' 
iiisuU, or even a questionable look or gesturv^, wlticii the most "refined delicacy could 
construe into impertinence?— On the contrary, both in public and private, I have 
ui^iformly received from these poor men, tl>e most marked and honourable attentian.

IN answer to your enquiries, I have to report, that the prisoners are in general 
very quiet and orderly during the performance of divine service, which I must prin- 
cipally attribute to the watchfulness of the officers of tlie ship, inasmuch as tl^e 
Minister cannot see more than a snmll part of his audience, or interest the attention 
of tlie majority by the utmost stretch of voice, until &omc better* arrangement can 
be made. 

3o(i. Y y I have 
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T have endeavoured to lead the tboughts qC^ those about me to thesul^t of thef Ifdy 
Sacrament, tor the administration of which; yoa have expressed yourself so anxious; 
by a succession of discourses connecting the state of sinful man with the Revehitbn 
of a Saviour, and encouraging tlie hope of mercy,- as it i^hdd out by our Lord and 
his Apostles; enforcing at tlie sameiin>e the necessity df embracing all the means of 
grace pro[)osed in the New I'estament But I am at a loss how to proceed to the 
isolemuizalion of that sacred service, with6ut some decent provision for the celebration, 
without the bare utensils even for administration. I wisli you would fix an hour of 
leisure, for me to conter with you on this subject, because I can neither deprive any 
true penitent of tlie benefit of the Sacrament, nor ofter it indiscriminately to all who 
might choose to present themselves, nor presume to call my congregation to church 
communion, otherwise than my station, as a Minister of the Ciiurdi of England, 
warrants ; referving to myself that discretion which is entrusted to me respecting such 
as are hindered from communicating in tl)c Church ; and I can see no way of pro- 
ceeding orderly, but by first providing some decent place. 

I have always expressed to you my full conviction, that much more good might be 
done, under the Divine Blessing, if there were room for public worship, so tliat aU 
might hear ; and I beg leave to observe, that the assurance you lately gave me on 
the spot, that the plan I had suggested, or something better, shouW forthwith be 
adopted, made me hope that, before I should be called upon fiw another Report, 
greater tacilities would have been aftbrded. 

The late attempts to escape irom the ship, I have not failed to notice with much 
seriousness; I trust, with some eflfect, if it be fair to judge from the impression my 
expostulations seemed to make on several within my view. Indeed I have ever made 
it a point of my instructions, to inculcate submission, to prevent punishment, as the first 
evidence of true contrition, and the first gxound of hope for pardon either firom 
God or man. ,

I AM desired, as Chairman of the Committee of the House of Commons, now 
engaged in tlie Enquiry relative to the Hulks, to request the sentiments of the 

Navy 
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Naf V Board upon tlie j^nicticabiKty of to filllrtg up a vessel for the reception of convtcts, 
ab to admit of their separation into ditferent companies or classes ; elnd of their being 
inspsiCtediJarin;! the Dij»bt, by some of the oflicers or gijards belonj^ing to the ship. 
The present Hulks hate three or four divisions only; ^nd there is On board them no 
opportunifcy of watching how the men are employed, after the hatches are locked 
down^ without going among them, which may be attended with visk of personal 
injury to the }>erson employed upon that service. Of the tu o plans transmitted with 
this letter, the one, with the passages made across the vessel, appears to give 
facility of inspection ; but is defective in not providing for more than seven divisions 
of the convicts. The other design, with the passage on one side, would furnish a 
mucii larger number of apartments, if the partitions across the ship, which must be 
solid to prevent communication, would not so obstruct ventilation as to be preju- 
dicial to healtli. The object of the Committee, upon the h.cad of «cpdraiion, is to 
divide the convicts into companies, composed of as lew individuals a«; possible ; and 
they are desirous of having ttie opinion of the Navy r5oard, as to the degree in 
which this object can be effected, and as to the size oi* the vessel which may be most 
advantageously used for this purptwe.

WE have receii-ed your letter of the 1st instant, and acquaint you, that we have 
taken hito consideration the plans of the Convict Hulks wiiich accompanied it ; and 
are of opinion, that a Convict Ship may be fitted with births so as to divide the 
prisoners into companies, by carrying a passage on each deck in the middle of the 
ship, or at tne side, formed by iron palisades, which may be subdivided by iron 
bulkheads into spaces of about fourteen feet in breadtli, so us to admit of two rows 
of hammocks being skmg fore and aft in each division, to \^bich seats of case may 
be fitted at the sides of the ship. We are also of opinion, that the Chapel should be* 
formed in the after part of the ship, of such dimentions as will- be sufficieDt \» admit 
the number of [lersons intended to be confined in the Dep6t, and that the ports will 
te found sufficient for the necessaiy ventilation oT the lower and upper decks; but it 
will be necessary to cut scuttles in the sides, to admit light and air on the orlop. 
Should these means, however, be found insufficient to ventilate the decks, air trunks 
tlirough the decks, may be tipplied, which latter means have been found to be very 
eAicacious and useful in those Prison and Hospital Ships into which they have lately 
been introduced. We would further suggest, that a 64 gun ship will be found most 
fit for tlie purpose.

YOU having communicated to us, by your letter of the 27th ultimo, tho-de^iie 
of the Committee of which you are Chairman, to be furnished with PLAN*-of a 
Convict Ship, fitted agreeably to the manner pointed out in our letter of the 
2 1 St May, we send you herewitli a profile^ with the plans of the decks of a 64 gun 
ship, divided in the manner mentioned in our letter above alluded to; and we bag to 
observe, that the plans have been sent to Portsmouth, in order to have the opinioi> 
of the officers of that yard, aided by the suggestions and experience of the persons em- 
ployed there in superintending the convicts; who have remarked, " that the Cecils are 
*^ too small for the best disposed people, and that the passage in the middle affords 
" the prisoners the opportunity of attacking, the guard from either side through the 
^' gratings: ' — If the former should be considered an objection, it may be obviated 
by fitting the bulkheads at double the distance shewn on the plan; but in such case we 
would recommend tliat provision should be made, in fitting the ship, to admit of other 
bulkheads being put up at intermediate spaces, if it should be found advisable to 
divide the convicts into smaller numbers ; but with regard to the latter, we do 
not think it an objection sufficiently important- to do away with tlie plan of having a 
passage in the centre of the ship, as experience has proved that the safety of the 
guards is not endangered when they have occasion to mix with tlie prisoners.

description, as well as timber, which they also stow away. It may be also necessary 
to mention, that when the wind blows from the north or north-west, we are under 
the necessity of employing one hundred and twelve men (which must be obtained 
from other people, if we had n(jt the convicts) to. pump the docks, as the tide does 
not, at these times, ebb sufficiently low to enable us to let the water off.

Sir, . Sheerness Yard,, 2 7th April 18.12.-* 

Commissioner Lobb being absent from this yard on Admiralty leave, -I 
beg to sepd you as follows, an Account of the value of the services of the coftvicta 
from the Zealand Hulk, during the years 1810 ^nd 1811. In foniiing this Account, 
I have been governed by the wajjes paid to a yard labourer ; having esliujated 
the proportion of work performed by a convict, at two-thirds pf that of a day 
labourer. The average number of convict^ employed in the yard during the above 
periods,^ may be estimated at one hundred eacU day, the men being changed morn- 
ing and afternoon. They are not divided into any particular classes, but are taken 
indiscriminately, as the services upon which they are employed may require ; these 
are, loading, unloading, and stacking of timber, unloading bricks, stone, sand, &:c. &c. 
pumping and cleaning the docks, and loading and unloading mud-boats.

The only Account kept of the convicts, has been the numbers on shore daily; dis- 
tinguisliing tlie artificers and labourers, the houi-s they work, and the nature of the 
service on which they are employed. The convict artificers, being few in number, 
have generally worked with the civil and military artificers, and no regular account 
has been kept, with a view to ascertain the value of their services. Admeasurements 
have, however, been •sometimes taken for this purpose ; ^Iso, to assist in letting them 
task-work, and to ascertain the encouragement to which they may be occasionally 
entitled ; and it is frotn these data that the value affixed to each class of convicts, in 
the foregoing Statement, lias been made out

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It may be proper further to remark, that, on an average, the convicts arc not on .shoie 
more than sh hours per day, on account of foggy, rainy, or ba<l weather; there is 
^Iso an indisposition or reluctance in most of them to work, and they labour under 
some disadvantage on account of their irons ; much also depends on the mariftge- 
iDcnt and order under v/hich they are kept by the officers under ^vhose immediate 
superintendence and controul they are placed : these circumstances will considerably 
affect any Statement that may be made of the value of the convicts services.

AKTICLES of AGREEMENT, indented, made, concluded and agreed upoHj, 
this ninth day of March, in the forty-second year of the reign of our Sovereign 
Lord George the Thn^d, by the grace of God, of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith : And in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and two, Between the Lords Commis- . 
sioners of His Majesty's Treasury of the one pait, and Andrew Hawes Bradley, 
of Gore Court, in the county of Kent, Esquire, of the other part. 

' AVHEREAS it is intended that Hulks shall be provided for the custody of Con- 
Ticts, one or more, as occasion shall require, to be moored at Langston harbour, and 
one er more, as occasion shall require, in or near Portsmouth, in the county of 
Southampton; which said Hulks, together with proper Officers, Guards, and Meii 
for the same, are io be provided by the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, at 
the public expense: And whereas the said Andrew Hawes Bradley hath 
proposed to find, provide, and deliver safe on board of such Hulks, provisions and 
water for such convicts, and the fuel, candles, and several other articles necessary 
for cooking the same, and for the Captains, Officers, and Guards, and other mattei*^ 
and things necessary for their safe custody, on the terms and conditionis hereinafter 
mentioned (that is. to say); a daily ratio^i for each convict, consisting of 72ine ounces, 
avoirdupois, of coarse, wholesome beef, one pound five ounces of bread, of the quality 
usually served to His ]Majcsty's Troops of the Line, three ounces of wholesome 
Suffolk or other cheese, fve ounces of Scotch barley, three ounces of oatmeal, and 
ene pint and an half of small beer ; and a daily ration for each of the Officers and 
Ships Company, consisting of ofie pound of wheaten bread or biscuit, one pound of 
beef, four ounces of cheese, two ounces of oatmeal, two ounces of butter, and 
0ne gnllon of small beer ; together with oil for lamps, salt, vinegar for washing the 
^hips, soap for washing ctoaths, brooms and brushes; also candles andj^Ve for cooking, 
and other necessary purposes, at the rate of elevenpence farthing per day, for each 
convict, and one shitting and iLVpowe for each Officer and Ships Company : And 
the said Andrew Hawes Bradley also proposed to provide and turnish cloathing and 
bedding for the convicts, of the quality, and at the several periods, and upon such 
terms and conditions as are also hereinafter-mentioned (that is to say)^ for eadi con- 
vict a jacket, value five shillings and sixpence, a pair of breeches, value three shillings 
and sixpence, a pair of stockings, one shilling and sixpence ; for every shirt, four 
shillings; for every, pair of shoes (which must be nailed) six shillings, and w^ien worn 
down lor soling and nailing them again, two shillings ; for each hat, two shillings; 
for every neck handkerchief, one shilling and ninepence ; for every flannel waistcoat 
(one of which should be supplied to each convict at the beginning of winter) two 
Shillings; for every bed, five shillings and sixpence; for every blanket,, six shillings 
find sixpence ; for each pair of irons, seven shillings and sixpence ; the cloathing 
for the convicts to be one-third of a large size, one-third of middling size, one-third of 
small size, and of the quality and patterns then usually provided for convicts : Axd 
WHEREAS the Lords of the Treasury were pleased to refer the above proposals to the 
Commissioners of Transports, for their consideration : And whereas the said Comr 
fnissioners of Transports, by their Report dated the 22d day of December, in the 
year of our Lord 1801, certified, that if articles of provisiori to be supplied by the 
said Andrew Hawes Bradley, were good and wholesome in their several kinds, and 
4f the cloathing which he was to provide, should not be inferior in quality to samples 
which had been presented to them, and which they should cause to be lodged j^^ tlic 
Treasury, sealed with the seal of the office of the said Commissioners, for tte purpose 
*of being tliei^eafter referred to, if necessary; they were of opinion, that the Terms 
offered by the said Andrew Hawes Bradley for the Victualling, might be accepted, 
•and that he might be allowed for the cloathing after the following rates ; viz. for each 
jacket, the sum of five shillings; for each waistcoat, one shilling and ninepence; 
for each pair of breeches, three shillings and sixpence ; for each shirt, three shillings 
and ninepence; for each handkerchief, one shilling and threepence; for each pair 
of stoclcings, one shilling aiul threepence ; for each pair of shoes, Jive shillings afid 
^miepence ; for tnch hat, txco shillings: And whereas the Lords Commissioners 
of the Treasury wfere afterwards pleased to communicate the said Report to the said 
JVndrew Hawes Bradley, w ho accepted the same on the terms therein mentioned,

(lieir further llej)ort, dated the 23d daj^ of December, in the said year of our Lord 
. J 801, certified tl>e last^mentioncd prqposal to be reasonable ; aiwi that .they were of 
ppinion that the said Andrew IlawesJiradley might be allowed aftei- the rate of one 
shilling for nailing each pair of shoes which should be supplied by liim for the use of 
the convicts, and two shillings per pair, for soling and renailing slioes when worn down, 
agreeably to his proposal. ^NOW THESE PRESENTS WITNESS, and the said 
Andrew Hawes Bradley for himself, his heirs, executors, and administrators, DOth 
•covenant, promise, contract and agree to and with the said Lords Commis^oners by 
th^se Presents, in manner following (that is to say) ; that he the said Andrew liawes 
•Bradley, his executors or administrators, ^all and will, at his own proper costs and 
charges, from time to time, and at all times durmg the continuance of this Contract, 
and upon the terms and conditions hereinafter mentioned, find and provide, supply 
and dehver safe onl^oard of such Hulks, such good, sound, and wholesome pro- 
. visions and water,. cloathing, and other mattei^s and things of the several kinds, and of 
the quality menlioned in the above- recited Reports, as will he sufficient for all such 
convicts as sl^all be committed to his care on board the Hulks, at or near the places 
before-mentioned; ^nd for tlie Captains, Officers, Guards, and Ships Company 
appointed for tlie safe custody joi such convicts (tliat is to say)^ to and for each of 
such convicts as shall not be sent to an hospital in the manner hereinafter mentioned, 
a daily ration oinhic ctmces^ avoh'dupois, of , coarse, wholesome bee^ one pound Jive 
mmcea q{ hveoAy of the quality usually served tpilis Maje^y's Troops of the Line;

And also that he the said Andrew Hawes Bradley, his executors or 
jadministrators, ?hall and will from time to time during the contmuance of this Con^ 
tract, when thereto required by tlie Inspector of convicts for the time being, find and 
4)rovide good and sufficient cloathing and bedding for each, ever}', and any of the 
said convicts, of the several sorts, ^izes and kinds, and of the qualities in the said 
«3cited Reports jncntioned, at tlie seveiai rates and prices hereinAfter in that belialf 
jncntioned (that is to say); beds, blankets, irons, jackets, flannel waistcoats, breeches, 
shirts, handkcrcliiefs, stockings, hats and shoes; and also shall and will, when 
such shoes shall be worn down, sole and renail the same. And the said Lords 
Commissioners for and on behalf of His Majesty, do covenant, promise and agree to 
and with the said Andrew Hawes Bradley, his executors and administrators, that he 
-the said Andrew Hawes Bradley shall have and receive for all such provisions, oil for 
lamps, salt, vinegar for washing the Ships or Hulks, soap for washing cloaths, 
brooms, brushes, candles, fire for cooking and other necessary purposes, at and after 
.the rate of elevenpence faithing per diem for each convict, and at and alter the rate 
of one shilling and sixpence per diem for each Captain, Officer, Guard and Man oi 
the Ships Company, appointed for guarding the said convicts : And also tliat he the 
said Andicw Hawes Bradley, his executors or administrators, shall have and receive 
.for the bedding, irons, and cloathing of each convict, at and after the rates foUowmg 
(that is tosaj')^ for each bed, tlie sum oijive shillings and sixpence ; for each 
blanktt^ the sum x)i sir shillbigs and sixpence ; for each pair of irons^ the sum of 
^even shillings and sixpence; lor e^ch jacket^ the sum oi Jive sMllings; for each 
Xcaistcoatj the sum, of one shiUmg and nbicpence; for each pair oi breeches^ the sum 
of three sbiUings and sixpence ; for each shirty the sum of three slnUmgs and nine- 
J)ence ; for e^ch Jiandkerchiefthe sum of 02ie shilling and threepence; for each pair 
of stockingSy the sum of one shilling and threepence ; for each pair of shoeSy the sum 
of Jive shillings and ninepcnce, and one shilluig each pair for nailing the same^ and 
iwo shillings for each hat ; and also the sum of two shillings for each pair of shoes, 
iorsoling and renailing the same when worn do;^n. The respective accounts of the 
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several articles before-raentioned, to be first examined and certified by the Inspector 
of convicts for the time being, under bis hand, four thnes in every year ; and the 
amount of each account so examined and certified, to be paid ^vithin two months 
after such account so certified by tlie Inspector of convicts for the time being, shall 
have been delivered to and approved by the Lords Commissioners of tlje Treasury, 
by one or more bill or bills to be drawn by the said Andrew Ilawes Bradley on the 
said Lojds Commissioners of the Treasury, at two months sight. And it is hereby 
covenanted, declared, and agreed by and between the said Parries to these Presents, 
that whenever any of the said convicts shall be sick or diseased, or lame, or stand in 
need of medical or surgical assistance, such convict shall, at the desire in writing of 
the Captain, be sent to an hospital either in the said Hulks or elsewhere, and dur- 
ing the time such convict shall continue at such hospital, he sliall be chequed of his 
daily ration of provisions upon the Victualling Book of the said Hulks, and shall be 
victualled by the said Andrew Hawes Bradley, according to such rule^ and regula- 
tions as shall be ordered by the superintend in cr surgeon for the time being, of the 
said Hulks; and that the said Andrew Hawes Bradley shall be paid in the manner 
hereinbefore mentioned, for maintaining such sick convicts in tlie said hospital during 
their continuance tlierein, at and after the rate of one shilling and fivepence per diem 
per man, he the said Andrew Hawes Bradley furnishing daily for each sick convict 
in the said hospital, one pound of white bread, half a pound of mutton, two pounds 
of greens, one pint of milk, three half pints of small beer and wiiie, balm and sage 
lea, sago, rice, sugar, and ft*uit, at the discretion of the surgeon ; the Sick Book and 
accounts to be kept in such form and maniier as shall be prescribed by the Inspector 
of convicts for the time being. And it is hereby furtlier declared and agreed by and 
-between the said Parties to these Presents, that this Contract shall commence on the 
first day of April oow next ensuing, and shall be and continue in force until six months 
notice for the determination thei'eof shall have been given, either by the Lords Com- 
jwissioners of His Majesty's Treasury for the time being to the said Andrew Hawes 
Bradley, his executors or administrators, or by the said Andrew Hawes Bradley, his 
executors or administrators, to such Lords Commissioners; and that nothing herein 
contained shall extend to charge the said Lord Comniissioncrs of His Majesty's 
Treasury, or any or eitljer of them, with any breach of covenant, action or process 
whatsoever, whereby their persons or estates may be liable for the non- performance 
of any of the Covenants hereinbefore mentioned. In Witness whereof the said Parties 
to these Presents have hereuijtG interchangeably set their tiands and seals the day and 
jear first above written.
